If therefore the light 
that is in thee be darknefs, bow 
great zs that darknefs ! 24 Noone 
can ferve two mafters: for either 
he will hate the ene, and love the 
other ; or elfe he will hold to the 
one, and defpife the other. Ye 
cannot ἔδινε God and mammon: 
25 Therefore I fay unto you, Be 
not follicitous for your life, what 
ye fhall eat ; nor yet for your bo- 
dy, what ye fhall put on : Is not 
the life more than meat, and 
the body than raiment? 26 Behold 
the fowls of heaven: for they fow 
not, nether do they reap, nor ga- 
ther into barns; yet your heavenly 
Father feedeth them, Are ye not 
much better than they ὃ 27 Which 
of you by being follicitous can add 
one cubit unto his flature? 23 And 
why are ye follicitous for raiment ¢ 
Confider the lilies of the field how 
they grow ; they toil nor, neither 
do they fpin. 29 And yet I fay 
unto you, that even Solomon in all 
his glory, was not arayed like one 
of thefe. 30 ‘Nherefore if God fo 
clothe the grafs of the field which 
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to day is, and to morrow is caft in- 
to the oven, fhad be not much more 
do fo to you, O ye of little faich ? 
31 Therefore ye fhall not be folli- 
citous, faying, Wha: fhall we eac é 
or whac fhal] we drink $ or where- 
withal fhall we be clothed ? 32 
For, after all thefe things do the 
Gentiles feek: for your Father know- 
eth that ye have need of all thefe 
things. 33 But feek ye firft the 
kingdom οἱ God, and his righte- 
oufnefs, and all thefe things fhall 
be added unto you. 34 Ye fhall 
not therefore be follicitous for the 
morrow : for the morrow will be 
follicitous about things for ic {elf :

21 
Wherefore of thefe men who 
have companied with us, all the 
time that the Lord Jefus Chrift 
Went in and out among us. 22 
Beginning from the baptifm of 
John, until the day that he was 
taken up from us, muft one. of 
thefe be appointed to be a wit- 
nefs with us of his refurre€tion. 
23 And they fet up two, Jofeph 
called Barnabas, who was fir- 
named Juftus, and Matthias. 
24 And they prayed, and faid, 
Thou, Lord, who knoweft the 
hearts of all men, fhew which 
one thou haft chofen out of thete 
two. 25 That he may take the 
place of this miniftry and apoftle- 
fhip, from which Judas fell, chat 
he might go to his own place. 
z6 And they gave their lots; 
and the lot fell upon Matthias, 
and he was admitted into the 
number of the twelve apoftles. 


11. And it came to pafs in’ 


thofe days, that the day of Pen- 
tecolt was fully come, and they 


were all in one place. Zz 


And lo fuddenly there came a 
found from heaven, as of a rufh- 
ing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the houfe where they were 
fitting. 3 And there appeared 
unto them cloven tongues, like 
as of fire, and they fat upon 
each of them; And they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghoft, and began to fpeak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance. 5 Now there 
were dwelling at Jerufalem, 
Jews, devout men, out of every 
nation-under heaven. 6 And 
when this was noifed abroad, 
the multitude came together, and 
were confounded, and they heard 
every one {peak in their own 
languages. 7 And they were 
amazed and marvelled, faying 
one to another, Behold, are not 
all thefe who fpeak, Galileans? 
8 And how hear we every man 
in our tongue, wherein we were 
born? 9 Parthians, and Medes, 
and Elamites, and the dwellers 
in Mefopotamia, in Judea, and 
Cappadocia, in Pontus, and 
Afia, 10 Phrygia and Pamphy- 
lia, in Egypt alfo, and in the 
parts of Libya, about Cyrene, 
and ftrangers of Rome, Jews 
and profelytes, 11 Cretes, and 
Arabians; we do hear them 
fpeak in our tongues the won- 
derful works of God, 12 And 
they were all amazed, and were 
in doubt one among another 
what had happened, and faying, 
What meaneth this? 13 Others 
mocked, faying, Thefe are full 
of new wine. 14 Then Peter 
ftanding up with the ten Apoftles, 
firft lift up his voice, and faid 
unto them thus, Ye men of 
Judea, and all ye that dwell at 
Jerufalem, be this known unto 
you, and hearken to my words : 
55 For thefe are not drunken, 

as 
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as ye fuppofe, feeing it is but 
the chird hour of the day. 16 
But this is that which was fpoken 
by the prophet. 17 It shall 
come to pafs in the laft days, 
faith the Lord, I will pour out 
of my Spirit upon all flefh: and 
their fons and their daughters 
fhall prophefy, and the young 
men fhall fee vifions, and the 
old men fhall dream dreams: 
18 And on my fervants, and on 
my handmaidens I will pour out 
of my Spirit: 19 And I will 
fhew wonders in heaven above, 
and figns in the earth beneath ; 
20 The fun fhall be turned into 
darknefs, and the moon into 
blood, before that great day of 
the Lord come. 21 And it fhall 
come to pafs, whofoever fhall 
call on the name of the Lord, 
fhall be faved. 22 Ye men of 
lfrael, hear thefe words; Jefus 
of Nazareth, a man approved of 
God among you, by miracles 
and wonders and figns, all which 
God did by him in the midft of 
you, as ye your felves know: 
23 Him, being given you by the 
determinate counfel and fore- 
knowledge of God, ye have 
taken, and by a wicked hand 
have faftned to accrofs,and flain: 
24 Whom God hath raifed up, 
having loofed the pains of Hades : 
becaute it was not poffible that 
he fhould be holden of it. 25 
For David {peaketh concerning 
him, I forefaw my Lord always 
before my face, for he is on my 
right hand, that I fhould not 
be moved. 26 Therefore did 
my heart rejoice, and my tongue 
was glad: moreover alfo, my 
flefh fhall reftin hope, 27 That 
thou wilt not leave my foul in 
Hades, neither wilt thou deliver 
thine holy One to fee corruption. 
28 ‘Thou haft made known to 
me the ways of life; thou fhalt 


fill me with joy with thy coun- 
tenance. 29 Men, brethren, let 
me freely {peak unto you of the 
patriarch David, that he 18 both 
dead and buried, and his fepul- 
chre is with us until this day: 
30 Therefore being ἃ prophet, 
and knowing that God had 
{worn with an oath to him, that 


of the fruit of his «σά 
+ heart, according to Hee 
the flefh, he would 


raife up Chrift, and to place him 
on his throne. 31 Fle fore- 
feeing this before, fpake of the 
refurrection of Chrift, that he 
was not left in Hades, neither 
his flefh did fee corruption. 32 
This Jefus therefore hath God 
raifed up, whereof we all are 
witnefles. Therefore being 
by the right hand of God ex- 
alted, and having received of the 
Father the promife of che Holy 
Ghoft, he hath poured out upon 
you this, which ye now both 
fee and hear. 34 For David 
is not afcended into the heavens : 
but he (διά himfelf, The Lorp 
faith unto my Lord, Sit thou on 
my right hand, 35 Until I 
make thy foes the footftool of 
thy feet. 36 Therefore let all 
the houfe of Ifrael know affured- 
ly, that God hath made that 
Jefus whom ye have crucified, 
both Lord and Chrift. 37 Then 
all they that were come together 
and had heard, were pricked in 
their heart, and fome of them 
faid to Peter, and to the apoftles, 
Men, brethren, fhew us what we 
fhall do? 38 But Peter faith 
unto them, Repent, and be bap- 
tized every one of you, in the 
name of the Lord Jefus Chrift, 
for the remiffion of fins, and ye 
fhall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghoft. 39 For the promife is 
ours, andto our children, and 
to all that are afar off, as many 

$2 as 
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as the Lord our God fhall call. 
40 And with many other words 
did he teftify and exhort them, 
faying, Save your felves from 
this untoward generation. 41 
Then they that believed his 
word, were baptized; and the 
fame day there were addcd about 
three thowand fouls. 42 And 
they continued ftedfaftly in the 
apofties doctrine at Je-ufalem, 
and communion, and in break- 
ing of bread, and in prayers. 
43 And fear was upon every 
foul: and many wonders and 
figns were done by the apoftles. 
44 And all that believed were 
together, and had all things 
cm mon. 45 And as many as 
had poffeffions of goods, fold 
them, ahd parted them to all as 
every one had need. 46 And 
they all continued in the temple, 
and from houfe to houfe, and 
breaking bread, partoois of meat 
with gladnefs and finglenefs of 
heart. 47 Praifing God, and 
having favour with all the world. 
And the Lord added to the 


church daily fuch as fhould be 


faved. 

11. Now Peter and John 
went up in thofe days into the 
temple, at the evening ninth 
hour of prayer. 2 And lo a 
certain man lame from his mo- 
ther’s womb was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the 
cemple which is called Beauti‘ul, 
to ask alms of them that entred 
into the temple. 3 He fixing 
his eyes on thm and feeing Pe- 
ter and John about to go into 
the temple, asked an alms of 
them. 4 But Peter looking up- 
on him, with John, faid, Fix 
thine eyes on us. 5 And he 
fixed his eyes on them, expect- 
ing to receive fomething of them. 
© Then Peter faid, Silver and 
gold have J none; but what i 


have give 1 thee: In the name 
of Jeus Chrift of Nazareth, 
Walk. 7 And he took him by 
the right hand, and raifed Lim 
up, and immediately he ftood 
up, and his feet and ankle bones 
received ftrength. 8 And he 
leaping up, ftood, and wa'ked, 
rejoicing, and entered with them 
into the temple, praifing God. 
g And all the people faw him 
walking about and praifing God. 
10 And they knew him, that it 
was he who fat for alms at the 
Beautiful gate of the temple: 
and they were filled wich won- 
der and amazement at that 
which had happened unto him. 
11 And as Peter and John went 
out, he went out together with 
them, taking hold ot them. But 
thofe that were amazed ftood in 
the cloifter called Solomon’s. 12 
But Peter anfwered and faid unto 
them, Ye men of Ifrael, why 
marvel ye at this? or why look 
ye fo earneftly on us,as though by 
our own power or piety we had 
done this? 13 The God of 
Abraham, and the God of Ifaac, 
and the God of Jacob, the God 
of our fathers hath glorified his 
Son Jefus Chrift, whom ye de- 
livered up to Judgment, and de- 
nied him in the prefence of Pi- 
late, when he was determined 
and willing to let him go. 14 
But ye opprefied the holy one, 
and the jaft, and defired ἃ mur- 
derer to be granted unto you, 
1s And killed the prince of life, 
whom God raifed from -the 
dead ; whereof we are witnefles. 
16 And through the faith of his 
name, hath his name ftrengthen- 
ed this man, whom ye fee, and 
know that the faith which is by 
him, hath given him this perfect 
foundnefs in the prefence of you 
all. 17 And now men and Bre- 
thren, know ye, that you indeed 

through 
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through ignorance did a wicked 
thing, as alfo your rulers. 18 
But what God before had fhewed 
by the mouth of all the prophets, 
that his Chrift fhould fuffer, he 
hath fo fulfilled. 19 Repent ye 
theretore and be converted, that 
your fins may be blotted our, 
when the times of refrefhing fhall 
come upon you, from the face of 
the Lord. 20 And he fhall 
fend Jefus Chrift, who was be- 
fore ordained for you. 21 Whom 
the heaven muft receive, until 
the times of refticution of all 
things, which God hath {poken 
by the mouth of his holy pro- 
phets. 22 Moiles truly faid unto 
our fathers, A prophet fhall the 
Lord our God raife up unto you, 
of our brethren, like unto me ; 
him fhall ye hear in all things 
whatfoever he fhall fay unto you. 
23 And it fhall come to pafs, 
every foul which will not hear 
that prophet, fhall be dettroyed 
from among the people. 24 All 
the prophets alfo from Samuel, 
and thofe that follow after, as 
many as have fpoken, have like- 
wife fpoken of thefe days. 25 
Ye are the children of the pro- 
phets, and of the covenant 
which God made with our fa- 
thers, faying unto Abraham, 
And in thy feed fhall all the fa- 
milies of the earth be bleffed. 
26 Unte you firlt, God having 
raifed up his Son, fent him forth 
to blefs you, in turning away 
every one from your iniquities. 
IV. And as they fpake thefe 
words unto the people, the 
prieits, and the Sadducees came. 
2 Being grieved thag they taught 
the people, and preached Jetus 
in the refurreétion of the dead. 
4 And they laid hands on them, 
aad put them in hold urto the 
next day: for it was now even- 
ing. 4 But many of them 


which heard the word, believed ; 
and the number of the men was 
about five thoufand. 5 Andie 
came to pafs on the morrow, 
that their rulers, and elders, and 
{cribes, 6 And Annas the high 
prieft, and Caiphas, and Jona- 
than, and Alexander, and as 
many as were of the kindred of 
the high priett, were gathered 
together at Jerufalem. 7 And 
when they had fet them in the 
midft, they asked, By what 
power, or by what name have 
ye done this? 8 Then Peter, 
filled with the Holy Ghoft, faid 
unto them, Ye rulersof the peo- 
ple, and elders of Hracl, 9 If 
we this day be examined by you 
of the good deed done to the 
impotent man, by what means 
he is made whole; 10 Be it 
known unto you all, and to all 
the people of Ifrael, that by the 
name of Jefus Chrift of Naza- 


_reth, whom ye crucified, whom 


God raifed from the dead, even 
by him doth this man itand here 
before you whole. 11 This is the 
ftone which was fet at nought of 
you builders, which is become 
the head of the corner. 12 
Neither is there falvation in any 
other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given to 
men whereby we mult be faved. 
13, Now when they faw the 
boldnefs of Peter and John, and 
perceived that they were unlearn- 
ed men, they marvelled, but they 
took knowledge of them, that 
they had been with Jefus. 14 
And beholding the man who 
had been healed ftanding with 
them, they could neither do nor 
fay any thing againft 7. 15 
When they had commanded 
them to be carried away out of 
the council, they conferred a- 
mong themfelves. 16 Saying, 
What fhall we do to thefe men? 

for 
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for that indeed a notable mira- 
cle hath been done by them is 
more manifeit to all them that 
dwell in ferufalem, and we can- 
not deny 1. 17 But that it 
fpread no further among the 
people, we will therefore threaten 
them, that they fpeak hence- 
tor:h to no man in this name. 
18 And they called them, and 
commanded them not to fpeak at 
all, nor teach in the name of 
Je‘us. 19 But Peter anfwering 
with John, faid untothem, Whe- 
ther it be right in the fight of 
God, to hearken unto you more 
than unto God, Judge ye. 20 
For we cannot but {peak the 
things which we have feen and 
heard. 21 So when they had 
further threatned them, they let 
them go, not finding a caule 
why they might punfh them, 
becaufe of the people: for all 
men g'orified God for that which 
was done. 22 For the man was 
above forty years old, on whom 
the miracle of healing was fhew- 
ed, 23 But the Apoftles being 
Jet go, they went to their own 
company, and reported all that 
the chief priefts and elders had 
faid unto them. 24 And when 
they heard that, and acknow- 
edged the power of God, they 
hift up zheir voice to Ged with 
one accord, and faid, Lord, 
thou art God who haft made 
heaven, and earth, and the fea,and 
all things that inthem are: 25 
Who by the Holy Spirit, by the 
mouth of thy fervant David hatt 
faid, Why did the heathen rage, 
and the-people imagine vain 
things? 26 The kings of the 
earth ftood up, and the rulers 
were gathered together againit 
the Lord, and againft his Chritt. 
27 For of a truth in this city 
againft thy holy Son Jefus, whom 
thou haft anointed, both Herod, 


and Pontius Pilate, with the 
Gentiles, and the people of I{- 
rael were gathered together, 28 
To da whatfoever thy hand and 
thy counfel determined before to 
be done. 29 And now, Lord, 
behold their threatnings : and 
grant unto thy fervants, that 
with all boldnefs they may fpeak 
thy word, 30 By ftretching 
forth thine hand to heal: and 
that figns and wonders may be 
done by the name of thy holy 
Son Jefus. 31 And when they 
had prayed, the place was 
fhaken where they were affem- 
bled together ; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghoft, and 
they {fpake the word of God 
with boldne(s to every one that 
would believe. 32 And the 
multitude of them that believed, 
were of one heart, and of one 
foul: neither was there any 
difference among them; nel- 
ther faid any that ought of 
the things which he poffeffed, 
was his own, but they had 


all things common. 33 And 
with great power gave the 
apoftles witnefs of the refur~ 


rection of the Lord Jefus Chrift : 
and great grace wassipon them 
all. 34 And no one among 
them wanted: for as many as 
were poffeffors of lands or houfes : 
fold them, and brought the 
prices of the things that were 
fold, 35 And laid them down 
at the apoftles feet : and diltribu- 
tion was made unto every one 
according as he had need. 36 
And Jofeph, who by the a- 
poftles was firnamed Barnabas 
(which is, being interpreted, 
The fon of confolation) of the 
Country of Cyprus, a Levite. 
37 Having land, fold i#, and 
brought the money, and laid :ξ 
at the apoltles feet. 


V. But 


The Adts of the Apoftles. 


V. But a certain man named 
Ananias, with Sapphira his wife, 
fold a pofleffion, 2 And kept 
back part of the price, the wife 
alfo being privy ; and brought a 
certain part, and laid ἐξ at the 
apottles feet. 3 But Peter faid 
unto Ananias, Why hath Satan 
filled thine heart to lie to the 
Holy Ghoit, and for thee to keep 
back part of the price of the 
land ὃ 4 While it remained, 
was it not thine own ? and after 
it was fold, was it not in shine 
own power ? why haft thou con- 
ceived to do this wicked thing 
in thine heart ? thou haft not 
lied unto men, but unto God. 
5 And when Ananias heard thefe 
words, he fell down immediate- 
ly and gave up the ghoft : and 
great fear came on all them that 
heard it. 6 And the young men 
arofe, wound him up, and carried 
him out, and buried fim. 7 And 
it was about the fpace of three 
hours after, when his wife, not 
knowing what was done, came 
in. 8 But Peter faid unto her, 
I will afk thee then, whether ye 


fold the land for fo much ὃ And | 


fhe faid, Yes, for fo much. 9 
Then Peter /aid unto her, How 
is it that ye have agreed together, 
to tempt the Spirit of the Lord ? 
behold, the feet of them who 
have buried thy hufband are at 
the door, and fhall carry thee 
out. 10 And fhe fell down 
ftraightway at his feet, and yield- 
ed up the ghoft : and the young 
men came in and found her dead, 
and carrying ser forth, when 
fhe was made ready, buried Ler 
by her hufband. 11 And great 
fear came upon the whole church, 
and upon as many as heard thefe 
things, 12 And by the hands of 
the apoftles were many figns and 
wonders wrought among the peo- 
ple ; and they were all with one 


accord in the temple, in Solo- 
mon’s cloifler, 13 And of the 
reft durft no one join himielf to 
them : but the people magnified 
them. 14 And believers were 
the more added to the Lord, 
multitudes both of men and wo- 
men. 15 Infomuch that they 
brought forth their fick into the 
{treets, and laid hem on beds and 
couches, that when Peter came, 
the fhadow pafling by, might 
overfhadow fome of them : for 
they were freed from every infir- 
mity which every one had. 16 
There came alfo a multitude out 
of the cities together round about 
unto Jerufalem, bringing the fick, 
and them who were vexed with 
unclean fpirits : who were all 
healed. 17 Then the high prieft 
rofe up, and all they that were 
with him, which is the fect of 
the Sadducees, and were filled 
with indignation, 18 And laid 


-hands on the apoftles, and put 


them in the common prifon. 19 
Then by night the angel of the 
Lord opened the  prifon-doors, 
and brought them forth, and faid, 
20 Go, ftand, and fpeak in the 
temple, all the words of this 
life. 21 And when they heard 
that, they entered into the tem- 
ple early, and taught. But the 
high prieft arofe in the morning, 
and thcy that were with him, 
and called the council together, 
and all the fenate of the children 
of Ifrael, and feni to the prifon 
to have them brought. 22 But 
when the officers came, and had 
opened the prifon, and found 
them not within, they returned, 
and told, 23 Saying, The pri- 
fon found we fhut with all fafety, 
and the keepers ftanding at the 
doors : but when we had opened, 
we found no one within. 24 
Now when the captain of the 
temple, and the chief priefts 

heard 
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heard thefe fayings, they doubt- 
ed of them whereunto it would 
grow. 25 Then came one and 
told them, Behold, the men 
whom ye put. into prifon, are 
ftanding in the temple, and teach- 
ing the people. 26 Then went 
the captain with the officers, and 
brought them with violence : 
fearing the people, left they fhould 
have been floned, 27 And when 
they had brought them, they fet 
them in the council : and the 
Prieft afked them, 28 Saying, 
Did not we ftraitly command 
you, that you fhould not teach in 
this name ? Behold, ye have 
filled Jerufalem with your do- 
Gtrine, and will bring that man’s 
blood upon us. 29 Then Peter 
and the apoftles anfwered and faid, 
We ought to obey God rather 
than men. 30 But Peter faid 
unio them, The God of our 
fathers railed up Jefus, whom 
ye flew, and hanged on a tree. 
31 Him hath God exalted in 
glory, a Prince and a Saviour, 
to give repentance to Ifrael, and 
forgivenefs of fins in him. 32 
And ewe are his witnefles of theie 
things ; and alfo the Holy Ghoft, 
whom God hath given to them 
that obey him. 33 When they 
heard that, they were cut, and 
took counfel to flay them. 34 
Then ftood there up one of the 
council, a Pharifee, named Ga- 
maliel, a doctor of law, had in 
reputation among all the people, 
and commanded to put the apo- 
files forth a little while. 35 And 
faid unto the rulers, and the mem- 
bers of the council, Ye men of 
Ifrael, take heed to your felves, 
what ye are about to do as to 
thefe men. 36 For before thefe 
days rofe up Theudas, boafting 
himfelf to be a great man, and to 
whom a number of men, about 
four hundred, joined themlelves : 


who came to nought of himfelf, 
and all, as many as obeyed himy 
were fcattered, and brought to 
nought. 37 After him rofe up 
Judas of Galilee, in the days of 
the taxing, and drew away much 
people after him : he alfo perifh- 
ed, and as many as obeyed him, 
were difperfed. 38 And now, 
Brethren, I fay unto you, Re- 
frain from thele men, and let 
them alone, without defiling your 
hands: for if this couniel, or 
this. work be of men, it will 
come to nought: 39 But if it 
be of God, ye will not be able 
to overthrow them ; neither you, 
nor kings, nor tyrants. Abjtain 
therefore from thefe .men ; leit 
haply ye be found to be fighters 
againft God. 4o And to him 
they fubmitted : and when they 
had called the apoftles, and bea- 
ten thent, they commanded that 
they fhould not fpeak in the 
name of Jefus, and let them go. 
41 The apoftles therefore de- 
parted from the preferice of the 
council, rejoicing that they. were 
counted worthy to fuffer fhame 
for bis name. 42 And daily in 
the temple, and in every houfe, 
they cea’ed not to teach and 

preach the Lord Jefus Chrift. 
V). And in thefe days when 
the diiciples were multiplied, 
there was a murmuring of the 
Helenitts againft the Hebrews, 
becaufe their widows were neg- 
leted in the daily miniftration, 
in the miniftration of the He- 
brews. 2 Then the twelve call- 
ed the multitude of the difciples 
unto them, and faid unto them, 
Tt is not reafon that we fhould 
leave the word of God, and ferve 
tables. 3 What is it therefore, 
brethren = Look ye out from a- 
mong your felves feven men, at- 
tefled to be full of the Spirit, and 
wifdom, whom we may appoint 
over 
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over this bufinefs. 4 But we 
will give our felves continually 
to prayer, and τὸ the minilitry 
of the word. 5 And this fay- 
ing pleafed the whole multitude 
of the difciples; and they chole 
Stephen, a man full of faith, 
and of the Holy Ghott, and 
Philip, and Prochorus, and Ni- 
Canor, and Timon, and Parme- 
nas, and Nicolas a profelyte of 
Antioch. 6 Thefe were {et alfo 
before the apoftles: who when 
they had prayed, laid their 
hands on them. 7 And the 
word of the Lord increafed ; 
and the number of the difciples 
multiplied in Jerufalem greatly; 
and a great company of the 
priefts were obedient to the 
faith, 8 And Stephen full of 
grace and power, did great won- 
ders and miracles by the name 
of the Lord Jefus Chrift. 9 
Then there arofe certain of the 


fynagogue, which is called of. 


the Libertines, and Cyrenians, 
and Alexandrians, and of them 
of Cilicia, difputing with Ste- 
phen. 1oWho could not refift the 
wifdom that was in him, and the 
Holy Spirit by which he fpake, 
becaufe they were reproved by 
him with all boldnefs ; not being 
therefore able to oppofe the 
truth, -11 They fuborned men 
who faid, We have heard him 
{peak blafphemies againft Moles, 
and God. 12 And they ftirred 
up the people, and the elders, 
and the fcribes, and came upon 
him, and caught him, and 
brought Aim to the council, 13 
And fet up falfe witneffes againit 
him, who faid, This Man 
ceafeth not to {peak words againtt 
the holy place, and the law. 14 
For we have heard him fay, that 
this Jefus of Nazareth will de- 
{troy this place, and will change 
tke cuftoms which Mofes delive- 


red us. τς And all that fat in 
the council, looked vedfaftly on 
him, and faw his face, as-if it 
had been the face of an angel 
ftanding in the midft of them. 
VII. ‘Vhen faid the high 
prieft, to Stephen, !s then this 
thing fo? 2 And he {.id, Men, 
brethren, and tathers hear, The 
God of glory appeared unto our 
father Abraam, when he was 
in Mefopotamia, before he dwelt 
in Charan, 3 And faid unto 
him, Get thee out of thy coun- 
try, and thy kindred, and come 
into the land which I fhall fhew 
thee. 4 Then Abiaam come 
out of the land ofthe Chaldeans, 
and dwelt in Charan: and he 
was there; and when his ta’her 
was dead, he removed him into 
this land wherein ye alfo do now 
dwell; and our fathers who 
were before us. 5 And he gave 
him no inheritance in it, no not 
to fet his foot on: But he pro- 
mifed that he would give it τὸ 
him for a poffeflion, and to his 
feed after him, when he had ne 
child. 6 And God :pake thus 
to him, that his feed fhould fo- 
journ in a ftrange land, and that 
they fhould bring them into bon- 
dage, and entreat them evil four 
hundred years. 7 And the na- 
tion to whom they fhall be in 
bondage, will I judge, faid 
God : and after that fhall they 


‘come forth, and ferve me in this 


place. And he gave him the 
covenant of circumcifion: and 
fo he begat Ifaac, and circum- 
cifed him the eighth day : and 
Ifaac Jacob, and Jacob the 
twelve patriarchs. g And the 
patriarchs moved with envy, fold 
Jofeph into Egypt : but God was 
with him, τὸ And delivered. 
him out of all his afflictions, and 
gave him favour and wifdom in 
the fight of Pharaoh king of

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Egypt; and he made him go- 
vernor over Egypt, and all his 
houfe. 11 Now there came a 
famine over all the land of E- 
gypt and Chanaan, and great 
affiiétion ; and our fathers found 
no fuftenance. 12 When there- 
fore Jacob heard that there were 
provifions in Egypt, he fent out 
our fathers the firit time. 13 And 
at the fecond Jofeph was made 
known to his brethren; and Jo- 
feph’s kindred was made known 
unto Pharaoh. 14 Then ‘ent 
Jofeph, and called his father 
Jacob to him, and all his kin- 
dred, feventy five : 15 + And 
Jacob went down into Egypt, 
and died, both he and our fa- 
thers, 16 And were carried 
over into Sychem, and laid in 
the fepulchre that Abraam 
bought for a fum of money of 
the fons of Emmor of Sychem. 
17 But when the time of the 
promife drew nigh, which God 
had promifed to Abraam, the 
people grew ard multiplied in 
Egvpr, 13 Till another king 
arcofe, which did not remember 
οί, ig The fame dealt alfo 
decerr'tty with our kindred, 
anc <vil-envieated our fathers, fo 
tray they caft out their young 
chilarea, co the end they might 
net ive. 20 In which time 
Mofes was born, and was fair to 
God, and nour:fhed up in his 
fathers houfe three months: 21 
And when he was caft our, Pha- 
raoh’s daughter took him up,and 
nourifheca Azm for her fon. 22 
And Mofes was educated in ail 


the wifdom of the Egyptians, 
and was mighty in his words and 
in deeds. 23 And when he was 
full forty years old, it came into 
his heart to vifit his brethren the 
children of Ifrael. 24 And 
feeing one of them fuffer wrong 
by one of that country, he de- 
fended 4im, and avenged him 
that was oppreffed, and {mote 
the Egyptian, and hid him in 
the fand. 25 For he fuppoied 
his brethren would have uder- 
ftood, how that God by his 
hand would deliver them ; but 
they underftood not. 26 And 
the next day he fhewed himfelf 
unto them as they fought, and 
faw them injured, and would 
have made peace between them, 
faying, what do ye, Men and 
brethren; why do ye injure one 
another? 27 But he that in- 
jured his neighbour, thruft him 
away, faying, Who made thee 
a ruler and a judge over us? 
28 Wilt thou kill me as thou 
didft the Egyptian yefterday ? 
290 And Moles fled at this fay- 
ing, and was a ftranger in the 
land of Madian, where he begat | 
two fons. 30 And afterwards 
when his forty years were ex- 
pired, there appeared to him in 
the wildernefs of mount Sina, an 
angel of the Lord, in a flame 
of fire of a bufh. 31 When 
Mofes faw it, he wondered at 
the fight: and as he drew near

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Into heaven, and faw the glory 
of God, and Jefus the Lord 
flanding on the right hand of 
God, 56 And faid, Behold, I 
fee the heavens opened, and the 
Son of man ftanding on the 
right hund of God. 57 Then 
they cried out with a loud voice, 
and {topped their ears, and ran 
upon him with one accord, 58 
And catt Aim out of the city, and 
ftoned him: andthe witneffes 
laid down their clothes at a cer- 
tain young mans feet, called 
Saul. 59 And they ftoned Ste- 
phen, invocating and faying, 
Lord Jefus, receive my {pirit. 
6c And he kneeled down, and 
cried with a loud voice, faying, 
‘Lord, lay not this fin to their 
charge. And when he had faid 
this, he fell afleep. And Saul 
-was confenting unto his death, 
VII!. And at that time there 
was a grea: perfecution and af- 
fliStion upon the church which 
was at Jerufalem ; and they were 
all {cattered abroad throughout 
the regions of Judea and Sama- 
ria, except the apoftles, who 
tarried at Jerufalem. 2 And 
devout men carri:d Stephen, and 
made great lamentation over him. 
4 And Saul made havock of the 
church, entring into every houfe, 
and haling men and women, 
committed them to prifon, 4 
Therefore they that were {cat- 
tered abroad, went about preach- 
ing the word, 5 And Philip 
came to the city of Samaria, 
and preached Chrift unto them. 
6 But when all the multitudes 
with-one accord gave heed unto 
thofe things which Philip fpake, 
he.ring, and feeirg the figns 
which he did. 7 Unclean {pi- 
Tits, crying with loud voice, 
came out of many that were 
poficfled: and many taken with 
paliies, and that were lame, were 


healed. 8 And there was great 
joy in that city. g But there 
was a certain man whofe name 
was Simon, before in that city, 
who ufed magick, and diftract- 
ed the nation of Samaria, giving 
out that himfelf was fome great 
one. 10 To whom they all 
gave heed from the leait to the 
greateit, faying, This man is 
that power of God, which 15 
called The Great. 11 And to 
him they gave heed, becaufe 
that of long time he had diltraé- 
ed them with magical arts. 12 
But when they believed Philip, 
preaching the things concerning 
the kingdom of God, and the 
name of Jefus Chrift, they were 
baptized both men and women. 
12 Then Simon himfelf alfo be- 
lieved: and when he was bap- 
tized, 4e alfo continued with 
Philip, and beholding the mira- 
cles and figns which were done 
he was diltraéted. 14 Now 
when the apoftles who were at 
Jerufalem, heard that Samaria 
had received the word of God, 
they fent unto them Peter and 
John. 15 Who when they 
were come down, prayed for 
them that they might receive the 
Holy Ghoft. 16 For as yet he 
was fallen upon none of them: 
only they were baptized in the 
name of the Lord Jefus Chrift. 
17 Then Jaid they hands on 
them, and they received the 
Holy Ghoft. 18 And when 
Simon faw that through laying 
on of the apoftles hands, the 
Holy Ghoft was given, he offered 
them money. 19 Beieeching 
him,and faying, Give me alfo this 
power, that on whomfoever I 
alfo lay hands, he may receive 
the Holy Ghoit. 20 But Peter 
faid unto him, The money go 
to perdition with thee, becaufe 
thou haft thoughs that the free git 
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of God may he purchaied with 
rfioney. 2t Thou haft neither 
part nor lot in this matter: thy 
heart is not right before God. 
22 Repent therefore of this thy 
wickednefs, and pray the Lord, 
if perhaps the thought of thine 
heart may be forgiven thee. 23 
For I fee that thou art in the gall 
of bitternefs, and the bond of 
iniquity. 24 Then anfwered 
Simon and faid unto them, I 
befeech you, Pray ye to God 
for me, that none of thefe evil 
things which ye have fpoken to 
me come upon me: who did not 
leave off to weep greatly. 25 
They therefore, when they had 
teflified and fpoken the word of 
the Lord, returned to Jerufalem : 
But they preached the gofpel in 
many villages of the Samaritans. 
26 And the angel of the Lord 
{pale unto Philip, faying, Arife 
and go toward the fouth, unto 
the way that goeth down from 
Jerufalem unto Gaza, which is 
defert. 27 And he arofe and 
went: and behold, a man of 
Ethiopia, an eunuch of great 
authority under Candace, a cer- 
tain queen of the Ethiopians, 
who was her treafurer, and had 
come to Jerufalem to worfhip, 
28 Was returning and fitting 
in a chariot reading Efaias the 
prophet. 29 Then the fpirit 
{aid unto Philip, Go near, and 
join thy felf to this chariot. 30 
And Philip ran thither to him, 
and heard him read the prophet 
Efaias, and faid, Underitandeft 
thou what thou readeft? 31 
And he faid, How can I, ex- 
cept fome one fhould guide me ἢ 
and he defired Philip that he 
would come up, and fit with 
him. 32 The place of the 
{cripture which he read, was 
this, He was led as a fheep to 
the flaughter, and like a lamb 
‘dumb before his hearer, fo 


opened he not his mouth: 33 
In 4is humiliation his jadgmenc 
was taken away; and who fhall 
declare his generation? for his 
life is taken from the earth. 34 
And the eunuch anfwered Philip, 
and faid, I pray thee, of whom 
fpeaketh the prophet this? of 
himfelf, or of fome other. 35 
Then Philip opened his mouth 
and began at the fame {cripture 
and preached unto him Jefus. 
36 And as they went on the 
way, they came unto a certain 
water ; and the Eunuch (416, See 
water, what doth forbid me to 
be baptized? 37 And Philip 
faid, If thou believeft with all 
thine heart, thou mayit. And he 
anfwered and faid, I believe that 
Jefus Chrift is the Son of God. 
38 And he commanded the cha- 
riot to ftland: and they went 
down both into the. water, both 
Philip and the eunuch; and he 
bapuzed him. 39 And when 
they were come up out of the 
water, the Spirit of the Lord 
caught away Philip, that the 
eunuch faw him no more: and 
he went on his way rejoicing. 
40 Bur Philip was found at Azo- 
tus: and paffing through, he 
preached in all the cities till he 
came to Cefarea. 

IX. And Saul yet breathing 
out threatnings and flaughter 
againft the difciples of the Lord, 
went unto the high prieft, 2 
And defired of him letters to 
Damafcus to the fynagogues, 
that if he fhould find any of this 
way, whether they were men or 
women, he might bring them 
bourd unto Jerufalem. 3 And as 
he journeyed he came near Da- 
ma({cus ; and fuddeniy there fhone 
round about him a light from 
heaven, 4 And he fell to the 
earth, and heard a voice faying 
unto him, Saul, Saul, why per-

fecuteft thou me? 5 Who iaid, 
Who art thou, Lord? And he 
faid, {am Jelus whom thou perfe- 
cuteft: 1} zs hard for thee to kick 
againit the goads. 6 And he 
trembling and aftonifhed, (416, 
Lord, what wilt thou have me 
to do? And the Lord /azd unto 
him, Arife and go into the city, 
and it fhall be told thee there 
what thou muftdo. 7 And the 
men who journeyed with him 
ftood {peechlefs, hearing a voice, 
but feeing no man: 8 And 
Saul arofe from the earth; and 
when his eyes were opened, he 
faw nothing, but they led him 
by the hand, and brought Aim 
to Damafcus. 9 And he was 
three days without fight, and 
neither did eat nor drink. 10 
And there was a certain <citcipie 
at Damafcus, named Ananias 3 
and to him iaid the Lord ina 
vifion, Ananias. And he faid, 
Behold, I am here, Lord. 11 
And the Lord /aid unto him, 
Arife, and go into the ftreet, 
which is called Straight, and 
enquire in the houfe of Judas, 
for one whofe name is Saul, of 
Tarfus: for behold he prayeth. 
1z And he hath feen a man 
named Ananias, coming in, and 
putting δὲς hands on him, that 
he might receive his fight. 13 
Then Ananias an{wered, Lord, 
I have heard by many of this 
man, how much evil he hath 
done to thy faints at Jerufalem: 
14 And here he hath Authority 
from the chief priefts, to bind 
all that call on thy name. 15 
But the Lord faid unto him, 
Go: for he is a chofen veffel 
unto me, to bear my name be- 
fore the Gentiles, and kings, 
and the children of Ifrae]l, 16 For 
I will thew him how great things 
he muft fuffer for my name’s 
fake. 17 And Ananias went

away ,and entered into the houfe ; 
and putting his hands on him, 
faid, Brother Saul, the Lord 
hath fent me, Jefus that ap- 
peared unto thee in the way as 
thou cameft,that thou mighteift 
receive thy fight, and be filled 
with the Holy Ghott. 18 And 
there fell from his eyes as it had 
been fcales; and he received 
fight forthwith, and arofe, and 
was baptized. 19 And when he 
had received meat he was 
firengthened. ‘Then was he 
certain days with the difciples 
who were at Damafcus 20 
And ftraightway he preached Jefus 
in the fynagogues, inat he is the 
Son of God. 21 But all that 
heard him were amazed, and 
fcid, Is mot this he that made 
havock of them who called on 
this name in Jerufalem, and 
came hither for that intent, that 
he might bring them bound 
unto the chief priefts? 22 But 
increafed the more in 
ftrength,and confounded the Jews 
who dwelt at Damafcus, proving 
that this is the Chrift. 23 And 
after many days were fulfilled, 
the Jews took counfel to kill 
him: 24 But their laying await 
was known of Saul: and they 
watched the gates alfo day and 
night to kill him. 25 Then the 
difciples took him by night, and 
let 4im down by the wall in a 
basket. 26 And when he was 
come to Jerufalem, he aflayed to: 
join himfelf to the difciples : but 
they were all afraid of him, and 
believed not that he was a difci- 
ple. 27 But Barnabas took 
him, and. brought Aim to the 
apoftles, and declared unto them. 
how he had feen the Lord in 
the way, and that he had fpoken 
to him, and how he had preach- 
ed boldiy at Damaicus in the 
name of Jefus. 28 And he was 

with 
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with them coming in, and going 
out in Jerufalem. 29 And he 
fpake boldly in the name of the 
Lord Jefus, and difputed againft 
the Hellenifts: but they went 
about to flay him. 30 When 
the brethien knew it, they 
brought him down to Cefarea, 
and fent im forth to Tarfus. 
31 Then had the church τοί 
throughout all Judea, and Ga- 
lilee, aud Samaria, and was 
edified, and walking in the fear 
of the Lord, and in the com- 
fort of the Holy Ghoft, was 
multiplied. 32 And it came to 
pafs, as Peter paffed throughout 
all quarters, he came down alfo 
to the faints who dwelt at 
Lydda. 33 And there he found 
a certain man named Eneas, 
who had lain upon his bed eight 
years, and was fick of the pal- 
fy. 34 And Peter faid unto 
him, Eneas, The Lord Jelus 
Chrift maketh thee whole: arife 
and make thy bed. And he 
arofe immediately. 35 And all 
that dwelt at Lydda, and Saron, 
faw him, and turned to the 
Lord. 36 Now there was at 
Joppa a certain difciple named 
Tabitha, who by interpretation 
is called Dorcas [a Doe] t!is 
woman was full of good works, 
‘and alms deeds which fhe did. 
37 And it came to pafs in thofe 
days, that fhe was fick, and 
died: whom when they had 
wafhed, they laid in an upper 
room. 38 And forafmuch as 
Lydda was nigh to Jeppa, and 
the difciples had heard that Peter 
was there, they fent unto him 
two men, defiring bim, Do not 
thou delay to come to us. 39 
Then Peter arofe, and went with 
them. When he was come, 
they brought him into the upper 
room, and all the widows ftood 
round about him weeping, and 


fhewing the coats and garments 
which Dorcas made while fhe 
was with them. 40 But Peter 
put them all forth, and kneeled 
down and prayed, and turning 
to the body, taid, \abicha,ari.. 
And fhe opened ner eyes: and 
when fhe faw Peter, fhe fat up. 
4 And he gave her his hand, 
and lift her up; and when he 
had called the faintsand widows, 
prefented her alive. 42 And it 
was known throughout a!lJuppa ; 
and many beltcved in the Lori, 
43 And it came to puis, that he 
tarried many days in Joppa with 
one Simon a tanner. 

X. There was a certain man 
in Cefarea, named Corieiius, a 
centurion of the band calicd the 
Tialian, 2 Devout. and fearing 
God wih all his ioufe, giv- 
ing mazy alms to the peop.-, 
and praying to God alway. 4 
He faw in a vifion evidently, a- 


-bout the ninth hour of the day, 


an angel of God coining in to 
him, and faying unto him, Cor- 
nelius. 4 And ftedfafly look- 
ing on him, and beirg much af- 
frighted, he fatd, What is it, 
Lord? And he iaid unto him, 
Thy prayers and thine «lms are 
come up for a memorial iciore 
God. 5 And now fend mer: to 
Joppa, and call for one Simon, 
whofe firname is Peter: 6 He 
lodgeth with one Simon a tanner, 
whofe houfe is by the fea: he 
fhall tell thee what thou oughteft 
todo. 7 And when the angel 
who fpake unto him, was depart- 
ed, he called two of his houf- 
hold-fervants, and a devout fol- 
dier of them that waited on him 
continvally : 8 And when he 
had declared all things unto them, 
he fent them to Joppa. g On 
the morrow as they went on their 
journey, and drew nigh unto the 
city, Peter went up to the upper 

room

room to pray, about the fixth 
hour. 10 And he became very 
hungry, and would have eaten : 
but while they made ready, he 
fell into atrance, 11 And faw 
heaven opened, and a certain vef- 
fel defcending unto him, as it 
had been a great fheet, knit at 
the four corners, and let down 
from heaven to theearth: 12 
Wherein were all manner of four- 
footed bealts, and creeping things 
of the earth, and fowls of the 
air. 13 And there came a voice 
to him, Rife, Peter; kill and 
eat. 14 But Peter faid, By no 
means, Lord ; for I have never 
eaten any thing that is common 
or unclean. 15 And the voice 
Jpake unto him again the fecond 
time, What God hath cleanfed, 
make not thou common. 16 
This was done thrice : and the 
veflel was received up again into 
heaven. 17 Now when Peter 
was come to himfelf, he doubted 
what chis vifion which he had 
feen fhould mean ; And behold 
the men who were fent from Cor- 
nelius, had afked for Simon’s 
houfe, and ftood before the gate, 
18 And called, and afked whe- 
ther Simon who was firnamed 
Peter, lodged there. 19 While 
Peter thought on the vifion, the 
{pirit faid unto him, Behold, men 
feek thee, 20 But arife and get 
thee down, and go with them, 
doubting nothing: for I have 
fent them. 21 Then Peter went 
down to the men ; and faid, Bz- 
hold, Iam he whom ye feek : 
What would ye have ? or What 
zs the caufe wherefore ye are 
come? 22 They faid unto him, 
One Cornelius a Centurion, a juit 
man, and one that feareth God, 
and of good report among all 
the nation of the Jews, was 
warned from God by an holy 
angel, to fend for thee to his 


houfe, and to hear words of thee, 
23 ‘Then Peter brought them in, 
and lodged them, and on the 
morrow he rofe up and went out 
with them, and certain brethren 
from Joppa accompanied him. 
24 But on the morrow after he 
entered into Cefarea : and Cor- 
nelius was waiting for them, and 
had called together his kinfmen 
and ftaid for his near friends. 
z5 But as Peter drew nigh to 
Cefarea, one of the fervants ran 
before, and told. that he was 
come. But Cornelius leaped up, 
and met him: and falling at his 
feet, worfhipped him. 26 But 
Peter raifed him up, faying, What 
doeft thou ? I alfo am a man as 
thou art. 27 And as he talked 
with him, he both went in, and 
found many come together. 28 
And he faid unto them, Ye well 
know that it is an unlawful thing 
for a man that.is a few, to join 
himfelf, or come to a man of 
another nation: but God hath 
fhewed me, that I fhould call no 
man common or unclean. 29 
Therefore came I without gain- 
faying, as foon as I was {ent for 
by you: I afk therefore for what 
intent ye have fent for me. 30 
And Cornelius faid, Four days 
ago I was fafting until this hour : 
At the ninth hour I was both 
praying in my houfe, and behold, 
a man ftood before me in bright 
clothing, 31 And faid, Corne- 
lus, thy prayer is heard, and 
thine alms are had in remem- 
brance before God. 32 Send 
therefore to Joppa, and call hi- 
ther Simon whofe firname 15 Pe- 
ter ; he lodges in the houfe of 
Simon a tanner, by the fea ; 
who when he cometh, fhall {peak 
unto thee. 33 Immediately there- 
fore I fent to thee, befeeching 
thee to come to us. But thou 
haft well done that thou art come 

quickly.

quickly. Now lo we are all 
here prefent before thee, defiring 
to hear from thee the things that 
are commanded thee of God. 
34 But Peter opened 4s mouth, 
and faid, Of atruth I perceive 
that God is no refpeéter of per- 
fons: 35 But in every nation, 
he that feareth him, and work. 
eth righteou{nefs, is accepted with 
him. 36 For the word which 
G.d fent unto the children of 
Ifrael, preaching peace by Jefus 
Chrift ; he is Lord of all. 37 
That you know, which was 
throughout all Judea, and began 
from Galilee, after the baptifm 
which John preached ; 38 Jefus 
of Nezareth ; whom God an- 
ointed with the Holy Ghoti, and 
with power : He went abour do- 
Ing good, and healing all that 
Were brough: into fubjeftion by 
the dev: : for God was with 
him. 39 And we are his wit- 


nciies of all things which he did. 


both in the land of the Jews, and 
in Jer filem ; and they flew Ai, 
and hanged fim on atree: 40 
Film God railed up the third 
day, and granted him to be made 
manifeit : 41 Not to all the 
people, but to witneffes, chofen 
before of God, to us, who did 
eat and drinks and converfe with 
him afer Le asofe from the dead 
forty cays. 42 And he com- 
manded us to preach unto the 
people, and to teitify that it is 
he who was ordained of God 
the judge of quick and dead. 
43 To him witnefs all the pro- 
phets, that through his name 
whotoever believeth in him, fhall 
receive remiflion of fins. 44 
Whiie Peier yet fpake thefe words, 
the Holy Ghof fell on all them 
who heard the word. 45 And 
they of the circumcifion who be- 
Jieved, were aftonifhed, as many 
as came with Peter, becaufe that 


on the Gentiles alfo was poured 
out the free gift of the Holy 
Ghott. 46 For they heard them 
fpeaking with other tongues, and 
magnifyig God. But Peter taid, 
47 Can any one forbid water, 
that thefe fhould not be baptized, 


. who have received theHolyGhott, 


as well as We ? 48 ‘hen he 
commanded them to be baptized, 
in the name of the Lord Jefus 
Chrift. Then prayed they him 

to tarry with them certain days. 
XI. But it was heard by the 
Apoitles and brethren in Judea, 
that the Gentiles had alfo receiv- 
ed the word of God. 2 Now 
Peter had a defire for a long time 
io go to Jervfalem, Avd hen 
he had {poken to the brevbren, 
and confirmed them, he fpake 
largely, and ‘aught them through 
the countries : who alfo came to 
them, and declared to them the 
grace of Gcd. But thofe bre- 
thren who were of the circum- 
cifion contended with him, 3 
Saying, Thou wentelt in to men 
uncircumcifed, and didft eat with 
them. 4 But Peter beginning, 
expounded it iu order unto them, 
faying, ς I was in the city of 
Joppa, paying; and in a trance 
I faw a vifion, A certain veffel 
defcended, as it had been a great 
fheet, let down fom heaven by 
four corners ; and it came even 
tome. 6 Upon the which when 
I ftedfaftly iooked, I confidered, 
and faw tour-foored Lbeaits or the 
earth, and wild beais, and creep- 
ing things, and fow!. of the air. 
7 And 1 heard a voice faying 
unto me, Arife, Peter; kill and 
eat. 8 But I faid, By no means, 
Lord : for weat is common or 
unclean hath not ac any time en- 
tered into say mouth. g But 
a voice came to me from heaven, 
What Ged hath cleanfed, make 
not thou common, 10 And this 
was 
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was done three times: and all 
were drawn up again into heaven. 
11 And behold, immediately 
there were three men already 
come unto the houle where 1 
was, fent from Cefarea unto me, 
12 And the {pirit faid to me, 
go with them. Thefe fix bre- 
thren .ccompanied me, and we 
entered into the man’s houfe : 
13 But he fhewed us how he had 
feen an angel in his houfe, who 


ftood and faid unto him, Send to. 


Joppa, and call tor Simon, whofe 
firname is Peter: 14 Who fhall 
fpeak unto thee words, whereby 
thou fhalt be faved, and all thy 
houfe. 15 And as I began to 
fpeak to them, the Holy Ghoft 
fe'l on them, as alfo on us at 
the beginning, 16 And I re- 
mem:ed the word of the Lord, 
how he faid, John indeed bapti- 
zed with water ; but ye fhall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghoft. 
17 Forafmucn then as he gave 
them the like free gift as unto us, 
who believed on the Lord Jefus 
Chrilt, what was I that I could 
fo far withitand God, as not to 
give thofe who have believed on 
him + the Holy Spirit? 
18 When they heard 
thefe things, they held 
their peace, and glo- 
mified God, faying, Then hath 
God allu to the Gentiles granted 
repeniance unto life. τὸ Now 
they who were fcattered abroad 
wpon ihe perfecution that arofe 
from Stephen, travelled as far as 
Phenice, and Cyprus, and An- 
toch, preaching the word to 
none but unto the Jews only. 
20 Ard fome of trem were 
men of Cyprus and Cyrene, 
who when they were come to 
Antioch, fpeke unto the Helle- 
nifts preaching the Lord Jefus 
Ομγ 21 But the hand of 
the Lord was with them: anda 


+t Read 
Baptifm, 
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great number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord. 22 But 
the report of theie things came 
unto the ears of the church 
which was in Jerufalem: and 
they fent forth Barnabas, that 
he fhould go as far as An- 
tioch. 23 Who when he came 
alfo and had feen the grace of 
God, rejoiced, and exhorted all, 
that with purpose of heart they 
would continue with the Lord.. 
24 For he was a good man, 
and full of the Holy Ghotl, and 
of faith: anda great multitude 
was added unto the Lord. 25 
But hearing that Saul was at 
Tarfus, he departed, feeking. 
for him. 26 And when he had 
found Aim, he befought “im to 
come to Antioch : who when they 
were come, aflembled in the 
Church a whole Year, and 
taught a great multitude. And 
there it was that the difciples in 
Antioch were firft called Chri- 
ftians, 27 And in thefe days 
came prophets from Jerufalem 
unto Antioch. But there was 
gieat rejoicing. 28 And as we 
converfed together, one of them 
named Agabus, fpake, fignifying 
by the {pirit, that there fhould be 
a great famine throughout all the 
world: which alfo came to pafs 
under Claudius. 29 But the 
difciples, every man according 
to their ability, determined to 
fend relief unto the brethren who 
dwelt in Judea. 30 Which alfo 


| they did, and fent it to the 


elders by the hand of Barnabas 
and Saul. 

ΧΙΤ. Now at that time He- 
red the king laid 4s hands to 
afl.@ certain of the church in 
Judea. 2 And he killed James 
the brother of John with the 
fword. 4 Bat becaufe he faw this 
attempt of his upon the faithful 
pleaicd the Jews, he proceeded 

further 
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‘further, to talke Peteralfo: Then 
were the days of unleavened 
bread. 4 When he had appre- 
hended this man, he put him 
into prifon, and delivered him to 
four quaternions of foldiers to 
keep, intending afer the Paffo- 
ver to bring him forth to the 
people. 5 Peter therefore was 
kept in prifon; but great prayer 
was made with fervency of the 
church unto God for him. 6 
And when Herod would have 
brought him forth, the fame 
night Peter was fleeping between 
two foldiers, bound with two 
chains; But the keepers before 
the door kept the prifon. 7 And 
behold, an angel of the Lord 
came upon Peter, and a light 
fhined in the prifon-houfe, and 
~he {mote Peter on the fide, and 
raifed him up, faying, Arife up 
quickly. And his chains fell off 
from his hands. 8 But the angel 
faid unto him, Gird thy felf, 
ard bind on thy fandals: and {fo 
he did. And he faith unto him, 
Caft thy garment about thee, 
and follow me. g And he went 
out and followed, and knew not 
that ic was true which was done 
by the angel: for he thought he 
faw a vifion. 10 When they 
‘were paft the firft and the fecond 
ward, they came unto the iron 
gate that leadeth unto the city ; 
which opened to them of its own 
accord: and they went out, and 
defcended the feven fteps, and 
paffed on through one ftreet ; and 
forthwith the angel departed 
from him. 11 And when Peter 
was come to himfelf, he faid, 
Now I know that the Lord hath 
furely fent his angel, and hath 
delivered me out of the hand of 
Herod, and from all the expetta- 
tion of the people of the Jews. 
12 And when he had confidered, 


he came to the houfe of Mary: 


t 
the mo:her of John, whole fir- 
name was Mark, where mary 
were gathered togetner, praying. 
13 And as Peter him 91} knoclc- 
ed at the door of the gate, a 
damfel came to hearken, named 
Rhoda. 14 And knowing Pe- 
ter’s‘vaice, fhe opened no: the 
gate for gladneis, and ran in, 
and told how Pezer ttood before 
the gate. 15 And ‘bey feid waro 
her, thou art mad. But fhe 
ttrongly affirmed tat it was even 
fo. ‘hen they faid to her, Ver- 
haps, it is his angel. 16 But 
he continued -knocking: and 
opening and feeing him, they 
were aftonifhed. 417 But he 
beckoning unto them with the 
hand to hold their peace, he 
came in, and declared unto them 
how the Lord had brought him 
out of the prifon. And he faid, 
Go, fhew  thefe things unto 
James, and to the brethren. And 
he departed and went into ano- 
ther place. 18 Now aficon as 
it was day, there was a ftir a- 
mong the foldiers, what was be- 
come of Peter. 19 And when 
Herod had fought for him, and 
found him not, he examined the 
keepers, and commanded that 
they fhould be flain. And he went 
down from Judea to Cefarea, and 
there abode. 20 For he was 
highly difpleafed with them of 
Tyre and Sidcn: but the people 
of both cities came with one 
accord to the King, and having 
made Blaftus his chamberlain 
their friend, they defired peace ; 
becaufe their countries were nou- 
rifhed by the king’s. 21 And 
upon a fet day, Herod arayed in 
royal apparel, fat upon his 
throne, and made an oration 
untothem. 22 When he was 
reconciled to thofeof Tyre, ‘The 
ptople gave a fhout, fain, 
the voices are of a god, and not 
2 οἵ 
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of aman, 23 And immediate- 
ly an angel of the Lord {mote 
him, becauie he gave not God 
the glory: and coming down 
from his feat while he was alive 
he was eaten of worms, and 
in this manner gave up the 
ghoft. 24 But the word of God 
grew and multiplied. 25 And 
Barnabas and Saul departed from 
Je:uiaiem, when they had ful- 
filled the minillry, and took with 
them fonn whofe firname was 
Mark. 

XIII. Now chere we:e in the 
the church that was at Antioch, 
prophets and teachers; among 
whom was Barnabas, and Simeon 
that wa.called Niger, and Le- 
cius of Cyrene, and Manaen, 
who had been brought up with 
Herod alfo the tetrarcn, and 
Saul. 2 As they miniltred to 
the Lord, and falied, the Holy 
Ghoit faid, Separate me Barna- 
bas and Saul, for the work 
whereunto I have called them. 
3 And when they had all fafted 
and prayed, and Jaid their hands 
on them, they fent them away. 
4 But they being fent forth by 
the Εν Ghott, came down 
unto svivacia; from thence they 
failed to Cyprus) 5 But when 
they were at Salamis, they 
presche:t the word of the Lord 
in the fyragogues of the Jews: 
and they had δἰΐο Joh’. miniftring 
to them. 6 And when they had 
gone through the whoie ifle unto 
Paphos, they found a certain 
forcerer, a falfe prophet, a Jew, 
called by the name of Barjefus: 
7 Who was with the proconful, 
Sergius Paulus, a prudent man; 
who called together Barnzbas and 
Saul, and defired to hear the 
werd of God. 8 But Hetoim:s 
the forcerer, for fo is his name 
by interpretation, withftood them, 
feeking to turn away the procon- 


{ul from the faith, becaufe he 
very willingly heard them. g 
Then Saul who alfo is Paul 
filled with the Holy Ghoft, look- 
ed earneftly at him, 10 And 
faid, O full of all fubtilty and 
all knavery, thou fon of the 
devil, thou enemy of all righte- 
oufnefs, wilt thou not ceaie to 
pervert the ways of the Lord 
which are right? 11. And now 
behold, the hand of the Lord 
foal! be upon thee, and thou fhalt 
bz blind, not feeing the fun for a 
feafon. And immediately there 
fellon him a mift and a dark- 
nefs ; and he went about feeking 
fome to Jead him by the hand. 
12 But when the proconful faw 
what was done, he wondred, and 
believed God, being aftonifhed 
at the doctrine of the Lord. 13 
Now when Paul and his compa- 
ny loofed from Paphos, they 
came to Perga of Pamphylia: 
and John departed from them, 
and returned to Jerufalem.14 But 
when they had departed from 
Perga, they came to Antioch in 
Pifidia, and went into the fyna- 
gogue on the fabbath-day, and 
fat down. 15 And after the 
reading of the law and the pro- 
phets, the rulers of the fyna- 
gogue fent unto them, faying, 
Ye men and brethren, if ye have 
any word of wifdom, for exhor- 


-tation to the people, fay on. 16 


Then Paul ftood up, and beckc- 
ning with the hand, (4.4, Men 


of Ifrael, and ye that fear God, 


hearken. 17 The God of this 
people of Ifrael chofe our fathers, 
and exalted the people when they 
fojourned in the land of Egypt, 
and with an high arm brought 
he them out of it. 18 And the 
time of forty years he nourifhed 
them, as does anurfe her child, 
in the wildernefs, 19 And 
when he had deftroyed feven 
nations 
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nations in the land of Chanaan, 
he divided the land of che 
ftrangers by lot. 20 And he 
gave judges, until four hundred 
and fitty years, until Samuel the 
prophet. 21 And atterwards 
they asked a king: and God 
gave unto them Saul the fon of 
Cis, a man of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, forty years; 22 And 
when he had removed him, he 
railed up unto them David to 
be their king: to whom alfo 
he teltified and faid, I have 
found David the fon of Jeffe, a 
man after mine own heart, who 
will do all that I will. 23 God 
therefore from his feed hath, 
according to Azs promite, raifed 
unto I‘rael a Saviour, fefus: 
24 When John had firlt preach- 
ed before his coming, the bap- 
tiiin of repentance to all the 
people of Mrael. 25 And as 
John fulfilled his courte, he taid, 
Whom think ye thatI am? I 
am not ὧς. But behold, there 
comc:h one alter me, whofe 
foes of Ais feet [ am not worthy 
to laofe. 26 Men, Brethren, 
children of the family of Abra- 
ham, and whofocyer among us 
feareth God, to us is the word 
of this falvation fent forth. 27 
For they that dwellat Jeruialem, 
-and her ralers, becaufe they 
knew him not, nor yet the 
{cripiures of the prophets which 
are read every fabbath, even 
they have fulfilied shem in con- 
demning Jim. 28 And finding no 
caule of death in him, when they 
had judged him they delivered 
him to Pilate that he might be 
flain. zg And when they had 
fulfilled all that was written of 
him, they defired Pilate to cru- 
cify him, and when they had 
obtained that, and had taken 
him down from the tree,they laid 
Lim ina fepulchre. 30 Whom 
God railed. 31 He was feen 
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many days of them who came 
up with him from Galilee to Je- 
rufalem, who are till now his 
witnefles unto the peopie. 32 
And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, the promife which was 
made unto our fathers. 33 For 
thus hath God fulfilied the fame 
unto us their children, in that he 
hath raifed up Jelus Chrift again ; 
as it is alfo written in the firtt 
plalm, Thou art my Son, this 
day have I begotten thee. Ask 
of me, and I will give thee the 
heathen for thine inheritance,and 
the utmoft parts of the earth for 
thy poffeflion. 34 And that he 
railed him up from the dead, no 
more to return to corruption, he 
faid thus, I will give you the 
{ure mercies of David. 35 He 
faith alfo in another p/alm, Uhou 
wiic not fuffer thine holy One to 
fee corruption. 36 For David 
after he had ferved his own ge- 


-neration by the will of God, fell 


ailcep, and was laid unto his 
fathers, and faw corruption: 
37 Bat he whom God raifed 
again, faw no corruption. 38 
Bz it known un.o you therefore, 
Men, Brethren, that through 
this man is preached unto you 
the forgivenefs of fins. 39 By 
inm therefore every one thar 
believes is juftified before God, 
from all things by repen- 
tance, from which we could not 
be juttified by the law of Mofes. 
40 Beware therefore, left that 
come, which is fpoken of in the 
prophets. 41 Behold, ye de- 
fpifers, both wonder, and perifh: 
for I work a work in your days, 
which you will in no wife be- 
lieve, though any one declare it 
unto yor: and they held their 
peace. 42 And when they were 
gone out of the fynagogue, they 
befought that thefe words might 
be preached to them the ee 
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fabbath. 43 Now when the 
congregation was broken up, 
many of the Jews, and religious 
profely:es followed Paul and Bar- 
nabas, who fpeaking to them, 
perfuaded them to continue in 
the grace of God. But it came 
to pals that the word of God 
went through all the city, 
44 And the next fabbath-day 
came almoflt 
together to hear Paul ; and when 
he had fpoken a great deal about 
the Lord, 45 And when the Jews 
faw the multitude, they were 
filled with envy, and contra- 


diéted thofe words which were © 


fpoken by Paul, contradicting 
and blafpheming. 46 But Paul 
and Barnabas waxed bold, and 
{uid unto them, The word of 
God was to be fir fpoken to 
you: but feeing ye put it from 
you, and judge your felves un- 
worthy of eternal life, lo, we 
turn to the Gentiles. 47 For fo 


hath the Lord commanded us, — 


Behold I have fet thee to be a 
light to the Gentiles, that thou 
fhouldeft be for falvation unto the 
ends of the earth. 
when the Gentiles heard this, 
they were glad, and received the 
word of God: and as many as 


were ordained to eternal life, - 


believed. 49 And the word of 
the Lord was publifhed through- 
out all the region. 50 But the 
Jews ftirred up the devout honou- 
rable women, and the chief men 
of the city, and railed affliction 
‘and perfecution againft Paul and 
Barnabas, and expelled them out 
of their coafts. 51 But they 
fhook off the duft of their feet 
againft them, and came unto 
Iconium. 5§2 And the difciples 
were filled with joy, and with 
the Holy Ghoft. 

XIV. And it came to pafs in 
Yconium, that he entred unto 
them, into the fynagogue of the 


the whole city, 


48 And- 


Jews, and fo fpake, that a great 
multitude both of the Jews, and 
alfo of the Greeks, believed. 
2 But the heads of the Jews. 
and the rulers of the fynagogue 
brought on a perfecution againft 
the righteous, and made the 
minds of the Gentiles evil affected 
againft the brethren: but the 
Lord gave them peace quickly. 
2 Long time therefore abode 
they fpeaking boldly in the: 
Lord, who gave teftimeny unto 
the word of his grace, and 
granted figns and wonders to be 
done by their hands. 4 But the: 
multitude of the city was di- 
vided: and fome held with the: 
Jews, and others with the apo- 
ftles. 5 And when there was an. 
affault made both of the Gen- 
tiles, and of the Jews, with 
their rulers, to ufe them defpite- 
fully, and to ftone them, 6 They 
were ware of it, and fled unto 
Lyftra and Derbe, cities of Ly- 
caonia, and unto the whole re- 
gion that lieth round about: 7 
And there they were preaching 
the gofpel. And the whole mul- 
titude was moved at the doétrine. 
But Paul and Barnabas abode at. 
Lyftra. 8 And there fat a cer- 
tain man, impotent in his feet,, 
from his mother’s womb, who 
never had walked. g The fame © 
heard Paul {peak ; being in fear - 
who {ftedfaftly beholding him, 
and perceiving that he had faith: 
to be healed, 10 Said with a 
loud voice, I fay to thee, in the 
name of the Lord Jefus Chrift, 
Stand up right on thy feet. And 
he prefently [immediately] leap- 
ed and walked. 11 And when 
the multitude faw what Paul had 
done, they lift up their voices,. 
faying in the f{peech of Lycaonia, . 
The gods are come down to us- 
in the likenefs of men. 12 Now. 
they called Barnabas, Jupiters 
anda 
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and Paul, Mercury, becaule he 
was the chief {peaker. 13 But 
the prieftsof Jupiter who were 
before the city, brought oxen 
and gar'ands unto the gates, and 
would have done facrifice with 
the multitude. 14 When Ear- 
nabas and Paul heard it, they 
rent their clothes, and ran out 
to the multitude, crying, 15 And 
fpeaking, Sirs, why do ye thefe 
things ὃ we are men of like paf- 
fions with you, and preach God 
unto you, that ye fhould turn 
from thefe vanities unto the living 
God, who made the heaven, and 
the earth, and the fea, and alk 
things thatare therein: 16 Who 
in the pail generations fuffered 
all nations to walk in their own 
ways. 17 Nevertheleis he left 
not σα ΕἾ withouc witnefs, in 
that he did good, and gave you 
rain from heaven, and fruitful 
feafons, filling your hearts with 
food and gladnef®. 18 And 
faying thefe things they fcarce 
reftrained the multitude from fa- 
crincing to them: 1g But while 
they ftayed and taught, there 
came upon them certain Jews 
from Antioch and Iconium, who 
ftirred up the people, and having 
ftoned Paul, drew Aim out of the 
city, {uppofing he had been dead. 
zo Bur as the difciples ftood round 
about him, he role up, and came 
into the city of Lyftra: and the 
next day he departed with Bar- 
nabas te Derbe. zt But when 
they preached the gofpel to thofe 
inthe city, and had taught ma- 
ny, they returned again to Lyftra, 
and to Iconium and Antioch, 
zz Confirming the fouls of the 
cifciples, azd exhorting them to 
continue in the faith, and that 
we muft through much tribula- 
tion come into the kingdom of 
God. 23 And when they had 
ordained them elders in every 


cumciied, 


church, and had prayed with 
fatting, they commended them 
to the Lord, on whom they be- 
lieved. 24 But after they had 
paffed throughout Pifidia, they 
came to Pamphylia, 25 And 
when they had preached the 
word in Perga, they went down 


into Attalia, and preached the 


Gofpel to them. 26. And 
thence failed to Antioch, from 
whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God, 
for the work which they fulfilled. 
27 And when they were come 
and had gathered the church 
together, they rehearfed all that 
God had done to them, with 
their fouls, and that he had 
opened the door of faith unto the 
Gentiles. 28 And they abode 
no fmall time with the difciples. 
XV. And certain men who 
came down from Judea, taught 
the brethren, Except ye be cir- 
and wall after the 
manner of Mofes, ye cannot be 
faved. 2 But when Paul and 
Barnabas had no {mall diffenfion 
and difputation with them, Paul 
faid that they fliould abide fo as 
they had believed, and faid it 
with great affurance, But thofe 
that came from jerufalem charg- 
ed them, Paul and Barnabas and 
certain others, to go up to the 
Apottles and Elders to Jerufalem 
that a determination might be 
made by them concerning this 
quefion. 3 They then being 
brought on their way by the 
church, they paffed through both 
Phenice and Samaria, declaring 
the converfion of the Gentiles: 
and they caufed great joy unto 
all the brethren. 4 And when 
they were come to Jerusalem, 
they were received honourably of 
the charch, and of the apoftles 
and of the elders, and they de- 
clared all things that God had 
done 
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Gone with them. 5 But thofe 
that had charged them to go up 
tc the clcers rote up,faying, ‘That 
certain of the feét οἱ the Phar- 
ices which believed, faid, They 
οὐρὰς to circumcile them, and to 
command them to keep the law 
of Moles. 6 And the apoltles 
and elders came together to con- 
fider of this matter, 7 And 
when there had been muth dif- 
puting, Peter rofe up by the 
ipirit, and faid unto them, Men, 
Brethren, ye know how that of 
ancient Days, God made choice 
among us, that τῆς Gentiles by 
my mouth fhould hear the word 
of the gotpel, and believe. 8 
But God, who knoweth the 
hearts, bare them witnefs, giving 
unto them the Holy Ghoft, 
even as unto us: g And put no 
difference between us and them, 
having purified their hearts by 
faith, 10 Now therefore why 
tempt ye God, to put a yoke 
upon the neck of the difciples, 
which neither our fathers nor we 
have been able to bear? 
But we believe that through 
the grace of the Lord Jetus 


Chritt, we fhall be faved even 
as they. 12 But the Eiders 
agreed to what Peter hed 


faid, and held their peace: and 
heard Barnabas and Paul, decla- 
ring what figns and wonders 
od had wrought among the 
Gentiles by them. 13 And 
after they had held their peace, 
James arofe up and faid, Men, 
Brethren, heark:n tome, 14 
Symeon hath declared how Ged 
at the firft hath vifited the Gen- 
tiles, to take out of them a peo- 
pie for his name. 15 And to 
this will agree the words of the 
prophets, as it is writren, 
After thefe things I will return, 
and will build again the taber- 
nacle of David, whichis fllen 
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“the ruins thereof, 


and I will build again, 
and 1 will 
erect it again, 17 That the re- 
fidue of men might feek out 
God, and all the Gentiles, upon 
whom my name is called, faith 
the Lord, who will do thefe 
things. 18 Known unto the 
Lord is his work from the begin- 
ning of the world. 19 Where- 
fore my fentence is, that we 
trouble not them who from a- 
mong the Gentiles are turned to 
Ged; 20 But thar we fend 
unto them, that they abflain 
from pollutions of idols, and 
fornication, and bldod. And 
what things they would not have 
done to themfelves, do not ye 
to others: 21 For Moles of 
old hath in every city them chat 
preach him, bemg read in the 
fynagogues every fabbath. 22 
‘Then pleated it the apoltles and 
elders with the whole church, to 
{end chofen men of their own 
company to Antioch, with Paal 
and Barnabas; Judas named Ba- 
rabbas, and Silas, leading men 
among the brehien: 23 And 
wro:e a letter containing what 
follows. Vhe apoftles,and elders, ~ 
and brethren, fend greeting 
unto the brethren of the Gen- 
tiles in -\nticch, and Syria, and 
Cilicia. 24 Forafmuch as we 
have heard, that certain which 
went out from us have troubled 
you with words, difturbing your 
fouls; to whom we give no 
commandment: 25 It icemed 
good unto us, being «atlembled 
with one accord, to fend: out 
chofen men unto you, with your 
beloved Barnabas and Paul; 26 
Nea that have hazarded their 
lives toevery temptation, for the 

name of our Lord fefus (τ, 

27 We have fent therefore Judas 


down : 


and Silus, who fhall alfo tell 
the fame things by word. 


28 lor 
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28 For it feemed good to the 
Holy Ghott, and to us, to lay 
upon you no other burden than 
thefe neceflary things; 29 That 
ye abflain from meats offered to 
idols, and from blood, and from 
fornication: And what things 
ye would not have done to your 
felves, not to do to another : from 
which if ye keep your felves yc 
fhall do weil, as moved by the 
Holy Spirit. Fare ye well. 20 
So when they were difmiffed, 
they came in a few days down to 
Antioch: and when they had 
gathered the multitude together, 
they delivered the epiftle. 31 
When they had read ἢ they 
rejoiced for the confolation. 32 
And Judas and Silas being pro- 
phets alfo themfelves, full of the 
Holy Spirit: comforted the bre- 
thren with many words, and 
confirmed them. 33 And atter 
they had tarried a fpace, they 


were dif{mifled in peece from the | 


brethren unto thofe that fent 
them. 34 But it pleafed Silas 
to abide with them. Bur Judas 
alone went. 35 Now Paul and 
Barnabas continued in Antioch, 
teaching and preaching the word 
of the Lord, with many others 
alfo. 36 And fome days after 
Paul faid unto Barnabas, Let us 
return and vifit the brethren in 
every city among whem we have 
preached the word of the Lord, 
and fee how they do. 37 But 
Barnabas had a mind to take 
with them John, who.e firname 
was Mark. 38 Bat Paul was 
not willing, faying, he would 
not take him with them, who 
depaited from them from Pam- 
poylia, and went not with them 
to the work for which they were 
fent. 39 But the contention 
was fo fharp, that they departed 
afunder one from the other: 
‘Then Barnabas took Mark, and 


failed to Cyprus. 40 And Paul 
cook Silas, and departed, being 
recommended by the brethren 
unto the grace of the Lord. 41 
And he went through Syria and 
Cilicia, confirming the churches, 
and delivering the commands of ° 
the elders, 

XVI. But when he had paffed 
over thee nations he came to 
Derbe and Lyitra: and behold 
a certain difciple was there, 
named Timothy, the fon of a 
woman who was a Jewefs, and 
believed ; but his father:a Greek : 
2 Who was attefled to by the 
brethren that were at Lyfira and 
Iconium. 3 Him would Paul 
have to go forth with him; and 
took and circumcifed him, be- 
caufe of the Jews who were in 
thofe piaces: for they knew all 
that his father was a Greek. 4 
And as they went through the 
cities, they preached and deliver- 
ed to them the Lord Jefus Chrift 
with all boldnefs; and withal 
delivered the commands of the 
apoilies and elders who were at 

crujalem. 5 And fo were the 
charches eftablifhed, and in-_ 
creafed in nomber daily. 6 
And they pafled through Phry- 
gia, and the region of Galatia, 
and were forbidden of the Holy 
Ghof to fpeak the word of God 
toany in Afia. But when 
they were in Myfia, they defired 
to go to Bithymia: but the Spirit 
of Jefus fuffered them not. ὃ 
And they pafling through My- 
fiacame to Trozs. g And one 
like a man of Macedonia ap- 
peared to Paul ia a vifion in the 
night, flanding over againtt 
him, and prayed, faying, C me 
over into Macedonia, and help 
us. 10 When thereiure he was 
rifen he declared tous the vifion, 
and we underftood that the Lord 
had called us to preach the gofpel 
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unto thofe that were in Mac:do- 
nia. τι Nowon the morrow, 
looling from Troas, we came 
witha ftraight courfe to Samo- 
thracia, and the next day to 
Neapolis; 12 And from thence 
to Philippi, which is the head of 
Macedonia, a colony: ahd we 
were in that city abiding certain 
days. 13 But on the fabbath- 
day we went out of the gate by 
the river, where there appeared 
to be an houle of prayer: and 
we fat down and ρα κε unto the 
women who came along with 
us. 14 And a certain woman 
named Lydia, a feller of purple, 
of the city of Thyatira, who 
worfhipped God, heard ws: 
whofe heart the Lord opened, 
that fhe attended unto the things 
which were fpoken by Paul. 
15 And wher fhe was baptized, 
and all her houfhold, fhe be- 
fcught ws, faying, If ye have 
jadgec me to be faithful to God, 
come into my houfe and abide 
there, And fhe conftrained us. 
16 And it came to pafs, as we 
went to the houfe of prayer, a 
certain damfel, poflefled with a 
fpirit of divination, met us, 
which brought her mafters much 
gain by thus foothfaying: 17 
She followed Paul, and us, and 
cried, faying, ΤΠ είς are the fer- 
vasts of the moft high Ged, 
who preach unto you the way 
of falvaticn. 18 And this did 
fhe many days, But Paul turned 
to the fpirit, and being grieved 
faid, I command thee in the 
name of Jefus Chrift to come out 
of her. And he came out im- 
mediately. 1g But when the 
mafters of the fervant woman 
faw that they were deprived of 
the gains which they had by her, 
they caught Paul and Silas, and 
drew rhem into the court, unto 
the rulers, 20 And brought 


them to the Captains, faying, 
Thefe men being Jews, do ex- 
ceedingly trouble our city, 21 
And teach culftoms which are 
not lawful for us to receive, nei- 
ther to do, being Romans. 22 
Anda great multitude rofe up 
together againft them, crying 
out. Then the captains rent off 
their clothes, and commanded to 
beat them. 23 And when they 
had laid many ttripes upon them, 
they caft ¢+em into prifon, charg- 
ing the jaylor to have them kept 
fafely. 24 Who receiving fuch 
acharge, thruft them into the 
inner prifon, and made their feet 
faftin the flocks. 25 And at 
the middle of the night Paul 
and Silas prayed, and fang 
praifes unto God: and the prifo- 
ners heard them, 26 And fud- 
denly there was a great earth~- 
quake, fo that the foundations of 
the prifon were fhaken: But im- 
mediately all the doors opened, 
and every one’s bands were loof- 
ed. 27 Andthe keeper of the 
prifon awaking out of his fleep, 
and feeing the prifon-doors open, 
he drew out his fword, and 
would have killed himfelf, fup- 
pofing that the prifoners had been 
fled. 28 But Paul cried with a 
loud voice, faying, Do thy felf 
no harm; for we are all here. 
29 Then he called for a light, 
and leaped in, and trembling, 
fell down at the feet of Paul and 
Silas; 40. And brought them 
out, and fecuring the τε, he 
faid, Sirs, what muft I do tobe 
faved? 31 And they faid, Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jefus Chrift, 
and thou fhalt be faved, and thy 
heufe. 32 And they fpake unto 
him the word of the Lord, with 
all that were in his houfe. 33 
And he took them the fame hour 
of the night, and wafhed sheir 
ftripes; and was baptized, he 

and 
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and all his, ftraightway. 34 And 


when he had moreover brought 


them into his houfe, and fet 
meat before them, he rejoiced, 
believing in God with all his 
houfe. 35 And when it was 
day, the captains came together 
into the court, and remembring 
the earthquake that had happen. 
ed, they were afraid, and they 
fent the fergeants, who faid, Let 
thofe men go, whom thou re- 
ceivedft yefterday. 36 And the 
keeper of the prifon came in and 
told thefe words to Paul, The 
magiftrates have fent to let you 
go: now therefore depart, and 
go. 37 But Paul faid unto them, 
‘[hey have beaten us openly, 
who are guiltlefs, and uncon- 
demned, and are Romans, and 
they have caft us into prifon; 
and now do they thruit us out 
privily ? may verily ; but let 
them come themfelves and fetch 
us out. 
told thefe words unto the cap- 
tains : But when they heard that 
they were Romans, they were 
afraid. 39 And when they were 
come with many of their friends 
to the prifon, they befought them 
to go out, faying, We were un- 
acquainted with your affairs, that 
you are juft men. And leading 
them out, they befought them, 
faying, Depart from this city, 
left they again make -an infur- 
rection upon you, and grow bit- 
ter againft you. 40 But they 
went out of the prifon, and came 
to Lydia; and when they had 
feen the brethren, they declared 
to them how many things the 
Lord had done to them: and 
when they had exhorted them, 
they went out. 

XVII. Now when they had 
paffed through Amphipolis, they 
came to Apollonia, and thence to 
Theflalonica, where was a fyna- 


38 And the fergeants 


gogue of the Jews, 2 And Paul, 
as his manner was, went 1n unto 
them, and three fabbaths reafoned 
with them out of the fcriptures, 
3 Opening and alledging, that 
Chrift muit needs have fuffered, 
and rifen again from the dead : 
and that this Jefus whom I preach 
unto you is Chrift. 4 Ard fome 
of them believed, and conforted 
with Paul and Silas on account of 
their doétrine: and of the devout 
Greeks a great multitude, and 
tne chief women not afew. 5 
But the Jews who believed not, 
moved with envy, gathered to- 
gether wicked fe/lows of the ba- 
fer fort, and getting the multi- 
tude together, they fet the city 
on an uprore, and affaulted the 
houfe of Jafon, and fought to 
bring them out to the people. 6 
And when they found them not, 
they drew Jaion, and certain 
brethren, unto the rulers of the 
city, crying and faying, Thefe 
that have fubverted the world, 
are come hither alfo; 7 Whom 
Jafon hath received : and thefe 
all do contrary to the decrees of 
Cefar, faying, That there is an- 
other king, Jefus. 8. And they 
troubled the muititude, and the 
rulers of the city, when they 
heard thefe things. g And when 
they had taken fecuri:y of Ja‘on, 
and of the others, they di{miffed 
them. 10 And the brethren im- 
mediately fent away Paul and Si- 
las by might to Berea: who com- 
ing, went away unto the fyna- 
gogue of the fews. τι Thefe 
were more generous than thofe 
in Theffalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readi- 
nefs of mind, and fearched the 
{criptures daily, whether thofe 
things were fo. 12 Therefore 
fome of them belicved : but fome 
did not believe : alfo of the He- 


' Jenilt women, and of thofe that 
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were honourable, and many men 
and women believed. 13 But 
when the Jews of Theffalonica 
knew that the word of God was 
preached, and believed, at Berea, 
they came thither alfo, and did 
not Jeave off ftirring up and di- 
fturbing the multitude there. 14 
And then immediately the bre- 
thren fent out Paul, to go away 
to the fea: but both Silas and 
Timethy abode there. 15 And 
they that conducted Paul, brought 
him to Athens: But he pafled by 
Theffaly : for he was forbidden 
to preach the word to them ; and 
recelving a commandment from 
Paul unto Silas and ‘Timothy to 
come to him with {peed, they 
departed. 16 Now white Paul 
waited for them at Athens, his 
{pirit was provoked in him, when 
he faw the city wholly given to 
the worfhip of idols. 17 ‘T'here- 
fore diiputed he in the fynagogue 
with the Jews, and with the de- 
vout perfons, and with thofe in 
¢he market every day, with fuch 
us met with him. 18 But cer- 
, aain alfo of the philofophers of 
the Epicureans, and of the Sto- 
icks, encountered him : andiome 
faid, What will this babler fay ? 
but others, He feemeth to be a 
fetter forth of ftrange daemons. 
19 But after certain days they 
brought him unto Areopagn:, 
queflioning Sim, and faying, May 
we any of us know what this 
new doétrine, which thou decla. 
reit, is ? 29 For thou bringeft 
certain ltranye words to cur ears ; 
we would know therefore what 
thefe things mean. 21 [or all 
the Athenians anda itrangers which 
were with them, {pent their time 
in ncthing elfe, but either τὸ teil 
or to hear fome new thing.’ 22 
Then Paul ftocd in the midft of 
the Areopagu:, and faid, Ye 
wen of Athens, 1 perceive that 


in all thinys ye are too fuperfti- 
tious. 23 For as I paffed by, 
and beheld your devotions, ἢ 
found an altar with thi. infcrip- 
tion, To THE UNKNOWN Gob. 
What therefore ye ignorantly 
worfhip, him declare I unto you. 
24 God that made the world, 
and all things therein, being 
Lord of heaven and earth, dwell- 
eth not in temples made with 
hands: 25 Neither is worfhip- 
ped with mens hands, as though 
he was in need, for he giveth to: 
all life, and breath, and all things ; 
26 And he made of one blood, 
every nation of man, to dwell 
on all the face of the earth, and. 
hath determined the times ap- 
pointed, according to the bound 
of their habitation: 27 Efpe- 
cially that they fhould feek what 
the deity is, if haply they might 
feel after it, or find it, though it 
&e not far from every one of us : 
28 For in it we live, and move, 
and are ; every day ; as certain 
alfo of your own poets have faid ; 
For we are alfo his offspring. 
20 Forafmuch then as we are 
the offspring of God, we ought 
not to think that the Deity is 
like either to gold, or filver, or 
ftone, or to what is graven by 
art, ar man’s device. 30 And 
the times of this ignorance God 
overlooked ; but now command- 
eth all men every where to re- 
pent: 31 As he hath appointed 
a day to judge the world in righ- 
teoulnefs, by the man Jetus, 
whom he hath ordained ; to'give 
aflurance unto all men, in chat 
he hath raifed him from the dead. 
32 And when they heard of the 
refurre€tion of the dead, fome 
mocked : and others faid, We 
will hear thee again alfo of this 
matter. 33 And fo Paul de- 
parted from among them. 34 But 
certain men c.ave unto him, and 
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believed : among the which was 
Dionyfius a certain Areopagite, οἱ 
good quality ; and others with 
them. 

XVII. But he departed from 
Athens, and came to Corinth ; 
2 And found a certain Jew na- 
med Aguila, born in Pontus, 
Jately come frem Italy, and_ his 
wife Prifcilla, becaufe that Clau- 
dius had commanded all Jews to 
depart from Rome, who alfo 
dwelt in Achaia, and Paul came 
unto him. 3 And becaufe he 
avas of the fame craft, he abode 
with them, and wrought. 4 
But entering into the fynagogue 
every f{:bbath, he reafoned ; and 
propofing the name of the Lord 
Jefus, he perfuaded not only the 
Jews, but the Greeks alfo. 5 
And when Silas and 'Timothy 
were come from Macedonia, Paul 
was prefled by the word, and 
tefified to the Jews, that Jefus 
was the Lord. 6 But when there 
had been much difcourfe, and the 
fcriptures had been interpreted, 
and when they oppofed them- 
felves, and blafphemed, Paul 
fhook 47s raiment, and faid unto 
them, Your blood ée upon your 
head ; I am clean: I goto the 
Gentiles. 7 And he departed 
from Aquila, and entered into a 
‘certain man’s houfe named Jultus, 
one that worfhipped God, whofe 
houfe joined hard to the fyna- 
gogue. 8 And Crifpus the chief 
ruler of the fynagogue, believed 
on the Lord with all his houfe : 
and many of the Corinthians 
hearing, believed, and were bap- 
tized ; believing on God, through 
the name ot our Lord Jetus 
Chrift. go And the Lord fpake 
to Paul in the night by a vifion, 
Be not afraid, but fpeak, and 
nold not thy peace: 10 Forl 
am with thee, and no man fhall 
st on thee, to hurt thee: for I 
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have much people in this city. 
11 And he continued in Corinth 
a year and fix monihs, teaching 
them the word of God. 12 
But when Gallio was proconful 
of Achaia, the Jews combined 
unanimoufly againft Paul, and 
talking together among them- 
felves concerning Paul, and lay- 
ing hands upon him, they brought 
him to the judgment-feat, 13 
Crying out againit hina and fay- 
ing, The fellow perfuadeth men 
to worfhip God contrary to the 
law. 14 And when Paul was now 
about to open his mouth, Gallio 
faid unto the Jews, If it were a 
matter of injultice or grois wick- 
ednefs, O ye men and Jews, ἢ 
fhould with reafon bear with you : 
15 But if ye have queftions of a 
word, and names, and of your 
law, look ye ; I will be no judge 
of fuch matters. 16 And he 
drave them from the judgment- 
17 Then all the Greeks 
took Sotthenes, the chief ruler of 
the fynagogue, and beat him be- 
fore the judgment-feat. 18 And 
Paul tarried yet a good while, 
and then took his leave of the 
brethren, and failed thence into 
Syria, and with him Prifcilla 
and Aquila: having fhorn ῥὶς 
head in Cenchrea: for he had a 
vow. 19 But when he was come 
to Ephefus, and left them there, 
on the next fabbath he himfelf 
entered into the fynagogue, and 
reafoned with the Jews. 20 And 
when they defired him to tarry 
longer time with them, he con- 
fented not: 2t Bidding them 
farewel, and faying, I muft by 
all means keep this feaft-day 
that is coming, at Jerufalem. 
TF will return unto you, if God 
will, azd he failed from E- 
phefus, 22 And when he had 
Tanded at Cefarea, and gone up 


and faluted the church, he weag 


down 
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down to Antioch. 23 And after 
he had {pent fome time, he de- 
parted, and went over all the 
country of Galatia and Phrygia 
in order, and itrengthning all the 
difciples. 24 And a certain Jew 
named Apollos, born at Alexan- 
dria, an eloquent man, mighty 
in the f{criptures, came to Ephe- 
fus. 25 Who was inftrudted in 
his own country in the word of 
the Lord ; and being fervent in 
the fpirit, he fpake and taught 
diligently the things of Jetus, 
knowing only the bapti{m of 
John. 26 He began to fpeak 
boldly in the fynagogue. Whom 
when Aquila and Prifcilla had 
heard, they took him unto them, 
and expounded unto him fis way 
more perfectly. 27 But certain 
Corinthians who lived at Ephe- 
fus, and heard him, defired him 
to pafs over with them to their 
native country; but when he 
had given his confent, the Ephe- 
fians wrote to the difciples at 
Corinth, that they fhould receive 
the man : who when he fojourned 
in Achaia helped them much in 
the churches through grace. 28 
For he mightily convinced the 
Jews, and that publickly dif- 
courfing, and fhewing by the 
{criptures, that Jefus is the Chrilt. 

XIX. But when Paul was de- 
firous, according to his own will, 
to go to Jerufalem, the fpirit 
faid to him that he fhould return 
into Afia: but having paffed 
through the upper parts he comes 
to Ephefus: and finding certain 
difcipies, 2 He faid unto them, 
Have ye received the Holy 


Ghoft fince ye believed? And _ 


they faid, We have not fo much 


as heard whether any do receive » 


the Holy Ghoft. 3 But he faid 
unto them, Unto what then 
were ye baptized? And they 
faid, Unto Johns baptifm, 4 


Then taid Paul, John baptized 
with the baptifm of repentance, 
faying unto the people, That 
they fhould believe on him who 
fhould come after him, that is, 
on Chrift. 5 When they heard 
this, they were baptized unto the 
name of the Lord Jefus Chrift, 
for the remiffion of fins. 6 And 
when Paul had laid ῥέε hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghoft 
prefently fell on them; and they 
{pake with tongues, and prophe- 
fied. 7 And all the men were 
about twelve. 8 But Paul en- 
tered into the fynagogue with 
great power, and {pake boldly 
for the fpace of three months, 
difputing and perfuading what 
concerned the kingdom of God. 
g But then divers of them were 
hardned, and believed not, and 
{fpake evil of the way before the 
multitude of the Gentiles. Then 
Paul departed from them, and 
feparated the difciples, difputing 
daily in the fchool of one Ty- 
ranus, from the fifth hour to the 
tenth. 10 And this was for two 
years; And all they which dwelt 
in Afia, heard the words of the 
Lord, both Jews and Greeks. 
11 But God wrought no {mall 
miracles by the hands of Paul: 
12 So that from his body were 
carried unto the fick, handker- 
chiefs or aprons alfo, and the 
difeafes departed from them, and 
the evil {pirits went out. 13 
Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcifts, took upon them 
to call over them who had evil 
fpitits, the name of the Lord 
Jefus, faying, Iadjure you by 
Jefus whom Paul preacheth. 14 
Among whom were alfo the 
fons of Sceva a Prieft, who would 
do the fame, having the cuftom 
to exorcife fuch perfons. And 
when they had entred in to the 


| Demoniack,they began to call on 


that 
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that name, faying, We charge 
thee by Jetus whom Paul 
preacheth, to go out. 15 But 
the evil (pirit anfwered and {aid 
to them, Jefus I know, and 
Paul 1 know, but who are ye? 
16 And the man inwhom the 
evil fpirit was, leapt on them, 
overcame them, and prevailed 
againft them both; fo that they 
fled out of that houfe naked and 
wounded. 17 And this was 
known toall the Jews and Greeks 
dwelling at Ephefus; and fear 
fell on them all, and the name 
of the Lord Jefus was magnified, 
18 But many that believed came, 
and confeffed, and told their 
deeds. 19 Many alfo of them 
who ufed curious arts, brought 
their books alio together, and 
burned them before all: and 
they counted the price of them, 
and found it fifty thoufand pieces 
of filver. 20 So mightily grew 
the word of God, and prevailed, 
and the faith of God increafed 
and multiplied. 21 ‘Then Pau! 
purpofed in the fpirit, to pafs 
through Macedonia and Achaia, 
and to goto Jerufalem, faying, 
After I have been there, I mutt 
alfo fee Rome. 22 And he fent 
into Macedonia two of them that 
miniftred unto him, Timothy 
and to Fraftus; and he himfelf 
flayed in Afia a little feafon. 23 
And the fame time there was no 
{mall ftir about that way. 24 
For there was a certain man na- 
med Demetrius, a filverfmith, 
which made filver fhrines for 
Diana, who brought no {mall 
g2in unto the crafttmen. 25 He 
having called them together, with 
the workmen of like occupation, 
faid unto them, Men and fellow 
craftimen, ye know that by chis 
art we have our livelyhood. 26 
Ye both hear and fee, that not 
alone as far as Ephefus, but al- 


molt throughout all Afia alfo, 
thisPaulthen perfuaded and turned 
away agreat multitude, faying, 
that theie are no gods who are 
made with hands: 27 So that 
notonly this parc of our tradeis in 
danger to be under reproach, but 
alfo that the temple of the great 
goddefs Diana fhould be fet at 
nought, and defiroyed, whom 
all Afia, and the world worfhip- 
peth. 28 And when they heard 
thefe things they were full of 
wrath, and running into the road, 
they cryed out, faying, Great ἐς 
Diana of the Ephelians. 29 
And the whole city was filled 
with confufion: and havin 
caught Gaius and Ariftarchus, 
men of Macedonia, Paul’s com- 
panions in travel, they rufhed 
with one accord into the theatre. 
30 And when Paul would have 
entered in unto the people, the 
difciples hindered him. 31 And 
certain of the Afiarchs, who 
were his friends, fent unto him, 
and befought 4im that he would 
not adventure himielf into the 
theatre. 32 Some therefore 
cried one thing, and fome ano- 
ther: for the affembly was con- 
fufed; and the greater part 
knew not wherefore they were 
come together. 33 And they 
drew Alexander out of the mul- 
titude, the Jews putting him 
forward. Alexander therefore 
beckned with the hand, and 
wou'd have made his defence un- 
to the people. 34 But when 
they knew that he was a Jew, 
with one voice of them all about 
the fpace of two hours, they 
cried out, Great zs Diana of the 
Ephefians. 35 And when thetown- 
clerk had appeafed the multitude 
he faid, Ye men of Ephefus, what 
manis there that icnoweth not 
how that our city is a keener of 
the temple of the great J?:ana, 
; and 
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and of that which fell down 
from Jupiier? 36 Seeing then 
that thefe things cannot be de- 
nied, ve ought to be quiet, and 
todo nothing rafhly. 37 For 
ye have biough. hiner theie 
men, who are neither robbers of 
temples, nor yet bla(phemers of 
our goddefs, 28 Wherefore if 
this Demetrius and the craft{men 
who are with him havea mat- 
ter againit them, the courts are 
held, and there are pleaders, let 
them be accufers of one another. 
39 Butif ye enquire any thing 
concerning other matters, it fhall 
be determined by the law of .the 
aflembly. 40 For we are in 
danger to be acenfed this day for 
an uprore, there being no caufe 
whereby we may give an account 
of this concourfe. 41 And 
when he had thus fpoken, he 
difmiffed the affembly. 

XX. And after the tumult 
was ceafed, Paul called unto him 
the dilciples, and exhorted shem 
in many words, and took his 
leave of them, and departed for 
Macedonia. 2 And when he 
had gone over all thofe parts, 
and had given them much ex- 
hortation he came into Gregce. 
3 And abode three months: 
and when the Jews laid wait for 
him, he was defirous to fail into 
Syria, but the Spirit faid to him 
that he fhould return through 
Macedonia. 4 And when he 
was about to go forth, Sopater 
cf Berea; and of the Theflalo- 
nians, Ariftarchus and Secundus, 
wnd Gaius; Of Derbe, Timo- 
thy ; and of the Ephefians Euty- 
chus and 'frophimus acccmpa- 
nied him as far as Afia. 5 But 
thefe going before, tarried for 
him at Troas. 6 And we failed 
wuway from Philippi, after the 
days of unleavened bread, and 
came unto them to Troas, in 
hve days, whe:cin we abode fe- 


ven days. 7 But upon the firth 
day of the week, when we the 
diiciples came together to break 
bread, Paul preached unto them, 
ready to depart on the morrow, 
and continued his {peech until 
midnight. 8. And there were 
many lumps in the upper cham- 
ber where we were gathered to- 
gether. g And-there fat in the 
window a certain young man 
named Eutychus, being fallen 
into a deep fleep: and as Paul 
was long preaching, he funk 
down with fleep, and fell down 
from the third loft, and was 
taken up dead. 10 And Paul 
went down, and fell on him, and 
embraced 47m, and faid, Be no: 
troubled, for his life is in him. 
11 And when he being come up 
again, and having broken bread, 
and eaten, and talked a long 
while, even till break of day, fo 
he departed, 12 And when 
they had faluted him, they 
brought the young man alive, 
and they were not a little com- 
forted. 13 And we went down 
to the fhip, and failed unto A ffos, 
thence intending to tale in Paul, 
for fo had he appointed, as being 
himfelf to go afoot. 14 And 
when he met us at Affos, we 
took him in, and came to Miiy- 
lene. 15 And we failed thence, 
and came the next day over a- 
gainft Chios; and the next day 
we arrived at Samos, and tarri- 
ed at ‘Trogyllia; and the nexc 
day we came to Miletus. 16 
For Paul had determined to fail 
by Ephefus, left fomewha: fhou'd 
detain him in Afia: for he halted 
to be at Jerufalem againft the 
day of Pentecoft. 17 And 
from Miletus he fent to Epheius, 
for the elders of the church. 18 
And as they were with him, he 
faid unto them, Ye know, Bee- 
thren, from the firlt day thar 1 

came 
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came into Afia, after what man- 
ner I was always with you for 
three years, or even more. 1g 
Serving the Lord with all hu- 
mility of mind, and with tears, 
and temptations which betel me 
by the lying in wait of the Jews: 
20 How I kept back nothing that 
was profitable, bu. have fhewed 
you, and have taught from houle 
to houfe publickly, 21 Tettifying 
both to the Jews, and al{o to the 
Greeks, repentance toward God, 
and the faith which is by our Lord 
Jefus Chrift, 22 And now, be- 
hold, I go bound in the (pirit unto 
Jerufalem, not knowing the 
things that {hall betal me there: 
23 Save thatthe Holy Ghott wit- 
neffeth to me in every city, faying, 
that bonds and afflictions abide 
meat Jerufalem. 24 But this 1 do 
not value, neither count 1 my life 
dear unto my felf, fo that I may 
finifh my courie, and the miniltry 


of the word, which word I have. 


received of the Lord Jefus, to 


teltify to Jews and Gentiles the | 


gofpel of the grace of God. 25 
And now, benoid, I know that 
yeall,among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of Jeftis, 
fhall fee my face no more. 26 
Wherefore I call you to witnefs 
this day, that I am pure from 
the blood of all of νοῦ; 27 
For I have not fhunned to de- 
clare unto you all the counfel of 
God. 23 Lake hed unto.your 
felves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghott hath 
made you overicers, to feed the 
church of the Lord, which he 
hath purchaied with his own 
blood. 29 I know thar atter 
my deparung, gricvous wolves 
will enter in among you, not 
fparing the flock. 3c Alfo of 
your own {elves will men arile, 
{peaking perverie things, to turn 
away thse difciples atter them. 


τι Therefore watch, and re- 
member that for three years 
night and day I ceafed not to 
warn every one of you with 
tears. 32 And now, | com- 
mend you to the Lord, and to 
the word of his grace, which 15 
able to build you up, and ta 
give you an inheritance among 
all them who are fanctified. 33 
I have coveted the filver, and 
gold, or apparel of none of 
you. 34 You your felves know, 
that my hands have minifired 
unto my neceflities, and to all 
them that were with me. 35 I 
have fhewed you every thing, 
that fo labouring ye ought to 
fupport the weak ; and to‘re- 
member the words of the Lord 
Jefus, that he faid, It is more 
bleffed to give than to receive. 
36 And when he had thus 
fpoken, he kneeled down, and 
prayed: with them all. 37 And 
they all wept fore, and fell on 
Paul’s neck, and kiffed him, 
38 Sorrowing molt of all for 
the word which he fpake, that 
they fhould fee his face no more. 
And they accompanied him unto 
the fhip. 

XXI, And it came to pafs, 
that after we were parted from 
them, and had lanched, we 
came with a ftraight courfe unto 
Coos, and the day following un-- 
to Rhodes, and from thence 
unto Patara, and Myra. 2 
And finding a fhip failing overt 
unto Phenicia, we went aboard, 
and fet forth. 3 Now when we 
had difcovered Cyprus, leaving 
iton the left hand, we failed into 
Syria, and came down to Tyre: 
for there the fhip was to unlade 
her burden. 4 And finding dif- 
ciples, we tarried with them 
{even days: who faid to Paul by 
the Spirit, that he fhould not go 
up to Jerufalem, 5 And when 

Y we 
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we had accomplifhed thofe days, 
we depatted, and the next day 
we went out and walked our 
way, and they all brought us on 
Our journey, with wives and 
children, till we were out of the 
city: and we kneeled down on 
the fhore, and prayed. 6 And 
when we had taken our leave 
one of another, they returned 
home again. 7 And when we 
had finifhed our courfe from 
Tyre, we went down to Ptole- 
mais, and faluted the brethren, 
and abode with them one day. 
8 And the next day we departed, 
and came unto Cefarea; and we 
entered into the houfe of Philip 
the evangelift, who was of the 
feven, and abode with him. 9 
And he had four daughters, vir- 
gins, who did prophefy. 10 
And as we tarried many days, 
there came down from Judea a 
certain prophet, named Agabus. 
11 And when he was come unto 
us, he took Paul's girdle, and 
beund his own feet and hands, 
and faid, Thus faith the Holy 
Ghotft, So fhall the Jews in Je- 
rufalem bind the man_ that 
owneth this girdle, and fhal} de- 
liver him into the hands of the 
Gentiles. 12 And when we 
heard thefe things, we and they 
of that place, befought Paul not 
to go up to Jerufalem. 13 Then 
Paul faid unto us, What mean 
ye to weep, and to difturb mine 
heart? for I am not only wil- 
ling to be bound, but alfo am 
ready to die at Jerufalem for the 
name of the Lord Jefus Chrift. 
14 And when he would not be 
perfuaded, we ceafed, faying 
one to another, The will of God 
be done. 15 And after certain 
days, we took our leaves, and 
went up to Jerufalem. 16 But 
there went with us alfo certain of 


the difciples of Cefarea. But thefe 


brought us to an old difciple. And 
when we were come to a Cer- 
tain village, we were with one 
Nafon οἱ Cyprus an old difciple, 
with whom we fhould lodge. 
And going out thence, 17 We 
came to Jerufalem, But the bre- 
thren received us gladly. 18 
And the day following Paul 
went in with us unto James; and 
all the elders were with him. 19 
And when he had faluted them, 
he declared particularly how 
God had wrought among the 
Gentiles by his miniftry. 20 
And when they heard 12, they 
glorified the’ Lord, faying, Thou 
feeft, brother, how many ten- 
thoufands in Judea there are who 
have believed, and they are all 
zealots of the law. 21 And 
they are informed of thee, that 
thou teacheit the Jews who are 
among the Gentiles, to forfake 
Moles, not to circumcife sheir 
children, neither to walk after 
the cufloms. 22 What is it 
therefore? the multitude muft 
needs come together: for they 
will hear that thou art come, 
22 Do therefore this that we 
fay to thee: we have four men 
which have a vow onthem; 24 
Them take, and be purified thy 
felf with them, and be at 
charges with them, that they 
may fhave their heads: and all 
will know that thole things 
whereof they were informed 
concerning thee, are nothing, but 
thou thy jelf alfo walkeft order- 
ly, and keepeft the law. 25 
As touching the Gentiles which 
have believed, they have nothing 
to fay to thee, for we have written 
and determined, that they ob- 
ferve no fuch thing, fave only, 
that they keep themfelves from 
what is offered to idols, and 
from bleod, and from fornica- 
ton. 26 Then Paul took the 

men, 
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men, and the next day purify- 
ing himfelf with them, entered 
into the temple, to fignify the 
days in which the purification 
would be accomplifhed, that an 
offering might be offered for 
every one of them. 27 But 
when the feventh day was ful- 
filled, the Jews who were of 
Afia, came, when they faw him 
in the temple, avd ftirred up the 
whole multitude and laid hands 


on him, 28 Crying out, Men 
of [frael, help: this is the 
man that teacheth all every 


where again{ft the peaple, and 
the law, and this place: and 
hath brought Greeks alfo into 
the temple, and hath polluted 
this holy place. 29 For they 
had feen before with him in the 
city, Trophimus an Ephefian, 

whom + we fuppofed 
+ Reed that Paul had brought 
they. : 

into the temple,3o And 
the whole city was moved, and 
there was a concourfe of the 
people ; and they fe:z'd upon 
Paul, and drew Aim out of the 
temple: and forthwith the doors 
were fhut. 31 But as they 
fought to kill him, tidings came 
unto the chief captain of the 
band, that all Jerufalem was in 
an uprore. 32 Who immedi- 
ately took foldiers, and centu- 
rions, and ran down upon them : 
and when they faw the chief 
captain, and the foldiers, they 
left beating of Paul. 33 Then 
the chief captain came near and 
took him, and commanded him 
to be bound with two chains; 
and demanded, who he was, 
and what he had done. 34 And 
fome cried one thing, fome 
another among the multitude: 
and when he could not know 
the certainty for the tumult, he 
commanded him to be carried 
inio the caftle. 35 And when 


he was upon the ftairs, fo it was 
that Paul was born of the fol- 
diers, for the violence of the 
multitude. 36 For the multi- 
tude followed after, crying out, 
that he fhould be flain. 37 And 
as he was to be led into the 
caftle, he anfwered and faid un- 
to the chief captain, May I 
fpeak unto thee? Who faid, 
Canft thou fpeak Greek? 38 
Art not thou that Egyptian 
which before thefe days madett 
an uprore, and leddeft out into 
the wildernefs four thoufand men 
that were murderers? 39 But 
Paul faid, Tama man who am 
a Jew, but born at Tarfus; and 
I befeech thee, fuffer me to 
{peak unto the people. 40 And 
when the chief captain had 
given him licence, Paul ftood 
on the ftairs, and beckned with 
the hand unto them: and when 
there was made a great filence, 
he fpake unto them in the He- 
brew tongue, faying, 

XXII. Men, brethren, and 
fathers, hear ye the defence 
which I make now unto you. 
2 And when they heard that 
he fpake in the Hebrew tongue 
they were filent; and he faith, 
3 [ama man whoam a Jew, 
born in Tarfus, of Cilicia, but 
brought up in this city, at the 
feet of Gamaliel, taught accord- 
ing to the perfeét manner of the 
law of the fathers, being zea~ 
lous towards God, as ye all are 
this day. 4 And I perfecuted 
this way unto death, binding 
and delivering unto prifon both 
men and women. As alfa 
the high prieft will bear me 
witnefs, and all the Presbytery : 
from whom I received letters 
unto the brethren, and went 
to Damafcus, to bring them 
who were there bound unto 
Jerufalem, that they might be 
Υ̓ 2 punished. 


The Αδϑ of the Apoftles, 


punifhed. 6 As I was come nigh 
unto Damafcus, about noon, fud- 
denly there fhone from heaven a 
great light round about me. 7 
And I fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice faying unto me, 
Saul, Saul, why perfecuteft thou 
me? 8 And I anfwered, Who 
art thou, Lord ?. But he faid un- 
to me, I am Je‘us of Nazareth 
whom thou perfecutelt, g And 
they that were with me jaw in- 
deed the light, and were afraid ; 
but they heard not the voice of 
him that fpake unto me. 10 
And I faid, What fhall I do, 
Lord ? And he faid unto me, 


Arife, and go to Damatcus, and ; 


there it fhall be told thee of all 
things which are appointed thee 
to do, 11 Acd when I could 
not fee for the glory of that light, 
being led by the hand cf them 
that were with me, I came to 
Damafcus. 12 And one Ana 
nias, a man according to the 
Jaw, having a good report of all 
the Jews who dwelt there, 13 
Came unto me, and ftood, and 
faid unto me, Brother Saul, re- 
ceive thy fight. And -the fame 
hour I looked up upon him. 14 
And he {aid to me, The God of 
our tashers hath chofen thee, that 
thou fhouldeft know his will, and 
fee that juit one, and fhouldeft 
hear the voice of his mouth, τς 
For thou fhale be his witne{s un- 
to all men, of what thou haft 
feen and heard. 16 And now 


why tarrieit thou ? arife, and be. 


bapt'zed, and wafh away thy 
fins, Calling on his name. 17 
And it came to pafs, that when 
1 was come again to Jerufalem, 
even while I prayed in the tem- 
ple, I was in a trance ; 18 And 
faw him faying unto me, Make 
hafte and get thee quickly out of 
Jerufalem : for they will not re- 
ceive thy teftimony concerning me, 


19 And I faid, Lord, they know 
that I imprifoned, and beat in the 
fynagogues them that believed 
on thee. zo And when the blood 
of thy martyr Stephen was fhed, 
I was ftanding by,. and confent- 
ing, and kept the raiment of 
them that flew him. 21 And he 
faid unto me, Depart: for I 
fend thee far unto the Gentiles. 
22 And they hearkened as far as 
this word, and lift up their voice, 
and faid, Take away fuch an 
one from the earth : for it is not 
fit he fhould live. 23 And as 
they-cried out, and calt off their 
cloaths, and threw duft to hea- 
ven, 24 The chief captain com- 
manded him to be brought into 
the cattle, and bade that he fhould 
be examined by ftripes ; that he 
might know wherefore they cried 
fo againft him, 25 And as they 
bound him with thengs, he faid 
unto the centurion that ftood by, 
Is it lawful for you to fcourge a 
man that is a Roman, and un- 
condemned ? 26 When the cen- 
turion heard this, that he called 
himfelf a Roman, he went to 
the chief captain, and told him, 
faying, ‘Take heed what thou art 
doing ; for this man isa Roman. 
27 Then the chief captain came, 
and afked him, Tell me, Art 
thou a Roman ? He faid, I am. 
28 And the chief captain an- 
{wered and faid to him, I know 
with what fum I ob:ained this 
freedom : And Paul faid, But I 
was free-born. 29 Then they 
departed from him who fhould 
have examined him: and the 
chief captain alfo was afraid, af- 
ter he knew that he was a citi- 
zen of Rome, and becaufe he 
had bound him. 30 On the 
morrow, being willing to know 
the certainty of what he was ac- 
cufed by. the Jews, he loofed 
him, and commanded the chief 

priefts, 
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priefts, and all the council to 
come together, and brought 
Paul down, and fet him before 
them. 

ΧῪ ΤΠ. And Paul earneftly be- 
holding the council, f.id, Men, 
brethren, [ have lived in all good 
con{cience before God, until this 
day. 2 And the high pricit A- 
nanias comminded them that 
ftood by him, to fmite him on 
the mouth, 3 ‘hen faid Paul 
unto him, God fhall fmite thee, 
thou whited wall ; for fitteft thou 
and judg:ft me after the law, and 
commandelt me to be {mitten 
contrary to the law? 4 And 
they that flood by. faid, Revileft 
thou God’: high prieft? 5 Now 
Paul faid, 1 knew nor, brethren, 
that he was the high prieft: For 
it is written, Thou fhalt not 
ipeak evil of the ruler of thy 
people. 6 But when Paul per- 
ceived that the one part were 
Sadducees, and the other Phari- 
fees, he cried out in the council, 
Men, brethren, I am a Pharifee, 
the fon of the Pharifees: of the 
hope and refurrection of the dead, 
Iam called in queftion. 7 And 
when he had fo faid, there arofe 
a diffenfion between the Pharifees 
and the Sadducees : and the mul- 
titude was diffolved. 8 For the 
Sadducees fay that there is no 
refurre€tion, neither angel, nor 
fpirit ; bute the Pharifees confefs 
both. g And there arofe a great 
cry : and fome of the Pharifees 
arofe, and flrove, faying, We 
find no evil in this man: What 
if a f{pirit or an angel hath fpo- 
ken to him? τὸ And when 
there arofe a great diffenfion, the 
chief captain fearing leit Paul 
fhould have been pulled in pieces 
of them, commanded the foldiers 
to go down, and take him by 
force from among them, and to 
lead him awey into the caltle. 


the Apoftles. 


1t And the night following, the 
Lord Ποοὰ by him, andfaid, Be 
of good cheer, Paul : for as thou 
hatt teflificd of me in Jerulalem, 
fo muft thou bear witnefs alfo at 
Rome. 12 And when it was 
day, certain of the Jews banded 
together, and bound themtelves 
under an anathema, faying, that 
they would neither eat nor drink 
till they had killed Paul, 13 
And they were more than forty 
who had made this confederacy, 
14 And they came to the chief 
priefts and elders, and faid, We 
have bound our felves under a 
great anathema, that we will eat 
nothing until we have flain Paul. 
15 Now therefore ye with the 
council, fignify to the chief cap- 
tain, that he bring him down 
unto you, as though ye would 
enquire fomething more perfectly 
concerning him: and we, or 
ever he come near, are ready to 
kill him. 16 And when Paul's 
fifter’s fon heard of their lying 
in wait, he went and entered in- 
to the caftle, and told Paul. 17 
Then Paul called one of the 
centurions unto him, and faid, 
Bring this young man unto the 
chief captain ; for he hath a cer- 
tain thing to tell him. 18 So 
he took im, and brought him 
to the chief captain, and faid, 
Paul the prifoner prayed me to 
bring this young man unto thee, 
who hath fomething to fay unto 
thee. 19 Then the chief cap- 
tain tock him by the hand, and 


went afide privately, and afked 


him, What is that thou haft to 
tell me? 20 And he faid, The 
Jews have agreed to defire thee, 
that thou wouldeft bring down 
Paul tomorrow into the council, 
as though they would enquire 
fomewhat of him more perteétly. 
21 But do not thou yield unto 
them ; for there lie in wait for 

him 
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him of them more than forty men, 
who have bound themfelves wi.h 
an anathema, that they will nei- 
ther eat nor drink till they have 
killed him: and now are they 
ready, looking for a promife from 
thee. 22 So thechief captain let 
the young man depart, and charg- 
ed fim, Tell no man, that thou 
μα fhewed thefe things to me. 
23 And he called unto him two 
centurions, faying, Make ready 
two hundred foldiers to go to 
Cefarea, and horfemen three- 
fcore and ten, and fpearmen two 
hundred, at the third hour of 
the night. 24 And provide 
beafts, that they may fet Paul 
on, and bring Aim fafe unto Fe- 
lix the governor. For he was 
afraid leit the Jews fhould feize 
on him, and kill him ; and he 
fhould afterward bear the re- 
proach, as if he would have ta- 
ken money. 25 And he wrote 
a letter, containing what fol- 
lows. 26 Claudius Lyfias, un- 
to the moft excellent governor 
Felix, greeting. 27 This man 
was taken of the Jews, and 
fhould have been killed of them : 
then came I with an army, and 
refcued im, having underflood 
that he was a Roman. 28 And 
when I would have known the 
caufe wherefore they accufed him, 
J brought him forth into their 
¢ouncil ; 2g Whom I perceived 
to be accufed of queftions of 
their law, but to have nothing 
Jaid to his charge worthy of 
death or of bands. 30 And when 
it was told me, how that the 
Jews laid wait for the man, I 
fent ftriaghtway to thee, and gave 
commandment to his accufers al- 
fo, to fay before thee what they 
bad again him. Farewel. 31 
Then the foldiers, as it was 
commanded them, took Paul ard 


brought dim by night to Antipa- 
tris. 32 On the morrow they 
left the hor:emen to go with him, 
and returned to the caitle. 33 
Who when they came to Cefarea, 
and delivered the epittle to the 
governor, prefented Paul alfo be- 
fore him, 34 And when he had 
read it, he afked of what pro- 
vince he was, And when he un- 
derftood that he was of Cilicia ; 
35 I will hear thee, faid he,, 
when thine acculers are come, 
And he commanded him to be 

kept in Herod's judgment-hall. 
XXIV. And after five days, 
Ananias the high prieft, defcend- 
ed with certain elders, and 8, 
certain orator ‘Tertullus, who in- 
formed the governor againit Paul. 
2 And when he was called forth, 
Tertullus began to accufe 4im, 
faying, Seeing that by thee we 
enjoy great quietnefs, and that 
many worthy deeds are done un- 
to this nation by thy providence, 
3 We accept 2ὲ always, and in 
all places, moft noble Felix, with 
all thankfulnefs. 4 Notwith- 
{tanding, that I be not further 
tedious unto thee, I pray thee 
that thou wouldeft hear us of thy 
clemency a few words. 5 We 
have fourd this man a pettilent 
fellow, and a mover of {editions 
among all the Jews throughout 
the world, and a ringleader of 
the {εὖ of the Nazarenes: 6 
Who alfo hath gone about ta. 
profane the temple : whom we 
took and would have judged ac- 
cording to our law. 7 But the 
chief captain Lyfias came upon 
us, and with great violence took 
him away out of our hands, 8 
Commanding his accufers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom, 
thy felf maylt take knowledge 
of all thefe things, whereof we 
accufe him. ὦ And the Jews 
alfa 
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alfo affented, faying, that thefe 
things were fo. 10 Then Paul, 
after that the governor had beck- 
ned unto him to fpeak, anfwered, 
Fora‘rauch as I know that thou 
haft been of many years a judge 
unto this nation, I do cheerfully 
anf{wer for my felf: 11 Bzcaule 
that thou may ft underitand, that 
there are yet but twelve days 
fince 1 went up to Jerufalem tor 
to worfhip. 12 And they nel- 
ther found me in the temple di- 
fputing with any man, neither 
raifing up the people, neither in 
the fynagogues, nor in the city : 
13 Neither can they prove to 
thee the things whereof they 
now accufe me. 14, But this | 
confefs unto thee, that after the 
way which they call an herefy, 
fo worfhip I my Father, and my 
God ; believing all things which 
are written in the law and the 
prophets : τς And have hope 
towards God, which they them- 
{elves alfo allow, that there fhall 
be a sefurreGtion, both of the 
jeft and unjuft. 16 And herein 
do l exercife my felf to have al- 
ways a confcience void of offence 
toward God, and toward men. 17 
Now after many years, I came 
to bring alms to my nation, of- 
ferings, and vows. 13 Where- 
upon certain Jews from Afia 
found me purified in the temple, 


neither wich multitude, nor with - 


tumult, 19 Who ought to have 
been here before thee, and ob- 
ject, if they had cught againft 
me, 20 Or elie let thefe fame 
fay, if they have found any evil- 
doing in me, while I ftood before 
the council, 21 Except it be 
for this one voice, that I cried 
ftanding amorg them, Touching 
the returrestion of the dead, I 
am called in queliion by you this 
day. zz And Felix having 


more perfect knowledge of the 
way, he deferred them, and faid, 
When Lyfias the chief captain 
fhall come down, I will hear 
you. 23 And he commanded a 
centurion to keep him, and to 
let Sim have liberty, and that he 
fhould forbid none of his ac- 
quaintance to minilter to him. 
24 And after certain days, when 
Felix came with his wife Dru- 


filla, who was a Jewels, he fent. 


for Paul, and heard him con- 
cerning the faith in Chrift Jefus. 
25 And as he reafoned of righ- 
teoulnefs, temperance, and judg- 
ment to come, Felix trembled, 
and anfwered, Go thy way for 
this time ; when I have a con- 
venient feafon, I will call for 
thee. 26 He hoped alfo that 
money fhould have been given 
him of Paul ; wherefore he fent 
for him the oftner, and commu- 
ned with him. 27 But after 
two years, Porcius Feftus came 
in the room of Felix, and Felix 
willing to fhew the Jews a plea- 
fure, left Paul bound. 

XXV. Now when Feftus was 
come into the province, after 
three days he afcended from 
Cefarea to Jerufalem. 2 Then 
the high prieits and the chief of 
the Jews informed him againft 
Paul, and befought him, 3 


And defired favour againft him, 


that he would fend for him to 
Jerofelem, laying wait in the 
way tokillhim. 4 But Feftus 
an{wered, that Paul fhould be 
kept at Cefarea, and that he 
himfelf would depart fhortly. 
5 Let them therefore, faid he, 
who among you are able, go 
down with me, and accufe this 
man, if there be any crime in 
him. 6 And when he had 
tarried among them not more 
than eight or ten days, he went 

' down 
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down unto Cefarea, and the 
next day fitting in the judgment- 
feat, commanded Paul to be 
brought. 7 And when he was 
come, the fews . which came 
down from Jerufalem,  ftood 
round about him, and laid ma- 
ny and grievous complaints 
againft Paul, which they could 
not prove; 8 While Paul an- 
fwered for himfelf, Neither 
againft the law of the Jews, 
neither againft the temple, nor 
yet againft Cefar, have I of- 
fended any thing at all. ο But 
Feitus, willing to do the Jews a 
leafure, anfwered Paul, and 
faid, Wilt thou go up to Jerc- 
falem, and there be Judged of 
thefe things before me? 10 
Then faid Paul, I ftand at 
Cefars judgment-feat, where ] 
ought to be judged: to the 
Jews have I done no wrong, as 
thou very well Ixnoweft. 11 
For if I be an offender, or have 
commited any thing worthy of 
death, I refufe not to die: but 
if there be none of thefe things 
whereof thefe accufe me, no 
man may deliver me unto them. 
J appeal unto Cefar. 12 Then 
Feftus when he had conferred 
with the council, anfwered, Haft 
thou appealed unto Cefar? unto 
.Cefar fhale thou go. 13 And 
after certain days, king Agrippa 
and Bernice came unto Cefarea 
to falute Feftus. 14 And when 
they had been there many days, 
Fellus declared Paul’s caufe unto 
the king, faying, ‘There is a 
certain man left in bonds by 
Felix: τς About whom, when 
I was at Jerufalem, the chief 
prietts and the elders of the 


Jews informed me,  defiring 
condemnation againit him. τό 
To whom [anfwered, It is not 
the manner of the Romans 


own = fuperttition, 


to deliver any man to die, be- 
fore that he who is accufed, have 
the accufers face to face, and 
have licence to anfwer for him- 
felf concerning the crimes laid 
againft{ him. 17 Therefore 
when they were come hither, 
without any delay on the mor- 
row I fat on the judgment feat, 
and 1 commanded the man to be 
brought forth, 18 Againft 
whom when the accufers ftood 
up, they brought no wicked 
accufation of fuch things as I 
fuppo‘ed: 19 But had certain 
quettions againit him of their 
and of one 
Jefus who was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be alive. 20 And 
becaufe I.doubted of fuch man- 
ner of queflions, I asked Aim 
whether he wou'd go to ‘Jerufa- 
lem, and there be judged of’ 
thefe matters. 21 But when 
Paul had appealed to be re- 
ferved unto the hearing of Au- 
guftus, I commanded him to be 
kept ull I might fend him to: 
Cefar. 22 Then Agrippa faid 
unto Feflus, I would alfo hear 
the man my felf. ‘To morrow, 
faid he, thou fhalt hear him. 
22 And on the morrow when. 
Agrippa was come, and Ber-- 
nice, with great-pomp, and was; 
entered into the place of hearing, , 
with the chief captains, and, 
principal men of the city, at: 
Feftus commandment Paul was: 
brought forth. 24 And Fettus’ 
faid, King Agrippa, and all! 
men who are here prefent with: 
us, ye fee this man, about! 
whom all the multitude of the: 
Jews have dealt with me at Je-. 
rufalem, defiring, and crying: 
that he ought not to live any, 
longer. 25 But when I found: 
that he had committed nothing: 


worthy of death, and that he: 


himfelf. 
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himfelf hath appealed to Au- 
guftus. I have determined to 
fend him. 26 Of whom I have 
no certain thing to write unto 
my lord. Wherefore 1 have 
brought him forth before you, 
and {pecially before thee, O 
king Agrippa, that after ex- 
amination had, I may have 
fomewhat that I. may write. 
27 For it feemeth to me unrea- 
fonable to fend a prifoner, and 
not withal to fignify the crimes 
againit him. 

XXVI. Then Agrippa faid 
unto Paul, thou art permitted to 
{peak for thy felf. Then Paul 
itretched forth the hand, and 
anfwered for himfelf, 2 I think 
my felf happy, king Agrippa, 
becaufe I fhall anfwer for my 
felf this day before thee, touch- 
ing all the things whereof I am 
accufed of the Jews. 3 Efpe- 
cially, becaufe 1 know thee to 
be expert in all cuftoms and 
queftions which are among the 
Jews : wherefore i befeech shee 
to hear me patiently. 4 My 
manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the firft among 
mine own nation at Jerufaiem, 
know all the Jews, 5 Which 
knew me from the beginning, 
if they would teftify chat after 
the moft ftraiteft feet of our reli- 
gion, I lived a Pharifee. 6 And 
now I ftand, and am judged for 
the hope of the promife made of 
God unto our fathers: 7 Unto 
which our twelve tribes ferving 
day and night, hope to come: 
for which hopes fake, king A- 
gtippa, I am accufed of the Jews. 
8 Why fhould it be thought 
a thing incredible with you, 
that God fhould raife the dead ? 


9 I verily thought with my felf, | 


that I ought to do many things 
contrary to the name of Jefus of 


Nazareth. 10 Which thing I 
alfo did in Jerufalem: and ma- 
ny of the faints did 1 fhut up in 
prifon, having received authority 
from the chief priefts ; and when 
they were putto death I gave 
my voice againft them. αἰ And 
I punifhed them ofc in every 
fynagogue, and compelled theo 
to blafpheme; and being exceed- 
ingly mad againft them, I per- 
fecuted ¢hem even unto flrange 
cities. 12 Whereupon, as [ 
went to Damaicus, with autho- 
rity and commiflion from the 
chief priefts; 12 At midday, 
O king, I faw in the way a 
light from heaven, above the 
brightnefs of the fun, fhining 
round about me, and them who 
journeyed with me. 14 And 
when we were all fallen to the 
earth, I heard a voice fpeaking 
unto me, in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul, Saul, why perfecuteft thou 
me? Jz is hard for thee to kick 
again{ft the goads. 15 And I 
faid, Who artthou, Lord? And 
the Lord faid, I am Jefus whom 
thou perfecuteft. 16 But rife, 
and itand upon chy feet: for I 
have appeared unto thee for this 
purpofe, to make thee a minilier 
and a witnefs both of thefe things 
which thou haft feen, and of 
thofe things in the which I will 
appear unto thee; 17 Deli- 
vering thee from the people, and 
the Gentiles, unto whom now | 
fend thee, 18 To open their 
eyes, and to turn ¢hem from dark- 
nefs to light, and from the power 
of Satan unto God, that they 
may receive forgiveneis of fins, 
and inheritance among them 
who are fandtified by faith that 
is in me. 1g Whereupon, Ὁ 
king Agrippa, I was not dilobe- 
dient unto the heavenly vifion : 
20 But fhewed fiift unto them of 

Ζ, ἀ»ι- 
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Damalcus, and at Jerufalem, and 
throughout all the coals of 
Judea, and to the Gentiles, 
that they fhould repent, and turn 
to God, and do works meet for 
repentance. 21 For this caufe 
the jews caught me in the tem- 
ple, and went about to kill mc, 
22 Having therefore obtained 
help of God, I continue unto 
this day, witnefling both to 
{mall anc great; faying none o- 
ther things than thofe which the 
prophets and Mofes did fay 
fhould come: 23 That Caritt 
fhould fuffer, that he fhould be 
the firft that fhould rife from the 
dead, and fhould fhew light un- 
to the prople, and to the Gen- 
tiles. 24 And as he thus fpake, 
and made his apology for him- 
felf, Feftus faid with a loud 
voice, Paul, thou art befide thy 
felf: much learning doth make 
thee mad. 25 But Paul faid, 1 
am not mad, moft noble Feftu: ; 
but fpeak forth the words of 
truth and fobernefs. 26 For the 
king knoweth of thefe things, 
before whom alfo J fpeak freely : 
for I am perfuaded that none of 
thefe things are hidden from 
him: Nor was this thing done 
inacorner, 27 Kong Agrippa, 
believeft thou the prophets? I 
know that thou believeft. 28 
Then Agrippa /aid unto Paul, 
Almoft thou perfuadeft me to ‘be 
a Chrittian. 29 And Paul /aid, 
Y would to God, that not only 
thou, but alfo all that hear me 
this day, were both almoft, and 
altogether fuch as I am, except 
thefe bonds. 30 And the king 
rofe up, and the governor, and 
Bernice, and they that fate with 
them. 31 And whci they were 
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or of bonds. 32 Then faid A- 
grippa unto Feitus, This man 
mignt have been fet at liberty, 
if he had not appealed unto 
Cefar. . 

XXVII. And when it was de- 
termined that he fhould fail into 
Italy, they delivered Paul and 
certain other prifoners, unto one 
named Julius, a centurion of 
Auguitus band. 2 And entering 
into a fhip of Adramyttium, 
we lanched, meaning to fail to 
the places of Afia, one Ariftar- 
chus a Macedonian cf Theffa- 
Jonica, being with us. 3 But 
the next day we touched at 
Sidon. And Julius courteoufly 
entreated Paul, and gave him 
liberty to go unto his friends, to 
refrcfh himfelf. 4 And when 
we had lanched from thence, we 
failed under Cyprus, becaufe 
the winds were contrary, 5 And 
when we had failed over the fea 
of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we 
came to Lyftra of Lycia. 6 
And there the centurion found a 
fhip of Alexandria failing into 
Italy ; and he put ustherein. 7 
And when we had failed flowly 
many days, and fcarce were 
come over againft Cnidus, the 
wind not fuffering us, we failed 
under Crete, over againft Sal- 
mone: ὃ And hardly pafling 
it, came unto a place which 15 
called the fair havens, nigh 
whereunto was the city Tha- 
Ια. g Now when much time 
was fpent, and when failing was 
now dangerous, becaufe the falt 
was now already paft, Paul com- 
forted them, 10 And faid 
unto them, Sirs, I perceive that 
this voyage will be with hurt 
and much damage, not only of 


gone afide, they talked between ᾧ the lading and fhip, but alfo of 


themfelves, faying, This man 


doth nothing worthy of death, | the centurion, believed the matier 


bur lives. τι Neverthelefs, 


and 
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and Pilot of. the thip, more than 
thofe things which were fpoken 
by Paul. 12 And becaufe the 
haven was not commodious to 
winter in, the more part advifed 
to depart thence, if by any 
means th:y m‘ght attain to Phe- 
nice, to winter; which is an 
haven of Crete, and lieth toward 
the fouth-weft, and north-wett. 
12 And when the fouth-wind 
blew foftly, fuppofing that they 
had obtained sheir purpole, loo!- 
ing they failed clofe by Crete. 
14. But not Jong after there arofe 
againit it a tempeituous wind, 
called The North-eaft wind. 
15 And when the fhip was 
caught, and could not bear up 
into the wind, we let Aer drive 
16 And running under a certain 
ifland which is called Cauda, 
we had much work to come by 
the boat: 17 Which when 
they had taken up, they ufed 
helps, undergirding the fhip ; 
and fearing left they fhould fall 
into the quick fands, ftruck fail, 
and fo were driven. 18 And 
we being exceedingly tofied with 
a tempelt, the next day they 
lightned the fhip; 19 And the 
third day they caft out with their 


own hands the tackling of the 


fhip. 20 And when neither fun 
nor flars in many days appear- 
ed, and no {mall tempe‘t lay on 
us, ail hope that we thould be 
faved, was then taken away. 
21 And after long abltirence, 
Paul ftood forth in the midit of 
them, and faid, Sirs, ye fhould 


have hearkened unto me, and. 


not have loofed from Crzte, and 
to have gained this harm and 
Jofs. 22 And now I exhort 
you to be of good cheer: for 
there fhall be no lofs of life a- 
mong you, but of the fhip. 23 
For there ftood by me this night, 


the angel of God, whofe Iam, 
and whom I ferve, 24 Saying, 
Fear not, Paul; thou muft be 
brought before Cefar: and lo, 
God hath given thee all them 
that fail with thee. 25 Where- 
fore, firs, be of good cheer: for 
I believe: God, that it fhall be 
even as it was told me. 26 
Howbeit, we muft be caft upon 
acertain Ifland. 27 But when 
the fourteenth night was come, 
as we were driven up and down 
in Adria about midnight, the 
fhipmen deemed that they drew 
near to fome country: 28 And 
founded, and found it twenty 
fathoms: and when they had 
gone a little further, found it 
fifteen fathoms. 29 But fearing 
left we fhould have fallen upon 
rocks, they caft four anchors out 
of the fiern, and wifhed for the 
day. 30 And as the fhipmen 
were about to flee out of the 
fhip, when they had Ict down 
the boat into the fea, under cc- 
lour as though they would have 
cait anchors out of the forefhip, 
31 Paul faid to the centurion, 
and to the foldiers, Except thele 
abide in the fhip, ye cannot be 
faved. 32 Then the foldiers 
cut off the ropes of the boat, 
and let her fall of. 33 And 
while the day was coming on, 
Paul befought them all to take 
meat, faying, ye have waited 
this fourteenth day, and conti- 
πυρὰ falting, having taken no- 
thing, 34 Wherefore I pray 
you take meat; for this is for 
your health: for there fhall not 
an hair perifh from the head of 
any of you. 35 And when he 
had thus fpoken, he took bread, 
and gave thanks to God in pre- 
fence of them all, and when he 
had broken it, he began to eat, 
36 Then were they ail of good 
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cheer, and they alfo took meat. 
37 And we were in all in the 
fhip, two hundred three{core and 
fixteen fouls. 38 And when 
they had eaten enough, they 
lightned the fhip, and caft out 
the wheat into the fea. 39 And 
when it was day, they knew not 
the land; but they difcovered a 
certain creek with a fhore, into 
the which they were minded, if 
it were poffible, to thruft in the 
fhip. 40 And when they had 
taken up the anchors, they com- 
mitted rhemfelves unto the fea, 
and loofed the rudder-bands, and 
hoifed up the main-fail to the 
wind, and made toward fhore. 
41 And falling into a place 
where two feas met, they ran 
the fhip aground ; and the fore- 
part ftuck faft, and remained 
unmoveable, but the hinder pait 
was broken with the violence of 
the fea. 42 And the foldiers 
counfel was to kill the prifoners, 
left any of them fhould fwim 
out, and efcape. 43 But the 
centurion, willing to fave Paul, 
kept them from ‘their purpofe, 
and commanded that they who 
could fwim, fhould caft shem:/e/ves 
firft into the fea, and get to land : 
44 And the reit, fome on boards, 
and fome on pieces of the fhip : 
and fo it came to pafs that they 
efcaped all fafe to land. 
XXVIII. And when we were 
efcaped, then we knew that the 
ifland was called Melita. 2 And 
the barbarous people fhewed us 
no little kindnefs : for they kin- 
dled a fire, and refrefhed us eve- 
ry one, becaufe of the prefent 
rain, and becaufe of the cold. 
3 And when Paul had gathered 
a certain bundle of fticks, and 
laid them on the fire, there came 
a viper out of the heat, and 
faftned on his hand. 4 And 
when the barbarians {aw the ve- 


nomous beait hang on his hand, 
they faid among themfelves, No 
doubt this man is a murderer, 
whom though he hath efcaped 
the fea, yet vengeance fuffereth 
not to live. ς And he fhook off 
the beaft into the fire, and felt 
no harm. 6 Howbeit, they 
Icoked when he fhould have 
fwollen, or fallen down dead 
fuddenly : but after they had 
looked a great while, and faw 
no harm come to him, they 
changed their minds, and faid 
that he was a god. 7 In the 
fame quarters were poffeflions of 
the chief man of the ifland, whofe 
name was Publius, who received 
us, and lodged us three days 
courteoufly. 8 And it came to 
pafs, that the father of Publius 
lay fick of a fever, and of a 
bloody flux : to whom Paul en- 
tered in, and prayed; and laid 
his hands on him, and healed 
him. 9. So when this was done, 
all others alfo who had difeafes 
in the ifland, came, and were 
healed: το" Who alfo honoured 
us with many honours, and when 
we departed, they laded us with 
fuch things as were neceflary. 11 
And after three monthis, we de- 
parted in a fhip of Alexandria, 
which had wintered in the ifle, 
whofe fign was Caftor and Pol- 
lux. 12 And landing at Syra- 
cufe, we tarried three days. 13 
And from thence we fetched a 
compafs, and came to Rhegium : 
and after one day the fouth wind 
blew, and we came the next day 
to Puteoli: 14 Where we 
found brethren, and were defired 
to tarry with them feven days : 
and fo we went toward Rome. 
15 And from thence when the 
brethren heard of it, they came 
to meet us as far as Appii forum, 
and the Tres 'Taberne, whom 
when Paul faw, he thanked God, 

and 
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and took courage. 16 And 
when we came to Rome, Paul 
was fuffered to dwell by him- 
felf, with a fcldier that kept 
him. 17 And it came to pals, 
that after three days, he called 
the chief of the Jews together. 
And when they were come toge- 
ther, he faid unto them, Men, 
brethren, though I have com- 
mitted nothing againfi the people 
or cuftoms οἵ. our fathers, yet 
was I delivered prifoner from Je- 
rufalem into the hands of the 
Romans. 18 Who when they 
had examined me, would have 
let me go, becaule there was no 
caufe of death in me. 19 But 
when the Jews fpake againft ἐΐ, 
I was contftrained to appeal unto 
Cefar ; not that I had ought to 
accufe my nation of. 20 For 
this caufe therefore have [ called 
for you, to fee and to fpeak with 
you; becaufe that for the hope of 
Ifrael 1 am bourd with this 
chain. 21 But they faid unto 
him, We neither received letters 
out of Judea concerning thee, 
Neither any of the brethren that 
came, fhewed or fpake any harm 
of thee. 22 But we defire to 
hear of thee what thou thinkeft : 
for as concerning this feé, we 
know that every where it is {po- 
ken again. 23 And when they 
had appointed him a day, there 
came many to him unto his lodg- 
ing ; to whom he expcunded 
teftifying the kingdom of God, 


and periuading them concerning 
Jefus, out of the law of Mofes, 
and out of the prophets, from 
morning till évening. 24 And 
fome believed the things which 
were {poken, but fome believed 
zs And when they agreed 
not among themfelves, they de- 
parted, after that Paul had {po- 
ken one word, Well fpake the 


| Holy Ghoft by Efaias the Pro- 


phet, unto our fathers, 26 Saying, 
Go unto this people, and fay unto 
them, Hearing, ye fhall hear, and 
fhall not underitand ; and feeing 
ye fhall fee, and not perceive. 
27 For the heart of this people 
is waxed grofs, and their ears 
are dull of hearing, and their 
eyes have they clofed ; left they 
fhould fee with sheir eyes, and 
hear with ¢heir ears, and under- 
itand with ἐδεὶν heart, and fhould 
be converted, and I fhould heal 
them. 28 Be it known there- 
fore unto you, that this falvation 
of God is fent unto the Gentiles, 
and ¢hat they will hear it. 29 
And when he had faid thefe 
things, the Jews deparied, and 
hac much reafoning among them- 
felves. 30 But Paul dwelt two 
whole years in his own hired 
houle, and received all thar came 
in unto him, 31 Preaching the 
kingdom of God, and teaching 
thofe things which concern the 
Lord Jefus Chriit, with all con- 


| fidence, no man forbidding him.

CHAP. Tf. 


AUL a fervant of Jefus 

Chrift, the called apo- 

itie, feparated unto the 

goipel of God, 2 Which 

he had promifed afore by his pro- 
phets, im the holy fcriptures 2 
Concerning his Son Jefus Chrit 
our Lord, who was made to him 
of the feed of David, according 
to the flefh, 4 And fore ordain- 
ed the Son of God with power, 
according to the {piric of holi- 
ne(s, by the refurrection from the 
dead: 5 By whom we have re. 
ceived grace and apoftlefhip for 
obedience to the faith among all 
nations for his name : 6 Among 
whom are ye alfo the calied of 
Jefus Chrift. 7 To all that be 
in Rome, beloved of God, the 
called faints : Grace to you, and 
peace from God our Father, and 
the Lord Jefus Chrilt. 8 Fuirft, 
1 thank my God through Jefus 
Chrift for you all, that your faith 
is fpoken of throughout the whole 
world. g For God is my wit- 
nefs, whom I ferve with my {pi- 
rit in the gofpel of his Son, that 
without ceafing, I make mention 
of you always in my prayers, 
10 Making requeift if by any 
means now at length I might 
have a properous Journey by the 
will of God to come unto you. 
it For I long to fee you, that I 
may impart unto you fome {piri- 
tual gift, to the end you may be 
efiablifhed 5 12 That is, chat I 
may be comforted together with 
you, by the mutual faith both of 
you and me. 13 Now I inppofe 


that you are not ignorant, bre- 
thren, that oftentimes 1 purpofed 
to come unto you, but was hin- 
dered hitherto, that I might have 
fome fruit among you alio, even 
as among other Gentiles. 14 I 
am Ceb:er both to the Greeks, 
and to the barbarians, both to 
the wile, and to the unwile. 16 
So, as much as in me is, I ama 
reacy to preach the Gofpel among 
you that are at Rome alle, 160 For 
I am not afnamed of the Gofpel : 
for itis the Power οἵ God unto 
falvation, to every one that be- 
lieveth 9 to the Jew firlt, and al- 
fo to the Greek, - 17 For there- 
in 15 the rightecufnefs of God re- 
vealed from faith to faith : as it 
is written, ‘Che juft fhall live by 
faith. 18 For the wrath of God 
is revealed from heaven againtt 
all ungodlinels, and unrighteouf~ 
nefs of thofe men, who hold the 
truth in unrighteoufnels. 19 Be- 
caufe that waich may be known 
of God, is manifeit in them ; for 
God hath fhewed 7¢# to them. 20 
For the invifible things of him 
from the creation of the worid 
are clearly feen, being underftood 
by the things that are made, his 
eternal power and Godhead ; fo 
that they are without excufe: 21 
Becaule that when they knew 
God, they glorified hin mot as 
God, neither were thankful ; but 
became vain in their imagina- 
tions, and their foolifh heart was 
darkned. 22 Profefling theme 
felves to be wife, they became 
fools : 23 And changed the glo- 
ry οἵ the uncorruptible God, in- 
to an image made like to cor- 

Az ruptib.e 


Romans, 


ruptible man, and to birds, and 
four footed beafts, and creeping 


things.24WhereforeGod alfogave - 


them up to uncleannels, through 
the lufts of their own hearts, to 
difhonour their own bodies be- 
tween themfelves : 25 Who 
changed the truth of God into a 
lie, and worfhipped and ferved 
the creature more than the Crea- 
tor, who is bleffed for ever. A- 
men. 26 For this ¢aufe God 


gave them up unto vile affections: . 


For even their women changed 
the natural ufe into that which 
is againit nature and ufe: 27 
And likewife alfo the men, leav- 
ing the natural uie of the women, 
burned in their luft one toward 
another ; men with men working 
that which is unfeemly, and re- 
ceiving in themfelves that re- 
compence of their error which 
Was meet. 28 And even as they 
did not like to retain God in their 
knowledge, God gave them over 
to a reprobate mind, to do thofe 
things which are not convenient : 
29 Being filled with all unrigh- 
teou{refs, maliciou{nefs, fornica- 
tion, covetoufnefs; full of envy, 
murder, debate, deceit, maligni- 
ty ; Whifperers, 30 Evil fpeak- 
ers, haters of God, defpiteful, 
proud, boafters, inventers of evil 
things, difobedient to parents, 
31 Without underftanding, cove- 
_nant-breakers, without natural 
‘affeétion, unmerciful : 32 Who 
knowing the judgment of God, 
that they which commit fuch 
things are worthy of death, they 
not only do the fame, but con- 
fent to them that do them. 

{]. Therefore thou art inexcu- 
fable, O man, whofcever thou 
art that jidgeft : for wherein thou 
judo ft another, thou condemneft 
cay iclf; for thou that judgeft, 
doelt the fame things. 2 But we 
ave fure that the judgment of 


God is according to truth, againft 
them who commit fuch things. 
3 And thinkeft thou this, O man, 
that judgeft them who do fuch 
things, and doft the fame, that 
thou fhalt efcape the judgment of 
God? 4 Or defpifeit thou the 
riches of his goodnefs, and for- 


| bearance, and long-fuffering, not 


knowing that the goodnefs of 
God leadeth thee to repentance ? 


᾿ς But after thy hardnefs and im- 


penitent heart, treafureft up unto 
thy felf wrath againft the day of 
wrath, and revelation of the righ- 
teous judgment of God ; 6 Who 
will render to every man accord- 
ing to his deeds: 7 ‘To them 
who by patient continuance in 
well-doing, feek for glory, and 
honour, and immortality ; eter- 
nal life: 8 But unto them that 
are contentious, and do not obey 
the truth, but obey unrighteouf- 
nefs ; wrath and indignation ; 
g Tribulation and anguifh upon 
every foul cf man that doth evil, 
of the Jew firft, and alfo of the 
Gentile. 10 Glory, honour, and 
peace, to every man that work- 
eth good, to the Jew firft, and 
alfo to the Gentile. 11 For 
there is no refpeét of perfons with 
God. 12 For as many as have 
finned without law, fhall alfo pe- 
rifh without law : and as many 
as have finned in the law, fhall 
be judged by the law, 13 For 
not the hearers of the law are jutt 
before God, but the doers of the 
law fhall be juftified. 14 For 
when the Gentiles who have not 
the law, do by nature the things 
contained in the law, thefe ha- 
ving not the law, are a law unto 
themfelves : 15 Which fhew the 
work of the law written in their 
hearts, their confcience alfo bear- 
ing witnefs, and thoughts the 
mean while accufing, or elfe ex- 
cufing one another, 16 In the 

day 
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day when God fhall judge the 
fecrets of men by Jefus Chrift, 
according to my gofpel. 17 But 
if thou art called a Jew, and 
refleft in the law, and makeit thy 
boatt of God; 18 And know- 
eft Ais will, and approvett the 
things that are more excellent, 
being inftrudted out of the law, 
19 And art confident that thou 
thy felf art a guide of the blind, 
a light of them who are in dark- 
nefs, 20 An inftruétor of the 
foolifh, a teacher of babes, who 
hait the form of knowledge, and 
of the truth in the law. 21 
Thou therefore who teachelt ano- 
ther, teacheft thou not thy felf ? 
thou that preacheft a man fhould 
not fteal, doft thou fteal? 22 
Thou that fayft a man fhould not 
commit adultery, doft thou com- 
mit adultery ? thou that abhor- 
reit idols, doft thou commit fa- 
crilege? 23 Thou that makett 
thy boaft of the law, through 
breaking the law difhonoureft thou 
God ? 24 For the name of God 
is blafphemed among the Gen- 
tiles, through you, as it is writ- 
ten. 25 For circumcifion verily 
profiteth, if thou keep the law : 
but if thou be a breaker of the 
Jaw, thy circumcifion is made 
uncircumcifion. 26 Therefore, 
if the uncircumcition keep the 
righteoufnefs of the law, fhall 
not his uncircumcifion be counted 
for circumcifion ? 27 And thall 
hot uncircumcifion which is by 
nature, if it fulfil the law, judge 
thee, who by the letter and cir- 
cumcifion doft tranfgrefs the law ? 


28 For he is not a Jew, who is . 


one outwardly ; neither circumci- 
fion, which is outward in the 
flefh : 29 But he zs a Jew, who 
is one inwardly ; and circumcifion 
zs of the heart, in the fpirit, not 
in the letter, whofe praife is not 
of men but of God. 


III. What advantage then hath 
the Jew? or what profit of cir- 
cumcifion? 2 Much every way: 
chiefly, becaufe that unto them 
were committed the oracles of 
God. 3 For what if fome did 
not believe ? fhall their unbelief 
make the faith of God without 
effect ? 4 God forbid: yea, let 
God be true, but every man a 
liar ; as it is written, ‘That chou 
mighteft be juftitied in thy fay- 
ings, and mighieft overcome 
when thou art judged. ς But 
if our unrighteoulnefs commend 
the righteoufnefs of God, what 
fhall we fay? ἢ God unrnigh- 
teous who taketh vengeance ὃ I 
{peak as a man, 6 Ged for- 
bid: for then how fhail God 
judge the world? 7 For if the 
truth of God hath more abound- 
ed through my lie unto his glory 5 
why yet am I alfo judged asa 
finner ? 8 And not, as we be 
flanderoufly reported, and as fome 
affirm that we fay, Let us do 
evil, that good may come? whofe 
damnation is jult. g What then 
have we before them that is ex- 
traordinary ? Nothing atall: for 
we have before proved both Jews 
and Gentiles, that they are all 
under fin; 10 As it is written, 
there is none righteous, not ore : 
11 There is none that underftand- 
eth,there is none that feeketh after 
God. 12 They are all gone out 
of the way, they are together be- 
come unprofitable, there is none 
that doeth good, no not one. 13 
Their throat 7s an open fepulchre ; 
with their tongues they have ufed 
deceit ; the poiion of afps és under 
their lips : 14 Whofe mouth is full 
of curfing and bitternefs. 15 
Their feet are {wift to fhed blood. 
16 Deftruétion and mifery are in 
their ways: 17 And the way of 
peace have they not known, 18 
‘There is no fear of God before 

their 
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their eyes. 19 Now we know 
that what things foever the law 
faith, ic faich to them who are 
under the law: that every mouth 
may be flopped, and all the world 
may become guilty before God. 
20 Therefore by the deeds of 
the Jaw, there fhall no flefh 
be juttified in his fight: for by 
the law is the knowledge of fin. 
zt But now the righteoufnefs of 
trod without the law is mani- 
felted, being witneffed by the law 
and the prophets; 22 Even the 
righteoufnefs of God by faith of 
Jefus Chrift unto all, and upon all 
them that believe; for there is no 
difference : 23 For all have fin- 
ned ; and come fhort of the glory 
of God; 24 Being juftified freely 
by his grace, through the re- 
demption that is in Jefus Chritt : 
25 Whom God hath fet forth a 
propitiation, through faith in his 
blood, to declare his righteouf- 
nefs for the remiffion of fins that 
‘were formerly through the for- 
bearance of God; 26 To declare 
at this time his righteoufne(s: that 
he might be juft, and the juftifier 
of him who believeth in Jefus 
Chrift. 27 Where zs boafting then? 
Tt is excluded. By what law? of 
works? No: but of the law of 
faith, 28 For we conclude, that 
a man 15 juttified by faith without 
the deeds of the law. 29 Js be 
the God of the Jews only? and 
not of the Gentiles? Yes, of the 
Gentiles alfo: 30 Seeing 7¢ zs one 
God, who fhall juftify the cir- 
cumcifion by faith, and uncircum- 
cifion through faith. 31 Do we 
then make void the law through 
faith ὃ God forbid: ye:, we elta- 
blifh the law. 2 

ΙΝ. What fhail we fay then 
that Abraham ovr father found 
according to the flefh? 2 For if 
Abraham were jultified by works, 
he hath to glory, but rot before 


God. 3 Forwhat faith the Scrip- 
ture? Abraham believed God, 
and it was counted unto him 
for righteoufnefs. 4 Now to him 
that worketh, is the reward not 
reckoned of grace, but of debt. 
5 But to him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that jutti- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteoufnefs. 6 Even 
as David alfo defcribeth the blef- 
fednefs of the man unto whom 
God imputeth righteoufnefs with- 
out works. 7 Blefled are they 
whofe iniquities are forgiven, and 
whofe fins are covered. 8 Blef- 
fed is the man to whom the Lord 
will not impute fin. g Js this 
bleffednefs then upon the circum. 
cifion only, or upon the circum- 
cifion alfo ὃ For we fay that faith 
was reckned to Abraham for 
righteoufnefs. 10 How was it 
then reckned? when he was in 
circumcifion, or in uncircumci- 
fion ? not in circumcifion, but in 
uncircumcifion. 11 And he re- 
ceived the fign of circumcifion, a 
feal of the righteoufnefs of the 
faith which he bad being uncir- 
cumcifed : that he might be the 
father of all them that believe, 
though they be not circumcifed 3; 
that righteoufnefs might be im- 
puted unto them alio: 12 And 
the father of circumcifion to them 
who are not of the circumcifion 
only, but alfo walk in the ifteps 
of that faith of our father Abra- 
ham. 13 For the promife that 
he fhould be the heir of the world, 
was not to Abraham, or to his 
feed through the Jaw, but through 
the righteoufnefs of faith. 14 For 
if they which are of the law ἐξ 
heirs, faith is made void, and the 
promife made of none effect. τς 
Becaufe the law worketh wrath: 
for where no law is, there 75 no 
tranfgreffion, 16 Therefore ἐξ 7s 
of the faith of Jefus, by grace ; 

ta 
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to the end that the promife might 
be fure to all the feed, not to that 
only which is of the law, but to 
that allo which is of the faith of 
Abraham, who is the father of us 
all, 17 As it is written, I have 
made thee a father of many na- 
tions before him whom he belie- 
ved, God, who quickneth the 
dead, and calleth thofe things 
which be not as though they were: 
18 Who againft hope believed in 
hope, that he might become the 
Father of many nations ; accord- 
ing to that which was {poken, So 
fhall thy feed be. 19 And being 
no: we.k in the faith, he confi- 
dered not lis own body now dead, 
when he was about an hundred 
years old, neither yet the dead- 
nels of Sara’s Womb. 20 He 
ftaggered not at the promile of 
God through unbelief ; but was 
firong in faith, giving glory to 
God: 2:1 And being fully per- 
fuaded, that what he had pro- 
‘mifed he was able alfo to perform. 
22 Therefore it was imputed to 
him for righteoufnefs. 23 Now 
it was not written for his fake 
alone, that it was imputed to him 
for righteoufnefs. 24 But for us 
alfo to whom it fhall be imputed, 
if we believe on him that railed 
up Jefus our Lord from the dead, 
25 Who was delivered for our 
offences, and was raifed again for 
our juftification. 

V. Therefore being juftified by 
faith, we have peace with God, 
through our Lord Jefus Chrift. 
2 By whom alfo we have accefs 
into this grace wherein we ftand, 
and rejoice in hope of the glory 
of God. 3 And not only this, 
but we glory in tribulations alfo, 
knowing that tribulation worketh 
patience ; 4 And patience, expe- 
rience 3 and experience, hope: 
ς And hope maketh not afhamed, 


becaufe the love of God is thed - 


abroad in our hearts, by the Ho- 
ly Ghoft. 6 For when we were 
yet without Strength, in due time 
Chri died for the ungodly. 7 
For {carcely for a righteous man 
will one die: yet peradventuse 
for a good man fome would even 
dare to die. 8 But God com- 
mendeth his love towards us, in 
that while we were yet finners, 
Chrilt died for us. g Much more 
then being now jultified by his 
blood, we fhall be faved from 
wrath through him. τὸ For if 
when we were enemies, we were 
recenciled to God by the death 
of his Son: much more being re- 
conciled, we fhall be faved by his 
life. τι And not only this, but 
we alfo joy in God, through our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, by whom we 
have already received the atone- 
ment, 12 Wherefore, as by one 
man fin entred in the world, and 
death by fin; and fo it pafled up- 
on all men, for that all have fin- 
ned. 13 For until the law, fin 
was in the world : but fin is not 
imputed when there is no law. 
14 Neverthelefs, death reigned 
from Adam to Mofes, even over 
then that had not finned after the 
fimilitude of Adam’s tranfgrefhon, 
who is the figure of him that was 
tocome: 15 But not as the of- 
fence, fo allo is the free gift. For 
if through the offence of one, the 
many be dead ; much more the 
grace of God, and the gift by 
grace, by one man, Jefus Chritt, 
hath abounded unto many. 16 
And not as ἐξ was by one fin, /o 
is the gift: for the judgment cas 
by one to condemnation : but the 
free gift is of many offences unto 
jultification of life. 17 For ifby 
one offence, death reigned by one ; 
much more: they which receive 
abundance of grace, and of the 
gift of righteoufnefs, fhall reign 
in life by one Jelus Chrift. 18 

‘There- 
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Therefore as by one offence zt 


came upon all men to condemna- . 


tion : even fo by one righteoufnefs 
zt came upon all men unto juftifi- 
cation of life. 19 For as by one 
man’s difobedience many were 
mace Sinners : fo by the obedience 
of one man, fhall many be made 
righteous. 20 Moreover, the law 
encered, that the offence might 
abound: But where fin abounded, 
grace did much more abound : 
21 That as fin hath reigned un- 
to death, even fo might grace 
reign through righteoufnefs unto 
eternal life, by Jefus Chrift our 
Lord. 

VI. What fhall we fay then? 
Shall we continue in fin, that 
grace may abound? 2 God for- 
bid : how fhall we that are dead 
to fin, live any longer therein ὃ 
3 Know ye not, that fo ma- 
ny of us as were baptized into 
ea Chrift, were baptized unto 

is death? 4 Therefore we are 
buried with him by Baptifm un- 
to death : that like as Chrift was 
raifed up from the dead by the 

lory of the Father, even fo we 
alfo fhould walk in newnefs of 
life. ς For if we have been 
planed together in the likenefs of 
his death : we fhall alfo be of dzs 
refurrection : 6 Knowing this, 
that our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of fin might 
be deftroyed, that henceforth we 
fhould ποῖ ferve fin. 7 For he 
that is dead, is jultified from fin. 
8 Now if we be dead with Chrift, 
we believe that we fhall alfo live 
with Chrift: g Knowing that 
Chrift being raifed from the dead, 
dieth no more; death hath no 
more dominion over him. 10 For 
in that he died, he died unto fin 
once: but in that he liveth, he 
liveth unto God. 11 Likewife 
reckon ye alfo your felves dead 


indeed unto fin; but alive unto . 


God through Jefus Chrift. 12 Let 
not fin therefore reign in your 
mortal body, that ye fhould obey 
it. 13 Neither yield ye your 
members inftruments of unrighte- 
oufnefs unto fin: but yield your 
felves unto God, as thole that are 
alive from the dead; and your 
members inftruments of righte- 
oufnefs unto God. 14 For fin 
fhall not have dominion over you: 
for ye are not under the law, but 
under grace. τς What then?. 
fhall we fin, becaufe we are not 
under the law, but under grace ὃ 
God forbid. 16 Or know ye 
not, that to whom ye yield your 
felves fervants to obey, his fer- 
vants ye are to whom ye obey ; 
whether of fin unto death, or of 
obedience unto righteoufnefs? 17 
But God be thanked, that ye 
were the fervants of fin ; but ye 
have obeyed from the heart that 
form of doctrine to which ye were 
delivered, 18 Being then made 
free from fin, ye became the fer- 
vants of righteoufnefs. 19 I fpeak 
after the manner of men, becaule 
of the infirmity of your flefh: for 
as ye have yielded your members 
fervants to uncleannefs and to ini- 
quity, unto iniquity ; even fo now 
yield your members fervants to 
righteoufnefs, unto holinefs. 20 
For when ye were the fervants of 
fin, ye were free from righteouf- 
nefs. 21 What fruit had ye then 
in thofe things, whereof ye are 
now afhamed? for truly the end 
of thofe things zs death. 22 But 
now being made free from fin, 
and become fervants to God, ye 
have your fruit unto holinefs, and 
the end everlatting life. 23 For 
the wages of fin zs death: but the 
gift of God és eternal life, through 
Jefus Chrift our Lord. 

Vif. Know ye not, brethren, 
for I fpeak to them that know ' 
the law how that the law hath . 

dominion | 
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dominion over man, as long as 
he liveth? 2 For the woman who 
hath an hufband, is bound by the 
law to the hufband fo long as he 
liveth: but if the hufband be 
dead, fhe is loofed from the law 
of the hufband. 3 So then, if 
while 106 hufband liveth, fhe be 
married to another man, fhe fhall 
be called an adultereis : but if her 
hufband be dead, fhe is free from 
that law ; {o that fhe is no adul- 
terefs, though fhe be married to 
another man. 4 Wherefore, my 
brethren, ye are alfo become dead 
to the law by the body of Chritt ; 
that ye fhould be married to ano- 
ther, to him who is raifed from 
the dead, that we fhould bring 
forth fruit unto God. 5 For 
when we were in the flefh, the 
motions of fins which were by the 
Jaw, did work in our mempess to 
bring forth fruit unto death. 6 But 
now we are delivered from the 
law of ceath, wherein we were 
held: that we fhould ferve in 
newne!s of the Spirit, and not 
oldneis of the fetter, 7 What 
fhall we fay then? Js the law 
fin? God forbid. Nay, I had 
not known fin, but by the law: 
for I had ποῖ known Iutt, except 
the law ted faid, Thoa fhalt not 
covet. ὃ Dut fin taking occaficn 
by the commaudment, wrought 
in me all manner of corcupi:- 
cence. For without the law in ἢ 
dead. g For I was alive with- 
out the law once: bu: when the 
commandment came, fin revived, 
and I died. 10 And the com- 
mandment which war to life, I 
found ¢o de unto death, it For 
fin txking occafion by the com- 
matiment, deceived me, and by 
it flew me. 12 Wherefore the 
law zs holy ; and the command- 
ment holy. and juft, and good. 
13 Was then that. which is good, 
made death untome? Byno means. 


But fin that it might appear 
fin, working death in me by that 
which is good; that fin by the 
commandment might become ex- 
ceeding finful. 14 For we know 
that the law is fpiritual: but I 
am carnal, fold under fin. 15 For 
that which I do, I allow not: 
for what I would, that do I not; 
but what I hate ldo. 16 If then 
I do that which I would not, I 
confent unto the law, that 1: zs 
good. 17 Now then, it is no 
more I that do it, but fin that 
dwelleth in me. 18 For know, 
that in me, that is, in my flefh 
dwelleth no good thing: for to 
will i: prefent with me, but to 
perform that which is good, I 
find not. 19 For the good that 
I would, I dc not : but the evil 
which I would not, that 1 do, 
20 Now if ldo that I would not, 
it is nc more I that doit, but fin 
that dvellerh in me. 21 I find 
then a iaw, that when I would 
do good, evil is prefent with me. 
22 For I oelighe in the law of 
God, after the inward man. 23 
But I fee another law is my mem- 
bers, warring againft the law of 
my mind, and briaging me into 
Captivity in the law of fin, wiich 
is in my members. 24 Cwreich- 
ed man that I am, who fhali de- 
liver me from “πὸ body of this 
death? zs The grace of God, 
through lefus Chriik our Lord. $0 
then, with the mind I my felf 
ierve the law of God; but with 
the flefh the law of fin. 

VIII. There is therefore no 
condemnation to them who are 
in Chrift Jefus. 2 For the law of 
the Spirit of life, in Chit? Jefus, 
hath made me free from "1.5 law 
of finand death, 3 What tne law 
could τος do, in that it was weak 
throveh the flefh, Ged fending his 
own Son, in the likenets of finful 
flefh, and for fin condemned fin 
B in 
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in the flefh: 4 That the righteouf- 
nefs of the law might be fulfilled 
in us, who walk not after the flefh, 
but after the Spirit. 5 For they 
that are after the flefh, do mind 
the things of the flefh: butthey that 
are after the Spirit the things of 
the Spirit. 6 For to be carnally 
minded, is death; but to be fpi- 
ritually minded, zs life and peace: 
7 Becaufe the carnal mind zs en- 
mity againft God : for it is not 
fubjeét to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be. 8 So then they 
that are in the flefh, cannot pleaie 
God. g But ye are not in the 
flefh, but in the Spirit, if fo be 
that the Spirit of God dwell in 
you. Now if any man have not 
the Spirit of Chrift, he is none of 
his. 10 And if Chrift de in you, 
the body zs dead, becanfe of fin; 
but the Spirit zs life, becaufe of 
righteoufnefs. τι But if the Spi- 
rit of him that raifed up Jefus 
from the dead, dwell in you ; he 
that raifed up Chrift Jefus from 
the dead, fhall alfo quicken your 
mortal bodies, by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you. 12 Therefore, 
brethren, we are debters, not to 
the fiefh, to live after the flefh. 
13 For if ye live after the flefh, 
ye fhall die : but if ye through 
the Spirit do mortify the deeds of 
the flefh, ye fhall live. 14 For 
as many are led by the Spirit of 
God, they are the Sons of God. 
15 For ye have not received the 
{pirit of bondage again to fear ; 
but ye have received the Spirit of 
adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, 
Father. 16 Wherefore the Spirit 
it felf beareth witnefs with our 
fpirit, that we are the children of 
God. 17 Andif children, then 
fellow heirs ; heirs of God, and 
fellow heirs with Chrift ; if fo be 
that we fuffer with Aim, that we 
may be alfo glorified together. 
18 For I reckon, that the fufter- 


ings of this prefent time, are not 
comparable to the glory which 
fhall be revealed in us. 19 For the 
earneit expeétation of the creature 
waiteth for the manifeftation of 
the Sons of God. 20 For the 
creature was made fubject to va- 
nity, not willingly ; but by reafon 
of him who hath fubjected ἡ} in 
hope: 221 Becaufe the creature 
it felf alfo fhall be delivered from 
the bondage of corruption, unto 
the glorious liberty of the chil- 
dren of God. 22 For we know 


_ that the whole creation groaneth, 


and travaileth in pain together 
until now: 23 And not only 
they, but we our felves alfo, who 
have the firft-fruits of the Spirit, 
even we our felves groan with 
them in our felves, waiting for the 
adoption, the redemption of our 
body. 24 For we are faved by 
hope: But hope that is feen, 1s 
not hope: for what a man feeth, 
why doth he yet hope for? 25 
But if we hope for that we fee 
not, we do with patience wait for 
it. 26 Likewife the fpirit alfo 
helpeth our infirmity: for we 
know not what we fhould pray 
for as we ought: but the Spirit 
itfelf maketh interceflion, with 
groanings which cannot be ut- 
tered. 27 And he that fearcheth 
the hearts, knoweth what is the 
the mind of the Spirit, becaufe 
he maketh interceffion for the 
faints according to God. 28 
And we know that all things 
work together for good, to them 
that love God, to them who are 
called according to his purpofe. 
2g For whom he did foreknow, 
he alfo did predeftinate to be con- 
formed to the image of his Son, 
that he might be the firft-born 
among many brethren, 30 More- 
over, whom he did predeftinate, 
them he alfo called: and whom 
he called, them he alfo juitified ᾿ 
an 
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and whom he juftified, them he 
alfo glorified. 31 What fhall 
we then fay to thefe things? if 
God ¢ for us, who is againit us? 
32. He that did not fo much 
as {pare his own Son, but deli- 
vered him up for us. all, how 
fhall he not with him alfo freely 
give us all things? 33 Who 
thall Jay any thing to the charge 
of God’s elect? Jt is God that 
juftifiech : 34 Who is he that 
condemneth ? J+ és Chrift that 
died, yea rather that is rifen a- 
gain; who is even at the right 
hand of God, who alfo maketh 
interceffion for us. 35 Who fhall 
feparate us from the love of 
Chriltt? tribulation, or diftrefs, 
perfecution, or famine, or naked- 
nefs, or peril, or fword? 36 As 
it is written, For thy fake we 
are killed all the day long; we 
are accounted as fheep for the 
flaughter. 37 Nay, in all thefe 
things we are more than conque- 
rors on account of him that loved 
us. 38 For I am_perfuaded, 
that neither death, nor life, nor 
angel, nor authority, nor princi- 
pality, nor power, nor things 
prefent, nor things tocome, 39 
Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
creature, fhall be able to feparate 
us from the love of God which 
is in Chrift Jefus our ford. 

IX. I fay the truth in Chrift 
Jefus, I lie not, my confcience 
alfo bearing me witnefs in the 
Holy Ghoft, 2 That I have great 
heavinefs and continual forrow in 
my heart. 3 Fer I could with 
that myfelf were an anathema 
from Chrift, for my brethen and 
kin{men who are according to the 
fleflh: 4 Who are Ifraelites; to 
whom is the adoption, and the 


glory, and the covenant, and the 
g:ving of the law, and the fer- 
vice of God, and the promife ; 
5 Whofe are the fathers, anc 
of whom as concerning the flefh 
is Chritt,* who is over all, God 
bleffed for ever. Amen. 6 Not 
as though the word of God hath 
taken none effect. For all that 
are of Ifrael, are not Ifrael- 
ites. 7 Neither becaufe they 
are the feed of Abraham, are they 
all children: but, In Ifaac fhall 
thy feed be called. 8 That ts, 
They who are the children of 
the flefh, thefe are not the chil- 
dren of God: but the children 
of the promife are counted for 
the feed. g For this zs the word 
of promife, At this time will I 
come, and Sara fhall have a Son. 
to And not only rhis, but when 
Rebecca alfo had conceived at 
one conception by our father Ifaac, 
11 For the children being not yet 
born, neither having done any 
good or evil, that the purpofe of 
God according to eleétion might 
ftand, not of works, but of him 
that calleth. 12 It was faid unto 
her, The elder fhall ferve the 
younger. 13 As it is written, 
Jacob have 1 loved, but Efau 
haveI hated. 14 What fhall we 
fay then? Js ¢here unrighteoufnels 
with God? By no means. 15 
For.he faith to Mofes, I will 
have mercy on whom 1 will have 
mercy, and I will have compaf- 
fion on whom I will have com- 
paffion. 16 So then ἐὲ is not of 
him that willeth, nor of him that 
runneth, but of God that fheweth 
mercy. 17 For the fecripture 
faith unto Pharaoh, Even for this 
fame purpofe have I raifed thee 
up, that 1 might fhew my power

fer ever, to the Glory of God the Father. : 
B 2 in 


Amen, viii, 13, 
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in thee, and that my name might 
be declared throughout all the 
earth, 18 Therefore hath he 
mercy on whom he will, and 
whom he wi!}, he hardneth. 19 
Thou wilt fay then unto me, 
Why doth he therefore find fault ? 
For who hath refifted his will ? 
20 O man, who art thou that 
replieft againft God? fhall the 
thing formed fay to him that for- 
med ‘t, Why haft thou formed 
me thus? 21 Hath not the pot- 
ter power over the clay, of the 
fame Yump to make one vefiel 
unto honour, and another unto 
difhonour ἢ 22 What if God, 
willing to fhew 4is wrath, and to 
make his power known, endured 
with much long-fuffering the vef- 
fels of wrath fitted to deitruétion : 
22 And that he might make 
known the riches of his glory on 
the veffels of mercy, which he 
had afore prepared unto glory? 
24 Even us whom he hath cal- 
led, not of the Jews only, but 
alfo of the Gentiles. 25 As he 
faith alfo in Ofee, I will call 
them my people. which were not 
my people; and her, beloved, who 
was not beloved. 26 And it fhall 
come to pafs, m the place where 
it was faid unto them; Ye are not 
my ;eople; there fhall they be 
called, the children of the living 
God. 27 Efaiasalfo crieth con- 
cerning Ifiacl. Though the num- 
ber of the children of Ifrael be 
as the fand of the fea, a remnant 
fhall be faved. 28 For he will 
finifh the word, and cut 7¢ fhort: 
which word the Lord will make 
upon the earth. 20 And as Efaias 
faid before, Except the Lord of 
Holts had left us afeed, wehad been 
as Sodom, and been made like un- 
to Gomorrha. 30 What fhall we 
fay then? That the Gentiles who 
follow notafter righteoufnefs,have 
attained to righteoufnefs, even the 


righteoufnefs which is of faith: 
31 But Ifrael, which followed af- 
ter the Jaw, hath not attained to 
the law of righteoufnefs. 42 
Wherefore ? Becaufe it was not 
by faith, but as it were by the 
works of the law: They flumbled 
at that ftumbling ftone; 33 As 
it is written, Behold I Jay in Sion 
a ftumbling ftone, and rock of 
{candal, and he that believeth on 
him, fall not be afhamed. 

X. Brethren, my heart’s de- 
fire and prayer to God ἴοι Ifrael 
is, that they might be faved. 2 
For I bear them record, that 
they have a Zeal of God, but 
not according to knowledge. 3 
For they being ignorant of God’s 
righteoufnefs, and going about to 
eftablifh their own, have not fub- 
mitted themfelves unto the righ- 
teoufnefs of God. 4 For (πη 
is the end of the Jaw for righte- 
oufnefs to every one that be- 
lieveth, 5 For Mofes defcribeth 
the righteoufnefs which is of the 
law, ‘Chat the man who doth zr, 
fhall live by z#. 6 But the righ- 
teoufnefs which is of faith fpeak- 
eth on this wie, Say not, Who 
fhall afcend into heaven? that 15 
to bring Chrift down, 7 Or, 
Who fhall defcend into the a- 
byfs? that is to bring up Chrift 
again from the dead. 8 But 
what faith the fcripture: ‘The 
word is nigh thee, in thy mouth, 
and in thy heart: that is the 
word of faith which we preach, 
9 That if thon fhalt confefs with 
thy mouth the Lord Jefus, and 
fhalt believe in thine heart, that 
God hath raifed him from the 
dead, thou fhalt be faved. 10 
For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteoufnefs, and with the 


-mouth confeffion is made unto 
| falvation. 


11 For the fcripture 
faith, Whofoever believeth on 
him, fhall by no means be a- 
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fhamed. 12 For there is no ditte. 
rence between the Jew and the 
Greck: for the fame Lord over 
all, is rich unto all that call upon 
him. 13 For whofoever fhall 
call upon the name of the Lord, 
fhall be faved. 14 How then 
fhali they call on him in 
whom they have not believed? 
and how {hall they believe in him 
of whom they have not heard ? 
and how fhall they hear without 
a preay’.er? 15 And how fhall 
they preach, except they be fent? 
as it .s written, How beautiful 
are the fect of them that preach 
the gofpri of peace, and bring 
glad cidings of good things! 16 
But they have not ail obeyed the 
gofpel. For Efaias faith, Lord, 
who hath believed our report ? 
17 So then, faith is by hearing, 
and hearing by the Word. 18 
But 1 fay, Have they not heard? 
Yes verily, their found went :nto 
all the earth, and their words 
unte the ends of the world. ig 
But i day, παι not Ifraei known? 
Firft, Mofes faith, I will pro- 
voke you to jealoufy by no peo- 
ple, by a foolifh nation 1 will an- 
ger you. 20 But Efaias faizh, 
1 was found in them chat fought 
me not; I was made mani- 
feft unto them that asked not 
after me. 21 But to Ifrael he 
faith, All the day long I have 
firetched forth my hands unto a 
difobedient and gainfaying people. 

XI. I fay then, Hath God 
caft away his people whom he 
foreknew ὃ By no means. For 
T alfo am an Ifraelite, of the feed 
of Abraham, of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, 2 God hath not caft a- 
way his people whom he fore- 
knew. Know ye not what the 
{cripture faith of Elias? how he 
maketh interceffion to God 4- 
gainft Ifrael, 3 Lord, they have 
killed thy prophets, and digged 
dewn thine altars ; and I am left 


alone, and they feek my life. 4 
But what faith the anfwer of God 
unto him? I have referved to 
my felf feven thoufand men, 
who have not bowed the knee to 
Baal. 5 Even fo then at this 
prefent time alfo there is a reme 
nant according to the eleétion of 
grace. 6 And if by grace, then 
ἧς ἐξ no more of works: other 
wife grace isno more grace. 7 
What then ? Ifrael hath not ob. 
tained that which he feeketh for; 
but the election hath obtained it, 
and the reft were blinded: 8 
According as it is written, God 
hath given them the fpirit of 
flumber, eyes that they fhould 
not fee, and ears that they fhould 
not hear, unto thisday. 9 And 
David faith, Let their table be 
made a fuare, anda trap, ania 
ftumbling-block, and a xecon- 
pence untothem, ic Lei their 
eves be darkned, that they may 
ret ice, and bow down their 
back alway. a ἃ fay then, 
Save they fturmbled that they 
fhould fall? By no means; buc 
thro” their fall, faiv-.icu 7s unto 
the Gentiles, to provoke them 
to jealoufy. 12 Now if the fall 
of them ὧδ the riches of the 
world, and the diminifhing of 
them the riches of the Gentiles : 
how much more their tulnefs ὃ 
12 For I {peak to you Gentiles, 
inafmuch as I am an apoftle of 
the Gentiles, I magnify mine 
office: 14 If by any means ἢ 
may provoke to emulation my 
flefh, and might fave fome of 
them. τς For if the cafting a- 
way of them ée the reconciling 
of the world ; what /2a// the re- 
ceiving Je, but life from the dead? 
16 For if the firft-fruit be holy, 
the lump is fo alfo: and if the 
root de holy, fo ave the branches. 
17 And if fome of the branches 
be broken off, and thou being a 
wild olive tree, wert graffed in 
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amongft them, and with them 
partakeft of the fatnefs of the 
olive-tree ; 18 Boaft not a- 
gainft the branches: but if thou 
boaft, thou beareft not the root, 
but the root thee. 1g Thou wilt 
fay then, The branches were 
broken off, that I might be 
grafted in. 20 Well ; becaufe 
of unbelief they were broken off, 
and thou ftandeft by faith. Be 
not high minded, but fear. 21 
For if God fpared not the natu- 
rat branches, lett he alfo fpare 
not thee. 22 Behold therefore 
the goodnefs and feverity of God: 
on them which fell, feverity ; 
but towards thee, goodnefs, if 
thou continue in 47s goodnefs: ο- 
therwife thou alfo fhale be cut 
off, 23 And they alfo, if they a- 
bide not ftill in unbelief, fhall be 
graffed in: for God is able to 
graff them in again. 24 For if 
thou wert cut out of the olive- 
tree which is wild by nature, and 
wert grafted contrary to nature in- 
to a good olive-tree; how much 
more fhall thefe which be the na- 
tural, be grafted into theirown o- 
live-tree? 25 For I would not, bre- 
thren, that ye fhould be ignorant 
of this myftery (left ye fhould be 
wife in your own conceits) that 
blindnefs in part is hapned to 
Hrael, until the fulnefs of the 
Gentiles be come in. 26 And 
fo all Ifrael fhall be faved : as it 
is written, There fhall come out 
of Sion the deliverer, and fhall 
turn away ungodlinefs from Ja- 
cob. 27 For this 7s my conve- 
nant unto them, when I fhall 
take away their fins. 28 As 
concerning the gofpel, ¢hey are 
enemies for your fake: but as 
touching the eleétion, beloved for 
the fathers fakes. 29 For the 
gifts and calling of God are 
without repentance. 30 For as 
ye in times paft have not believed 
God, yet have now obtained 


mercy thro’ their unbelief: 31 
Even fo have thefe alfo now not 
believed, that thro’ the mercy 
beftowed on you they alfo may 
now obtain mercy. 32 For God 
hath concluded all things in un- 
belief, that he may have mercy 
upon all. 33 Othe depth of the 
riches both of the wifdom and 
knowledge of God ! how un- 
fearchable his judgments, and his 
ways palt finding out! 34 For 
who hath known the mind of the 
Lord, or who hath been his 
counfeller ? 35 Or who hath 
firft given to him, and it fhall be 
recompenfed unto him again? 36 
For of him, and through him, 
and to him, are all things: to 
whom Ze glory for ever Amen. 
XII. I befeech you therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye prefent your bodies a liv- 
ing facrifice, holy, acceptable 
unto God, your reafonable fer- 
vice. 2 And be not conformed 
to this world: but be ye tranf- 
formed by the renewing of the 
mind, that ye may prove what 


is that good, and acceptable, and 


perfect will of God. 3 For I 
fay, through the grace given un- 
to me, to every man that is a- 
mong you, not to think more 
highly than he onght to think 

but to think foberly, according 
as God hath dealt to every man 
the meafure of faith. 4 For as 
we have many members in one 
body, and all members have not 
the fame office: 5 So we being 
many, are one body in Chrift, 
and every one members one of 
another. 6 Having then gifts, 
differing according to the grace 
that is given to us, whether pro- 
phecy, according to the analogy 
of the faith. 7 Or miniftry, on 
miniftring ; or he that teacheth, 
on teaching ; 8 He that ex- 
horteth on exhortation: he that 
giveth, with fimplicity ; he that 
ruleth, 
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ruleth, with diligence; he that 
fheweth mercy,with cheerfulneis, 
9 Let love be without diffimula- 
tion. Abhor that which is evil, 
cleave to that which is good. 10 
Be kindly affectioned one to ano- 
ther; with brotherly love ; in 
honour preferring one another. 
11 Not flothful in bufinefs: fer- 
vent in fpirit; ferving the feafon. 
12 Rejoycing in hope; patient 
in tribulation ; continuing inftant 
in prayer: 13 Diftributing to 
the memorials of the faints ; 
given to hofpitality. 14 Blefs 
them who perfecute you: _ blefs, 
and curie not. τς Rejoice with 
them that do rejoice, and weep 
with them that weep. 16 Be 
of the fame mind one towards 
another. Mind not high things, 
but condefcend to men of low 
eftate. Be not wife in your own 
conceits, 17 Recompenfe to no 
man evil for evil. Provide things 
honeft in the fight of all men. 
18 If it be poflible, as much as 
lieth in you, live peaceably with 
all men. 19 Dearly beloved, a- 
venge not your felves, but rather 
give place unto wrath: for it is 
written, Vengeance zs mine, I 
will repay, faith the Lord. 20 
If thine enemy hunger, feed him ; 
and if he thirft, give him drink: 
for in fo doing thou fhalt heap 
coals of fire on his head. 21 Be 
not overcome of evil, but over- 
come evil with good. 

XIII. Be fubject unto all fouls 
that are in authority. For there 
is no power but of God: thofe 
that be, are ordained of God. 
2 Whofoever therefore refifteth 
the power, refifteth the ordinance 
of God: and they that refift, 
fhall receive to themfelves judg- 
ment. 3 For rulers are not a 
terror toa good work, but toan 
evil one. Wilt thou then not be 
afraid of the power? do that 


which is good, and thou fhait 
have praife of the fame: 4 For 
he is the minifter of God to thee 
for good. But if thou do that 
which is evil, be afraid; for he 
beareth not the {word in vain: 
for he is the minifter of God, a 
revenger upon him that doth evil. 
5 Wherefore, be ye fubjeét, not 
only for wrath, but alfo for con- 
{cience fake. 6 For, for this 
caufe pay you tribute alfo: for 
they are God’s minifters, attend- 
ing continually upon this very 
thing. 7 Render to all their 
dues: tribute to whom tribute, 
cuftom to whom cuftom, fear to 
whom fear, honour to whom ho- 
nour. 8 Owe no man any thing, 
but to love one another: for he 
that loveth another, hath fulfilled 
the law. g Forthis, Thou fhalt 
not commit adultery, Thou fhalt 
not kill, Thou fhalt not fteal, 
Thou fhalt not covet; and if 
there be any other command - 
ment, it is briefly comprehended 
in this faying, namely, Thou 
fhalt love thy neighbour as thy 
felf. 10 Love worketh no ill to 
his neighbour: And love zs the 
fulfilling of the law. 1 And 
that, knowing the time, that 
now i¢ is high time to awake out 
of fleep: for now #s our falvation 
nearer than when we believed. 
12 The night is far fpent, the 
day is at hand: let us therefore 
caft away the works of darknefs, 
but let us put ou the armour of 
light. 13 Let us walk honeftly 
as in the day; not in rioting and 
drunkennefs, not in chambering 
and wantonnefs, not in ftrife and 
envying. 14 But put ye on the 
Lord Jefus Chrift, and make not 
provifion for the flefh, unto its 
lutts. 

XIV. Him that is weak in the 
faith receive you, not to the judg- 
ing of his reafonings. 2 For one 

believeth 
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believeth that he may eat all 
things : Let another who is weak, 
eat herbs. 3 Let not him that 
eateth, defpiie him that eateth 
not ; Jet not him that eareth not, 
judge him that eateth : for God 
hath received him. 4 Who art 
thou that judgeft another man’s 
fervant ? to his own matter he 
ftandeth or falleth : Yea, he fhall 
be holden up: for God 7s able 
to make him ftand. 5 One man 
eftcemeth one day above another : 
another efteemeth every day. 
Let every man be fully perfuaded 
in his own mind, 6 He that re- 
gardeth the day, regardeth ἐέ un- 
to the Lord : And he that eateth, 
eateth to the Lord, for he giveth 
God thanks ; and he that eateth 
not, to the Lord he eateth not, 
and giveth God thanks. 7 For 
none of us liveth to himfelf, and 
no man dieth to himfelf. 8 For 
whether we live, we live unto 
the Lord; and whether we die, 
we die unto the Lord: whether 
we live therefore or die, we are 
the Lord’s, 9g For to this end 
Chriit both lived, and died, and 
rofe again, that he might be Lord 
both of the dead and living. 10 
But why doft thou judge thy 
brother in not eating ; or why 
doft thou fet at nought thy bre- 
ther ? for we fhall all {tand be- 
fore the judgment-feat of God, 
11 For it is written, I live, 
faith the Lord, every knee fhall 
bow to me, and every tongue 
fhall confefs toGod. 12 So eve- 
ΤΥ one of us fhall render an ac- 
count of himfelf to God. 13 
Let us not therefore judge one 
another any more : but judge this 
rather, that no man put a ftum- 
bling-block, or an occafion to 
fall in the brother’s way. 14 1 
know, and am perfuaded by the 
Lord Jefus, that nothing is un- 
clean of it {elf: but to him that 


. be evil fpoken of 


efleemeth any thing to be un- 
clean, to him ΖΓ és unclean. 15 
For if thy brother be grieved 
with meat, now walkeft thou not 
charitably. Deflroy not him 
with thy meat, for whom Chrift 
died. 16 Let not then our good 
17 For the 
kingdom of God is not meat and 
drink, but righteouineis, and 
peace, and joy in the Holy Ghoft. 
18 For he that in {πεῖς things 
ferveth Chrift, zs acceptable to - 
God, and approved of men. 19 
Let us therefore follow after the 
things which make for peace, and 
obferve the things wherewith one 
may edify another. 20 For 
meat deftroy not the work of 
God. All things indeed are pure ; 
but z¢ zs evil tor that man who 
eateth with offence. 21 Jt is 
good neither to eat flefh, nor to 
drink wine, nor that where- 
by thy brother ftumbleth, or is 
f{candalized, or is made weak, 22 
Haft thou faith ? have it to thy 
felf before God. Happy és he 
that condemneth not himfelf in 
that thing which he alloweth. 
23 And he that doubteth, is con- 
demned if he eat, becaufe it 15 
not of faith : for whatfoever is 
not of faith, is fin. 

XV. Wethen that are ftrong, 
ought to bear the infirmities of 
the weak, and not to pleafe our 
felves. 2 Let every one of us 
pleafe Ais neighbour for good to 
edification. 3 For even Chrift 
pleafed not himfelf; but as it is 
written, The reproaches of them 
that reproached thee fell on me. 
4¥F orwhatfoever things were writ- 
ten, were written for our learn- 
ing ; that we through patience 
and comfort of the {criptures 
might have hope. 5 Now the 
God of patience and confolation, 
grant you to be unanimous one 
towards another, according to 
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Chrift Jefus: 6 That ye may 
with one mind and one mouth 
glorify Ged, even the Father of 
our Lord Jefus Chrift. 7 Where- 
fore receive ye one another, as 
Chrift allo received you to the 
glory of God. 8 For I fay, 
that Jefus Chrift was a minifter 
of the circumcifion for the truth 
of God, to confirm the promifes 
unto the fathers: g And that 
the Gentiles might glorify God 
for bis mercy ; as it is written, 
For this caufe I will confefs to 
thee among the Gentiles, and fing 
unto thy name. 10 And again 
he faith, Rejoice, ye Gentiles, 
with his people. τι And again 
he faith, Praife the Lord, all ye 
Gentiles, and laud him, all ye 
people. 12 And again Efaias 
faith, There fhall be a root of 
Jefe, and he that fhall rife to 
reign over the Gentiles ; in him 
fhall the Gentiles truft. 13 Now 
the God of hope fill you with 
all joy and peace ; that ye may 
abound in hope through the pow- 
er of the Holy Ghoft. 14 And 
I my felf alfo am perfuaded of 
you, my brethren, that ye are 
full of goodnefs, and filled with 
all knowledge, able to admonifh 
one another. 15 Neverthelefs, 
brethren, I have written the more 
boldly unto you, in fome fort, as 
putting you in mind, becaufe of 
the grace that is given to me of 
God, 16 ThatI fhould be the 
minifter of Jefus Chrift to the 
Gentiles, miniftring the Gofpel 
of God ; that the offering up of 
the Gentiles might be acceptable, 
being fan&tified by the Holy Ghott. 
17 1 have therefore whereof I 
may glory through Jefus Chrift. 
13 For Iwill not dare to fay 
any of thofe things, which Chrift 
hath not wrought by me, to make 
the Gentiles obedient, by word 
and deed, 19 Through his migh- 
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ty figns and wonders, by the 
power of the Holy Spirit; fo 
that from Jerufalem unto Iilyri- 
cum and round about, I have 
fully preached the gofpel of Chriit. 
20 Yea, fo have I ftrived to 
preach the gofpel where Chrift 
was not named, leit I fhould build 
upon another man’s foundation : 
21 But as it is written, To whom 
he was not f{poken of, they fhall 
fee ; and they that have not heard, 
fhall underltand. 22 For which 
caufe alfo I have been much hin- 
dred from coming to you. 23 
But now having no more place in 
thefe parts, and having a great 
defire thefe many years to come 
unto you; 24 Whenfoever there- 
fore I take my journey into Spain, 
I truft to fee you in my journey, 
and to be brought on my way 
thitherward by you, if firft I be 
fomewhat filled with you. 25 
But now I go unto Jerufalem, to 
minifter unto the faints. 26 For 
it hath pleafed them of Macedo- 
nia and Achaia, to make a cer- 
tain contribution for the poor 
faints who are at Jerufalem. 27 
And their debters they are For 
if the Gentiles have been made 
partakers of their fpiritual things, 
their duty is alfo to minifter unto 
them in carnal things. 28 When 
therefore I have performed this, 
and have fealed to them this fruit, 
I will come by you into Spain. 
29 And I know that when I come 
unto you, I fhall come in the 
full affurance of the blefimg of 
Chriit. 30 Now I befeech you, 
brethren, for the Lord Jefus 
Chrift’s fake, and for the love of 
the Spirit, that ye ftrive together 
with me in your prayers to God 
forme; 31 And I may be de- 
livered from them that do not be- 
lieve in Judea ; and that my pre- 


fent for Jerufalem, may be ac-

cepted of the faints : 
ς I may 
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I may come unto you with joy 
by the will of Chrift Jefus, and 
may with you be refrefhed. 33 
Now the God of peace be with 
you all. Amen. 

XVI. I commend unto you 
Phebe our fitter, who is a dea- 
conefs of the church which is at 
Cenchrea : 2 That ye receive 
her in the Lord, as becometh 
faints, and that ye affitt her in 
whatfoever bufinefs fhe hath need 
of you : for fhe hath been a fuc- 
courer of my felf, and of many 
alfo. 3 Greet Prifca and Aquila 
my helpers in Chrift Jefus, and 
the church that is in their houfe. 
4 Who have for my life laid 
down their own necks: unto 
whom not only I give thanks, 
but alfo all the churches of the 
Gentiles. 5 Salute my welbe- 
loved Epenetus, who is the firft 
fruits of Afia in Chrift. 6 Greet 
Mary, who beflowed much la- 
bour among you. 7 Salute An- 
dronicus and Junias my kinfmen, 
and my fellow-prifoners, who are 
of note among the apoftles, who 
were in Chriit Jefus before me. 
8 Greet Amplias my beloved in 
the Lord. 9g Salute Urbane our 
helper in the Lord, and Stachys 
my beloved. 10 Salute Apelles 
approved in Chrift. Salute them 
who are of Ariftobulus hoxfbold. 
11 Salute Herodion my kin{man. 
Greet them that be of the hox/- 
bold of Narciffus, who are in the 
Lord, 12 Salute Tryphena and 
Tryphofa, who labour in the 
Lord. Salute the beloved Perfis, 
who laboured much in the Lord. 
23 ‘alate Rufus chofen in the 
Lord, and his mother and mine. 
14 Salute Afyncritus, Phlegon, 
Hermes, Patrobas, Hermas, and 
the brethren who are with them. 
15 Salute Philologus, and Julia, 


Nereus, and his fifter, and O- 

lympas, and all the faints who 

are with them. 16 Salute one 
another with an holy kifs; 17 

Now I befeech you, brethren, 
mark diligently them who caufe 
divifions and fcandals, faying or 
doing ‘things contrary to the do- 
c&trine which ye have learned ; 
and avoid them. 18 For they 
that are fuch, ferve not our Lord 
Jefus Chrift, but their own belly ; 
and by good words, deceive the 
hearts of the fimple. 19 For 
your obedience is come abroad 
unto all men. I am glad there-. 
fore on your behalf : and I 
would have you wife unto that 
which is good, and fimple con- 
cerning evil. zo And the God 


᾿ of peace fhall bruife-Satan under 


your feet fhortly. 21 Timotheus 
my work. fellow, and Lucius and 
Jafon and Sofipater my kinfmen, 
and the churches of Chrift, fa- 
lute you. 22 1 Tertius, who 
wrote the epiftle, falute you in 
the Lord. 23 Gaius mine hoft, 
and of the whole church, falu- 
teth you. Eraftus the chamber- 
lain of the city faluteth you, and 
Quartus a brother. 24 The grace 
of our Lord Jefus Chrift be with 
you all. Amen, 25 Now to 
him that is of power to ftablifh 
you according to my gofpel, and 
the preaching of Jefus Chrift, ac- 
cording to the revelation of the 
myftery, which was kept fecret 
fince the world began, 26 But 
now is made manifeft, by the 
{criptures of the prophets, accord- 
ing to the commandment of the. 
everlafting God, made known to 
all nations for the obedience of 
faith. 27 To God only wife, δε 
glory through Jefus Chrift for 
ever and ever, Amen.

CHAP. L 
AUL an apoftle of Jefus 
Chritt, through the will of 


God, and Softhenes a brother, 


2 Unto the church of God 


which is at Corinth, to them that 
are fanétified in Chrift Jefus, called 
faints, with all that in every place 
call upon the name of Jefus Chrift 
our Lord, both theirs and ours. 
3 Grace δὲ unto you, and peace 
from God our Father, and the 
Lord JefusChrift, 4 I thank my 
God always on your behalf, for 
the grace of God which is given 
you by Jefus Chrift; 5 ‘That 
in every thing ye are enriched by 
him, in all utterance, and all 
knowledge: 6 Evenas the Te- 
ftimony of Chrift was confirmed 
in you. 
hind in no gift ; waiting for the 
coming of our Lord Jefus Chrift : 
8 Who fhall alfo confirm you 
unto the end, blamelefs, at the 
coming of our Lord Jefus Chrift, 
g God ἐς faithful, from whom ye 


were all called unto the fellow- - 


fhip of his Son Jefus Chrift our 
Lord. 10 Now 1 befeech you, 
brethren, by the name of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, that ye 
all {peak the fame thing, and 
there be no divifions among 
you ; but ye be perfeétly joined 
together in the fame mind, and 
in the fame judgment. 11 For 
it hath been declared unto me of 
you, my brethren, by thofe of 
Chloe, that there are contentious 
among you. 12 Now thisI fay, 
that every one of you faith, I am 
of Paul, and I of Apollos, and I 
of Cephas, and 1 of Chrift. 13 Is 
Chrift divided? was Paul cruci- 
fied for you? or were ye baptized 
unto the name of Paul? 14 I 
thank God, that I baptized none 


7 So that ye come be-, 


| 


of you, but Crifpus and Gaius: 
15 Leit any fhould fay, I bap- 
tized unto mine own name. 16 
And | baptized alfo the Hou!- 
hold of Stephanas: betides, I 
know not whether I baptized any 
other. 127 For Chrilt tent me 
not to baptize, to but preach 
the gofpel: not with wifdom of 
words, left the crofs of Chrift 
fhould be of none effect. 18 For 
the preaching of the crofs is to 
them that perish, foolifhnefs: but 
unto us who are faved, it is the 
powerof God. το It is written, 
I will deftroy the wifdom of the 
wife, and will bring to nothing the 
underftanding of the prudent. 20 
Where zs the wife? where the 
feribe ? where the difputer of this 
world ? hath not God made 
foolifh the wifdom of the world? 
21 For after that, in the wifdom 
of God, the world by wifdom 
knew not God, it pleafed God 
by the foolifhnefs of the preach- 
ing to fave them that believe. 22 
For the Jews require figns, and 
the Greeks feek after wifdom : 23 
But we preach Chrift crucified, 
unto the Jews a ftumbling block, 
and unto the Gengiles foolifhnefs ; 
24 But unto them who are 
called both Jews and Greeks, 
Chrift, the power of God, and 
the wildom of God. 25 Be- 
caufe the foolifhnefs of God is 
wifer than men; and the weak- 
nefs of God is ftronger than men. 
26 Therefore ye fee your calling, 
brethren, how that not many 
wife Men after the flefh, not ma- 
ny mighty, not many noble are 
chofen. 27 But God hath chofen 
the foolifh things of the world, to 
confound the wife ; and God hath 
chofen the weak things of the 
world to confound the things 

C2 which 
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which are mighty ; 28 And 
bale things of the world, and 
things which are defpifed, hath 
God choien, to bring to nought 
things that are : 29 That no 
flefh fhould glory in the prefence 
of God. 30 But of him are ye 
in Chrilt Jefus, who of God is 
made unto us wifdom, and righ- 
teouinefs, and fanctification, and 
redemption; 31 That, accord- 
ing as it is written, He that glo- 
rieth, let him glory in the Lord. 

II. And I, brethren, when I 
came to you, came not with ex- 
cellency of {peech, or of wifdom, 
declaring unto you the teftimony 
of God. 2 For 1 determined 
not to know any thing among 
you, fave Jefus Chrift, and him 
crucified. 3 And I was with you 
in weaknefs, and in fear, and in 
much trembling. 4 And my 
{peech, and my preaching was 
not with enticing words of wi(- 
dom, but in the revelation of the 
Spirit, and of power : 5 That 
your faith fhould not ftand in the 
wifdom of men, but in the pow- 
er of God. 6 Howbeit we {peak 
wifdom in perfeét things: yet 
not the wifdom of this world, 
nor of the princes of this world, 
that come to nought 7 But we 
fpeak the wifdom of God in a 
myftery, even that which is hid- 
den, which, God ordained before 
the world unto our glory, ὃ 
Which none of the princes of 
this world knew: for had they 
known it, they would not have 
crucified the Lord of glory. 9 
But as it is written, Eye hath not 
feen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, 
the things which God hath pre- 

ared for them that Jove him. 
10 But God hath revealed them 
unto us by his Spirit: for the 
Spirit fearcheth all things, yea, 
the deep things of God, 11 For 


what man hath known the things 
of a man, fave the fpirit of man 
which is in him? even fo the 
things of God no one hath known, 
but the Spiric of God. 12 Now 
we have received, not the {pirit 
of this world, but the Spirit which 
is of God ; that we might know 
the things that are freely given to 
us of God. 13 Which things 
alfo we {peak, not in the words 
which man’s wifdom teacheth, 
but which the Holy Ghott teach- 
eth ; comparing fpiritua] things 
with fpiritual, 14 But the natu- 
ral man receiveth not the things 
of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolifhnefs unto him ; neither 
can he know them, becaufe they 
are {piritually difcerned. 15 But 
he that is fpiritual, judgeth all 
things, yet he himfelf is judged 
of no man. 16 For who hath 
known the mind of the Lord, 
that he may inftrué him? But 
we have the mind of Chrift. 

III. And I, brethren, could 
nat {peak unto you as unto fpiri- 
tual, but as unto carnal, as unto 
babes in Chrift. 2 I have fed 
you with milk, and not with 
meat : for hitherto ye were not 
able; neither yet now are ye 
able. 3 For ye are yet carnal : 
for whereas there is among you 
envying, and ftrife, and divifions, 
are ye not carnal, and walk as 
men? 4 For while one faith, I 
am of Paul, and another, I am 
of Apollos,’ are ye not carnal, 
men? ς Who then is Apollos, 
and who zs Paul ? Minifters by 


‘whom ye believed ; even as the 


Lord gave to every man. 6.1 
have planted, Apollos watered : 
but God gave the increafe. 7 So 
then, neither is he that planteth 
any thing, neither he that water- 
eth : but God that giveth the in- 
creafe. 8 Now he that planteth, 
and he that watereth, are one F 
an. 
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and every man fhall receive his 
own reward, according to his own 
labour. g For we are labourers 
together with God : ye are God’s 
hufbandry, God’s building. 10 
According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, asa wife 
mafter-builder, I laid the foun- 
dation ; another buildeth thereon. 
Bat let every man take heed how 
he buildeth thereon. 11 For 
other foundation can no one lay, 
than that is laid, which 15. Je‘us 
Chrift. 12 Now if any man build 
upon this foundation, gold, filver, 
precious {tones 5 wood, hay, flub- 
ble ; 13 He that doeth this work 
fhall be made manifeft. For the 
day fhall declare it, becaufe it 
fhall be revealed by fire; and the 
fire fhall try every man’s work, 
of what fort it is. 14 If any 
man’s work abide which he hath 
built thereupon, he fhall receive 
a reward. 15 If any man’s work 
fhall be burnt, he thal! fuffer lofs : 
but he himfelf fhall be faved ; 
yet fo, as through a fire. 16 
Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you? 17 If 
any man defile the temple of God, 
him fhall God deftroy : for the 
temple of God is holy, which ye 
are. 18 Let no man deceive 
himfelf with vain words. If any 
man among you feemeth to be 
wile in this world, let him become 
a fool, that he may be wife. 19 
For the wifdom of this world is 
foolifhnefs with God: for it is 
written, He taketh the wife in 
their own craftinefs, 20 And 
again, The Lord knoweth the 
thoughts of the wife, that they 
are vain, 21 Therefore let no 
man glory in men : for all things 
are yours: 22 Whether Paul, 
or Apollos, or Cephas, or the 
world, or life, or death, or things 
prefent, or things to come; all 


are yours; 23 And ye Chrifl’s ; 
and Chrift Gad’s. 

1V. Let a man fo account of 
us, as of the minifters of Chrift, 
and flewards of the myfteries of 
God. 2 Moreover it is required 
in ttewards, that a man be found 
faithful. 3 But with me itis a 
very {mall thing, that | fhould be 
judged of you, or of man’s judg- 
ment: yea, I judge not mine 
own felf. 4 For 1 know nothing 
by my felf, yet am [ not hereby 
juitified : but he chat judgeth me 
isthe Lord. 5 Theretore judge 
nothing before the time, until 
the Lord come ; who both will 
bring to light the hidden things 
of darkneis, and will make ma- 
nifeft the counfels of the hearts = 
and then fhall every one have 
praife of God, 6 And thefe 
things, brethren, I have in a fi- 
gure transferred to my felf, and 
Apollos, for your fakes: that ye 
might learn in us not to shink 
above that which is writ- | 
ten, that * one of you oe 
be puffed up for one a- one, 
gainft another. 7 For 
who maketh thee to differ? and 
what haft thou that thou didft not 
receive ? now if thou didft re- 
ceive zt, why doft thou glory as 
if thou hadft not received 2ὲ ὃ ὃ 
Now ye are full, now ye are 
rich, ye have reigned as kings 
without us : and | would that ye 
did reign, that we alfo might 
reign with you. 9g For I think 
that God hath fet forth us the a- 
poftles laft, as it were appointed 
to death. For we are made ἃ 
{pectacle unto the world, and to 
angels, andtomen. 10 We are 
fools for Chrift’s fake, but ye are 
wife in Chrift : we weak, but ye 
ftrong : ye honourable, but we 
defpifed. 11 Even unto this pre- 
fent hour, we both hunger, and 
thirft, and are naked, and are 

buficted. 
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buffeted, and have no certain 
dwelling-place ; 12 And labour, 
working with our own hands : 
being reviled, we blefs: being 
perfecuted, we fuffer it: 13 Be- 
ing defamed, we intreat : we are 
made as the filth of the world, 
the off-{couring of all things unto 
this day. 14 I write not thefe 
things to fhame you, but as my 
beioved fons I warn you. 15 
For though you have ten thou- 
‘fand inftruéters in Chrift, yet not 
many fathers : for in Chrift Jefus 
1 have begotten you through the 
gofpel. 16 Wherefore I befeech 
you be ye followers of me. 17 
For this caufe have J fent unto 
you Timothy, who is my belov- 
ed fon, and faithful in the Lord, 
who fhall bring you into remem- 
brance of my ways which be in 
Chrift Jefus, as I teach everywhere 
in every church. 18 Now fome 
are puffed up, as though I would 
not come to you. 19 BotI will 
come to you shortly, if the Lord 
will, and will know, not the 
fpeech of them who are puffed 
up, but the power. zo For the 
‘kingdom of God is not in word, 
but in power. 21 What will ye? 
fhall I come unto you with a rod, 
or in love, and the fpirit of 
meeknefs ? 

V. It is reported commonly, 
fornication is among you, and 
fuch fornication as is not even 
among the Gentiles, that one 
fhould have his father’s wife. 2 
And ye are puffed up, and have 
not rather mourned, that he who 
hath done this deed, might be 
taken from among you. 3 For 
¥ verily being abfent in body, but 
prefent in fpirit, have judged al- 
ready, as though I were preient, 
him that hath fo done this deed ; 
4 In the name of our Lord Jefus, 
when ye are gathered together, 
and my fpirit, with the power of 


our Lord Jefus, 5 To deliver 
fuch an one unto Satan, for the 
defiruétion of the fiefh ; that the 
fpirit may be faved in the day of 
the Lord Jefus Chrift. 6 Your 
glorying is not good: Know ye 
not that a little leaven corrupteth 
the whole lump? 7 Purge out 
the old leaven, that ve may bea 
new lump, as ye are unleavened. 
For even Chrift our paflover was 
facrificed for us. 8 Therefore 
let us Iceep the feaft, not with the - 


- old leaven, neither with the lea- 


ven of malice and wickednefs ; 
but with the unleavened dread of 
fincerity and truth. 9 1 wrote 
unto you in an epiitle, not to ac- 
company with fornicators. 10 
Not altogether with the fornica- 
tors of this world, or with the 
covetous, or eXxtortioners, or with 
idolaters ; for then muft ye needs 
go out of the world. τι But now 
i have written unto you, not to 
keep company, if any man that 
is called a brother be a fornicator, 
or covetous, or an idolater, or a 
railer, or a drunkard, or an ex- 
tortioner, with fuch an one, no 
not to eat. 12 For what have 1 
to do to judge them alfo that are 
without ? do not ye judge them 
that are within? 13 But them 
that are without, God judgeth. 
Therefore put away from among 
your felves that wicked perfon. 
VI. Dareany of you, having 
a matter againit another, go to 
law before the unjuft, and not 
before the faints? 2 Or do ye 
not know that the faints fhall 
judge the world? and if the 
world fhall be judged by you, 
are ye unworthy to judge the 
{malleft matters? 3 Know ye 
not that we fhall judge angels ? 
how much more things that per- 
tain to this life? 4 If then ye 
have judicatures of things per- 
taining to this life, fet them to 
judge 
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judge who are leaft efteemed in 
the church. 5 I {peak to your 
fhame. Is it fo, that there is 
not a wife man amongft you, 
that fha)l beable to judge be- 
tween his brethren? 6 But bro- 
ther goeth to Jaw with brother, 
and that with unbelievers. 7 
Now there is utterly a fault 
among you, becaule ye go to 
law one with another: why do 
ye not rather take wrong ? why 
do ye not rather fuffer your felves 
to be defrauded ? 8 Nay, you 
do wrong and defraud, and that 
brethren, g Know ye not thar 
the unrighteous fhall not inherit 
the kingdom of God? Be not 
deceived : neither fornicators, nor 
idolaters, nor adulterers, nor ef- 
feminate, nor abufers of them- 
felyes with mankind, 10 Nor 
thieves, nor covetous, nor drunk- 
ards, mor revilers, nor extor- 
tioners, fhall inherit the kingdom 
of God. 11 And fuch were 
fome of you : but ye have been 
wafhed, but ye have been fanéti- 
fied, but ye have been juftified in 
the name of the Lord Jefus 
Chrift, and by the Spirit of our 
God. 12 All things are lawful 
unto me, but all things are not 
expedient: all things are lawful 
for me, but I will not be brought 
under the power of any. 13 
Meats for the belly, and the 
belly for meats: but God hhall 
deftroy both it andthem. Now 
the body 7s not for fornication, 
but for the Lord; and the Lord 
for the body. 14 And God hath 
both raifed up the Lord, and 
will alfo raife up us by his own 
power. 15 Know ye not, that 
your bodies are the members of 
Chrift ? fhall 1 then take the 


members of Chrift, and make ' 


them the members of an harlot ? 
By no means. 16 Know ye 
not that he that is joined to an 


nariot, is one body ? for two, 
faith he, fhall be one flefh. 17 
But he that is joined unto the 
Lord, is one {pirit. 18 Flee for- 
nication. Every fin that a man 
doth, is without the body : but 
he that committeth fornication, 
finneth againft his own body. 
1g What, know ye not that 
your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghoft in you, which γᾷ 
have of God, and ye are not 
your own? 20 For ye are 
bought with a price: therefore 
glorify God in your body. 

VII. Now concerning the 
things wherefore ye wrote unto 
me: J¢ és good for a man not 
to touch a woman. 2 Never- 
thelefs, 29 avoid fornication, let 
every man have his own wife, 
and Jet every woman have an 
hufband peculiar to her. 3 Let 
the hufband render unto the wife 
what is due: and likewife alfo 
the wife unto the hufband. 4 
The wife hath not power of her 
own body, but the hufband : and 
likewife alfo the hufband hath 
not power of his own body, but 
the wife. ς Defraud you not 
one the other, except with con- 
fent for a time, that ye may 
give your felves to prayer; and 
come together again, that Satan 
tempt you not for your inconti- 
nency 6 But I fpeak this by 
permiffion, not by command- 
ment. 7 But I would that all 
men were even as 1 my felf: 
but every man hath his proper 
gift of God, one after this man- 
ner, and another after that. 8 
I fay therefore to the unmarried 
and widows, It zs good for them 
if they abide even as I. 9 But 
if they cannot contain, let them 
marry : for it 7s better to mar- 
ry than to burn. 10 And un- 
to the married I command, not I, 
but the Lord, Let not the wife 

depart 
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depart from the hufband: 11 
But and if fhe depart, let her 
remain unmarried, or be recon- 
ciled to the hufband: and let 
not the hufband put away the 
wife. 12 But tothe reit {peak 
I, not the Lord, lf any b:o- 
ther hath a wife that believeth 
not, and fhe be plealed to dwell 
with him, iet him not put her 
away. 13 And the woman who 
hath an hufband that believeth 
not, and if he be pleafed to 
dwell with her, let her not leave 
her hufband. 14. For the unbe- 
hieving hufband hath been fancti- 
fied by the believing wife, and 
the unbelieving wife hath been 
fanétified by τῆς brother: elfe 
were your children unclean ; but 
now are they holy. 15 But if 
the unbelieving depart, let him 
depart. A brother or a filter is 
noc under bondage in fuch cafes : 
but God hath called us to peace. 
16 For what knoweit thou, O 
wife, whether thou fhalt fave the 
hufband ? or how knowett thou, 
O man, whether thou fhale fave 
the wife or not? 17 As the 
Lord hath diitributed to every 
man, as God hath called every 
one, fo let him walk: and {fo 
teach I inallchurches. 18 Is any 
man called being circumcifed ? 
let him not become uncircum- 
cifed : is any called in uncircum- 
cifion? let him not become cir- 
cumcifed. το Circumeifion is 
nothing, and uncircumcifion is 
nothing, but the keeping of the 
commandments of God. 20 Let 
every man abide in the fame 
calling wherein he was called. 
21 Art thou called a fervant? 
care not for it; but if thou mayft 
be made free, ufe zt rather. 22 
For he that is called in the 
Lord, a fervant, is the Lord’s 
free-man: likewife alfo he that 
is called free, is Chrifi’s fervant, 


23 Are ye bought with a price? 
be not ye the fervants of men. 
24 Brethren, let every man 
wherein he is called, therein 
abide with God. 25 Now con- 
cerning virgins, I have no com- 
mandment of the Lord: yet 1 
give my judgment as one that 
hath obtamed mercy of the Lord 
to be faithful. 26 I fuppofe 
therefore that this is good for the 
prefent diitrefs, that it is good 
for a man fo to be. 27 Art. 
thou bound unto a wife? feek 
not tobe loofed. Art thou loofed 
from a wife? feek not a wife. 
28 But and if thou takelt a 
wife, thou haft not finned ; and 
if a virgin marry, fhe hath not 
finned : neverthelels, fuch’ fhall 
have trouble in the fcthh; but I 
{pare you. 29 But this I fay, 
brethren, the time is fhort. It 
remaineth that both they that 
have wives, be as though they 
had none; 30 And they that 
weep, as though they wept not ; 
and they that rejoice, as though 
they rejoiced not ; and they that 
buy, as though they poffleffed 
not; 31 And they that ufe 
this world, as not abufing it: 
for tne fafhion of this world paf- 
feth away. 22 But I would 
have you without carefulnefs. 
He that is unmarried, careth for 
the things that belong to the 
Lord, how he may pleafe the 
Lord: 33 But he that is mar- 
ried, careth for the things that 
are of the world, how he may 
pleafe the wife. 34 And there 
is a difference alfo between a 
wife and a virgin: The unmar- 
ried woman careth for the things 
of the Lord, that fhe may be 
holy, both in body and in fpirit : 
but fhe that is married, careth for 
the things of the world, how fhe. 
may pleafe the hufband. 35 
And this I fpeak for your own 

profit, 
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profit, not that I may cait a 
fnare upon yous; but for that 
which is comely, and that you 
may attend upon the Lord with- 
out diltraction, 36 But if any 
man think that he behaveth him- 
felf uncomely towards his virgin, 
if fhe pafs the flower of er age, 
and need fo require, let him do 
what he will, he dinneth not: 
Jet him marry. 37 Neverthe- 
lefs, he that flandeth ftedfait in 
his heart, having no neceflity, 
but hath power over hisown will, 
and hath fo decreed in his heart, 
that he will keep his virgin, doth 
well. 38 Sothen, he that giv- 
eth his virgin in marriage, doth 
well : and he that giveth ῥῶ» not 
in marrage, doth better. 39 
The wife is bound as long as her 
hufband liveth: but if her haf- 
band be dead, the is at liberty 
to be married to whom fhe will ; 
only inthe Lord. 40 But the is 
happier if fhe fo abide, after my 
judgment : and I think alfo that 
I have the fpirit of God. 

VIII. Now as touching things 
offered unto idols, we know that 
we all have knowledge. Know- 
ledge puffeth up, but charity edi- 
fieth. 2 And if any man think 
that he knoweth any thing, he 
knoweth nothing yet as he ought 
toknow. 3 But if any man love 
Ged, the fame is known of him. 
4 But as concerning the eating 
of thofe things that are offercd 
in facrifice unto idols, we know 
that an idol zs nothing in the 
world, and that there is none 
other God but one. 5 For 
though there be that are called 
gods, and lords, whether in hez- 
ven or in earth, as there be gods 
raany, and lords many. 6 But 
to us is one God, the Father, 
of whom are all things, and we 
in him; and one Lord Jefus Chrift, 
ly whom are all things, and we 


by him. 7 Howbeit there ἐς not 
in every man that knowledge : 
for fome with conf{cience of the 
idol unto this hour, eat it asa 
thing offered unto an idol; and 
their conicience being weak, is 
detiled. 8 But meat commend- 
eth us not to God: for neither 
if we eat, are we the better ; 
neither if we eat not, are we the 
worfe ο. But take heed leit by 
any means this liberty of yours 
become a iftumbling block to 
them that are weak. 10 For 
if any man fee thee who halt 
knowledge fit at meat in the 
idols temple, fhall not the con- 
fcience of him who is weak be 
emboldened to eat thofe things 
which are offered to idols? 11% 
And through thy know'edge 
fhall the weak brother perifh, for 
whom Chriftdied? 12 But when 
ye fin fo againft the brethren, 
and wound their weak confcience, 
ye fin againft Chrift. 13 Where- 
fore, if meat make'’my brother to 
offend, I will eat no flefh while 
the world ftandeth, Icit I make 
my brother to offend. 

IX. Am I not an apoftle ? 
am I not free? have I not feen 
Jefus Chritt our Lord ? are not 
you my workin the Lord? 2 
If I be not an apofile unto 
others, yet doubtlefs 1 am to 
you: forthe feal of mine apo- 
ftlefhip are ye. 3 Mine anfwer 
to them that do examine me, is 
this, 4 Have we not power to 
eat andto drink? 5 Have we 
not power to lead about a fifler, 
a wife, as well as other apotiles, 
and the brethren of the Lord, 
and Cephas? 6 Orlonly and 
Barnabas, have not we power to 
forbear working ? 7 Who goeth 
a warfare any time at his own 
charges ? who planteth a vine- 
yard, and eateth and drinketh 
not the frutt thereof? or who 
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feedeth a flock, and eateth not 
of its milk? 8 Say I thefe 
things as a man? or faith not the 
law the fame alfo? 9 For it is 
written, ‘Chou fhalt not muzzle 
the mouth of the ox that treadeth 
out the corn, Doth God take 
care for oxen? τὸ Or faith he 
it altogether for our fakes? for 
our fakes, no doubt, it is writ- 
ten: that he that ploweth fhould 
plow in hope ; and that he that 
threfheth in hope, fhould be par- 
taker of his hope. 11 1 we 
have fown unto you fpiritual 
thing:, 7s δ a great thing if we 
fhal} reap your carnal things ἢ 
12 If others be partakers of 
power over you, are not we ra- 
ther? Neverthelefs, we have not 
uled this power; but fuffer all 
things, left we fhould hinder the 
gofpel of Chrift. 13 Do ye 
. not know that they which mini- 
_ fter about holy things, live of 
the things of the temple? and they 
who wait at the altar, are par- 
takers with thealtar? 14°Even 
fo hath the Lord ordained, that 
they who preach the gofpel, 
fhould live of the gofpel. 15 But 
I have ufed none of thefe things. 
Neither have I writrenthefethings, 
that it fhould be fo done unto me : 
for zt were better forme to die,than 
that any man fhould make my 
glorying void. 16 Forif I.fhould 
preach the gofpel, I have no 
thanks for it : for neceflity is 
Jaid upon me; For, wo is un- 
to me, if I preach not the gofpel. 
17 For if I do this thing wil- 
ingly, [ have a reward : but if 
againit my will, a difpenfation is 
committed unto me.*> 18 What 
is my reward then? verily that 
when ] preach the gofpel, I may 
male the gofpel without charge, 
that I abufe not my power in the 
gofpel. 1g For though 1 be 
free from all men, yet have I 


- 


made my felf fervant unto all, 
that I might gain the more. 
zo And unto the Jews, 1 be- 
came as a Jew, that I might 
gain the Jews; to them that are 
under the law, as not being my 
felf under the law, that 1 might 
gain them that are under the 
law; 21 To them that are with- 
out law, as without law, (being 
not without law to God, but un- 
der the law to Chrift) that I 
might gain them that are without 
law. 22 To the weak became 
I weak, that I might gain the 
weak : I am made all things to 
all men, that I might by all 
means fave all men. 23 And I 
do all things for the gofpels fake, 
that I might be partaker thereof 
with you. 24 Know ye not that 
they who run in a race, run all, 
but one receiveth the prize? So 
run that ye may obtain. 25 
And every one that ftriveth for 
the maftery, is temperate in all 
things: Now, they do i¢ to ob- 
tain a corruptible crown, but we 
an incorruptible. 26 I therefore 
fo run, not as uncertainly : fo 
fight I, not as one that beateth 
the air: 27 But 1 keep under 
my body, and bring it into fub- 
jection : left that by any means 
when I have preached to others, 
I my felf fhould be a caftaway. 

X. For, I would not have you 
ignorant, brethren, that all our 
fathers were under the cloud, and 
all paffed through the fea; 2 
And were all baptized unto 
Mofes in the cloud, and in the 
fea; 3 And did all eat the 
fame fpiritual meat; 4 And did 
all drink the fame fpiritual drink : 
For they drank of that fpiritual 
Rock that followed them : and 
that Rock was Chrift. 5 But 
with many of them God was not 


_well pleafed : for they were over- 


thrown in the wildernefs. 6 
ie Now 
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Now thefe things were our exam- 
ples, to the intent we fhould not 
luft after evil thing, as they alfo 
lufted 7 Neither be ye idola- 
ters, aswere alfo fome of them ; 
as itis written, The people fat 
down to eat and drink, and rofe 
up to play. 8 Neither let us 
commit fornication, as fome of 
them committed, and fell * three 
andtwenty thoufand. g Neither 
let us tempt Chrift, as fome 
of them alfo tempted, and were 
deftroyed of ferpents, τὸ Net- 
ther murmur ye, as fome of them 
murmured, and were deftroyed 
of the deflroyer, 11 Now 
all thefe things happened un- 
to them forenfamples : and they 
are written for our admonition, up- 
on whom the ends ofthe world are 
come. Wherefore let him that 
thinketh he ftandeth, take heed 
left he fall. 13 There hath no 
temptation taken you, but fuch 
as is common to man: but God 
ἐς faithful, who will not leave 
you to be tempted above that 
ye are able ; but will with the 
temptation alfo make a way to 
efcape, that ye may be able to 
bear zt. 14 Wherefore, my dearly 
beloved, flee from idolatry. 15 
1 fpeak to you as to wife men: 
judge ye what I fay. 16 The 
cup of bleffing which we blefs, 
is it not the communion of 
the blood of Chrift ? The bread 
which we break, is it not the 
communion of the body of the 
Lord? 17 For we being many 
are one bread, and one body: 
for we all are partakers of one 
bread, and of one cup. 18 
Behold Ifrael after the flefh : 
are not they which eat of the 
facrifices, partakers of thealtar ? | 
19 What fay I then? that what ! 


is offered in facrificé to the idol 
is any thing, or that the idol 15 
any thing? 20 But, the tings 
Which they facrifice, they facri- 
fice to dawmons, and not to Ged: 
I would not that ye fhculd have 
fellowfhip with daemons. 21 
Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of demons: 
ye cannot be partakers of the 
Lord’s table, and of the table of 
demons. 22 Do we provoke 
the Lord to jealoufy ? are we 
ftronger than he? 23 All things 
are lawful, but all things are not 
expedient: all things are lawlul, 
but all things edify not. 24 
Let no man feck his own: but 
another’s advantage. 25 What- 
foever is {old in the fhambles, 
that eat, afking no quettion for 
confcience fake. 26 For the 
earth zs the Lord’s, and the ful- 
nefs thereof. 27 If any of them 
that believe not, bid you to a 
fupper, and ye be dilpofed to go ; 
whatfoever 15 fet before you, eat, 
afking no queftion for confcience 
fake. 28 But if any man fay 
unto you, ‘lhis is offered in fa- 
crifice unto idols, eat not, for 
his fake that fhewed it, and for 
confcience fake. 29 Confcience 
1 fay, not thine own, but of the 
others ; for why is my liberty 
judged of another man’s con- 
feience? 30 If I by grace bea 
partaker, why am [ evil fpoken of 
for that for which I give thanks? 
31 Whether therefore ye eat or 
drink, or whatfoever ye do, do 
all to the glory of God. 32 
Give none offence, neither to the 


| Jews, ncr to the Gentiles, nor to 


the churchof God: 33 Even as 
I pleafe all men in all thing:, not 
feeking mine own profit, bur that 
of many, that they mav h« "+ ἃ, 


a ee απο παπηα απο. 


* Read four and twenty thoufand, from Numb, xxv, 9. 
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XI. Be ye followers of me, 
even as 1 alfo am of Chrift. 
2 Now I praife you, brethren, 
that you remember me 1n all 
things, and keep my traditions, 
as 1 delivercd them to you. 3 
But I would have you know, 
that the head of every man is 
Chrift ; and the head of the wo- 
man, és the man; and the head 
of Chrift, is God. 4 Every 
man praying or prophefying, 
having δίς head covered, dif- 
honoureth his head. 5 But 
every woman that prayeth or 
prophefieth with the head unco- 
vered, difhonoureth her head: 
for that is even all one as if fhe 
were fhaven. 6 For if the wo- 
man be not covered, let her alfo 
be fhorn: but if ic be a fhame 
for a woman to be fhorn or fha- 
ven, let her be covered. 7 For 
aman indeed ought not to cover 
the head, forafmuch as he is the 
image and glory of God: but 
the woman is the glory of the 
man, 8 For the man is not of 
the woman ; but the woman of 
the man. 9 Neither was the 
man created for the woman: but 
the woman for the man. 10 
For this caufe ought the woman 
to have power on the head, be- 
caufe of the angels. 11 Ne- 
verthelels, neither is the woman 
without the man, neither the 
man without the woman in the 
Lord. 12 For as the woman 
is of the man, even fo ἐς the 
man alfo by the woman: but all 
things of God. 13 Judge your 
own felves: is it comely that a 
woman pray unto God unco- 
vered ? 14 Doth not even na- 
ture it felf teach you, that if a 
man have long hair, it is a fhame 
unto him? 15 But if a woman 
have long hair, it is a glory to 
her: for her hair is given for a 
covering. 16 But if any man 


feem to be contentious, we have 
no fuch cuitom, neither the 
churches of Ged. 17 Now in 
this that 1 declare, I praife you 
not, that you come toge:her not 
for the beiter, but for the worfe. 
18 Kor firlt of all, when ye 
come together in the church, 1 
hear that there be divifions 
among you; and I partly be- 
lieve it. 19 For there muft be 
allo herefies, that they alfo which 
are approved, may be made ma- 
nifelt among you, 20 Whenye 
come together therefore into one 
place, it is not ftill to eat the 
Lord’s fupper. 21 For ineating 
every one taketh before other, 
his own fupper; and one is 
hungry, and another is drunken. 
22 What, have ye not houfes to 
eat and to drink in? or defpife 
ye the church of God, and 
fhame them that have not? What 
fhall 1 fay to you? fhall I praife 
you in this? I praife you not. 
23 For I have ced of the 
Lord, that which alfo EF deli- 
vered unto you, That the Lord 
Jefus, the night in which he was 
betrayed, took bread. 24 And 
when he had given thanks, he 
brake it, and faid, This is my 
body, which is broken for you : 
this do in remembrance of me. 
25 After the {fame manner alfo 
the cup, when he had fupped, 
faying, This cup is the new 
covenant in my blood: this do 
ye, as oft as ye drink z?, in re. 
membrance of me, 26 For as 
often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink the cup, ye do fhew the 
Lord’s death till he come. 27 
Wherefore, whofoever fhall eat 
the bread, and drink the cup of 
the Lord unworthily, fhall be 
guilty of the body and blood of 
the Lord. 28 But let a man 
examine himlelf, and fo let him 
eat of the bread, and drink of 
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the cup. 29 For he that eateth 
and drinketh unworthily, eateth 
and drinketh judgment to him- 
felf, not difcerning the Lord’s 
body. 30 For this caufe many 
are weak and fickly among you, 
and many fleep. 31 But if we 
would judge our felves, we fhould 
not be judged. 32 But when we 
are judged we are chaftned of 
the Lord, that we fhould not be 
condemned with the world. 33 
Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry 
one foranother. 34 And if any 
man hunger, let him eat at home ; 
that ye come not together unto 
judgment. And the reft will I 
fet in order when I come. 

XII. Now concerning {piritual 
gifts, brethren, I would not have 
you ignorant. 2 Ye know that 
when ye were Gentiles, carried 
away unto thefe dumb idols, even 
as ye were led. 3 Wherefore | 
give you to underitand, that no 
one, by the Spirit of God, cal- 
Jeth Jefus accurfed: and no 
one can fay that Jefus is tne 
Lord, but by the Holy Ghoit. 
4 Now there are diverfities of 
gifts, but the fame Spirit. 5 
And there are differences of ad- 
miniftrations, but the fame Lord. 
6 And there are diverfities of 
operations, but the fame God, 
who worketh all in all. 
the manifeftation of the Spirit, 
is given to every man to profit 
withal. 8 For to one is given 
by the Spirit, the word of wif- 
dom ; to another the word of 
knowledge by the fame Spirit ; 
9 To another faith by the fame 
Spirit: to another the gifts of 
healing by the fame Spirit ἢ 10 
To another the working of mi- 
racles; to another prophecy ; to 
another difcerning of f{pirits 3 to 
another the interpretation of 
tongues; to another kinds of 


7 But 


tongues; 11 Butall thefe work, 
eth that one and the {felf-fame 
Spirit, dividing to every man {fe- 
verally as he will. 12 For as 
the body is one, and hath many 
members, and all the members 
out of one body, being many, 
are one body: foallo zs Chrit. 
13 For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body, whether 
Jews or Gentiles, whether bond 
or gree ; and have been all made 
to drink into one Spirit. 14 
For the body is not onc member, 
but many. 15 If the foot fhall 
fay, Becaufe I am not the hand, 
1 am not of the bodys; is it 
therefore not of the body ? τὸ 
And if the ear fhall fay, Be- 
caufe I am not the eye, [ am 
not of the body ; ts it therefore 
not of the body? 17 If the 
whole body were an eye, where 
were the hearing? if the whole 
avere hearing, where were the 
{melling ? 18 But now hath 
God fecthe members every one 
of them in the body, as it hath 
pleafed him. 19 And if they 
were all one member, where 
were the body ὃ 20 But now 
are iney many members, yet but 
one body. 21 And the eye can- 
not fay unto the hand, 1 have no 
need of thee: nor again, the 
head to the feet, I have no need 
of you. 22 Nay, much more 
thoie members of the body, which 
feem to be more feeble, a:e ne- 
ceflary. 23 And thofe members 
of the body, which we think to 
be lefs honourable, upon thefe we 
beftow more abundant honour, 
and our uncoméiy parts have 
more abundant comelinefs. 24 
For our comely parts have no 
need of honour, but God hath 
tempered the body together, hav- 
ing given more abundant honour 
to that which Jacked: 25 That 
theie fhould be no {chifms in the 
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body ; but ¢##at the members 
fhould have the jame care one for 
another. 26 And whether oue 
member {uffer, all the members 
fuffer with it : or one member be 
honoured, all the members re- 
joice with it. 27 Now ye are 
the body of Chriit, and members 
in particular, -28 And God hath 
fet fome in the church, firlt apo- 
ftles, fecondarily prophets, but 
thirdly teachers, miracles, ¢hen 
then gifts of healings, helps, go- 
vernments, diverfities of tongues. 
29 Ae all apoftles ? are all pro- 
phets? are all teachers? are all 
workers of miracles? 30 Have 
all the gifts of healing ? do all 
fpeak with tongues ? do all inter. 
pret ? 31 But covet earneitly 
the beft gifts: And yet fhew I 
un o you a more excellent way. 
XH. Though I fpeak with 
the tongues of men and of angels, 
and have not charity, | am as 
founding brafs, or atinkling cym- 
bal. 2 And though 1 have pro- 
phecy, and underitand all mytte- 
ries, and all knowledge ; and 
though J have all faith, fo that I 
could remove mountains, and 
have no charity, [ am nothing. 
3 And though I beitow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and 
though I give my body to be 
burned, and have not charity, it 
profiteth me nothing. 4 Charity 
fuffereth long, and is kind ; cha- 
rity envieth not ; charity vaunt- 
eth not it felf, is not puffed up, 
5 Doth not behave it {elf un- 
feemly, feelketh not her own, is 
not eafily provoked, thinketh no 
evil, 6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but rejoiceth in the truth: 7 Co- 
vereth all things, believeth all 
thirgs, hopeth all things, endu- 
reth all things. 8 Charity never 
faileth : but whether prophecies, 
they fhall fail ; whether tongues, 
they fhall ceafe ; whether know- 


ledge, it fhall vanifh away, 0 
For we know in part, and we 
prophefy in part. τὸ But when 
that which is perfe&t is come, that 
which is in part fhall be done 
away. 11 Truly when I was an 
infant, I fpake as an infant, I 
underitood as an infant, I reafon- 
ed as an infant: When [ became 
a man, 1 put away the things of 
an infant. 12 Now we fee 
through a glafs darkly ; but then 
face to face : now J know in part ; 
but then fhall I know even as al- 
fo lam known. 13 And now 
abideth faith, hope, charity, thefe 
three ; but the greateft of thefe 
és charity. 

X1V. Follow after charity, and 
defire {piritual gifts, but rather 
that ye may prophefy. 2 For he 
that fpeaketh with tongues, {peak- 
eth not unto men, but unto God: 
for no man underftandeth 4im ; 
howbeit in the {pirit he fpeaketh 
myfteries. 3 But he that prophe- 
fieth, fpeaketh unto men to edi- 
fication, and exhortation, and 
comfort. 4 He that fpeaketh with 
tongues, edifieth himfelf : but he 
that prophefieth, edifieth the 
church. 5 1 would that ye all 
fpake with tongues, but rather to 
prophefy : for greater zs he that 
prophefieth, than he that fpeak- 
eth with tongues, except he in- 
terpret, that the church may re- 
ceive edifying. 6 Now brethren, 
if [ come unto you fpeaking with 
tongues, what fhall 1 profit you, 
except | fhall fpeak to you either 
by revelation, or by knowledge, 
or by prophefying, or by doc 
trine? 7 And even things with- 
out life giving found, whether 
pipe or harp, except they give a 
diflin€tion in the founds, how 
fhall it be known what is piped 
or harped ? 8 For if the trum- 
pet give an uncertain found, who 
fhall prepare himfelf to the ae 
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tle? ο So likewi‘e you, except 


ye utter by the tongue agreeable 


words, how shall ic be known 
what is fpoken ? for ye hall {peak 
unto the air. 10 ‘There are, it 
may be, kinds of voices in the 
world, and none without fignifi- 
cation. 11 Therefore it 1 know 
not the meaning of the voice, I 
fhall be unto him that {peaketh, a 
barbarian ; and he that fpeaketh 
a barbarian untome., 12 Even 
fo ye, foraimuch as ye are zea- 
lous of fpiritual gifts, {eek that 
ye may excel to the edifying of 
the church, 13 And theretore 
let him that fpeaketh in a tongue 
pray fo that he do interpret. 14 
For if 1 pray in a tongue, my 
fpirit prayeth, but my under- 
ftanding is unfruitful. 15 What 
is it then ὃ I will pray with the 
fpirit, and | will pray with a 
meaning alfo: I will fing with 
the fpirit, and I will fing with 
a meaning alfo. 16 Elfe when 
thou fhalt blefs in the {pi- 
rit, how fhall he that occupieth 
the-room of the unlearned, fay 
Amen at thy giving of thanks, 
feeing he underitandeth not what 
thou fay: ft? 17 For thou verily 
giveft thanks well, but the other 
is not edified. 18 I thank my 
God, I fpeak with a tongue more 
than you all; 19 Yet in the 
church I had rather fpeak five 
words by my miad, that 1 may 
teach others alfo, than ten thou- 
fand words in a tongue, 20 Bre- 
thren, be not little children in 
underftanding : howheit, in ma- 
lice be ye infants : but in under- 
ftlanding be perfect. 21 In the 
law it is written, With other 
tongues, and other lip>, will I 
{peak unto this people : and yet 
for all that, will they not hear 
me, faith the Lord. 22 Where- 
fore tongues are for a fign, not 
to them that believe, but to them 


that believe not: but prophefies, 
not for them that believe nor, but 
for them that believe. 23 It 
therefore the whole church be 
come together into one place, and 
all {peak with tongues, and there 
come in thefe that are unlearned, 
or unbelievers, will they'not fay 
that ye are mad? 24 Butif all 
prophefy, and there come in one 
that believeth not, or unlearned, 
he is convinced of all, he is judg- 
ed of all: 25 And thus are the 
fecrets of his heart made mani- 
feft ; and falling down on his 
face, he will worfhip God, and 
report that God is in you of a 
truth. 26 How is it then, bre- 
thren ? when ye come together, 
every one of you hath a doéttrine, 
hath a pfalm, hath a revelation, 
hath a tongue, hath an interpre- 
tation. Let all things be done to 
edifying. 27 If any man {peak 
in a tongue, By two, or at the 
moft 4y three, and that by courle ; 
and let one interpret. 28 But if 
there be no interpreter, let him 
keep fileace in the church ; let 
him {peak to himfelf, and toGod. 
29 Let the prophets {peak two or 
three, and let the others ask que- 
ftions, 30 If it be revealed to 
another that fitteth by, let the 
firft hold his peace. 31 For ye 
may all prophefy one by one, 
that all may learn, and all may 
be comforted. 32 And the fpi- 
rit of the prophets is fubject to 
the prophets.. 33 For God is 
not of confufion, but of peace, 
as in all churches of the faints 
34 What ? came the word of 
God out from you? or came it 
unto you only? 35 If any man 
think himfelf to be a prophet, or 
fpiritual, let him acknowledge 
that the things that I write unto 
you, are of the Lord. 36 But 
if any man be ignorant, let him 
be ignorant. 37 Wherefore, bre- 
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thren, covet to prophefy, and 
forbid nor to (peak with tongues. 
38 But let all things be done de- 
cently, and according to the con- 
titution, 39 Let your women 
lkeep filence in the churches: for 
it is not permitted unto them to 
{peak ; but to be under obedience, 
as alfo faith the law. 40 And 
if they will learn any thing, let 
them afk their hufbands at home : 
fur it isa fhame for women to 
{peal in the church, 

XV. Moreover, brethren, I 
declare unto you the gofpel which 
1 preached unto you, which alfo 
you have received, and wherein 
ye ftand; 2 By which alfo ye 
are faved. Ye ought to keep in 
memory what I preached unto 
you, unlefs ye have believed in 
vain. 3 For] delivered unto you 
firft of all, that which [ alfo re- 
ceived, how that Chrift died for 
our fins, according to the {crip- 
tures: 4 And that he was bu- 
ried, and that he rofe again the 
third day, according to the {crip- 
tures: 5 And that he was feen 
of Cephas, and after thofe things 
of the eleven. 6 Afterward he 
was {een of abovefive hundred bre- 
thren at once: of whom the 
greater part remain unto this pre- 
fent, but fome are fallen afleep. 
7 After that he was feen of 
James ; then of all the apoftles, 
8 And lait of all, he was feen of 
me alfo, as of one born out of 
due time. Ὁ For I am the leaft 
of the apoftles, that am not meet 
to be called an apoftle, becaufe I 
perfecuted the church of God. 
10 But by the grace of God, I 
am what I am: and his grace 
upon me has not been poor, but 
1 laboured more abundantly than 
all: yet not J, but the grace of 
God with me. 11 But whether 
I or they, fo we preach, and fo 
ye believed, 12 Now if Chrift 


‘be preached that he is rifen from 
the dead, how fay fome among 
you, that there is no refurrection 
ofthedead? 13 But if there be 
no refurreétion of the dead, then 
is Chrift not rifen: 14 Then és 
our preaching vain, your faith zs 
alfo vain. 15 Yea, we are found 
falfe witnefles of God ; becaufe 
we have teftified of God, that 
he raifed up Chriit: whom he 
raifed not up. 16 For if the 
dead rife not, then is not Chrift 
raifed: 17 And if Chritt be not 
raifed, your faith is vain; ye are: 
yet in your fins. 18 ‘hen they 
alfo who are fallen afleep in 
Chrift, are perifhed. If in this: 
life only we have hope in Chrift, 
we are of all men mott miferable. 
20 But now is Chriit rifen from: 
the dead, the firft-fruits of them 
that are fallen afleep. 21 For 
fince by man was death, by man 
is alfo the refurreCtion of the 
dead. 22 For as in Adam ali 
die, even fo in Chrift fhall all be 
made alive. 23 But every man 
in his ownorder: Chrift the firft-. 
fruits, afterward they that are 
Chrift’s, athiscoming. 24 Then. 
is the end, when he fhall have. 
delivered up the kingdom to God, 
even the Father ; when he fhall. 
have put down allrule, and all au- 
thority, and power. 25 For he- 
muft reign, till he hath put all 
enemies under his feet. 26 For 
he hath put all things under: 
his feet. But when he faith all 
things are put under bis, it is 
manifeft that he is excepted. 
who did put all things under 
him. 27 The Jaft enemy shat fhall 
be deftroyed, is death. 28 And 
when all things fhall be fubdued 
unto him, then fhall the Son him- 
(εἰ be fubjecét unto him that put. 
all things under him, that God 
may beall in all. 29 Elfe what 
fhall they do who are a a 
or 
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for them, if the dead rife not at 
all? why are they then baptized 
for the dead? 30 And why 
ftand we in jeopardy every hour? 
31 I proteft by your rejoicing 
which I have in Chrift, I die 
daily. 32 If after the manner of 
men, I have fought with beafts at 
Ephefus, what advantageth it me, 
if the dead rife not? let us eat 
and drink, for to morrow we 
die. 33 Be not deceived: Evii 
communications corrupt good 
manners. 34 Awake to righte. 
oufnefs, and fin not; for 4ome 
have not the knowledge of God: 
T {peak this to your fhame. 35 
But fome one will fay, How are 
the dead raied up? and with 
what body do they come? 36 
Thou fool, that which thou 
fowelt is not quickned except it 
die firft. 37 And that which 
thou foweft, thou foweft not that 
body that fhall be, burt bare 
grain, it may chance of wheat, 
or fome other, 38 But God 
giveth it a body as it hath pleafed 
him, and to every feed its own 
body, 39 All flefh zs not the 
fame flefh: one of a man, an- 
other of a beait, another flefh of 
birds, and another of fifhes. 40 


There are alfo celeftial bodies, | 


and bodies terreitrial: but the 
glory of the celvitial zs one, and 
of the terreftrial another. 41 
There is one glory of the fun, 
and another glory of the moon, 
and another glory of the ilars; 
for ftar differeth from ftar in 
glory. 42 So alfo zs the refur- 
rection of the dead. It is fown 
in corruption, it is raifed in in- 
corruption: 43 It is fown in 
difhonour, it is raifed in giory.: 
It is fown in weaknefs, it is 
raifed in power: 44 It is fown 
a natural body, it is raifed a {pi- 
rnual body. There is a natural 
body, and there is a {piritual 


body. 45 And fo it is writ- 
ten, The firft man Adam was 
made a diving foul, the lait Adam 
a quickning ipirit. 46 Howbeie, 
that was not firft which is {pi- 
ritual, but that which 15 natural ; 
and afterward that which is fpi- 
ritual, 47 The firft man is of 
the earth, earthy: the fecond 
man zs from heaven. 48 As és 
the earthy, fuch are they alfo 
that are earthy ; and as és the 
heavenly, fuch ave they alfo that 
are heavenly. 49 And as we 
have borne the image of the 
earthy, let us alfo bear the image 
of the heavenly. 50 For this I 
fay, Brethren, that flefh and 
blood cannot inherit the kingdom. 
of God ; neither fhall corruption. 
inherit incorruption, 51 Behold, 
I fhew you a myftery ; We fhall 
all arife again, but we fhall not 
all be changed, 52 In a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the laft{trump, (for the 
trumpet fhall found) and the 
dead fhall arife incorruptible, and 
we fhall be changed. 53 For 
this corruptib!e muft put on in- 
corruption, and this mortal put 
on immortality. 54 So when 
this corruptible fhali have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal fhall 
have put on immortality, then 
fhall be brought to pafs the fay - 
ing that is written, Deain is 
fwallowed up in victory. 55 
O death, where zs thy fing ? 
O death, where is thy victory ὃ 
56 The fting of death és fin ; 
and the ftrength of fin zs the 
law. 57 But thanks de to God 
who hath given us the victory, 
through our. Lord Jefus Chriit. 
58 ‘Lherefore, my beloved bre- 
thren, be ye itedfalt, unmove- 
able, always abounding in che 
work of the Lord, forafimuch as 
ye know that your labour 1s not 


in Vain in the Lord. 
0 XVI. Now 
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XVI. Now concerning the 
Collection for the faints, as 1 have 
given order to the churches of 
Galatia, even fo do ye. 2 
Upon the firlt day of the week, 
let every one of you lay by him 
in ftore, as he hath been prof- 
pered, that there be no gather- 
ings when I come. 3 And when 
1 come, whomfoever you fhall 
approve, them will I fend with 
my epiftles to bring your liberality 
unto Jerufalem. 4 And if it be 
meet that I go alfo, they hall 
go with me. 5 Now I will 
come unto you when I fhall pafs 
through Macedonia: for I do 
pafs through Macedonia. 6 And 
it may be that [ fhall abide, 
that if I fhall alfo winter with 
you, ye may bring me on my 
journey, whitherfoever I go. 7 
For I will not fee you now by the 
way, but I truft to tarry a while 
with you, if the Lord permit. 
8 But I will tarry at Ephefus 
until Pentecoft. g For a great 
door and effectual is opened unto 
me, and many adverfaries. 10 
Now if Timothy come, fee that 
he may be with you without 
fear: for he worketh the work 
of the Lord, as I alfods. 11 
Let no man therefore defpife 
him: but conduét him forth in 
peace, that he may come unto 
me: for 1 look for him with the 
brethren. 12 As touching our 
brother Apollos, I declare unto 


you that I greatly defired him to 
come unto you, with the bre- 
thren : but his will was not at all 
to come at this time ; but he will 
come when he fhall have conveni. 
ent time. 13 Watch ye, ftand faft 
in the faith, quit you like men, 
be ftrong. 14 Let all your things 
be done with charity. 15 I be- 
feech you, brethren, ye know 
the houfe of Stephanas, and For- 
tunatus, who are the firft-fruits of 
Achaia, and that they have ad- 
diéted themfelves to the miniftry 
of the faints. 16 That ye fub- 
mit your felves unto fuch, and 
to every one that helpeth with ws, 
and laboureth. 17 I am glad 
of the eoming of Stephanas, and 
Fortunatus, and Achaicus: for 
that which was lacking on your 
part, they have fupplied. 18 
For they have refrefhed both my 
fpirit and yours: therefore ac- 
knowledge ye them that are fuch. 
19 The churches of Afia falote 
you. Aguila and Prifcilla falute 
you much in the Lord, with the 
church that is in their houfe, 
with whom alfo I fojourn, 20 All 
the brethren greet you. Greet 
ye one another with an holy kifs. 
21 The falutation of Paul with 
mine ownhand. 22 If any man 
love not the Lord Jefus Chriit, let 
him be anathema, Maran-atha. 23 
‘T he grace of our Lord Jefus Chritt 
be with you. 24 My love ἐδ with 
you all in ChriftJefus. Amen.

The Second Epiftle of PAUL the Apoftle, to 
the CORINTHIANS. 


CHAP. I. 

Pp A UL an apoftle of Jefus 

Chrift, by the will of God, 
and Vimothy a brother, unto the 
church of God which is at Co- 
rinth, with all the faints which 
are inail Achaia: 2 Grace e to 
you, and peace from God our 
Father, and the Lord Jefus Chrilt. 
3 Blefled ἐφ God, even the 
Father of our Lord Jefus Chritt, 
the Father of mercies, and the 
God of all comfort ; 4 Who 
comforteth us in all our tribula- 
tion, tnat we may be able to 
comfort them who are in any 
trouble, by the comfort where- 
with we cur felves alfo are com- 
forted of God. ς For as the 
fuffering of Chriit abounds in 
us, fo our confolation alfo a- 
boundeth by Chriit. 6 And 
whether we be afflicted, z¢ is for 
your confolation and falvation, 
which 15 effectual in the enduring 
of the fame fufferings which we 
alfo fufter : and our hope is ited- 
fafton your account: or whether 
we be comforted, z¢ is for your 
confolation and falvation: 7 
Knowing that as you are par- 
takers of the fufferings, fo alfo 
of the confolation. 8 For we 
would not, brethren, have you 
ignorant of our trouble which 
came in Afia, that we were pre(- 
fed out of meafure, above ftrength, 
infomuch that we defpaired even 
of life: g But we Aad the fen- 
tence of death in our felves, that 
we fhould not truft in our felves, 
but inGod, who raifeth the dead. 
10 Who delivered us from {fo 
great a death; in whom we trutt 
that he will yet deliver ws: 11 
"You alfo helping together by 


prayer for us, that for the gift 
upon us by the means of many 
perfons, thanks may be given 
by many on your behalf. 12 
For our rejoicing is this, the te- 
ftimony οἱ our confcience, that 
in fimplicity and godly fincerity, 
not with flefhly wifdom, but by 
the grace of God, we have had 
our converfation in the world, 
and more abundantly to you- 
wards. 13 For we write none 
other things unto you, than what 
you read or acknowledge, and 
J truft you fhall acknowledge to 
the end. 14 As alfo you have 
acknowledged us in part, that we 
are your rejoicing, even as ye, 
alfo are ours in the day of the 
Lord Jefus Chrift. 15 And in 
this confidence 1 was minded to 
come unto you before, that you 
might have a fecond benefit: 
16 And to pafs by you into Ma- 
cedonia, and to come again out 
of Macedonia unto you, and of 
you to be brought on my way 
toward Judea. 17 When I there- 
fore was thus minded, did I ufe 
lightnefs ? or the things that I 
purpofe, do I purpofe according 
to the flefh? that with me there 
fhould be yes, yes, and, no, no. 
18 But God 7s true, our word 
toward you, was not yes and no. 
19 For the Son of God Jefus 
Chrift, who was preached among 
you by us, by me, and Silvanus, 
and Timotheus, was not yes 
and no, but in him was yes. 
20 For all the promifes of God 
in him are yes, and in him 
amen, unto the glory of God by 
us. 21 Now he who confirmeth 
us with you, in Chrilt, and hath 
anointed us, is God: 22 Who 

BE 2 _ hath: 
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hath alfo feated us, and given the 
tarneft of the Spirit in our 
hearts. 23 Moreover, I call God 
for a record upon my foul, that 
to {pare you | came not as yet 
unto Corinth. 24 Not for that 
we have dominion over your 
faith, but are helpers of your 
joy: fcr by faith ye itand. 

II, And I determined this 
with my ‘elf, that I would not 
come again to you in heavine(s. 
2 For if I make you forry, who 
is he then that maketh me glad, 
but he who is made forry by me? 
3 And I wrote this fame thing 
unto yeu, left when I came | 
fhould have forrow upon forrow 
from them of whom I ought tc 
rejoice ; having confidence in you 
all, that my joy is that of you 
call. 4 For out of much af- 
fiction and anguifh of heart, I 
wrote unto you with many tears ; 
not that you fhould be grieved, 


but that ye might know the - 


Jove which I have more abun- 
dantly unto you. ς But if any 
have caufed grief, he hath not 
Brieved me, but in part : that I 
may not overcharge you all. 6 
Sufficient to fuch a man is this 
punifhment, which was of the 
many. 7 So that contrariwife, ye 
vught rather to forgive and comfort, 
left perhaps fuch an one fhould be 
fwallowed up with overmuch for- 
row. 8 Wherefore 1 befeech 
you, that ye would confirm your 
love towards him. 9. For to this 
end alfo did I write, that I 
might know the proof of you, 
whether ye be obedient in all 
things. 10 To whom ye forgive 
any thing, I do it alfo : for if I 
forgave any ibing, it was for 
your fakes, in the perfon of 
Chrift; 11 Left Satan fhould get 


an advantage of us: for we are~ 


not ignorant of his devices. 12 
furthermore when I came to 


Troas by the gafpel of Chrift, 
and a door was opened unto me 
οἱ the Lord, 13 I had no reft 
in my fpirit, beeaufe 1 found not 
Titus my brother: but taking 
my leave of them, I came from 
thence into Macedonia. 14 Now 


thanks be unto God, who always 


caufeth us to triumph in Chriit, 
and maketh manifeft the favour 
of his knowledge by us in every 
place. 15 For we are unto God 
a {weet favour of Chrift, inthem 
that are faved, and in them that 
perifh. 16 To the one the fa- 
vour of death unto death ; and 
to the other, the favour of life 
unto life: and who js fufficient 
for thefe things? 17 For we 
are not as the reft, who corrupt 
the word of God: but as of fin- 
cerity, but as of God, in 
the fight of God {peak we in 
Chritt. 

III, Do we begin again to 
commend our felves? or need 
we, as fome, <ommendatory epi- 
files to you, or commendatory 
ones from you? 2 Ye are our 
tpiftle written in our hearts, 
known and read of all men. 3 
Ye are manifeftly declared to be 
the epiftle of Chrift, miniftred 
by us, written not with ink, but 
with the Spirit of the living God ; 
not in tables of ftene, but in 
flefhly tables of the heart: 4 
And fuch truft have we through 
Chrift to God-ward: ς Not 
that we are fufficient of our felves 
to think any thing as of our 
felves : but our fufficiency is of 
God, 6 Who alfo hath made 
us able minifters of the new cove- 
nant, not of the letter, but of 
the fpirit: for the letter killeth, 
but the fpirit giveth life. 7 But 
if the miniftration of death writ- 
ten and ingraven in itones, was 
glorious, fo that the children of 
I{rael could not ftedfaftly πος 

(ae 
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the face of Mofes, for the glory 
of his countenance, which was 
to be done away; 8 How fhall 
not the miniitration of the fpirit 
be rather glorious? g For if 
the miniftration of condemnation 
be glory, much more doth the 
miniltration of r.ghteoufnefs ex- 
ceed in glory. 10 For even that 
which was made glorious, had 
no glory in this reipect, in com- 
parifon of the glory thar excel- 
Jeth. 11 For if that which is 
done away «vas glorious, much 
more that which remaineth is 
glorious. 12 Seeing then that 
we have fuch hope, we ufe great 
plainnefs of fpeech, 13 And not 
as Mofes put a vail over his face, 
that the children of Ifrael could 
not ftedfaftly look to the end of 
that which is abolifhed. 14 But 
their minds were blinded: for 
until this day remaineth the fame 
vail untaken away, in the read- 
ing of the old teftament; which 
is done away in Chrift. 15 But 
even unto this day, when Mofes 
is read, the vail is upon their 
heart. 16 Neverthelefs when it 
fhall turn to the Lord, the vail 
fhall be taken away. 17 Now 
the Lord is the Spirit, and where 
the Spirit of the Lord js, zs li- 
berty. 18 But we all with open 
face, beholding as in a glafs the 
giory of the Lord, are changed 
into the fame image, from glory 
to glory, as by the Spirit of the 
Lord. 

IV. Therefore feeing we have 
this minifiry, aswe have received 
mercy we faint not: 2 But have 
renounced the hidden things of 
difhonefty, not walking in crafti- 
nefs, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully, but by mani- 
feftation of the truth, commend- 
ing our felves to every man’s 
confcience in the fight of God. 
3 But if our gofpel be hid, it is 


hid to them that are loft: 

In whom the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them 
who believe not, leit the light of 
the glorious gofpel of Chritt, 
who 15 the image of God, fhould 
fhine. 5 [ον we preach not our 
felves, but Chriit Jefus the Lord ; 
and our {elves your fervants for 
Jefus fake. 6 For God com- 
manded the light to fhine out of 
darlnefs, χαρά hath fhined in our 
hearts, to illuminate the know- 
ledge of his glory, in the perfon 
of fefus Chriit. 7 But we have 
this treafure in earthen veffels, 
that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us. 
8 We are troubled on every 
fide, yet not diftreffed ;  per- 
plexed, but not in defpair; 9 
Perfecuted, but not forfaken ; 
«αὶ down, but not deftroyed ; 
10 Always bearing about in the 
body, the dying of the Lord 
Jefus, that the life alfo of Jefus 
Chrift might be made manifeft in 
our body. τι For we which 
live, are always delivered unto 
death for Jefus fake, that the life 
alfo of Jefus Chrit might be 
made manifeft in our mortal 
flefh. 12 So death worketh in 
us, but life in you. 13 We 
having the ‘fame fpirit of faith, 
according as it is written, I be- 
lieved, and therefore have I 
fpoken: we alfo believe, and 
therefore fpeak ; 14 Knowing, 
that he who raifed up the Lord 
Jefus, fhall raife up us alfo with 
Jefus, and fhall prefent vs with 


you. 15 For all things are for 
your fakes, that the abun- 
dant grace, might, through 


the thank{giving of many, re- 
dound to the glory of God. 16 
For which caufe we faint not, 
but though our outward man 
per fh, yet our inward man is 
rencwed day by day. 17 For our 

ligh¢

light and fhort affliction, which 
is but for a moment, worketh 
for us a far more exceeding eter- 
nal weight of glory; 18 While 
we look not at the things which 
are feen, but at the things which 
are not feen: tor the things 
which are feen, are temporal ; 
but the things which are not feen, 
eternal. 

V. For we know, that if our 
earthly houle of thzs tabernacle 
were diffolved, that we have a 
building of God, an houfe not 
made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens. 2 For inthis we grone 
earneftly, defiring to be clothed 
upon with our houfe which is 
from heaven: 3 If fo be that 
being unclothed, we fhall not be 
found naked. 4 For we that 
are in this tabernacle do grone, 
being burdened : inafmuch as 
we would not be unclothed, but 
clothed upon, that mortality may 
be {wallowed up of life. 5 Now 
he that worketh us for the felf- 
fame thing, is God, who hath 
given unto us the earneft of the 
Spirit, 6 Therefore we are al- 
ways confident, knowing that 
whilft we are at home in the 
body, we are abfent from God. 
~ For we walk by faith, not by 
fight. 8 We are confident, and 
willing rather to be abfent from 
the body, and to be prefent with 
God. g Wherefore we labour, 
that whether prefent or abfent we 
may be accepted of him, 10 
For we muit all appear before 
the judgment-feat of Chrift, that 
every one may receive the things 
done by his body, what he hath 
done, whether good or bad. 
11 Knowing therefore the terror 
of the Lord, we perfuade men; 
but we are made manifeit unto 
God, and I truft alfo, are made 
maanifeft in your confciences. 
12 For we commend not our 


¢ 


felves again unto you, but give 
you occafion to glory on our be- 
half, that you may have {ome- 
what for them which glory in 
appearance, and not in heart. 
12 For whether we be befides our 
{elves, 1} is for God: or whether 
we be fober, ἐξ zs for your caufe.. 
14 For the love of Chriit con- 
ftraineth us, becaufe we thus 
judge, that if one died for all, 
then were all dead: 15 And 
he died for all, that they who 
live, fhould not henceforth live 
unto themfelves, bat unto him 
who died for them, and rofe 
again, 16 Wherefore henceforth 
know we no man after the fleth: 
though we have known Chrut 
after the flefh, yet now henceforth 
know we fim no more after the 
flefh. 17 Therefore if any man 
be in Chrift, δὲ ἢ a new crea- 
ture: old things are μα awav, 
behold they are become new. 
18 And all things are of God, 
who hath reconciled us to him- 
felf by Chrift, and hath given 
to us the minifiry of reconcilia+ 
tion; 19 ‘To wit, that God 
was in Chriit, reconciling the 
world unto himfelf, not imputing 
their trefpaffes unto them ; and 
hath committed unto us the word 
of the gofpel of reconciliation. 
20 Now then we are ambafla- 


dors for Chrift, as though God 


did befeech by us: we pray in 
Chrifl’s ftead, be ye reconciled 
unto God. 21 He hath made 
him fin for us, who knew no 
fin ; that we might be made the 

righteoufnefs of God in him. 
VI. We fellow-workers ex- 
horting you, Receive not the 
grace of God in vain: 2 For 
he faith, I have heard thee in 
a time accepted, and in a day of 
falvation have 1 fuccoured thee : 
behold, now zs the accepted time; 
behold, now the day of falva- 
’ tion. 
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tion. 3 Giving no offence in 
any thing, that our miniftry be 
not blamed: 4 But in all things 
approving our felves as the mini- 
fiers of God, in much patience, 
in afflictions, in neceflities, in di- 
ftrefles, ς In ftripes,-in impri- 
fonments, in tumults, in labours, 
in watchings, in failings, 6 In 
purity, in knowledge, in long- 
juffering, in kindnefs, in the 
Holy Ghoit, in love unfeigned, 
7 In the word of truth, in the 


power of God, in the armour of 


righteoufnels, on the right hand, 
and on the left, 8 By honour 
and difhonour, by evil report and 
good report: as deceivers, and 
true; g As unknown, and well 
known; as dying, and behold, 
we live; as chaitned, and not 
killed ; to As forrowful, yet 
alway rejoicing; as poor, yet 
making many rich; as having 
nothing, and poflefiing all things. 
11 O ye Corinthians, our mouth 
is open unto you, our heart is 
enlarged. 12 Ye are not {trait- 
ned in us, but ye are ftraitned in 
your own bowels. 13 Now for 
a recompence in the fame, 1 
fpeak as unto children, be ye 
alfo enlarged, 14 Beye not un- 
equally yoked together with un- 
believers: for what fellowfhip hath 
righteou{nefs with unrighteouf{nefs? 
or what communion hath light 
with darknefs? τς And what 
concord iiath Chrift with Belial ? 
or what part hath he thatbelieveth, 
with an infidel? 16 And what 
agreement hath the temple of 
God with idols? for we are the 
temple of the living God; for God 
faith, I will dwell in them, and 
wallx in them; and t will be their 
God, and they hall be my peo- 
ple. 17 Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye fe- 
parace, faith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing ; 


and I will receive you, 18 And 
will be a Father unto you, and 
ye fhall be my fons and daugh- 
ters, faith the Lord Almighty. 
VII. Having therefore thefe 
promifes, dearly beloved, let us 
cleanfe our felves from all filthi- 
nefs of flefh and fpirit, perfeét- 
ing holinefs in the fear of God. 
2 Receive us: we have wronged 
no man, we have corrupted no 
man, we have defrauded no man. 
3 I {peak not this to condemn 


you : for I have faid before, that 


you are in our hearts to die and 
live with you. 4 Great is my 
boldnefs of fpeech toward you, 
great zs my glorying of you: 
jam filled with comfort, [ am 
exceeding joyful in our mani- 
fold tribulation. 5 For when we 
were come into Macedonia, our 
fiefh had no refit, but we were 
troubled on every fide ; without 
fightings, within fears. 6 Never- 
thelefs, God that comforteth thofe 
that are caft down, comforted us 
by the coming of Titus: 7 And 
not by his coming only, but by 
the confolation wherewith he was 
comforted in you, when he told 
us your earneit defire, your 
mourning, your fervent mind 
toward me; fo that I rejoiced 
the more. 8 For thougn 1 made 
you forry with my epiltle, I do 
not repent, though 1 did repent : 
for 1 perceive that the fame epi- 
{tle made you forry, though but 
for a feafon, 9 I rejoice, not 
that ye were made forry, but 
that ye forrowed to repentance : 
for ye were made forry alter a 
godly mznner, that ye mignt re- 
ceive damage by us in nothing. 
10 For godly forrow worketh 
repentance to falvyation not to be 
repented of: but the forrow of 
the world worketh death. 11 
For behold, this felf-fame thing 
that ye forrowed after a godly 

fort, 
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fort, what carefulne fs it wrought 
in you, yea, clearing of your 
felves, yea, indignation, yea, fear, 
yea, vehement defire, yea, zeal, 
yea, revenge! in all things ye 
have approved your felves to be 
clear in this matter. 12 Where- 
fore though‘I wrote unto you, It 
was not for his caufe that had 
done the wrong, nor for his 
caufe that fuffered wrong, but 
that our care for you in the 
fight of God might appear unto 
you. 13 Therefore we were 
comforted. In our comfort we 
exceedingly the more joyed for 
the joy of Titus, becaufe his fpi- 
rit was refrefhed by youall. 14 
For if I haye boatted any thing 
to him of you, I am ποῖ 
afhamed ; but as we fpake all 
things to you in truth, even fo 
our boafting unto Titus is found 
atruth. τς And his inward af- 
fection is more abundant toward 
you, whilft he remembereth the 
obedience of you all, how with 
fear and trembling you received 
him. 16 | rejoice therefore that 
I have confidence in you in all 
things. 

VIIf. Moreover, brethren, we 
make known to you the grace of 
God beftowed on the churches of 
Macedonia: 2 How that in a 
great trial of affiiétion, the abun. 
dance of their joy, and their 
deep poverty abounded unto the 
riches of their liberality. 3 For 
to their power 1 bear record, yea, 
and beyond their power they were 
willing of themfelves, 4 Pray- 
img us with much intreaty, that 
eve would accept the gift, and the 
fellowfhip of the miniitring to 
the faints. 5 And this, not as 
we hoped; but firit gave their 
own felves to the Lord, and unto 
‘us by the will of God 6 Info. 
much that we have defired Titus, 
that as he had begun, fo he 


would alfo finifh in you the fame 
grace alfo. 7 Therefore as ye 
abound in every thing, in faith, 
in utterance, and knowledge, and 
in all diligence, and in your love 
to us ; that ye abound in this 
grace alfo. 8 I fpeak not by 
commandment, but on account of 
the forwardnefs of others, and to 
prove the fincerity of your love. 
9 For ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, that though he 
was rich, yet for your fakes he 
became poor, that ye through his 
poverty might berich. 10 And 
herein [ give advice: for this is 
expedient for you, who have be- 
gun before, not only to do, but 
alfo to be forward a year ago. 
11 Now therefore perform the 
doing of it; that as there was a 
readinefs to will, fo there may be 
a performance alfo out of that 
which you have. 12 For if 
there be firfta willing mind, iz zs 
accepted according to that a man 
hath, not according to that he 
hath not. 13 For not that other 
men be eafed, and you burdened : 
14 Bat by anequality, that now 
at this time your abundance may 
be for their want, that their abun- 
dance alfo may be:for your want, 
that there may be equality, 15 
As it is written, He that Aad 
much, had nothing over; and 
he that Fad little, had no Jack. 
16 But thanks 4e.to God, who 
put the fame earneit care into 
the heart of Ticus for you. 17 
For indeed he accepted the ex- 
hortation, but being more for- 
ward, of his own accord he went 
unto you. 18 And we have fent 
with him the brother, whofe 
praife is in the gofpel, throughout 
all the churches: 19 And not 
that only, but he was alfo chofen 
of the churches to travel with us 
with this grace which is admini- 


fired by us to the glory of the 
Tord, 
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Lord, and of your ready mind, 
20 Avoiding this, that no man 
fhould blame us in this abun- 
dance which is adminiftred by us : 
21 For providing to do honeft 
things, not only in the fight of 
the Lord, but alfo in the fight of 
men. 22 And we have {ent 
with them our brother, whom 
we have oftentimes proved dili- 
gent in many things, but now 
much more diligent, upon the 
great confidence towards us. 23 
Whether for Titus, Je zs my 
partner, and fellow-helper con- 
cerning you: or for our bre- 
thren, they are the meffengers of 
the churches, the glory of Chritft. 
24 Shewing thereby to them, 
and before the churches, the proof 
of your love, and of our boatt- 
ing on your behalf. 

IX. For as touching the mini- 
{tring τὸ the faints, it is fuper- 
fluous for me to write to you. 
2 ForI know the forwardnefs of 
your mind, for which I boaft of 
you to them of Macedonia, that 
Achaia was ready a year ago ; 
and your zeal hath provoked very 
many. 3 Yet have we fent the 
brethren, left our boafting of you 
fhould be in vain in this behalf ; 
that, as I faid, ye may be ready ; 
4 Left haply if they of Macedo- 
nia come with me, and find you 
unprepared, and we, that we fay 
not, you, fhould be afhamed in 
this fame confidence. 5 There- 
fore I have thought it neceffary 
to exhort the brethren, that they 
would go before unto you, and 
make up beforehand your bounty, 
which had been promifed before, 
that the fame might be ready, as 
bounty, and not as covetoufnefs. 
6 But thus, He who foweth {pa- 
ringly, fhall reap alfo fparingly : 
and he who foweth bountifully, 
fhall reap bountifully. 7 Every 
man according as he purpefeth in 


his heart ; not grudgingly, or of 
neceflity : for God loveth a cheer- 
ful giver. 8 And God js able 
to make all grace abound to- 
wards you; that ye always hav- 
ing all fufficiency in all things, 
may abound to every good work : 
9. As it is written, He hath dif- 
perfed abroad ; he hath given to 
the poor: his righteoufnels re- 
maineth for ever. τὸ Now he 
that miniftreth feed to the fower, 
will both minifter bread for your 
food, and will multiply ycur feed 
fown, and will increafe the 
fruits of your righteoufnefs. 11 
Being enriched in every thing 
to all bountifulnefs, which 
caufeth through us thank{giving 
to God. 12 For the adminiftra- 
tion of this fervice, nct only fup- 
plieth the want of the faints, but 
1s abundant alfo by many thank{- 
givings unto God; 13 Whiles 
by the experiment of this mini- 
ftration, they glorify God for 
your profeffed fubjeGion unto 
the gofpel of Chriit, and for 
your liberal diftr‘bution unto 
them, and unto ali men. 14 
And by their prayer for you, 
which long after you for the ex- 
ceeding grace of God in you. 
ts Thanks ἐδ unto God for his 
unfpeakable gift. 

X Now 1 Paul my felf be- 
feech you, by the mecknefs and 
gentlenefs of Chrift, who in pre- 
ience am bafe among you, but 
being abfent am bold toward you. 
2 But I befeech you, that I may 
not be bold when F am prefent, 
with that confidence wherewith I 
think to be bold againft fome 
who think of us, as if we walked 
according to the flefh. 3 For 
though we walk inthe flefh, we 
do not war after the flefh ; 4 For 
the weapons of our warfare are 
not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of 

FE {trong 
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firong holds, ς Cafting down ima- 
Zinations, and every high thing 


that exalteth it felf againft the 


knowledge of God, and capti- 
vating every thought, and bring- 
ing it unto the obedience of 
Chrift: 6 And having in rea- 
dinefs to revenge all obedience, 
when your obedience is fulfillea. 
7 Do ye look on things after 
the outward appearance? if any 
man (τὰ to himfelf, that he is 


Chrift’s fervane, let him of him-~ 


felf think this again, that as he 
gs Chrift’s, even fo ave we Cariil’s. 
8 For though I fhould boalt fome- 
what more of our authority, which 
God hath given for edification, 
and not for your deftruction, 1 
fhould not beafhamed: 9g That 
we may not fecm to terrify you 
by epiftles. 10 For the epiltles 
{fayshe) are weighty and power- 
ful, but bodily preience weak, 
and fpeech contemptible. 11 
Let fuch an one think this, that 
fuch as we are in word by let- 
ters, when we are abfent, fuch 
ewill we be alfo in deed, when we 
are prefent. 12 For we dare 
not make our felves of the num- 
ber, or compare our felves with 
thofe that commend themfelves : 
but they ave meafuring them- 
Selves by themfelves, and com- 
paring themfelves amongft them- 
felves, 
of things without oxr meafure, 
but according to the meafure of 
the rule which God hath diftri- 
buted to us, a meafure to reach 
even unto you. 14 For we 
ftretch not our felves too far, as 
though we reached not unto you ; 
for we are come as far as to you 
alfo, inthe gofp.l of Chrift: 15 
Not boatting of things without the 
meaiure of othcr mens labours ; 
but having hope, when your 
faith is increafed, that we fhall 
be enlarged by you according to 


our rule abundantly, 
preach the gofpel in the places

12 But we will not boaft. 


16 To 


beyond you, not to boaft in an- 
other man’s line, of things made 
ready to our hand, 17 But he 


‘that glorieth, Jet him giory in 


the Lord. 18 For not he that 
cummendeth himfelf is approved, 
but whom the Lord commendeth. 

ΧΙ. Would to God you could 
bear with me in a lictle piece of 


folly ; and indeed bear with me. 


2 For I am jealous over you 
with godly jeaioufy : for I have 
efpoufed you to one hufband, 
that I may prefent you a chatte 
virgin to Chri. 3 But U fear 
left by any means, as the ferpent 


_ beguiled Eve through his {ubtulty, 
“your minds fhould be corrupted 


from the. fimplicity. and purity 


ithac is in Chrift. 4 For if he 
‘that cometh, preacheth another 
᾿ Jefus whom we have not preached, 
. or ye receive another {pirit, which 


ye have not received, or another 


_gofpel which ye have not ac- 


cepted, you would fairly fuffer 
5 For | fuppoie-I have 


hind the very chief apoftles. 6 
But though I be rude in fpeech, 
yet not in knowledge; but we 
have been throughly made- mani- 
feft among you in all things. 7 


‘ Have 1 committed an offence in 
_abafing my felf that you might 
- beexalted, becaufe I have preach- 


ed to you the gofpel of God free- 
ly = 8 I robbed other churches, 
taking wages, to do you fervice. 
g And when 1 was pretfent with 
you and wanted, I was charge- 


‘able to no man: for that which 


was lacking to me, the brethren 
who came from Macedonia, fup- 
plied: and in all things I have 
kept my felf from being burden- 
fom unto you, and will keep my 
ΜΡ τὸ As the truth of Chritt 
is in me, no man fhall flop 
ο 
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of this boafting in the regions:of 


Achaia. 11 Wherefore? becaufe 
1 love you not? God knosweth. 


12 But-yvhat I do, chat I will 
do, thac 1 may cut off occation 


from them which defire occafion, 
that wherein they glory, they 
may be found even as we. 13 
For fuch are talfe apoitles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming 


themielves into the apoltles of 


Chritt, 14 And no marvel. for 
Satan himielf is transformed into 
an angel of light. 15 dis no 
great thing if his minilters alfo 
be transformed as the minilters 
of righteou(nefs ; whofe end-fial! 
be according to their works. 1 6 


I fay again, Let no man think Ὁ 
me a fool; if otherwife, yet as 


a fool receive me, that I may 
boait my felf a little. 17 That 
which { {peak, I fpeak ἐξ not 


after the Lord, but as it: were | 
foolifhly in this confidence of 


boalting. 18 Seeing that ma- 
ny glory after the flefh, I will 
glory alfo. 19 For ye fufter 
tools gladly, feeing ye are witc. 
20 For ye fuffer it, 1f a man 
bring you into bondage, if a 
man devour you, if aman take 
of you, if aman exalt himielf, 1f 
aman fmite youon the face. 21 
1 {peak as concerning reproach, 
as though we had been weak in 
this part : howbeit, whereinfo- 
ever any is bold, I fpeak toolifh- 
ly, I am bold allo. 22 Are 
they Hebrews? fo am I: are 
they Lfraelites? fo am I: are 
they the feed of Abraham ? fo 
am 1: 23 Are they miniilers 
of Chriit? I fpeak as a fool, I 
am more: in labours more abun- 
dant, in prifons more frequent, in 
ftripes above meafare, in deaths 
oft. 24 Of the Jews five times 
received I forty frites fave one. 
25 ‘Ihrice was I beaten with 


rods, once was I'ftoned, thrice I 
fuffered fhipwreck ; a night and 
a day I have been in the deep: 
26 In journeyings often, in perils 
of waters, in perils of robbers, in 
perils by countrymen, in perils 
by the heathen, in perils in the 
city, in perils in the wildernefs, 
in perils in the fea, in perils 
among falfe brethren; 27 
In wearinefs and painfulnefs, 
in watchings often, in hunger 
and thirit, in faftings often, in 
cold andnakednefs. 28 Befides 
the things that are without, that 
which | confider of daily, the fol- 
licitude for all the churches. 29 
Who is weak, and I am not 
weak ? who is offended, and I 
burn not? 30 If I muft needs 
glory, 1 will glory of the things 
which concern mine infirmities. 
3t The God of Ifrael, and the 
Father of our Lord Jefus Chrift, 
who is blefled for evermore, 
knoweth that Tlie not. 32 In 
Damatcus .the governor under 
Aretas the king, kept the city 
of the Damafcenes with a gari- 
fon, to apprehend me: 33 
And through a window in a 
bafket was I let down by the 
wall, and efcaped his hands. 
ALT. Itis not expedient doubt- 
lefs to glory : I will come to vi- 
fions and revelations of the Lord. 
2 I ltnew aman in Chrift fourteen 
years ago, whether in the body, 
I cannot tell ; or whether out of 
the body, I cannot tell: God 
knoweth : fuch an one caught 
up to the third heaven. 3 And 
I knew fuch a man, whether in 
the body, or out of the body, I 
cannot tell: God knoweth : 4 
How that he was caught up into 
paradife, and heard un{peakable 
words, which it is not lawful for 
aman to utter. ς Of fuch an 
one will I glory : yet of my felf 
F 2 1 will 
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I will not glory, but in mine in- 
firmities. 6 For though I would 
defire to glory, 1 fhall not bea 
fool ; for I will fay the truth : 
but I forbear, left any man fhould 
think of me above that which 
he feeth me 70 de, or that he hear- 
eth of me. 7 And left I fhould 
be exalted above meafure through 
the abundance of the revelations, 
there was given to me a thorn in 
the flefh, a meffenger of Satan 
to buffet me. 8 For this thing I 
befought the Lord thrice, that it 
might depart from me. g And 
he faid unto me, My grace 1s 
fufficient for thee : for ftrength is 
made perfect in weaknefs. Mott 
gladly therefore will I rather glo- 
ry in my infirmities, that the 
power of Chrift may reft upon me. 
10Therefore I take pleafure in in- 
firmities, in reproaches, in necefli- 
ties, in perfecutions, in diftreffes 
for Chrift’s fake: for when I am 
weak, then am I ftrong. 11 
I am become a fool; ye have 
compelled me: for I ought to 
have been commended of you: for 
In nothing am I behind the very 
chief apoitles, though I be no- 
thing. 12 Truly the figns of an 
apoftle were wrought among you 
in all patience, in figns, and 
wonders, and mighty deeds. 13 
For what is it wherein ye were 
inferior to other churches, ex- 
cept that I my felf was not bur- 
denfom to you? forgive me this 
wrong. 14 Behold, this third 
time | am ready to come to you; 
and I will not be burdenfom to 
you ; for I feek not yours, but 
you: for the children ought not 
to lay up for the parents, but the 
parents for the children. 15 And 
1 will very gladly {pend and be 
fpent for you: the more abun- 
dantly I love you, the lefs I am 
beloved. 16 But bz it fo, I did 


not burden you: neverthelefs, be- 
ing crafty, I caught you with 
guile. 17 Did I make a gain of 
you by any of them whgrn I fent 
unto you? 18 1 defired Titus, 
and with Aim I fent a brother : 
did Titus make a gain of you? 
walked we not in the fame {pi- 
rit ? not in the fame fleps? 19 
Again, think you that we excule 
our felves unto you? we {peak 
before God in Chrift: but all 
things, dearly beloved, are for 
your edifying. 20 For I fear 
Jeit when I come I fhall not find 
you fuch as I would, and I fhall 
be found unto you fuch as ye 
would not: left there be debates, 
envyings, wraths, ftrifes, back- 
bitings, whifperings, {wellings, 
tumults: 21 Left when I come 
again unto you, my God will 
humble me, and that I fhall be- 
wail many who had finned before, 
and have not repented of the un- 
cleannefs, and fornication, and 
lafcivioufnefs which they have 
committed. 
XIII. This zs the third time 
I am coming to you: In the 
mouth of two or three witnefles 
fhall every word be eftablithed. 
2 For I told you before, and 
foretell as being prefent the fe- 
cond time, and being abfent now 
to them who heretofore have 
finned, and to all other, that if 
I come again, I will not fpare: 
3 Since ye feek a proof of Chriit 
{peaking in me, which to you- 
ward is not weak, but is mighty 
in you. 4 For he was crucified 
through weaknefs, yet he liveth 
by the power of God: For we 
alfo are weak in him, but we 
fhall live by the power of God 
toward you. 5 Examine your 
felves, whether ye be in the 
faith ; prove your own {elves : 
know ye not your own ete 
that 
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that Jefus Chrift is in you, ex- 
cept ye be reprobates? 6 But 1 
truit that ye fhall know that we 
are not reprobates. 7 Now I 
pray to God that ye do no evil; 
not that we fheuld appear ap- 
proved, but that ye fhould do 
that which is honeft, though we 
be as reprobates. 8. For we can 
do nothing againft the truth, but 
for the truth. g For we are 
glad when we are weak, and ye 
are {trong : and this allio we with, 
your perfection, 10° Thereiore 
I write thefe things being abfent, 


left being prefent, I fhould ufe 
fharpnefs, according to the power 
which the Lord hath given me to 
edification, and not to deftruction. 
11 Finally, brethren, farewell: 
be perfect, be of good comfort, 
be unanimous, live in peace 3 
and the God of love.and peace 
fhall be with you. 12 Greet 


-one another with an holy kifs, 


13 All the faints falute you. 
14 The grace of the Lord Jefus 
Chrift, and the love of God, and 
the communion of the Holy 
Ghoft, ἐδ with you all; Amen. 


The Epiftle of PAUL the Apoftle to the 
GALATIANS. 


CHAP. I. 
AU L an apoftle, not of 
men, neither by man, but 
by Jefus Chrift, and God the 
Father, who raifed him from the 


dead, 2 And all the brethren 
who are with me, unto the 
churches of Galatia: 3 Grace 


be to you, and peace from God 
the Father, and our Lord Jefus 
Chrift, 4 Who gave himfelf for 
our fins, that he might deliver 
us from this pielent evil world, 
according to the will of God, 
and our Father: 5 ΤῸ whom 
be glory for ever and ever, 
Amen. 6 I marvel that ye are 
fo focn removed from me that 
cailed you into the grace of Jefus 
Chrift, unto another gofpel: 7 
Which is not another ; out there 
be fome that trouble you, ard 
would pervert the gofpel of Chrift. 
8 But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other 
gofpel unto you, than that which 
we have preached unto you, let 
him be accurfed. g As we {aid 


befcre, fo fay I now again, if 
any one preach any other go(pel 
unto you, than that ye have re- 
ceived, let him be accarfed. τὸ 
For do I now periuade men, or 
God? or do 1 feek to pleafe 
men ? If I yet pleafed men, I 
fhould not be the fervant of Chrift. 
11 For I certify you, brethren, 
that the gofpel which was preach- 
ed of me, isnot after man, 12 
For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by 
the revelation of Jefus Chrift. 
13 For ye have heard of my 
converfation in time paft, in the 
Jews religion, that beyond mea- 
{ure I perfecuted the church of 
God, and wafted it: 14 And 
profited in the Jews religion 
above many my equals in mine 
own nation, being more ex- 
ceedingly zealous of the traditions 
of my fathers. 15 But when it 
pleafed God, who feparated me 
from my mothers womb, and 
called me by his grace, 16 To 
reveal his Son in me, that I 

might 
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might preach him among the 
heathen ; immediately I confer- 
red not with flefh and blood: 17 
Neither went I up to Jerufalem, 
to them who were apottles before 
me: but I went into Arabia, and 
returned again unto Damat{cus, 
18 Then after three years I went 
up to Jerufalem, to fee Peter, 
and abode with him fifteen days. 
19 But other of the apoftles faw 
I none, fave James the Lord’s 
brother. 20 Now the things which 
I write unto you, behold, before 
God, I lie not. 21 Afterwards 
I came into the regions of Syria 
and Cilicia: 22 And was un- 
known by face unto the churches 
of Judea, which were in Chiilt : 
23 But they had heard only, 
That he which perfecuted us in 
times paft, now preacheth the 
faith which once he deftroyed. 
24And they glorified God in me. 
II. Then fourteen Years after, 
I went up again to Jerufalem, 
with Barnabas, and took Titus 
with me alfo. 2 And I went up 
by revelation, and communicated 
unto them that gofcel which I 
preach among the Gentiles, but 
privately to them who were of 
reputation, left by any means I 
fhould run, or had run in vain. 
3 But nether Titus, who was 
with me, being a Greek, was 
compelled to be circumci ed : 
And that becaufe of faife brethren 
unawares brought in, who came 
in privily to fpy cut our liberty, 
which we have in Chrift Jefus, 
that they might bring us into 
bondage: 5 We gave place by 
fubje&tion, xo not tor an hour ; 
that the truth of the gofpel might 
continue with you. 6 But of 
thefe, who feemed to be fome- 
what: whatfoever they were, it 
maketh no matter to me ; God 
accepteth no man’s perfon: for 
they who feemed to be fomewhat, 


in conference added nothing to 
me. 7 But contrariwife, when 
they faw that the gofpel of the 
uncircumcifion was committed 
unto me, as that of the circum- 
cifion was unto Peter; 8 For he 
that wrought effectually in Peter 
to the apoitlefhip of the circum- 
cifion, the fame was mighty in 
me towards the Gentiles. g And 
when Peter, James, and John, 
who feemed to be pillars, per- 
ceived the grace that was given 
unto me, they gave to me and 
Barnabas the right hands of fel- 
lowfhip ; that we /bould go unto 
the heathen, and they unto the 
circumcifion. 10 Only that we 
fhould remember the poor ; the 
fame which I alfo was forward 
todo, 11 But when Peter was 
come to Antioch, I withftood him 
to the face, becaufe he was to be 
blamed. 12 For before that cer- 
tain came from James, he did eat 
with the Gentiles : but when they 
were come, he withdrew, and 
feparated himfelf, fearing them 
who were of the circumcifion. 
13 And the other Jews diffem- 
bled likewife with him ; info- 
much that Barnabas alfo was car- 
ried away with their diffimula- 
tion. 14 But when I faw that 
they walled not uprightly, ac- 
cording to the truth of the go- 
fpel, I faid unto Peter before all, 
If thon, a Jew, liveft after the 
manner of Gentiles, and not as 
do the Jews. How compellett 
thou the Gentiles to live as do 
the Jews? 15 We Jews by na- 
ture, and not finners of the Gen- 
tiles; 16 And knowing that a 
man is not juftified by the works 
of the law, but by the faith of 
Jefus Chrift, even we have be- 
lieved in Jefus Chrift; that we 
might be juftified by the faith of 
Chrift, and not by the works of. 
the law: for by the works as 

the 
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the law fhall no flefh be juftified. 
17 But if while we feek to be 
jultified by Chri, we ourfelves 
alfo are found finners, zs then 
Chrift the minifter of fin? By 
no means. 18 For if I build a- 
gain the things which I deftroyed, 
1 make myfelf a tranfgreflor. 19 
For I through the Jaw am dead 
to the law, that I might live un- 
to God. 20 Iam crucified with 
Chrift : Neverthelefs I live ; yet 
not I, but Chrift liveth in me : 
and the life which 1 now live in 
the ἤει, I live by the faith of 
the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himfelf for me. 21 I 
do not fruftrate the grace of God : 
for if righteoufnefs de by the law, 
then Chrift is dead in vain. 

III. O foolith Galatians, who 
hath bewitched you ? before whofe 
eyes Jefus Chriit hath been evi- 
dently fet forth, crucified among 
you. 2 This only would I learn 
of you, received ye the Spirit by 
the works of the law, or by the 
hearing of Faith? 3 Are ye fo 
foolifh ? having begun in the 
Spirit, are ye now made perfect 
by the flefh? 4 Have ye fuffer- 
ed fo many things in vain ὃ if ἐ 
be yetin vain. 5 He therefore 
that miniftreth to you the Spirit, 
and worketh miracles among you, 
is it by the works of the law, or 
by the hearing of faith ? 6 Even 
as Abraham believed God, and 
it was accounted to him for righ- 
teoufnefs. 7 Know ye therefore, 
that they which are of faith, the 
fame are the children of Abra- 
ham. 8 And the {cripture fore- 
feeing that God would juttify the 
heathen through faith, preached 
before the gofpel unto Abraham, 
In thee fhall all nations be blef- 
fed. g So then, they who be of 
faith, are bleffed with faithful 
Abraham, 10 For as many as 
are of the works of the law, are 


under the curfe: fo: it is written, 
Curfed ἧς every one that conti- 
nueth not in all things which are 
written in the book of the law 
todo them. 11 But that no man 
is juiiiied by the law in the fighe 
of God, is evident: For it is 
written, that The juit-thall live 
by faith, 12 And the law. is 
not of faith: but, He that doth 
them, fhall live in them. 13 
Chrift hath rede: med us from the 
curfe of the law, being made a 
curfe for us: It is written, Curfed 
is every one that hangeth ona 
tree: 14 That the blefling of 
Abraham might come on the Gen- 
tiles through Jefus Chrift ; that 
we might receive the promile of 
the Spirit through faith. 15 
Brethren, I {peak after the man- 
ner of men ; ‘Though it be but 
a man’s covenant, yet if it be 
confirmed, no man difannulleth, 
or addeth thereto. 16 Now to 
Abraham and his feed were the 
promifes made. He {faith not, 
And to feeds, as of many ; but 
asof one, And to thy feed, who 
is Chrift. 17 And this I fay, 
The covenant that was confirmed 
before of God in Chrift, the law 
which was four hundred and 
thirty years after, cannot difan- 
nul, that it fhould make the pro- 
mife of. none effect. 18 For if 
the inlieritance de of the law, it 
is no more of promife : but God 
gave z#to Abraham by promife. 
19 Wherefore then is the law ὃ 
It was added becaule of tran{gref- 
fions, till the feed fhould come, 
to whom the promife was made ; 
ordained by angels in the hand 
of a mediator. 20 Now ἃ me- 
diator is not of one; but God is 
one. 21 Js the law then againft 
the promifes of God ? God for- 
bid: for if there had been a law 
given which could have given life, 
verily righteoulnefs fhould have 
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been by the law, 22 But the 
{cripture hath concluded all un- 
der fin, that the promife by faith 
of Jefus Chrift might be given to 


them that believe. 23 But before” 


faith came, we were kept under 
the law, fhut up unto the faith, 
which fhould afterwards be reveal- 
ed. 24 Wherefore the law was 
our {chool-maiter, unto Chrift 
Jefus, that we might be juttified 
by faith. 25 But after that faith 
as come, we are no longer under 
a {chool-mafter. 26 For ye are 
all the children of God by faith 
in Chrift Jefus. 27 For as many 
of you as have been baptized into 
Chrift, have put on Chriit. 28 
There is neither Jew nor Greek, 


there is neither bond nor free,: 


there is neither male nor female : 
for ye are all one in Chrift fefus, 
20 And if ye be one in Chriii 
Jefus, then indeed are ye Abra- 
ham’s feed, and heirs according 
to the promife. 

IV. Now I fay, The heir as 
Jong as he is a child, differeth 
nothing from a fervant, though 
he be lord of all; 2 But is un- 
der tutors and governors, until 
the time appointed of the father. 
3 Even fo we, when we were 
children, were in bondage under 
the elements of the world: 4 
But when the fulnefs of the time 
was come, God fent forth his 
Son, made of a woman, made 
under the law, 5 To redeem 
them that were under the law, 
that we might receive the adop- 
tion of fons. 6 And becaufe ye 
are fons, God hath fent forth the 
Spirit of his Son into your hearts, 
crying, Abba, Father. 7 Where- 
fore thou art no more a fervant, 
but a fon ; and if a fon, then an 
heir of God through Chrift. 8 
Howbeit, then when ye knew 
not God, ye did fervice unto 
them who by nature are no gods. 


9 But now after that ye have 
known God, or rather are known 
of God, how turn ye again to 
the weak and beggarly elements, 
whereunto ye defire again to be 
in bondage ?. τὸ Ye obferve 
days, and months, and times, 
and years. 11 I am afraid of 
you, left 1 have befiowed upon 
you labour in vain. 12 Bre 
thren, 1 befeech you, be as I 
am; forlamasyeare: ye have 
not injured me at all. 13 Ye 
know how through infirmity of 
the flefh I preached the gofpel 
unto you formerly. 14 And my 
temptation which was in my fleth, 
ye deipiied not, nor rejected ; 
but received me as an angel of 
God, as Chri'i Jefus. 15 What 
a bleffedneis yours wa: then? for 
I bear you record, tha: if poffi- 
ble, ye would have plucked out 
your own eyes, and have even 
given them to me, 16 Am I 
therefore become your enemy, 
becaufe I tell you the truth? 17 
They zealoufly affeét you, not 
well ; yea, they would exclude 
you, that you might affect them : 
But be zealous for ihe better gifts. 
18 J¢ is good to be zealoufly af- 
fected always in a good thing, 
and not only when 1 am prefent 
with you. 19 My litle children, 
of whom 1 travail in birth again 
until Chrift be formed in you, 
20 I defire to be prefent with 
you now, and to change my 
voice, for I ftand in doubt of 
you. 21 Tell me, ye that defire 
to be under the law, do ye not 
hear the law? 22 For it is 
written, that Abraham had two 
fons; the one by a bond-maid, 
the other by a free-woman. 23 
But he of the bond-woman, was 
born after the flefh: but he of 
the free-woman by promife. 24 
Which things are allegorized : 
for thefe are two covenants; the 

one 
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one from mount Sinai, which be- 
geiteth children to bondage,which 
is Agar. 25 For this Agar is 
mount Sinai in Arabia, and an- 
fwereth to Jerufalem which now 
is, for fhe is in bondage with her 
children, 26 But Jerufalem which 
is above, is free, which is our 
mother. 27 For it is written, 
Rejoice thou barren that beareit 
not ; break forth and cry, thou 
that travaileft noc: for the defo- 
Jate hath many more children 
than fhe who hath an hufband. 
28 Now we, brethren, as Ifaac 
was, are the children of the pro- 
mife. 2g But as then he that 
was born after the ficth perfecut- 
ed him after the Spirit, even fo 
it is now. 30 Neverthelefs, 
what faith the fcripture ? Catt 
out the bond-woman and her {oa : 
for the fon of the bond woman 
fliall not be heir with my fon I- 
faac. 31 So, Prethren, we are 
not children of the bond-woman, 
but of the free. 

V. Stand [αἴ therefore in the 
liberty wherewith Chrift hath 
made us free, and be not en- 
tangied again with the yoke of 
bondage. 2 Behold, I Paul fay 
unto yon, that if ye be circum- 
cifed, Chrift fhall profit you no- 
thing. 3 For I teitity to every 
man that is circumciied, that he 
is a debter to do the whole law. 
4 Chriit is become of no effect 
unto you ; wholoever of you are 
juttified by the law, ye are fallen 
from grace. 5 Kor we through 
the Spirit wait for the hope of 
righteoufnets by faith. 6 For in 
Jefus Chrift, neither circumcifion 
availeth any thing, nor uncircum.- 
Cifton, but faith which worketh 
by love: 7 Ye did run well, 
who did hinder you, that ye 
fhould not obey the truth? 8 
This perfuafion | zs of me that 


called you. g A little leaven 
corrupteth the whole lump, 10 
I have confidence in you through 
the Lord, that you will be none 
otherwife minded : but he that 
troubleth you, fhall bear δὲ; judg- 
ment, whofoever he be. 11 Ard 
I, brethren, if T preach circum- 
cifion, why do I yer fuffer perfe- 
cution ? then is the offence of the 
crofs ceafed. 12 I would they 
were even cut off who trouble 
you. 13 For, brethren, ye have 
been called unto liberty; only 
wfe not liberty for an occafion of 
the flefh, but by love of the Spi- 
rit jerye one another. 14 For 
all the law is fulfilled in you in 
ene word, Thou fhalt love thy 
neighbour as thy felf. 15 Bat 
if ve biteand devour one another, 
take heed that ye be not confu- 
med one of another. 16 I fay 
then, Walk in the Spirit, and 
ye fhall not fulfil the luft of the 
fiefh. 17 For the flefh lufteth 
againft the Spirit, and the Spiric 


, againit the flefh: For thefe are 


contrary the one to the other; fo 
that ye cannot do the things that 
ye would, 18 But if ye be led 
by the Spirit, ye are not under 
the law. τ Now the works of 
the flefh are manifeft, which are, 
Adultery, fornication, unclean- 
nefs, lacivioufnefs, 20 Idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emu- 
lations, wrath, ftrife, feditions, 
herefies, 21 Envyings, murders, 
drunkennefs, revellings, and fuch 
like : of the which I tell you 
before, as I have al;o told you in 
time patt, that they who do fuch 
things, fha}] not inherit the king- 
dom of God. 22 But the fruit 
of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, 
long-fuffering, gentleneis, good~- 
ne{s, faith, 23 Meeknefs, tem- 
perance, chaftity : againft fuck 
there is no law. 24 And ‘they 
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that are Chrift’s, have crucified 
the flefh,. with the affections and 
luits, 25 If we live in the Spi- 
rit, let us alfo walk in the Spirit. 
26 Let us not be defirous of vain- 
glory, provoking one another, 
envying one another, 

V1. Brethren, if a man be 
overtaken in a fault, ye which 
are fpiritual, reitore fuch an one 
in the {pirit of meeknefs ; confi- 
dering thy felf, left thy felf alfo 
be tempted. 2 Bear ye one ano- 
ther’s burdens, and fo fulfil the 
law of Chrift. 3 For if a man 
think himfelf to be fomething, 
when hc is nothing, he deceiveth 
himfelf. 4 But let every man 
prove his own work, and then 
fhall he have rejoicing in himfelf 
alone, and not in another. 5 For 
every man fhall bear his own 
burden. 6 Let him that is taught 
in the word, communicate unto 
him that teacheth in all 47s goods. 
7 Be not deceived ; God is not 
mocked : for whatfoever a man 
foweth, that fhall he alfo reap. 
8 For he that foweth to his flefh, 
fhall of his flefh reap corruption : 
but he that foweth from the Spi- 
rit, fhall of the Spirit reap life 
everlafting. g And let us not be 
weary in well-doing ; for in due 


feafon we fhall reap, if we faint 
not. 10 As we have therefore 
opportunity, let us do good unto 
all men, efpecially unto them 
who are ‘of the houfhold of faith. 
11 Ye fee how large a letter 1 
have written unto you with mine 
own hand. 12 As many as de- 
fire to make a fair fhew in the 
flefh, they conftrain you to. be 
circumcifed ; only left they fhould 
(ἴεν perfecution for the crofs of 
Chrift. 13 For neither they them- 
felves who are circumcifed, keep 
the law ; but defire to have you 
circumcifed, that they may glory” 
in your flefh. 14 But God for- 
bid that I fhould glory fave in 
the crofs of our Lord Jefus Chrift, 
by whom the world is crucified 
unto me, and 1 unto the world. 
15 For in Chrift Jefus neither 
is circumcifion any thing, nor 
uncircumcifion, but a new crea- 
ture. 16 And as many as walk 
according to this rule, peace ἐφ 
on them, and mercy, avd upon 
the Ifrael of God. 17 From 
henceforth let no man trouble 
me ; for I bear in my body the 
marks of the Lord Jefus Chriit. 
18 Brethren, the grace of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift de in your {pi- 
rit, Amen.

AUL an apoftle of Jéfus 
Chrift, by the will of God, 
to the faints which are 
at 1 Ephefus, and to 
the faithful in Chrift 
Jefus: 2 Grace δε ἴο you, and 
peace from God our Father, and 
the Lord Jefus Chriit. 3 Bleffed 
be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, who hath 
blefled us with all {piritual blef- 
fings in heavenly things in Chrift : 
4 According as he hath chofen 
us in him, before the foundation 
of the world, that we fhould be 
holy, and without blame before 
him in love: 5 Having prede- 
ftinated us unto the adoption of 
children by Jefus Chrift to him- 
{elf, according to the good plea- 
fure of his will, 6 To the praife 
of the glory of his grace, where- 
in he hath made us accepted in 
his beloved Son. 7 In whom 
we have redemption through his 
blood, the forgivenefs of fins, ac- 
cording to the riches of his grace ; 
8 Wherein he hath abounded to- 
ward us in all wifdom and pru- 
dence, g Having made known 
unto us the myftery of his will, 
according to the good pleafure, 
which he hath purpofed in him- 
felf: τὸ That in the di‘penfa- 
tion of the fulnefs of times, he 
would gather together in one all 
things in Chrift, both which are 
in heaven,and which are on earth, 
in him: τι In whom alfo we 
have been called ; being predetti- 
nated according to the purpofe of 
him who worketh all things af- 
ter the counfel of his own will : 
#2 ‘hat we fhould be to the 
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praife of δὲ! glory, who firft ho- 
ped in Chrift. 13 In whom ye 
alfo did fo, after that ye heard the 
word of truth, the goipel of your 
falvation : in whom after that ye 
believed, ye were fealed with that 
holy Spirit of promife, 14 Who 
is the earneft of our inheritance, 
until the redemption of the pur- 
chafed poffeffion, unto the praife 
of his glory. 15 Wherefore I 
alfo, after I have heard of your 
faith in the Lord Jefus Chrift, and 
love unto all the faints, 16 I 
will not ceafe to give thanks for 
you, making mention in my pray- 
ers; 17 That the God of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, the Father of 
glory, may give unto you the 
{pirit of wifdom and revelation, 
in the knowledge of him: 18 
The eyes of your heart being en- 
lightned ; that ye may know 
what is the hope of his calling, 
what the riches of the glory of 
his inheritance in the faints, 19 
And what zs the exceeding great- 
nefs of his power towards you 
who believe, according to the 
working of his mighty power ; 
20 Which he wrought in Chrift, 
when he raifed him from the 
dead, and fet him at his own 
right hand in the heavenly places, 
21 Far above all principality, 
and power, and might, and do- 
minion, and every name that is 
named, not only in this age, but 
alfo in that which is to come : 
22 And hath put all things un- 
der his feet, and gave him the 
head over all things to the church, 
23 Which is his body, the ful- 
nefs of him that filleth all in all.

YI. And you who were dead 
in your trefpafles and fins, 2 
Wherein in time pait ye walked 
according to the courfe of this 
world, according to the prince 
of the power of the air, the fpi- 


rit that now worketh in the chil-— 


dren of difobedience. 3 Among 
whom alfo we all had our con- 
verfation in times palt, in the 
lutts of our flefh, fulfilling the 
defires of the flefh, and of the 
mind ; and were by nature the 
children of wrath, even as others. 
4 But God, who is rich in mercy’, 
for the great love wherewith he 
Joved us, 5 Even when we were 
dead in fins, hath quickned us 
together with Chrift, by whoie 
grace ye are faved. 6 And hath 
railed ws up together, and made 
us fit together in heavenly places 
in Chrift Jefus. 7 That in the 
ages to come he might fhew the 
exceeding riches of his grace, in 
kindnefs towards us, through 
Chrift. 8 For by his grace are 
we faved, through faith; and 
that not of our felves: 7¢ 7s the 
gift of God: 9 Not of works, 
Jeff any man fhou!d boait: τὸ 
For we are his workmanship, 
created in Chrift Jefus unto good 
works, which God ‘hath before 
erdained, that we fhould walk in 
them. 11 Wherefore remember 
that ye were in time paffed Gen 
tiles in the fichh, who are called 
uncircumcifion by that which is 
called the circumcifion in the 
ficth made by hands; 12 That 
at that time ye were without 
Chrift, being aliens from the 
commonwealth of If{rael, and 
flrangers from the covenants of 
promife, having no hope, and 
without God in the world : 13 
But now in Chrift Jefus, ye who 
fometimes were far off, are made 
nigh by the blood of Chrift. 14 


For he is our peace, who hath - 


made both one, end hath broken 
down ‘the middle wall of pasti- 
tion between δ; 35 Having 
abolifhed in his ficfh the enmity, 
the Jaw of commandments, in 
ordinances, for to make in him- 
felf, of twain, one new man, 
making peace ; 16 And that 
he might reconcile both unto 
God in one bedy by the crofs, 
having flain the enmity thereby : 
17 And caine, and preached 
peace to thofe who were afar off, 
and to thofe that were nigh. 18 
For through him we both have 
an accels by one Spirit unto the- 
Father: 19 New therefore ye 
are no more ftangers and foreign- 
ers, but fellow-citizens with the 
faints, and of the houfhold of 
Ged; 20 And are built upon 
the foundation of the apolt'es and 
prophets, Jefus Chritt himfelf 
being the chief corner-flone ; 21 
In whom all the building fitly 
framed together, groweth unto 
an holy temple in the Lord: 22 
In whom you alio are builded 
together for ‘an habitation of God 
through the Spirit. 

I[I. For this caufe, I Paul, 
the prifoner of Chrift, am an 
ambaflador for you Gentiles ; 
2 If ye have heard of the difpen- 
fation of the grace of God, which 
is given me to you-ward; 3 
How that by revelation he’ madé 
Ikaown unto me the myftery, as 
I wrote afore in few words, 4 
Whereby when ye read, ye may 
underfland my knowledge in the 
myltery of Chriit. 5 Which in 
other ages was not made known 
unto the fons of men, as itis now 
revealed unto his holy apoftles 
and prophets by the Holy Spi- 
rit; 6 That the Gentiles fhould 
be fellow- heirs, and of the fame 
body, and partakers of the pro- 
mife in Chrift, by the gofpel ; 
7 Whereof I have been made a 
munuiler, 
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minifter, according to the gift of 
the grace of God given unto me, 
by the effc&ual working of his 
power. 8 Unto me, who am 
lefs than the leaft of all faints, 
is this grace given, that I fhould 
preach among thé Gentiles the 
unfearchable riches of Chrift. Ὁ 
And to make all men fee, what 
is the fellowfhip of the myitery, 
which from the beginning of the 
world, hath been hid in God, 
who creaied all things. τὸ 10 
the intent that now unto the prin- 
cipalities and powers in heavenly 
places, might be known by the 
church’ the manifold wifdom of 
God, 11 According to the eter- 
nal purpofe which he purpofed in 
Ομ Jefus our Lord: 12 In 
whom we have boldnefs and ac- 
eefs with confidence, by the faith 
of him. 13 Wherefore I defre 
that ye faint not at my tribula- 
tions for you, which is your 
glory. 14 For this caufe I bow 
my knees unto the Father of our 
Lord Jefus Chritt, τς Of whom 
the whole family in heaven and 
earth is named, 16 That he 
would grant you, according to 
the riches of his glory, to be 
ftrengthened with might, by his 
Spirit in the inner man; 17 
That Chrift may dwell in your 
hearts by faith; that ye being 
reoted and grounded in love, 18 
May be able to comprehend with 
all faints, what zs the breadih, 
and length, and height, and 
depth; 19 And to know the 
love of Chrift, which paffeth 
knowledge; that ye might be 
hited with all the fulnefs of God. 
20 Now unto him that is able 
to perform exceeding abundantly 
all that we afk or think, according 
to the power that worketh in us, 
21 Unto him 4e glory in the 
church by Chrift Jefus, thronghout 


allages,world withoutend. Amen. 
LV. therefore the prifoner of 
the Lord, belfeech you, that ye 
walle worthy of the vocation 
wherewith ye are called, z 
With all low!inefs and mecknels, 
with long-fuffering, forbearing one 
another in love; 3 Endeavour~ 
ing to keep the unity of the Spi- 
rit, in the bond of peace. 4 
One body, and one Spirit, even 
as ye are called in one hope of 
your calling; ς One Lord, one 
faith, one baptifm, 6 One God 
and Father cf all, who és a- 
bove all, and thrcuzh all, and 
in you all. 7 But unto every 
one of us is given grace accord- 
ing to the meafure of the gift of 
Chrift. 8 Wherefore he faith, 
When he afcended up on high, he 
led a captivity captive, azd gave 
gifts unto men. g Now that he 
aicended, what is it but that he 
alfo defcended into the lower 
parts of the earth? τὸ He that 
defcended, is the fame alfo that 
afcended up far above all hea- 
vens, that he might fill all chings. 
11 And he hath given fome, 
apoftles: and fome, prophets : 
and fome, evangelilts: and fome, 
paitors and teachers 3 12 For 
the perfecting of the faints, for 
the work of the miniltry, for 
the edifying of the body of Chrilt : 
12 Til) we all come in the unity 
of the faith, and of the know- 
ledge of the fon of God, unto a 
perfeét man, unto the meafure of 
the ftature of the fulnefs of Chrift: 
14 That we henceforth be no 
more children, toffed to and fro, 
and carried about with every wind 
of doétrine, by the fleight of men, 
the cunning craftinefs, whereby 
tney lie in wait to deceive: 15 
But {peaking the truth in love, 
may grow up into him in all 
things, who is the head, Chnift : 
: 16 From 
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16 From whom the whole body 
fitly joined together,and compaét- 
ed by that which every joint {up- 
plieth, according to the effectual 
working in the meafure of every 
part, maketh increate of the body, 
unto the edifying of it felf in love. 
17 This I fay therefore, and tefti- 
fy in the Lord, that ye hence- 
orth wall not as the Gentiles 
walk, in the vanity of their 
mind, 18 Having the under- 
ftanding darkned, being alienated 
from the life of God, through 
the ignorance that is in them, 
becauie of the blindnefs of their 
heart: 19 Who defpairing, have 
given themfelves over to lafcivi- 
oufnefs, to work all uncleannets 
and greedinefs, 20 But ye have 
not fo learned Chrift; 21 If fo 
be that ye have heard him, and 
have been taught by him, as the 
truth is in Jefus: 22 That ye 
put off concerning the former 
converfation, the old man, who 
is corrupt according to the de- 
ceitful luft: 23 And be renewed 
in the fpirit of your mind; 24 
And that ye put on the new man, 
who after God ts created in righ- 
teoufnefs, and holinefs, and truth. 
25 Wherefore putting away lying, 
{peak every man truth with his 
neighbour: for we are members 
one of another. 26 Be ye an- 
gry, and fin not: let not the fun 
go down upon your wrath: 27 
Neither give place to the devil. 
28 Let him that ftole, fteal no 
more: but rather let him labour; 
working with his own hands the 
thing which is good, that he may 
have to give to him that need- 
eth, 20 Let no corrupt com- 
munication proceed out of your 
mouth, but that which is good 
to edification of faith : that 
it may minifler grace unto the 
hearers. 30 And grieve not 
the Holy Spirit of God, where- 


by ye are fealed unto the day of 
redemption. 21 Let all bitter- 
nefs, and wrath, and anger, and 
clamour, and evil-{peaking be 
put away from you, with all 
malice. 32 Be ye therefore kind 
One to another, tender-hearted, 
forgiving one another, even as 
God for Chrifl’s fake hath for- 
given us, 

V. Be ye therefore followers 
of God, as dear children; 2 
And walk in love, as Chrilt alfo 
hath loved us, and hath given 
himfelf for us, an offering and a 
facrifice to God, for a {weet- 
fmelling favour. 3 But fornica- 
tion, and all uncleannefs, or co- 
vetoufnefs, let it not be once 
named amongtt you, as becometh 
faints. 4 Neither filthinefs, zor 
foolifh talking, nor jefting, which 
are not convenient: but rather 
giving of thanks. 5 for this 
ye know, that no whoremonger, 
nor unclean perfon, nor covetcus 
man, who is an idolater, hath 
any inheritance in the kingdom 
of Chriit, and of God. 9g Let 
no man deceive you with vain 
words : for becaufe of thefe things 
cometh the wrath of Ged uptn 
the children of difobedience. 7 
Be not ye therefore partakers 
with them. 8 For ye were fome- 
times darknefs, but now light in 
the Lord : walk as children of 
light, g For the fruit of the 
light zs in all goodnefs, and 
righteoufnefs, and truth, 10 
Proving what is acccpiable unto 
God, τι And have no fellow. 
fhip with the unfruitful works of 
darknefs, but rather reprove 
them. 12 For it is a fhame 
even to fpeak of thofe very 
things which are done of them 
in fecret. 13 Butall things chat 
are reproved, are made manilett 
by thelight: for whatfoever doth 
make manifeit, is light. 14 

Wherefore 
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Wherefore he faith, Awake thou 
that fleepeit, and arife from the 
dead, and thou fhalt lay hold on 
Chris. τς See then that ye 
walk circurnfpectly, not as fools, 
but as wife, 16 Redeeming 
the time, becaufe the days are 
evil. 17 Wherefore be ye not 
unwife, but underftanding what 
the will of the Lord zs. 18 And be 
not drunken with wine, where- 
in is exceis; but be filled with the 
Spirit: 19 Speaking to your 
felvesin pfalms, and hymns, and 
fpiritual fongs, finging and mak- 
ing melody in your hearts to the 
Lord, 20 Giving thanks always 
for all things unto God the Fa- 
ther, in the name of our Lord 
Jefus Chrift ; 21 Submitting your 
felves one to another in the fear 
of Chrift Jefus. 22 Wives, fub- 
mit your felves unto your own 
hufbands, as unto the Lord. 23 
For the hufband is the head of the 
wife, even as Chrift is the head 
of the church: He zs the Savi- 
our of the body. 24 Vherefore 
as the church is fubject unto the 
Lord, fo δὲ the wives δὲ to the 
hufbands in every thing. 25 
Hufbands, love your wives, even 
as Chrift alfo loved the church, 
and gave himfelf forit: 26 ‘That 
he might fanétify and cleanfe it 
with the wafhing of wacer, by the 
word, 27 ‘That he might him- 
felf prefent it a glorious church, 
not having fpot or wrinkle, or 
any fuch thing; but that it 
fhould be holy and without 
blemifh. 28 So ought men to 
love their wives, as their own 
body: he that loveth his wife, 
Joveth himfelf. 29 For no man 
ever yet hated his own flefh ; but 
nourifheth and cherifheth it, even 
as Chrift the church: 30 For 
we are members of his body, of 
his flefh, and of his bones. 31 
For this caule fhall a man leave 


his father and mother, and fhall 
be joined unto his wife, and they 
two fhall be one flefh. 32 This 
isa great myftery : but I fpeak 
concerning Chrift and the church. 
33 Neverthelefs, ‘That every one 
of you in particular may love his 
wife even as himfelf ; and that 

the wife reverence the hufband. 
VI. Children, obey your pa- 
rents: for this is right. 2 Ho- 
nour thy father and mother, 
which 15 the firft commandment, 
with promife, 3 That it may 
be well with thee, and thou mayit 
live Jong on the earth. 4 And 
ye fathers, provoke not your 
children to wrath: but bring 
them up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord. 5 Ser- 
vants, be obedient to them that 
are mafters according to the flefh, 
with fear and trembling, in fingle- 
nefs of your heart, as unto 
Chrift: 6 Not with eye-fervice, 
as men-pleafers, but the fervants 
of Chritt, doing the will of God 
from the heart; 7 With good 
will doing fervice, as to the 
Lord, and not to men: 8 
Knowing that whatfocver good 
thing any man doth, the fame 
fhall he receive of the Lord, 
whether bond or free. g And 
ye matters do the fame things 
unto them, forbearing threatning: 
knowing that their and your ma- 
fter alfo is in heaven, neither is 
there refpect of perfons with God. 
10 Finally, Be ftrong in the 
Lord, and in the power of his 
might. 4x1 Put on the whole 
armour of God, that ye may be 
able to ftand againit the wiles of 
the devil. 12 For ye -wreitle 
not againft flefh and blood, 
but againft principalities, againft 
powers, againft the rulers of 
darknefs, againft fpiritual wicked- 
ednefs in high places. 13, Where- 
fore, take unio you the whole 
armour 
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armour of God, that ye may be 
able to with{tand in the evil day ; 
and having doneall, 14 Stand, 
having your loins girt about with 
truth, and having on the breaft- 
plate of righteouinefs; 15 And 
your feet fhod with the prepara- 
tion of the gofpel of peace; 16 
Above all, taking the fhield of 
faith, wherewith ye are able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked, 17 And the helmet of 
falvation, and the {word of the 
Spirit, which is the word of 
God: 18 Praying always, with 
all prayer and {upplication in the 
Spirit, and watching unto him, 
always in fupplication for all the 
faints; 19 And .for me, that 
utterance may be given unto

boldly, to make known the

’ For which Iam an ambaffador 


in bonds: that. therein I may 
{peak boldly, as I ought to fpeak. 
21 But that ye alfo may know 
my affairs, how I do, Tychicus 
ἃ beloved brother and faithful 
minilter in the Lord, fhall make 
them knownto you: 22 Whom 
1 have fent unto you for the fame 
purpofe, that ye might know our 
affairs, and that he might com- 
fort your hearts.

Grace δὲ unto you, and peace 
from God our Father, 3 We 
give thanks to God the Father of 
our Lord Jefus Chrift, praying 
always for you: 4 Since we 
heard of your faith in Chrift 
Jefus, and of the love which ye 
have to allthe faints; 5 For the 
hope which is laid up for you in 
heaven, whereof ye have already 
heard in the Word of the truth 
of the golipel: 6 Which is come 
unto you, asf és in all the world, 
and bringeth forth fruit, and in- 
creafeth, as alio in you, fince the 
cay ye heard ;t, and have ac- 
knowledged the grace of God in 
truth. 7 As ve learned of Epa- 


phras our dear fellow-fervant, 
who is for us a faithful minifter 
of Chrift; 8 Who alfo hath de- 
claredunto us your love in the Spi- 
rit. g For this caufe we alic, 
fince the day we heard it, donot 
ceafe to pray for you, and to de- 
fire that ye might be filled with 
the knowledge of his will, in all 
wifdom and fpiritual underftand- 
ing: 10 That ye might wa:k 
worthy of the Lord unto all plea- 
fing, being fruitful in every good 
work, and increafing in the Know- 
ledge of God; 11 Strengthened 
with all might according to his 
glorious power, unto all patience 
and long-fuffering with joyful- 
nefs; 12 Giving thanks unto 
the Father, who hath called us 
to be partakers of the inheritance 
of the faints in light: 13 Who 
hath delivered us from the pow-

The myftery which hath been

his faints: 27 10whom God 
would make known the riches 
of the glory of this myftery 
among the Gentiles ; which is 
Chrilt in you, the hope of glory : 
28 Whom we preach, warning 
every man, and teaching them 
in all wifdom ; that we may pre- 
fent every man perfeét in Chrift. 
29 Whereunto 1 alfo labour, 
itriving according to his working, 
which worketh in me mightily.

IIT. If ye then be rifen with 
Chrift, feek tho‘e things which 
are above, where Chrift {fit- 
teth on the right hand of God. 
2 Set your affection on things 
above, not on things on the earth. 
3 For ye are dead, and your 
life is hid with Chrift in God. 
4 When Chrift your life fhall 
appear, then fhall ye alfo appear 
with him in glory. § Mortify 
therefore your members which 
are upon the earth; fornication, 
and uncleannefs, inordinate af- 
fection, evil concupifcence, and 
covetoufnefs, which is idolatry : 
6 For which thing’s fake, the 
wrath of God cometh on the 
children of difobedience. 7 In 
the which ye alfo walked fome 
time when ye lived in them. 
8 But now you alfo put off all 
thefe; anger, wrath, malice, 
blafphemy, filthy communication 
out of your mouth. g Lie not 
cne to another, feeing that ye 
have put off the old man with 
his deeds; 10 And have puton 
the new one, which is renewed 
in knowledge, after the image 
of him that created him: 14 
Where there is neither male nor 
female, Greek nor Jew, circum- 
cifion nor uncircumcifion, barba- 
rian and Scythian, bond and free : 
but Chrift zs all, andinall. 12 
Put on therefore as the elect of 
God holy and beloved bowels of 
mercies, alfo kindnefs, humble- 
nefs of mind, meeknefs, longs 
fuffering ; 12 Forbearing one 
another, and forgiving one an- 
ther, if any man have a quarrel 
againit any: even as the Lord 
forgave you, fo alfodo ye. 14 
And above all thefe things, put 
on charity, which is the bond of 
unity. 15 And let the peace of 
Chriit rule in your hearts, to the

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which alfo ye are called in one 
body ; and be ye thankful. 16 
Let the word of Chri dwell in 
you richly in all wildom; teach- 
ing and admonifhing one anocher 
in pialms, hymns, ipiritual jongs, 
finging with grace in your hearts 
to God. 17 Whatfoever ye do 
in word or deed, do all in the 
name of Jefus Chrift, giving 
thanks to God and the Father by 
him. 18 Wives, fubmy your 
felves unto your hufbands, as it 
is fit in the Lord, 19 Hulbands, 
love your wives, and be not bit- 
ter againit them, 20 Children, 
obey your parents in all things : 
for this is well-pleafing in the 
Lord. 21 Fathers, provoke not 
your children to anger, left they 
be difcouraged. 22 Servants, obey 
in all things your maiters accord- 
ing to the flefh; not with eye- 
fervice, as men-pleaiers, but in 
finglenefs of heart, fearing the 
Lord. 23 And whatfoever ye do, 
do it heartily, as to the Lord, 
and not unio men; 24 Know- 
ing, that of the Lord ye fhall 
receive the reward of the inheri- 
tance: ye ferve the Lord Chrilt. 
25 For he that doeth wrong, fhall 
receive for the wrong which he 
hath done: and there is no re- 
{pect of perfons. 

IV. Mafiers, give unto your 
fervants that which 15 juft and 
equal, knowing that ye alfo have 
a Mafter in heaven, 2 Continue 
in prayer, and watch in the 
fame, 3 Wichal, praying alfo 
for us, that God would open unto 
us a door of utterance, to {peak 
the myftery of Chrilt, for which 
lam alfo in bonds: 4 That I 
alfo may make it manifett, as I 
ought to fpeak,. 5 Walk in 
wiidom toward them that are 
Without, redeeming thetime. 6 
Let your fpeech de alway with 
grace, feafoned with falt, that 


ye may know how ye ought to 
an{wer every man. 7 Ail my 
tiate fhall Tychichus declare unto 
you, who zs a beloved brother, 
and a faithful miniller, and fellow- 
fervant inthe Lord: 8 Whom 
[ have fent unto you for the fame 
purpoie, that ye might know our 


eltate, and to comfort your 
hearts; 9 With Onefimus, a 
faithful and beloved brother, 


who is one of you, who fhall 
make known unto you al] things 
which are here. τὸ Ariftarchus 
my fellow-prifoner faluteth you, 
and Marcus filters fon to Burna- 
bas, touching whom ye received 
commandments; if he come unta 
you, receive him. 11 And Je- 
{us, who is called Juftus, wha 
are of the circumcifion. Thefe 
only are my fellow- workers unto 
the kingdom of God, who have 
been a comfort unio me. 12 
Epaphras, who is one οἱ you, 8 
fervant of Chrift, faluteth you; 
always labouring fervently for 
you in prayers, that ye may 
{tand perfeét, and fully aifured 
in all the will of Chrift. 13 
For 1 bear him record, that he is 
in great pain for you, and them 
that are in Laodicea, and them 
in Hierapolis. 14 Luke the be- 
loved phyfician, and Demas greet 
you. 15 Salute the brethren 
which are in Laodicea, and 
Nymphas, and thechurch which 
is in his houfe. 16 And when 
this epiftle is read amongfl you, 
caufe that it be read alfo in the 
church of the Laodiceans ; That 
ye likewife read the epiftle from 
Laodicea. 17 Aud fay to Ar- 
chippus, Take heed to.the mini- 
ftry which thou haft received ia 
the Lord, that thou fulfilix 13

Remember my bonds, 
Grace fe wich you. Amen, 
YW 2 The 
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CHAP. I. 

AUL and Timothy the 

fervants of Jefus Chrilt, to 
all the faints in Chritt Jefus, who 
are at Philippi, with the bifhops 
and deacons: 2 Grace de unto 
you and peace from God our Fa- 
ther, and the Lord Jefus Chrift. 
3 I indeed thank our Lord upon 
every remembrance of you, 4 
Always in every prayer of mine 
for you al! making requeit with 
joy: ς For your fellowfhip in 
the gofpe! from the firft day until 
now ; 6 Being confident of this 
very thing, chat he who hath be- 
gun a good work in you, will 
perform ἐγ until the day of Jefus 
Chrift: 7 Even as it is meet 
for me to think this of you all, 
becaufe I have you in my heart, 
inafmuch as both in my bonds, 
and in the defence and confirma- 
tion of the gofpel, ye all are par- 
takers of my grace. 8 For God 
is my record, how greatly I long 
after you all, in the bowels of 
Jefus Chrift. 9 And this I pray, 
that your love may abound yet 
more and more in knowledge, 
and all judgment ; 10 That ye 
may approve things that are ex- 
cellent ; that ye may be fincere, 
and without offence till the day of 
Chrift ; 11 Being filled with the 
fruits of righteoulnefs, which are 
by Jefus Chritt unto the glory 
and praife of Chrift.[God.] 12 
But I would ye fhould under- 
fiand, brethren, that the things 
about me, have fallen out rather 
unto the furtherance of the Go- 
fpel - '13 So that my bonds in 
Chritt are manifeit in all the pa- 
lace, and in all other places; 14 
And many of the brethren in the 
Lord waxing confident by my 


bonds, are much more bold to

15 Some indeed preach 
Chrift even of envy and ttrife 3 
and fome alfo of good will. 16 
But one preach Chri? of love, 
knowing that I am {et for the de- 
fence of the gofpel. 17 -The 
other preach Chrift of contention, 
not fincerely, fuppofing to add 
affliction to my bonds : 18 What 
then ? notwithitanding every way, 
whether in pretence, or in truth, 
Chrift is preached ; and 1 therein 
do rejoice, yea, ard will rejoice. 
19 For I know that this fhall 
turn to my falvation through your 
prayer, and the fupply of the 
spirit of Jefus Chrift, 20 Ac- 
cording to my earneft expectation 
and my hope, that in nothing J 
fhall be afhamed, but with all 
boldnefs, as always, now alfo 
Chrift fhall be magnified in my 
body, whether by life or by death. 
21 For to me to live zs Chrift, 
and to die zs gain. 22 But whe- 
ther I live in the flefh, this zs 
worth my while ; yet what I 
fhall choofe, I wot not. 23 But 
L am in a {trait between two, ha- 
ving a defire to depart, and to be 
with Chrift ; which is far better : 
24 Neverthelefs, to abide in the 
fiefh, és more needful for you. 
25 And having this confidence, 
Ι know that I fhall abide and 
continue with you all, for your 
furtherance and joy of faith: 26 
That your rejoicing may be more 
abundant in Jefus Chritt for me, 
by my coming to you again, 27 
Only let your converfation be as 
it becometh the gofpel of Chriit ; 
that whether I come and [δε you. 
or elfe be abfent, I may hear of 
your affairs, that ye ftand faft in

ing together for the faith of the 
gofpel ; 28 And in nothing ter- 
rified by your adverfaries : which 
is to them an evident token of 
perdition, but to us of falvation, 
and that of God. zg For unto 
you it is given in the behalf of 
Chrift, not only to believe on 
him, but alfo to fuffer for his 
fake ; 30 Having the fame con- 
flict which ye both faw in me, 
and now hear 20 de in me. . 

II. If there de therefore any 
confolation in Chrift, if any com- 
fort of love, if any fellowfhip of 
the Spirit, if any bowels and 
mercies; 2 Fulfil ye my joy, 
that ye be unanimous, having the 
fame love, of one accord, of one 
mind. 3 Do nothing through 
ftrife, or vain glory, but in low- 
linefs of mind let each efteem 
others better than themfelves. 4 
Looking, not every man on his 
own things, but every man on 
the things of others. 5 Let this 
mind be in you, which was alfo 
in Chrift Jefus: 6 Who being 
in the form of a God, did not 
take upon him to be equal toa 
God: 7 But made himfelf of 
no reputation, and took upon him 
the form of a fervant, and was 
made in the likenefs of men: 8 
And being found in fafhion as a 
man, he humbled himfelf, and 
became obedient unto death, even 
the death of the crofs. g Where- 
fore God alfo hath highly exalt- 
ed him, and given him a name 
which is above every name: 10 
That at the name of Jefus every 
knee fhould bow,of ¢zxgs in hea- 
ven, and on earth, and under the 
earth; 11 And that every tongue 
fhould confefs, that Jefus Chrift 
is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father. «2 Wherefore my be- 
loved, as ye have always obeyed, 
Hot as in my prefence only, but 


᾿ now much more in my abfence ; 
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work out your own falvation with 
fear and trembling. 13 For it 
is God who worketh in you, both 
to will and to do of his good 
pleafure. 14 Do all things with- 
out murmurings and difputings : 
15 That ye may be blamelefs and 
haymlefs, the fons of God, with- 
out rebuke, in the midft of a 
crooked and perverfe generation, 
among whom fhine ye as lights 
in the world ; 16 Holding forth 
the word of life ; that I may re- 
joice in the day of Chrift, that I 
have not run in vain, neither la- 
boured in vain. 17 Yea, and if 
my blood be-poured out upon the 
facrifice and fervice of your faith, 
I joy, and rejoice with you all. 
18 For the fame caufe alfo do 
ye joy, and rejoice with me. 19 
But I truft-in Chrift Jefus, to fend 
Timothy fhortly unto you, that 
I alfo may be of good comfort, 
when I know your fate. 20 For 
I have no man like-minded, who 
will naturally care for your ftate. 
21For all feek their own, not the 
things which are Jefus Chrift’s. 
22 But ye know the proof of 
him, that as a fon with the fa- 
ther, he hath ferved with me in 
the Gofpel. 23 Him therefore 
I hope to fend prefently, fo foon 
as I fhall fee how it will go with 
me. 24 But I truft in the Lord, 
that I alfo myfelf fhall come 
fhortly. 25 Yet I fuppofed it 
neceffary to fend to you Epaphro- 
ditus, my brother, and fellow- 
foldier, but your meffenger, and 
he that miniftred to my wants. 
26 For he longed to fee you all, 
and was full of heavinefs, be- 
caufe that ye had heard that he 
had been fick, 27 For indeed he 
was fick nigh unto death: but 
God had mercy on him ; and 
not on him only, but on me alfo, 
leit I fhould have forrow upon 

. forrow. 
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forrow. 28 1 have fent him 
therefore the ‘more carefully, that 
when ye fee him again, ye may 
rejoice, and that 1 may be the 
lels forrowful. 29 Receive him 
therefore in the Lord with all 
gladnefs, and hold fuch in repu- 
tation: 30 Becaufe for the work 
of Chrift he was nigh unto death, 
expofing his life to danger to fup- 
ply your lack of fervice toward 
me. 

ΠῚ, Finally, my brethren, re- 
Joice in the Lord. To write the 
Jame things to you, to me indeed 
is not grievous, but for you “2 is 
fafe. 2 Beware of dogs, beware 
of evil workers, lware of the 
concifion. 3 For awe are the 
circumcifion, which worfhip God 
in the fpirit, and rejoice in (με 
Jefus, and have no confidence in 
the fich: 4 Though I might 
have confidence in the flefh. If 
any other man thinketh that he 
hath whereof he might truit in 
‘the flefh, I more : 5 Circumcifed 
the eighth day, of the ftock of 
Iirael, of the tribe of Benjamin, 
an Hebrew of the Hebrews ; as 

"touching the law, a Pharifee ; 6 
Concerning zeal, perfecuting the 
church ; touching the righteouf- 
nefs which is in the law, blamelefs. 
7 But what things were gain to 
me, thofe I counted lofs for Chrift. 
8 Yea doubtlefs, and I count all 
things but lofs, for the excellency 
of the knowledge of Chrift Jelus 
my Lord: for whom I have fuf- 
fered the lofs of all things, and do 
count them but dung that I may 
win Chrift, g And be found in 
him, not having mine own righ- 
teoufnefs, which is of the law, 
but that which is through the 
faith of Chrift, the righteouinels 
which is of God by faith: 10 
That I may know him, and the 
power of his refurre€tion, and 


the fellowship of his fufterings, 


being made conformable unto his 
death; 11 If by any means I 
might attain to that reiurrection 
which is of the dead: 12 Not 
as though I had already attained, 
or am already juflified, either 
were already perfect : but I fol- 
low after, if that 1 may appre- 
hend that for which I am appre-. 
hended of Chrift. 13 Brethren, 
I count not my felf to have yet 
apprended : but one thing J do, 
forgetting thofe things which are 
behind, and reaching forth unto 
thofe things which are before, 
14 I prefs toward the mark, for 
the prize of the high calling of 
God in the Lord Jefus Chriit. 
15 Let ys therefore, as many as 
be perfect, be thus minded ; and 
if in any thing ye be otherwile 
minded, God fhall reveal even 
this unto you. 16 Neverthele(s, 
whereto we have already attained, 
let us be unanimous : let us walk 
by the fame γί, 17 Brethren, 
be followers together of me, and 
mark them who walk fo, as ye 
have us for an enfample. 18 For 
many walk, of whom, we have 
fatd to you often, and now tell 
you weeping, hey are the ene- 
mies of the crofs of Chriit: 19 
Whofe end is deftruction, whoie 
God is the belly : and glory zs in 
their fhame, who mind earthly 
things. 20 For our converfation 
is in heaven, from whence alfo.we 
look for the Saviour, the Lord Je- 
fus Chrift: 21 Who fhall change 
our vile body, so de like unto his 
glorious body ; according to the 
working whereby he is able even 

to fubdue all things unto himfelf. 
IV. Therefore, my brethren, 
dearly beloved and longed for, 
my joy and crown, fo itand fait 
in the Lord, my dearly beloved. 
2 I befeech Euodia, and befeech 
Syntyche, that they be of the 
fame mind in the Lord. 3 Nay, 
I entreat 
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I entreat thee aifo, true yoke-fel- 
low, help thofe women who la- 
boured with me in the gofpel, 
with Clement, with other my 
tellow - labourers, whole names 
are in the book of life. 4 Re- 
joice inthe Lord alway : again 
Ifay, Rejoice. 5 [μετ your mo- 
deration be known unto all men. 
The Lord is nigh. 6 Be careful 
for nothing : but in every thing 
by prayer and jupplication with 
thank(giving, let your requefts be 
made known unto God, 7 And 
the peace of God which paffeth 
all underitanding, fhall keep your 
hearts and minds through Chrift 
Jefus. 8 Finally, brethren, what- 
foever things are true, whatfoever 
things honeft, whatfoever things 
juft, whatioever things pure, what- 
ioever things lovely, whatfoever 
things of good report; if chere 
be any virtue, and-if any praife 
of knowledge think on thefe 
things. 9.Thofe things which 
ye have both learned, and receiv- 
ed, and heard, and feen in me, 
do : and the God of peace fhall 
be with you.

14 Not- 
withftanding, ye have well done, 
that ye did communicate with my 
affliction. 15 Ye Philippians know 
alfo, that in the beginning of the 
gofpel, when I departed from 
Macedonia no church communi- 
cated with me, as concerning giv- 
ing and receiving, but ye only. 
16 For even in ‘I heffalonica ye 
fent once and again χη my ne- 
ceffity. 17 Not becaufe I defire 


| a gift: but I defire fruit that may 


abound to your account. 18 But 
I have all, and abound: I am 
full, having received of Epa- 
phroditus what was fent from 
you, an odour of a {weet {mell, 
a facrifice acceptable, well-plea- 
fing to God. 19 But my God 
fhall fupply all your need accord- 
ing to the riches in glory, by 
Chritt Jefus. 20 Now unto God 
and our Father 4¢ glory for ever 
and ever. Amen. zr Salute 
every faint in Chrift Jefus, The 
brethren which are with me greet 
you. 22 All the faints faluce 
you, chiefly they that are of Ce- 
far’s houfhold.

CHAP. I. . 

AUL, and Silvanus, and 

Timothy, unto the church 
οἱ the Theffalonians, in God the 
Father, and the Lord Jefus Chritt: 
Grace be unto you, and peace 
from God the Father, and the 
Lord Jefus Chrilft. 2 We give 
thanks to God always fér you 
all, making mention of you in 
our prayers, 3 Remembring 
without ceafing the work of your 
faith, and labour of love, and 
patience of hope in our Lord 
Jefus Chrift, in the fight of God, 
and our Father: 4 Knowing, 
brethren beloved, your eleétion 
of God. 5 For our gofpel came 
not unto you in word only, but 
alfo in power, and in the Holy 
Ghoft, and in much affurance ; 
as ye know what manner of men 
we were among you for your 
fake. 6 And ye became followers 
of us, and of the Lord ; having 
received the word in much afflic- 
tion, with joy of the Holy Ghoft : 
7 So that ye are become enfam- 
ples to all that believe in Mace- 
donia and in Achaia. 8 For 
from you founded out the word 
of the Lord, not only in Mace- 
donia and in Achaia, but in every 


place our faith to God-ward 15 


{pread abroad, fo that we need 
not to {peak any thing. 9 For 
they themfelves fhew of us, what 
manner of entring in we had 
unto you, and how ye turned to 
God from idols, to ferve the liv- 
ing and true God, 10 And to 
wait for his Son from heaven, 
whom he raifed from the dead, 
Jefus, who delivereth us from the 
wrath that is coming. 

Il. For your felves, brethren, 
know our entrance in unto you, 


that it was not in vain. 2 But 
after that we had fuffered before, 
and were fhamelfully entreated,, 
as ye know, at Philippi, we were 
bold in our God to {peak unto 
you the gofpel of God with much 
contention, 3 For our exhor- 
tation was not of deceit, nor of 
uncleannefs, nor in guile: 
But as we were allowed of God 
to be put in truft with the gofpel, 
even fo we {peak, not as pleafing 
men, but God, who trieth our 
hearts. ς For neither at any 
time ufed we flattering words, as 
ye know, nor a cloke of cove- 
toufnefs ; God zs witnefs. 6 Nor 
of men fought we glory, neither 
of you, nor yet of others, when 
we might have been burdenfom, 
as the apoftles of Chriit. 7 But 
we were infants in the midft of 
you, even as a nurfe cherifheth 
her children: 8 So, being af- 
fe€tionately defirous of you, we 
were willing to have imparted 
unto you, not the gofpel of God 
only, but alfo our own fouls, be- 
caufe ye were dear unto us. 9 
For ye remember, brethren, our 
labour and travail: labouring 
night and day, becaufe we would 
not be chargeable unto any of 
you, we preached unto you the 
gofpel of God. 10 Ye are wit- 
neffes, and God, how holily, and 
juftly, and unblameably we be- 
haved our felves among you that 
believe: 11 As you know, how 
we exhorted and comforted, and 
charged every one of you, as a 
father his children, 12 That ye 
would walk worthy of God, who 
hath called you unto his kingdom 
and glory. 13 For this caufe 
alfo thank we God without ceaf- 
ing, becaufe when ye cee 
the 
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the word of God which ye heard 
of us, ye received i# not as the 
word of men, but, as it js in 
truth, the word of God, which 
effectually worketh alfo in you 
that believe, 14 For ye, bre- 
thren, became ‘followers of the 
churches of God, which in Ju- 
dea are in Chrift Jefus: for ye 
have {uffered like things of your 
own countrymen, even as they 
of the Jews : τς Who both 
killed the Lord Jefus, and the 
prophets, and have periecuted us ; 
and pleafe not God, and are con- 
trary to all men: 16 Forbid 
ding us to fpeak to the Gentiles, 
that they might be faved, to fill 
up their fins alway : for he wrath 
of God is come upon them to the 
uttermoft. 17 But we, brethren, 
being taken from you for a fhort 
time, in prefence, not in heart, 
endeavoured the more abundantly 
to fee your face with great defire. 
18 Wherefore we would have 
come unto you, even 1 Paul, once 
and again ; but Satan hindred us. 
19 For what zs our hope, or joy, 
or crown of rejoicing ? are not 
even ye in the prefence of our 
Lord Jefus, at his coming ? 20 
For ye are our glory and joy. 
IIL. Wherefore when we could 
no longer forbear, we thought it 
good to be left at Athens alone : 
2 “nd fent Timothy our brother, 
and our fe'low-worker with God 
in the gofpel of ‘Chrift, to efta- 
blifh you, and to comfort you 
conc rning your ‘aith; 3 Thar 
no man fhould be moved by thefe 
afflictions ; for your felves know 
that we are appointed t ereunto. 
4 For verily when we were with 
you, we told you betore, that wc 
fhould fuffer tribulation ; even as 
it came to pafs, and ye know. 
5 For this caufe, when I could 
no longer forbear, I fent to know 
your faith ; left by fome means 


ihe tempter have tempted you,’ 
and our labour be in vain. 6 But 


now when that Timothy 1s come 


from you unto us, and brought 
us good tidings of your faith and 


charity, and that ye have good 
remembrance of us always, de~ 
| firing greatly to fee us, as we al- 
10 you :

7 Therefore, brethren, 


our afliftion and diftrefs by your 
faith: 8 For now we live, if ye 
ftand faft in the Lord, 9 For 
what thanks can we render to 
God again for you, for all the

Night and day praying exceed- 
ingly that we might {ee your faces 
and might perfect that which 18 
lacking in your faith ?

7 For 
God hath not called us unto un- 
cleannefs, but unto holinefs. 8 
He therefore that defpiieth, de- 
fpifeth not man, but God ; who 
hath alfo given unto you hi: ho- 
ly Spirit. g But as touching bro- 
therly love, we have no need to 
write unto you : for se your felves 
are taught of God to love one 
another. 10 And indeed ye do 
it towards all :he brethren, which 
are in all Macedonia: but we 
befeech you, Brethren, that ye 
increafe more and more; 11 
And that ye ftudy to be quiet, 
and to do your own bufinefs, and 
to work with your hands, as we 
commanded you. 12 That ye 
may wall honeftly toward them 
that are without, and may have 
lack of nothing. 13 But we 
would not nave you to be igno- 
rant, brethren, concerning them 
who are afleep,that ye forrow not, 
even as others who have no hope. 
14 For if we believe that jeius 
died, and rofe again, uven fo them 
alfo which fleep in Jefus, will 
God bring with him.

18 Wherefore, comfort one ano- 
ther with thefe words.

SUL an apoftle of Jefus

ment of God our Saviour, and 
Jefus Chrift, ao is our hope ; 
2 Unto Timothy, my own fon 
in the faith : grace, mercy, peace 
from God the Father, and Jefus 
Chrift our Lord. 3 As I be- 
fought thee to abide itill at Ephe- 
jus when 1 went into Macedonia, 
that thou mighteit charge fome 
that they teach no other do¢trine, 
4 Neither to give heed to fables, 
and endlefs genealogies, which 
minifter queitions, rather than 
godly edifying, which is in faith. 
5 Now the end of the command. 
ment is charity, out of a pure 
heart, and a good confcience, 
and faith unfeigned: 6 From 
which fome having {werved, have 
turned afide u to vain jangling ; 


7 Defiring to be teachers of the 


law, underflanding neither what 
they fay, nor whereof they af- 
firm. 8 But we know that the 
law zs good, if a man ufe it law- 
fully ; 9 Knowing this, that the 
law is not made for a righteous 
man, but for the lawlefs and 
difobedient, and for the ungodly 
and for finners, for unholy and 
profane, for murderers of  fa- 
thers and murderers of mothers, 
for manflayers, τὸ For whore- 


mongers, for them that defile 
themfelves with mankind, for 
men-ftealers, for liars, for perju- 
red perfons, and if there be any 
other thing that is contrary to 
found doétrine, 11 Which is 
according to the glorious gofpel 
of the bleffed God, that was com- 
mitted to my δ 12 And I 
thank him who hath enabled me

faithful faying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Chrift Jefus came 
into the world to fave finners ; of 
whom I am chief. 16 Howbeit, 
for this caufe 1 obtained mercy, 
that in me Jefus Chrift might 
fhew forth all his long-fuffering, 
for a pattern to them who fhould 
hereafter believe on him to life 
everlafting. 17 Now unto the 
King of ages, immortal, invifi- 
ble, the only God, δὲ honour 
and glory, for ever and ever. 
Amen, 18 This charge I com- 

mit 
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mit unto thee, fon Timothy, ac- 
cording ‘to the prophecies which 
went before on thee, that thou by 
them mightell war a good war- 
fare, 19 Holding faith, and a 
good confcience.; which {ome 
having put away, concerning 
faith have made fhipwreck.

Of whom is Hymeneus and A-

IJ. Exhort therefore,. that firft 
of all, fuppiications, prayers, in- 
terceflions, azd giving of thanks 
be made for all men: 2 For 
kings, and fcr all that are in fu- 
preme authority ; that we may 
lead a quiet and peaceable life in 
godlinefs and honefty. 3 For 
this zs good and acceptable in the 
fight cf God our Sav.our: 4 
Who will have all men to be fa- 
ved, and to come unto the know- 
ledge of the truth. 5 For there 
is one God, and one Mediator 
between God and men, the man 
Chrifi Jefus ; 6 Who gave him- 
felf a ranfom for all ; whofe te- 
flimony was given in his own 
times. 7 Whcreunto I am or- 
dained a preacher, and an apo- 
file, I fpeak the truth, 1 lie not, 
a teacher of the Gentiles in faith 
and verity. 8 I will therefore 
that mcn pray every where, lift- 
ing up holy hands, without wrath 
and difputings. 9 In like manner 
alfo, that women adorn them- 
felves in modeit apparel, with 
fhamefacednefs and fobriety : not 
with broidered hair, and gold, or 
pearls, or coftly array ; 10 But, 
which becometh women profef- 
fing godlinefs, with good em- 
ployments. 11 Let the woman 
learn in filence with all fubjeétion. 
12 But I fuffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to ufurp authority over 
the man, but to be in filence. 13 
For Adam was firft formed, then

-covetous ; 


Eve. 14 And Adam was not 
deceived, but the woman being 
deceived was in the transgreffion. 
15 Notwithflanding fice fhall be 
faved in child-bearing, if they 
continue in faith and charity, and 
holinefs with fobriety. 

11, This 7s a human word, 
If a man defire the office of a 
bifhop, he defireth a good work. 
2 A bifhop then mutt be blame- 
lefs, the hufband of one wife, vi- 
gilant, fober, of good behaviour, 
given to hofpitality, apt to teach ; 
3 Not given to wine, no ftriker, 
but patient, not a brawler, not 
4 One that ruleth 
well his own houte, having his 
children in fubjeétion with all 
gravity ; 5 Forif a man know 
not how to rule his own houfe, 
how fhall he take care of the 
church of God ? 6 Not a novice, 
left being lifted up with pride, 
he fall into the judgment of the 
devil. 7 Moreover, he muft have 
a good report of them who are 
without ; left he fall into reproach, 
and into the inare of the devil. 
8 Likewife let the deacons δὲ 
grave, not double-tongued, not 
given to much wine, not greedy 
of filthy lucre, g Holding the 
myftery of the faith in a pure 
confc‘ence. 10 And let thefe 
alfo firlt be proved ; and thus let 
them ufe the office of a deacon, 
being blameleis. 11 Even fo 
let the the wives de grave, not 
flanderers, fober, faithful in all 
things. 12 Let the deacons be 
the hufbands of one wife, ruling 
their children, and their own 
houfes well. 13 For they that 
have ufed the office of a deacon 
well, purchafe to themfelves a 
good degree, and great boldnefs 
in the faith, which is in Chrift 
Jefus. 14 Thefe things write I 
unto thee, hoping to ccine unto 
thee fhorily: 15 But 1 I tarry 

long, 
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long, that thou mayft know how 
thou oughteit to behave thy felf 
in the houfe of God, which is 
the chuich of the living Ged, 
the pillar and ground of the 
truth. 16 And without contro- 

verfy, great is the my- 
Tofthe fery + of godlinefs : 

word, ἧς . 

who was manifetted in 
the fleth, juttified in Spirit, feen 
of angels, preached among Gen- 
tiles, believed on in the world, 
received up in glory. 

IV. Now the foirit fpeaketh 
exprefly, chat in the latter times 
fome fhall depart from the faith, 
giving need to icducing fpirits, 
the doctrines of demons ; 2 
Speaking lies in hypocrify,. ha- 
ving their own confcience jeared 
with an hotiron; 3 Forbidding 
to marry, commanding to abttain 
from meats, which God hath 
created to be received with thankf- 
giving of them who believe 
and know his truth. 4 For eve- 
ry creature of God 7: good, and 
nothing to be refufed, if it be 
received with thankfgiving : 5 
For it is fanétified by the word 
of God, and prayer. 6 If thou 
put the brethren in remembrance 
of thefe*things, thou fhale be a 
good miniiter of Jefus Chrift, 
nourifhed up in the words of 
faith, and of good doétrine,where- 
unto thou haft attained. 7 But 
refufe profane and old wives fa- 
bles, and exercife thy felf unto 
godlinefs. 8 For bodily exer- 
cife profiteth little : godlinefs is 
profitable unto all things, having 
ἢ promife of the life that now is, 
and of that which is to come. 9 
This 7s a faithful faying, and 
worthy of all acceptation. 10 
For therefore we labour, and fuf- 
fer reproach, becau‘e we truft in 
the living God, who is the Sa- 
viour of all men, fpecially of 
thofe that beligve. it Thefe 


things command and teach, 12 
Let no man defpife thy youth, 
but be thou an example of the 
believers, in word, in converfa- 
tion, in charitv, in faith, in pu- 
rity. 13 Lill I come, give -at- 
tendance to reading, to exhorta- 
tion, to doftrine. 14 Neglect 
not the gift that is in thee, which 
was given thee by Prophecy, 
with the laying on of the hands 
of the prefbytery. τς Meditate 
upon thefe things, give thy {elf 
wholly to them ; that thy pro- 
fiting may appear to all. 16 
‘Take heed unto thy felf, and 
unto thy doctrine; continue in 
them: for in doing this thou 
fhalt fave both thy felf, and them 
that hear thee. 

V. Rebuke not an elder, but 
intreat 47m as a father, the young- 
er men as brethren; the elder 
women as mothers, the younger 
as filters, with all purity. 3 Ho- 
nour widows that are widows in- 
deed. 4 But if any widow have 
children or grandchildren, let 
them learn firltto teach their own 
houfes piety, and to requite their 
parents : for that is acceptable 
befure God. 5 Now fhe that is 
a widow indeed, and defolate, 
hath trafted in the Lord, and 
continued in fupplications and 
prayers night and day. 6 But 
ihe that liveth in pleafure, is dead 
while fhe liveth. 7 And thefe 
things give in charge, that they 
may be blamelefs. 8 Bur if any 
provide not for his own, and {pe- 
cially for thofe of his own houle, 
he hath denied the faith, and is 
worfe than an infidel. g Let not 
a widow be taken into the num- 
ber, under threefcore years old, 
having been the Wife of one 
hufband, 10 Well reported of 
for good works; if fhe have 
brought up children, if fhe have 
lodged ftrange's, if fhe have 

wathed 
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wathed the faints feet, if fhe have 
relieved the afflicted, it fhe have 
diligently followed every - good 
work, 11 But the younger wi- 
dews refufe : for when they have 
begun to wax wanton againft 
Chrift, they will marry ; 12 
Having judgment, becauie they 
have caft off the firit promife. 13 
And withal they learn zo δὲ idle, 
wandering about from houfe to 
houfe ; and not only-icle, but 
tattlers alfo, and bu-y-bodies, 
{peaking things which they ought 
not. 14 I will threfore that 
the younger women marry, bear 
children, guide the houle, give 
none occafion to the adverfary to 
{peak reproachfully. 15 For 
fome are already turned afide af- 
ter Satan. 16 If any man or 
woman that believeth have wi- 
dows, let them relieve them, and 
Jet not the church be charged ; 
that it may relieve them that are 
widows indeed.- 17 Let the eld 
ers that rule well, be counted 
worthy of double maintenance, 
efpecially they who labour in the 
word and doétrine. 18 For the 
fcripture faith, Thou fhalt not 
muzzle the ox that treadeth out 
the corn: and, The labourer zs 
worthy of his reward. 19 A- 
gainft an elder receive not an ac- 
cufation, unlefs ic be upon two 
or three witnefles. zo But them 
that fin rebuke before all, that 
others alfo may fear. 21 I charge 
thee before God and the Lord 
Jefus, and the elect angels, that 
thou obferve thefe things without 
preferring one before another, 
doing nothing by partiality. 22 
Lay hands fuddenly on no man, 
neither be partaker of other mens 
fins: keep thy felf pure. 23 
Drink no longer water, but ufe a 
little wine for thy ftcmachs fake, 
and thine often infirmities. 24 
Some mens fins are open before- 


hand, going before to Judgment $ 
and fome mezs they follow after. 
25 Likewife alfo the good works 
are manifeft beforehand; and tho!e 

that are otherwife canno: be hid. 
VI. Let as many fervants as 
are under the yoke, count their 
own matters worthy of all ho- 
nour ; that the name of the 
Lord, and the doétrine be not 
blafphemed. 2 And they that 
have believing mafters, let them 
not defpife them, becaule they 
are brethren : but rather do them 
fervice, becaufe they are fa:thful 
and beloved, partakers of the 
benefit. Thefe things teach and 
exhort 3 Ef any man teach 
otherwife, and conient not to 
wholfome words, the words of 
our Lord Jefus Chrilt, and to the 
do@trine which is according to 
godlinefs ; 4 He is proud, know- 
ing nothing, but doting about 
queftions and ftrifes of words, 
whereof are begotten envyings, 
ftrifes, railings, evil furmufings, 
ς Perverfe difputings of men of 
corrupt minds, and turning from 
the truth, fuppofing that gain 
is godlinefs : 6 But godlinets, 
with contentment, is great gain. 
7 For we brought nothing into 
the world, azd'certainly we can 
carry nothing out. 8. -And ha- 
ving food and raiment let us be 
therewith content. 9 Bur they 
that will be rich, fall into temp- 
tation, and the fmare of the de- 
vil, and many foolifh and hurt- 
ful lufts, which drown men in 
deitru€tion and ‘perdition. 10 
For the love of money is the 
root of all evil: which while 
fome have coveted after, they 
have erred from the faith, and 
pierced themfelves through with 
many forrows. 11 But thou, O 
man of God, flee thefe things : 
and follow after righteoufnefs, 
godlinefs, faith, love, patience, 
meeknefs. 
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tneeknefs, 12 Fight the good 
fight of faith, lay hold on eter- 
nal life, whereunto thou art cal- 
led, and hait profefled a good 
profeflion before many witneffes. 
13 I give thee charge in the fight 
of God, who quickeneth all 
things, and Chrift Jefus, who be- 
fore Pontius Pilate witnefled a 
good confeffion ; 14 ‘That thou 
keep the commandment both 
without {pot, and unrepukable, 
until the appearing of our Lord 
Jefus Chrift: τς Which in his 
times he fhall fhew, who is the 
blefled and only Potentate, the 


King of kings, and Lord οἵ 


lords ; 16 Who only hath im- 
mortality, and dwelling in the 
light which no man can ap- 
proach unto, whom no man hath 
feen, nor can fee: to whom ὧδ 


honour and eternal power. A- 
men. 17 Charge them that are 
the rich of this prefent age, that 
they be not high-minded, nor 
tru(t in uncertain riches, but in 
the living God, who giveth us 
richly all things to enjoy: 18 
That they do good, that they 
be rich in good works, ready to 
difiribure, willing to communi- 
cate ; 19 To lay up in ftore for- 
themfelves a good foundation a- 
gainit the time to come, that they 
may lay hoid on that life which 
is τ}, 20 O Timothy, keep 
that which is committed to thy 
truft, avoiding profane vain bab- 
lings, and oppofitions of fciencae 
falfly fo called : 21 Which fome 
profeiling, have erred concerning 
the faith. Grace de with thee.

CHAP. 1. 

AU L an apoftle of Chritt 

Jefus by the will of God, 
according to the promife of life, 
which is in Chrift Jefus; 2 To 
Timothy my dearly beloved fon : 
Grace, mercy, peace from God 
the Father, and Chrift Jefus our 
Lord. 2.1 thank my God, whom 
I ferve from my forefathers with 
pure confcience, that without 
ceafing I have remembrance of 
thee in my prayers night and 
day: 4 Greatly defiring to fee 
thee, being mindful of thy tears, 
that I may be filled with joy : 
5 When I call to remembrance 
the unfeigned faith that is in thee, 
which dwelt firft in thy grand- 
mother Lois, and thy mother 
Eunice ; and I am perfuaded that 


thee in remembrancc, that thou 
ftir up the gift of God, which is 
in thee by the putting on of my 
hands. 7 For God hath not gi- 
ven us the fpirit of fear ; but of 
power, and of love, and of a 
found mind. 8 Be not thou 
the:efore afhamed of the teftimo- 
ny of our Lord, nor of me his 
prifoner : but be thou partaker 
of the afflictiuns of the gofpel, 
according to the power of God ; 
9 Who hath faved us, and call- 
ed ws with an holy calling, not 
according to our works, but ac- 
cording to his own purpofe and 
grace which was given us in Chriit 
Jefus, before the world began, 
10 But is now made manifeft by 
the appearing of our Saviour Jefus 
Chrift, who hath abolifhed death, 


in thee alfo. 6 Wherefore I put | and hath brought life and immor-

tality 
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tality to light, through the go- 
fpel: τι Whereunto [am ap- 
pointed a preacher, and an apo- 
file, and a teacher of the Gen- 
tiles, 12 or the which caufe 1 
alfo fuffer thefe things ; never- 
thelefs | am not afhamed : for I 
know whom [ have believed, and 
I am perfuaded that he is able to 
keep that which I have commit- 
ted unto him againit that day. 
13 Hold faft the form of found 
words, which thou ha{t heard of 
me, in faith and love which is 
in Chrift Jefus. τ That good 
thing which was committed unto 
thee, keep, by the Holy Ghoft 
which dwelleth in us. 15 ‘This 
thou knoweit, that all they who 
are in Afia be turned away from 
me ; of whom are Phygellus and 
Hermogenes. 16 The Lord give 
mercy unto the houfe of Oneil- 
phorus ; for he oft refrefhed me, 
and was not afhamed of my 
chain. 17 But when he was in 

come, he fought me out dili- 
gently, and found me. 18 The 
Lord grant unto him that he may 
find mercy of God in that day : 
Ard in how many things he mi- 
niftred unto me at E:phefus, thou 
knoweft very well. 

II. My fon, be flrong in the 
grace that is in Chriit Jefus. 2 
And the things that thou haft 
heard‘of me among many wit- 
nefies, the fame commit thou to 
faithful men, who fhall be able 
to teach others alfo. 3 Thou 
therefore endure hardnefs with 
ibem, as a good fellow-foldier of 
[εις Chrift. 4 No man that 
warreth, entangleth himfelf with 
the affairs of life ; that he may 
pleafe him who hath chofen him 
to be a foldicr, ς And if a 
man alfo firive for mafteries, he 
is not crowned except he ftrive 
jawfully. 6 The hufbandman 
labouring firft, muft be partaker 
of the fruits. 7 Mind what I 


fay ; and the Lord will give thee 
underitanding in all things. 8 
Remember chat Jefus Chriit of 
the feed of David, was raifed 


from the dead, according to my 


gofpel : g Wherein I fuffer trou- 
ble an anevil-doer, unto bonds ; 
but the word of God is not bound, 
10 Therefore I endure all things 
for the elects fakes, that they 
may alfo obtain the falvation 
which is in Chrift Jefus, with e- 
ternal glory. at J¢ és a faithful 
faying. For if we be dead with 


chim, we fball alfo live with Aim : 


12 If we fuffer, we fhall alfo 
reign with dim: if we deny him, 
he alfo will deny us; 13 If we 
believe not, he abideth faithful ; 
he cannot deny himfelf. 14 Of 
thefe things put *4em in remem- 
brance, charging them before the 
Lord, that they ftrive not about 
words, to no profit, to the fub- 
verting of the hearers. 15 Study 
to fhew thy felf approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth 
not to be afhamed, rightly divi- 
ding the word of truth. 16 But 
fhun profane and vain bablings ; 
for they will increafe unto more 
ungodlinefs, 17 And their word 
will eat as doth a canker: of 
whom is Hymeneus and Phile- 
tus ; 18 Who concerning the 
truth have erred, faying, that 
the refurreftion is pait already ; 
and overthrow the faith of fome. 
19 Neverthelefs, the foundation 
of God ftandeth fure, having 
this feal, The Lord knoweth 
them that are his. And, Let 
every one that nameth the name 
of the Lord depart from iniquity. 
20 But in a great houfe there are 
not only veifels of gold, and of 
filver, but alfo of wood, and of 
earth ; and fome to honour, and 
fome to difhonour, 21 If aman 
therefore purge himfelf from 


| theie, he fhall be a vefiel unto 


honour, 
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honour, fandtified, meet for the 
mailers ule, prepared unto every 
good work, 22 Flee alfo yourh- 
ful luits: but follow rightzouineds, 
faith, charity, peace, with them 
that call on the Lord out of a 
pure heart, 23 But foolifh and 
unlearned queitions avcid, know- 
ing that they do gender firifes. 
24 And the fervant of the Lord 
mutt not {γίνε ; but be an infant 
unto all men, apt to teach, pa- 
tient, 25 In meeknefs inftruct- 
ing thofe that oppoie themf{elves ; 
if God peradventure will give 
them repentance to the acknow- 
ledging of the truth; 26 And 
that they may recover themfelvcs 
out of the {nare of the devil, 
who are taken captive by him at 
his will. 

III. This know alfo, that in 
the laft days perilous times will 
come. 2 For men will be lovers 
of their own felves, covetous, 
boatters, proud, blafphemers, dif- 
obedient to parents, unthankful, 
unholy, 3 Without natural af- 
feGtion, truce-breakers, falfe-ac- 
cufers, incontinent, fierce, ἀείρί- 
fers of thofe that are good, 4 
Treacherous, heady, high- mind- 
ed, lovers of pleafures more that 
lovers of God ; 5 Having a 
form of godlinefs, but denying 
the power thereof : from fuch 
turn away : 6 For of this fort 
are they who creep into hotfes, 
and lead captive filly women la- 
den with fins, led away with di- 
vers lufts, 7 Ever learning, and 
never able to come to the know- 
ledge of the truth. 8 Now as 
Jannes and Jambres_ withftood 
Mofes, fo do thefe alfo refift the 
truth : men of corrupt minds, 
reprobate concerning the faith. 
G But they fhall proceed no fur- 
ther : for their folly fhall be ma- 
nifeft unto all, as theirs alfo was. 


r0 But thou haft fully known 


my doétrine, manner of life, pur. 
pofe, faith, long-fuffering, cha- 
rity, patience, 11 Perfecutions, 
affli€tions which came unto me at 
Antioch, at Iconiun, at Lyitra ; 
what perfecutions I endured : bat 
out of them all God delivered 
me. 12 Yea, and all that wiil 
live godly in Chrift Jefus, will 
fuffer peifecution, 13 But evil 
men and feducers will wax worfe 
and worfe, deceiving, and being 
deceived. 14 But continue thou 
in the things which thou haft 
learned, and haft been afiured of ; 
knowing of whom thou haft 
learned ; 15 And that from a 
child thou haft known the holy 
{criptures, which are able to make 
thee wife unto falvation, through 
faith which is in Chriit Jeius. 16 
All {cripture is given by infpira- 
“tion of God, and és profitable for 
doétrine, for reproof, for correc- 
tion, for inflruétion in righteouf- 
nefs; 17 That the man of God 
may be perieét, throughly fur- 
nifhed unto all gocd works. 

IV. I charge shce before God, 
and the Lord Jefus, who fhalk 
judge the quick and the dead at 
his appearing alfo, and his king- 
dom: 2 Preach the word, be 
inftant in feafon, out of feafon ; 
reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
long-fuffering and dottrine. 3 
For the time will come when 
they will not endure found do- 
&rine 3 but for their own lufts 
will they heap to themfelves 
teachers, having itching ears. 4 
And they will turn away ‘heir 
ears from the truth, and will be 
turned unto fables. 5 But watch 
thou in all things, endure afflic~ 
‘tions, do’ the work of an evan- 
gelift, make full proof of thy 
miniftry. 6 For I am now rea- 
dy to be offered, and the time of 
my departure is at hand. 7 I 
have fought the good fight, I

have finifhed my courfe, I have © 


kept the faith. 8 Henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteoufnefs, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, will give me 
at that day : and not to me only, 
but unto them alfo that love his 
appearing. g Do thy diligence 
to come fhortly unto me. 10 
For Demas hath forfaken me, 
having loved this prefent world, 
and is departed unto Theflaloni- 
ca: Crefcens to Galatia, Titus 
unto Dalmatia. 11 Only Luke 
is with me. “Take Mark, and 
bring him with thee : for he is 
profitable to me for the miniftry, 
12 And Tychicus have I fent to 
Ephefus. 13 Bring the cloak 
that I left at Troas with Carpus, 
when thou comelt, and the books; 
but efpecially the parchments. 14 
Alexander the copperfmith hath 
done me much evil: the Lord 
will reward him according to his 
works. 15 Of whom be thou 
ware aifo; for he hath greatly 


withftood our words. 16 At my 
firft Apology no man ftood with 
me, but all men forfook me: 
may it not be laid to their charge. 
17 Notwithitanding, the Lord 
ftood with me, and ftrengthned 
me ; that by me the preaching 
might be fully known, and all 
the Gentiles might hear : and I 
was delivered out of the mouth 
of the lion. 18 The Lord will 
deliver me from every evil work, 
and will preferve me unto his 
heavenly kingdom ; to whom 
be glory for ever and ever, Amen. 
19 Salute Prifca and Aquila, and. 
the houfhold of Qnefiphorus. 20 
Eraftus abode at Corinth : but 
Trophimus have I left at Mile- 
tus fick. 21 Do thy diligence 
to come before winter. Eubulus 
greeteth thee, and Pudens, and 
Linus, and Claudia, and all the 
brethren, 22 The Lord Jefus 
Chrift de with thy fpirit. Grace 
de with us: Farewel in peace : 
Amen.

AU L a fervant of God, 

and an apoftle of Jefus 
Chrift, according to the faith of 
God’s eleét, and the acknow- 
Iedging of. the truth, which is 
after godlinefs: 2 In hope of 
eternal life, which God, that 
cannot lie, promifed before eter- 
nal. ages: 3 But hath in due 
times manifefted his word through 
preaching, which is committed 
unto me, according to the com- 
mandment of God. our Saviour. : 
4. To Titus mine own fon after 
the common faith: Grace and 
peace from God the Father, and 
the Lord_Jefus our Saviour. 5 
For this caufe left I thee in Crete,

that thou fhouldeft fet in order the 
things that are wanting, and or- 
dain elders in every city, as I 
had appointed thee. 6 If any 
be blamelefs, the hufband of one 
wife, having faithful children, 
not accufed of riot, or unruly. 
7 Fora b-fhop muft be blamelefs, 
as the fteward of God ; not felf-, 
willed, not foon angry, not gi- 
ven to wine, no ftriker, not gi- 
ven to filthy lucre : 8 But a 
lover of. hofpitality, a lover of 
good men, fober, juft, holy, with- 
out paffion ; ο Holding faft the 
faithful word, as he hath been 
taught, that he may be able by 
found doétrine, both to exhort 
and to convince the gain-fayers.

ro For there are many unruly 
and vain talkers and deceivers, 
but efpecially they of the circum- 
cifion: 11 Whole mouths mutt 
be f{topped, who fubvert whole 
houles, teaching things which 
they ought not, for fiithy Jucre’s 
fake. 12 One of themfelves, a 
prophet of their own, faid, ‘The 
Cretians are alway liars, evil 
beafts, flow beliies, 13 This 
witnefs is true: wherefore rebuke 
them fharply, that they may be 
found in the faith ; 14 Not giv- 
ing heed to Jewith fables, and 
commandments of men, that turn 
from the truth. 15 Unto the 
pure all things are pure: but 
unto them that are defiled, and 
unbelieving, zs nothing pure ; but 
even their mind and confcience is 
defiled. 16 They profefs that 
they know God ; but in works 
they deny im, being abomina- 
ble, and difobedient, and unto 
every good work reprobate. 

11. But fpeak thou the things 
which become found doétrine : 
2 That the aged men be fcber, 
grave, temperate, found in faith, 
in charity, in patience: 3 The 
aged women Sikewife, that tey 
de in behaviour as becometh ho- 
linefs, not falfe accufers, not gi- 
ven to much wine, teachers of 
good things; 4 That they may 
teach the young women to be fo- 
ber, to love their hufbands, to 
love their children, ς Yo de di- 
{creet, chalte, keepers at home, 
good, obedient to their own huf- 
bands, that the word of God be 
not blafphemed. 6 Young men 
likewife exhort to be fober-mind- 
ed. 7 In all things fhewing thy 
felf a pattern of good works: 
in doétrine, gravity, fincerity, 
8 Sound Speech that cannot be 
condemned ; that he that is of 
the contrary part, may be a- 
shamed, having no evil thing to 


fay of us. 9g Ye fervants be 
obedient unto your own matters, 
pleafe zhem well in all things 
not an{wering again, 10 Nei- 
ther purloining, but fhewing all 
good fidelity ; that they maya- 
dorn the dottrine of God our Sa- 
viour in all things. τι For the 
grace of God that bringeth falva- 
tion, hath appeared to all men: 
12 Tesching us, that deny- 
ing ungodlinefs and worldly lutts, 
we fhould live foberly, righte- 
oufly, and gcdly in this prefent 
world; 13 Looking for that 
bleffed hope, and the glorious ap- 
pearing of the grcat God, and 
our Saviour Jelus Chriit: 14 
Who gave himlcif for us, that 
he might redeem us from al! ini- 
quity, and purify unto himiclf a 
peculiar people, zealous of good 
works. τς ‘hefe things fpeak 
and exhort, and rebuke with all 
authority. Let no man defpife 
thee. 

IYI. Put them in mind ta be 
fubject to principalities and pow- 
ers, to obey magiftrates, to be 
ready to every good work. 2 
To {peak evil of no man, to be 
no brawlers, dur gentle, fhewing 
all meeknefs unto all men. 3 
For we our felves alfo were fome- 
times foolifh, di:obedient, deceiv- 
ed, ferving divers lufts and plea- 
fures, living in malice and envy, 
hateful, azd hating one another. 
4 But after that the kindnefs 
and love of God our Saviour to- 
ward man appeared, 5 Not by 
works of righteoufnefs, which we 
have done, but according to his 
mercy he faved us by the wafh- 
ing of regeneration, and renew~- 
ing by the Holy Ghoft; 6 Which 
he fhed on us abundantly, through 
Jefus Chrift our Saviour: 7 
That being juftified by his grace, 
we fhould be made heirs accord- 
ing to. the hope of eternal life.

8 This is a faithful faying, and 
thefe things I will that thou af- 
firm conitantly, that they who 
have believed in God, may be 
careful to employ themfelves in 
honeft trades: thefe things are 
good and profitable untomen. 9 
But avoid foolifh queftions, and 
genealogies, and contention, and 
ftrivings about the law ; for they 
are unprofitable and vain. 10 A 
man that 15 an heretick, after one 
admonition, and two rejeét: 11 
Knowing that he that is fuch, is 
fubverted, and finneth, being {felf- 
condemned. 12 When I fhall 


fend Artemas unto thee, or T'y- 
chicus, be diligent to come unto 
me to Nicopolis: for I have de- 
termined there to winter. 13 
Bring Zenas the lawyer and A- 
pollos on their journey diligenly, 
that -nothing be wanting unto 
them. 14 And let ours alfo 
learn to maintain good works for 
neceflary ufes, that they be not 
unfruitful. 14 All that are with 
me falute thee. Greet them that 
love us in the faith. The Grace 
of the Lord ée with you all.

Chrift, and Timothy a 
brother, unto Philemon our be- 
loved brother, and fellow-labou- 
yer, 2 And to’ Apphia our be- 
loved fifter, and Archippus our 
fellow-foldier, and to the church 
in thy houfe: 3 Grace to you, 
and peace from God our Father 
and the Lord Jefus Chrift. 4 I 
thank my God, making mention 
of thee always in my prayers, 
5 Hearing of thy faith and love, 
which thou haft toward the Lord 
Jefus Chrift, and toward all 
faints; 6 That the commnnica- 
tion of thy faith may become ef- 
fectual by the acknowledging of 
every good thing, which is in 
you in Chrift Jefus. 7 For we 
have had great joy and confolati- 
on in thy love, becaufe the bow- 
els of the faints are refrefhed by 
thee, Brother. 8 Wherefore 
though I might be much bold 
in Chrift, to enjoyn thee that 
which is convenient, 9 Yet for 
loves fake I rather befeech thee, 
being fuch an one as Paul the 


aged, and now alfo a prifoner: 
10 I befeech thee for my fon O- 
nefimus, whom I have begotten 
in my bonds; 11 Who in time 
paft was to thee unprofitable, buc 
now profitable to thee and to me: 
12 Whom I have fent to thee: 
receive him, that is mine own 
bowels. 13 Whom I would 
have retained with me, that in 
thy ftead he might have minilired 
unto me in the bonds of the gof- 
pel. 14 Bat without thy mind 
would I do nothing; that thy 
benefit fhould not be as it were of 
neceffity, but willingly. 15 For 
perhaps ‘he therefore departed for 
a feafon, that thou fhouldft re- 
ceive him for ever; 16 Not 
now as a fervant, but above a 
fervant, a brother beloved, fpe- 
cially to me, but how much 
more un‘o thee, both in the flefn, 
and in the Lord? 17 If thou 
count me therefore a partner, re- 
ceive him as my felf. 18 If he 
hath wronged thee, or oweth 
ought, put that on mine account. 
1g { Paul have written #¢ with 

Mins 
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mine own hand, I will repay it: 
albeit I do not fay to thee kow 
thou oweit unto me even thine 
own felf befides in the Lord. 
20 Yea, Brother, let me have 
joy of thee in the Lord: refreth 
my bowels in the Lerd. 21 
Having confidence in thy obedi- 
ence, | wrote unto thee, know- 
ing that thou wile alfo do more 
than I fay. 22 But withal pre- 


pare me alfo a lodging: for αὶ 
truit that through your prayers I 
fhall be given unto you. 23 
There falutes thee Epaphras, my 
fellow-prifoner in Chrift Jelus ; 
24. Marcus, Ariftarchus, Demas, 
Lucas, my fellow-labourers, 25 
The grace of our Lord Jefus 
Chrift δὲ with your  fpiric. 
Amen,

The Epiftle of PAUL the Apoftle to the 
HEBREWS. 


CHAP. I. 

ΓΟ D, who at fundry times, 

and in divers manners, 

foake in time patt unto the fa- 
thers by the prophets, 2 Hath 
in thefe lait days {poken unto us 
by δὶς Son, whom he hath ap- 
pointed heir of all things, by 
whom alfo he made the ages. 3 
Who being a beam of his glory, 
and the expre{s image of his fub- 
ilance, and upholding all things 
by the word of his power, when 
he had by himfelf purged fins, 
fat down on the right hand of the 
Majeity on high: 4 Being made 
fo much better than the angels, 
as he hath by inheritance obtain- 
ed a more exceilent name than 
they. ς For unto which of the 
angels faid he at any time, Thou 
art my Son, this day have I be- 
gotten thee? And again, I will 
be to him a Father, and he fhall 
be to me aSon? 6 And when 
he bringeth in again the firft-be- 
gotten into the world, he faith, 
And let all the angels of God 
weorfhip him. 7 And of the an- 
eels he faith, Who maketh his 
angeis {pirits, and his minifters a 
fiame of fire. 8 But unto the 
son, ‘Thy throne, O God, ἐξ for 


ever and ever; and a fceptre of 
righteoufnefs the fceptre of thy 
kingdom : 9 Thou haft loved 
righteoufnefs, and hated iniquity ; 
therefore God thy God hath an- 
nointed thee with the oy! of glad- 
nefs above thy fellows. 10 And, 
Thou Lord, in the beginning haft 
laid the foundation of the earth 5 
and the heavens are the works of 
thine hands. 11 They fhall pe- 
τ, but thou remaineft: and 
they all fhall wax old as doth a 
garment; 12 And as a vefture 
fhalt thou change them, and they 
fhajl be changed as a garment : 
but thou art the fame, and thy 
years fhall not fail. 13 But to 
which of the angels faid he at 
any time, Sit on my right hand, 
until I make thine enemies thy 
footftool ὁ 14 Are they not all 
miniftring fpirits, fent forth to 
minifter for them who fhall be 
heirs of falvation ? 

IJ. Therefore we ought to 
give the more earneft heed to the 
things which we have heard, left 
at any time we fhould let shen 
flip. 2 For if the word fpoken 
by angels was ftedfaft, and every 
tranfgreffion and difobedience re- 
ceived a juft recompence of re- 

ward ; 
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ward; 3 How hall we efcape 
if we negledt fo great falvation ? 
which at the firlt began to be fpo- 
ken by the Lord, and was con. 
firmed unto us by them that heard 
“bim ; 4 God alfo bearing them 
witnefs, both with figns and won- 
ders, and with divers miracles, 
and gifts of the Holy Ghoft, ac- 
cording to the will of God. 5 
For unto the angels hath he not 
put in fubjeétion the world to 
come, whereof we fpeak. 6 
But one in a certain place tefti- 
fied, faying, What is man that 
thou art mindful of him ? or the 
fon of man that thou vifiteft him ? 
7 Thou madeft him for a little 
while lower than the angels ; 
thou crownedit him with glory 
and honour, and didft fet him 
over the works of thy hands: 8 
Thou haft put all things in fub- 
jection under his feet. For in 
that he put all in fubjeétion under 
him, he left nothing not put un- 
der him. But now we fee not 
yet all things put under him. 9 
But we fee Jefus, who was made 
for a little while lower than the 
angels, for the fuffering of death, 
crowned with glory and honour ; 
that he by the grace of God 
fhould tafte death tor every man. 
10 For it became him, for whom 
are all things, and by whom are 
all things, in bringing many fons 
unto glory, to make the captain 
of their falvation perfect through 
fufferings. 11 For both he that 
fanétifieth, and they who are 


fan&ified, are all of one: for. 


which caufe he is not afhamed to 
call them Brethren, 12 Saying, 
Τ will declare thy name unto my 
brethren, in the midft οὗ. the 
Church will I fing praife unto 
‘thee, 13 And again, I will put 
my truft in him. And again, 
Behold, I and the children whom 


God hath given me. 14 Foraf- 
much then as the children were 


-partakers of blood and flefh, he 


alfo himfelf likewife took part 
of the fame fufferings : that thro’ 
death he might deitroy [death] 
that hath the power of death, that 
is, the devil; 15 And deliver 
them who through fear of death, 
were all their life-time fubject to 
bondage. 16 For verily he took 
not hold of angels ; but he took 
hold of the feed of Abraham. 
17 -Wherefore in all things it be- 
hoved him to be made like unto 
his brethren ; that he might be 
a merciful and faithful high prief, 
in things pertaining to God, to 
make reconciliation for the fins 
of the people: 18 For in that 
he himielf hath fuffered, being 
tempted, he is able to fuccour 
them that are tempted. 

{Π1 Wherefore, Holy Brethren, 
partakers of the heavenly calling, 
conlider the Apoftle and high 
prieft of our profeffion, Cirift 
Jefus; 2 Who was faithful to 
him that made him, as alfo was 
Mofes in all his houfe. 3 For 
he was counted worthy of more 
glory than Mofes, inafmuch as 
he who hath builded the houfe, 
hath more honour than the houfe. 
4 For every houfe is builded by 
fome one ; but he that built all 
things zs God. 5 And Mofes 
verily was faithful in all his houfe 
as afervant, for a teftimony of 
thofe things which were to be 
fpoken after; 6 But Chriltasa 
Son over his own houfe : which 
houfe are we, if we hold fait the 
confidence, and the rejoicing of 
the hope firm unto the end. 7 
Wherefore, as the Holy Ghoft 
faith, To day if ye will hear his 
voice, 8 Harden not your hearts, 
as in the provocation, in the day 
of cemptation in the wildernel(s : 

g When 
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9 When your fathers tried and 
proved me in that trial, and faw 
my woiks forty years. 10 Where- 
fore I was grieved with this ge- 
neration, and faid, They do al- 
Way err in heart; and they have 
not known my ways. 11 501 
{ware in my wrath, They fhall 
not enter into my reft. 12 Take 
heed, Brethren, left there be in 
any of you an evil hearc of un- 
belief, in departing from the liv- 
ing God. 13 But exhort one 
another daily, while it is called, 
To-day ; leit any of you be 
hardned through the deceitfulnefs 
of fin. 14 For we are made 
partakers of Chrilt, if we hold 
the beginning of our confidence 
fledfalt unto the end ; 15 While 
it is faid, To-day if ye will hear 
his voice, harden not your hearts, 
as in the provocation, 16 For 
fome when they had heard, did 
provoke : howbeit not all that 
came out of Egypt by Mofes. 
17 But with whom was he griev- 
ed forty years ὃ awas it not with 
them that had finned, whofe 
carcafes fell in the wildernefs ? 
18 And to whom {ware he that 
they fhould not enter into his 
re{t, but to them that believed 
not? 19 So we fee that they 
could not enter in becaufe of un- 
belief. 

IV. Let us therefore fear, left 
a promife being left of entering 
into his reft, any of you fhould 
feem to come fhort of it. 2 For 
unto us was the gofpel preached, , 
as well as un:o them: but the 
word preached did not profit 
them, not being mixed with the 
faith of them that heard. 3 For 
we who have believed do enter 
into relt, as he faid, As I have 
{worn in my wrath, If they fhall 
enter in:o my reit : although the 
works were finifhed from the 
foundation of the world, 4 For 


he fpake in a certain place of the 
feventh day on this wife, And 
God did reft the feventh day from 
all his works. 5 And in this 
again, If they fhall enter into 
my reft. 6 Seeing therefore it 
remsineth that fome mutt enter 
therein, and they to whom it 
was firlt preached, entered not 
in becaufe of unbelief: 7 A- 
gain, he limiteth a certain day, 
faying in David, To-day, after 
fo long atime; as it was faid 
beforehand, To-day if ye will 
hear his voice, harden not your 
hearts. 8 For if Jofhua had gi- 
ven them reft, then would he not 
afterward have fpoken of another 
day. ο Therefore this is ano- 
ther reit yet to come, for the 
people of God. 10 For he that 
is entered into his reft, he alfo 
hath ceafed from all his own 
works, as God from his. 1 
Let us labour therefore, Brethren, 
to enter into that reft, left any 
man fall from the fame example 
of truth. 12 For the word of 
God és quick, and powerful, and 
fharper than a two-edged {word, 
piercing even to the dividing a- 
{under of foul and fpirit, and of 
the joints and marrow, and isa 
difccrner of the thoughts and in- 
tents of the heart: 13 Neither 
is there any creature that js not 
manifelt in his fight: but all 
things are naked, and opened 
unto the eyes of him of whom 
we fpeak. 14 Seeing then that 
we have a ereat high prieft, that 
is pafled into the heavens, Jefus 
the Son of God, let us hold fat 
our profeffion. 15 For we have 
not an high prieft who cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities ; but was in all points 
tempted like as we are, without 
fin. 16 Let us therefore come 
boldly unto the throne of grace, 
that we may obtain mercy, and 
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find grace for feafunable aflift- 
ance. 

V_ Fer every high prieft ta- 
ken from among men, is ordain- 
ed for men in things pertaining 
to God, that he may offer both 
gifts and facrifices for fins: 2 
Who can have compaffion on the 
ignorant, and on them that are 
out of the way ; for that he him- 
felf alfo is compaffed with infir- 
mity : 3 And for that reafon 
he ought, as for the people, {o 
alfo for himfelf, to offer for fins. 
4 And no man taketh this ho 
nour unto himfelf, bu: he that is 
called cf God, as was Aaron: 
§ So alfo, Chri glorified not 
himfelf, to be made an high 
prieft ; but he that faid unto him, 
Thow art my Son, to-day have 
I begotten thee. 6 As he faith 
alfo again in another place, Thou 
art a prieit for ever after the or- 
der of Melchifedec. 7 Who in 
the davs of his flefh, when he 
had offered up prayers and {up- 
plications, with ftrong crying 
and tears, unto him that was able 
to fave him from death, and was 
heard, in that he feared; 8 
Though he were a Son, yet 
learned he obedience, by the 
things which he fuffered: 9 
And being made perfect, he be. 
came the author of eternal fal- 
vation unto all them that obey 
him ; 10 Called of God an 
high. prieft after the order of Mel- 
chifedec. 11 Of whom alfo we 
have many things to fay, and 
hard to be uttered; feeing ye 
are dul] of hearing. 12 For 
when for the time ye ought to be 
geachers, ye have need that one 
teach you again which δὲ the 


firft principles of the words of 


Ged ; ard are become fuch a 
have need of milk, and’ not οὐ 
ftrong meat. 13 For ‘every one 
chat ulesh milk,.¢ undkiiful in 


-and do minitter. 


the word of sighteoufnefs : for 
he is {till a babe. 14 But ftrong 
meat belongeth to them that are 
οἵ full age, to thofe who by rea- 
fon of ufe have their fenfes exer- 
cifed to difcern both good and 


‘evil. 


VI. Therefore leaving the 


"principles of the doétrine of Chrift, 


let us go on unto perfection ; not 


: laying again the foundation of 
‘repentance from dead works 3 
_and of faith towards God; 2 Of 
the doétrine of baptifms ; and of 


laying on of hands; of refur- 
rection of the dead ; and of e- 


_ternal judgment. 3 And this will 
. we do, if God 
‘it is impoffible for thofe who 


permit. 4 For 
were once enlightned, and have 
talted of the heavenly gift, and 
were made partakers of the Ho- 
ly Ghoft, 5 And have tafted 
the good word of God, and the 


. powers of the world to come ; 6 
: And are fallen away, to renew 


them again unto repentance : fee- 


‘ing they crucify to themfelves 


the Son of God, and put Azm to 


an open fhame. 7 For the earth 
-which drinkeih in the rain that 
: cometh oft upon it, and bringeth 


forth herbs meet for them by 
whom it is dreffed, receiveth 
bleffing from God: 8 But that 


_ which bearcth thorns and briers, 


is rejected, and is nigh unto curf- 
ing ; whofe end zs to be burned. 
g But beloved, we are perfuaded 


_ better things of you, and things 
| chat accompany falvation, though 


we thus fpeak. ro For God zs 


not unrighteous, to forget your 


work of love, which ye have 
fhewed toward his name, in that 
ye have miniftred to the faints, 
11 And we 
defire that every one of you do 
fhew the fame diligence, to the 
full affurance of hope unto the 


vend: 12 That ye be not floth- 
n That y ia 
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ful, but followers of them, who 
through faith and patience inhe- 
rit the promifes. 13 For when 
God made promife to Abraham, 
becaufe he could {wear by no 
greater, he {ware by himlelf, 
14 Saying, Surely, blefling, I 
will ble{fs thee, and mul:iplying, 
T will multiply thee. τς And 
fo, a‘ter he had patiently endured, 
he obtained the promife. 16 For 
men {wear by the greater : and 
an oath for confirmation #s to them 
an end of all ftrife © 17 Where- 
in God ‘willing more abundantly 
to {lew unto the heirs of promife 
the immutability of his countel, 
confirmed i# by an oath: 18 
That with two immutable things, 
in which it was impoffible for 
God to lie, we might have a 
{trong confolation, who have fled 
for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope fet before us: τὸ Which 
we have as an anchor of the 
foul, both fure and ftedfaft, and 
which entereth into that within 
the vail, 20 Whither the forerun- 
ner is for us entered, Jefus Chriit ; 
made an high prieft -or ev.r after 
the order of Me'chifedec. 

VU. For this Melchifedec was 
king of Salem, and preit of the 
moit high God, who met Abra- 
ham returning from the flaughter 
of the Kings, and bleffed nim, 
and Abraham was blefied by him. 
2 To whom allo Abraham gave 
a tenth part of all: firft being 
by interpretation, king of Righ 
teoufne(s, and after that allio, 
king of Salem, which is, king 
of Peace ; 3 Without father, 
without mother, without genea- 
logy, having neither beginning 
of days, nor end of life; but 
made like unto the Son of God, 
abideth a prieft continually. 4 
Now confider how great he awas, 
unto whom even the patriarch 
Abraham gave the ,tenth of the 


fpoils. 5 And verily they that 
are of the fons of Levi, who re- 
ceive the cflice of the prielthood, 
have a commandment to take 
tithes of the people according τὸ 
the law, that is, of their bre- 
thren, though they come out of 
the loins of Abraham; 6 But 
he whole deicen: is not counted 
from them, received tithes of A- 
braham, and bleffed him that 
had the promifes. 7 And with- 
out all contradidtion, the !eis 1s 
bleffed of the better. 8 And 
here men that die receive tithes : 
but there he of whom it is wit- 
nefled that he liveth. g And as 
I may fo fay, Levi alio who re- 
ceiveth tithes, payed tithes in 
Abraham. 10 For he was yet 
in the loins of his father when 
Melchifedec met him, 11 If 
therefore perfection were by the 
Levitical priefthood, for under it 
the people received the law, what 
further need that another prieft 
fhould rite after the order Mel- 
chifedec, and not be called after 
the order of Aaron? 12 For 
the pricithood being changed, 
there 1: made of neceflity a change 
aifo of the law. 13 For he of 
whom thefe things are fpoken, 
pertaineth to another tribe, of 
which no man gave attendance at 
the altar. 14 For ἐξ is evident 
that our Lord {prang out of Juda 5 
of which tribe Mofes fpake no- 
thing concerning priefts. 15 And 
it is yet far more evident: for 
that afer the fimiltude of Mel- 
chifedec there arifeth another 
prieit, 16 Who is made, not 
after the law of a carnal com- 
mandment, but aiter the power 
of an endlefs life. 17 For he 
teftifieth, Thou art a prieft for 
ever after the order of Melchife- 
dec. 18 For there is verily a 
difanulling of the commandment 
that was introduced : for che 
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weaknefs and unprofitablenefs 
thereof. 1g For the law made 
nothing perfect, but the -intro- 
duétion of a better hope did; by 
the which we draw nigh unto 
God. 20 And inafmuch as i¢ 
was not without an oath: For 
thofe priefts were made without 
an oath, 21 But this with an 
oath, by him that faid unto 
him, The Lord {ware and will 
not repent, ‘Thou art a prieft 
for ever after, the order of Mel- 
chifedec. 22 By fo much was 
Jelus made a furety of a better 
covenant. 23 -And they truly 
were many priefts, becaufe they 
were not fuffered to continue by 
reafon of death : 24 But he, 
becaufe he continueth ever, hath 
an unchangeable priefthood. 25 
Wherefore he is able alfo to fave 
them to the uttermoft, that come 
unto God by him, feeing he ever 
Jiveth to make interceffion for 
them. 26 For fuch an high 
prieft became us alfo, holy, harm- 
" Jefs, undefiled, fepa:ate from fin- 
ners, and made higher than the 
heavens ; 27 Who needeth not 
daily, as the high prieft, to offer 
up facrifice, firft for his own fins, 
and then for the peoples : for this 
he did once for all, when he of- 
fered up himfelf. 28 For the 
Jaw maketh men priefts which 
have infirmity ; but the word of 
the oath which was fince the 
Yaw the Son, who is confecrated 
for evermore. 

VIII. Now of the things 
which we have fpoken, this is 
the fum : We have fuch an high 
prieft, who is fet on the right 
hand of the throne of the Maje- 
ἢν inthe heavens; 2 A mini- 
iter of the fanctuary, of the true 
tabernacle which the Lord pitch- 
ed, and not man. 3 For every 
high prieft is ordained to offer 
gifts and facrifices : wherefore é# 


zs of neceflity that this man have: 
fomewhat alfo to offer. 4 If there- 
fore he were on earth, he fhould 
not be a prieft, feeing that there 
are that offer gifts according to 
the law : 5 Who ferve unto the 
example and fhadow of heavenly 
things, as Mofes was admonifhed 
of God when he was about to 
make the tabernacle. For fee, 
faith he, thou make all things 


‘according to the pattern fhewed 


to thee in.the mount. 6 But 
now hath he obtained a more ex- 
cellent miniftry for thee, by how 
much he is the mediator of a bet- 
ter covenant, which was efta- 
blifhed uzon better.promifes. 7 
For if that ἅτ had been faultlefs, 
then fhould no place have been 
fought for a fecond. 8 For find- 
ing fault with them, he faith, 
Behold the days come, faith the 
Lord, when I will make a new 
covenant with the houfe of Ifrael, 


_and the houfe of Judah: g Not 


according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers in the 


.day when I took them by the 


hand to lead them out of the 
land of Egypt ; becaufe they 
continued not in my covenant, 
and I regarded them not, faith 
the Lord. τὸ For this zs my 
covenant that J will make with 
the houfe of Ifrael after thofe 
days, faith the Lord ; I will put 
my laws into their mind, and 
write them in their hearts : and 
1 will be to them a God, and 
they fhall be to me a people. 11 
And they fhall not teach every 
man his /e//ow citizen, and eve- 
ry man 4is brother, faying, Know 
the Lord: for all fhall know me, 
from the leaft to the greateft: 12 
For I will be merciful to their 
unrighteoufnefs, and their fins 
and their iniquities will I remem- 
ber no more. - 13 In that he 
faith, A new, covexant, he hath 

made 
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made the firft old. Now that 
which decayeth and waxeth old, 
is ready to vanifh away. 

IX. Then verily the firft had 
alfo ordinances of divine fervice, 
and a worldly fanétuary. 2 For 
there was a tabernacle made, the 
firft, wherein was the candle- 
ftick, and the table, and the 
fhew bread ; which is called the 
Holy of Holies. 3 And after 
the fecond veil, the tabernacle 
which is called the holielt of ali : 
4 Which had the golden cenfer, 
and the ark of the covenant o- 
verlaid round about with gold, 
wherein was the golden pot that 
had manna, and Aaron’s rod that 
budded, and the tables of the 
covenant ; 5 And over it the 
cherubims of glory, fhadowing 
the mercy-feat : of which we 
cannot now fpeak particularly. 
6 Now when thefe things were 
thus ordained, the priefls go al- 
ways into the firft tabernacle, 
accomptifhing ¢heir fervice. 7 
But into the fecond the high prieit 
alone once every year, not with- 
cut blood, which he offers tor 
himfelf, and the errors of -the 
people. 8 The Holy Ghoft this 
fignifying, that the way into the 
holieft of all, is not yet made 
manifeft, while as the firft taber- 
nacle is yet ftanding : 9g Which 
is the firft for the time now 
prefent, in which are offered 
both gifts and facrifices, that 
cannot make him that does the 
fervice perfect, as pertaining to 
the confcience, 10 Being only in 
meats, and drinks, and divers 
wafhings, and carnal ordinances 
impofed until the time of refor- 
mation. 11 But Chrift being 
come an high prieft of good things 
to come, through a greater and 
more perfeét tabernacle, not made 
with hands, that is to fay, not of 
this building ; 12 Neither by 


the blood of goats and calves, but 
by his own blood he entered in 
once into the holy place, having 
obtained eternal redemption. 13 
For if the blood of goats, and of 
bulls, and the afhes of an heifer 
fprinkling the unclean, fandctfi- 
eth to the purifying of the flefh ; 
14 How much more fhall the 
blood of Chrift do, who through 
the Holy Spirit, offered himielf 
without fpot to God, who-will 
purge our confcience from dead 
works to ferve the living Gad ; 
15 And for this caufe ne is the 
Med.ator of the new covenant, 
that by means of death, for the 
redemption of the tranfgrcffions 
that were under the firit covenant, 
they who are-called might re- 
ceive the promife o! eternal inhe- 
ritance. 15 For where a tefta- 
ment 7s, there muit alfo of ne- 
ceffity be the death of the teftator. 
17 For a teftament zs of force af- 
ter men are dead : otherwift itis 
of no itreneth at al] whilit the 
teftacor liveth. 18 Whereuvon 
the firft covenant was not dedica- 
ted without blood. 19 For when 
Mofes had {poken every precept 
to all the people according to 
the law, he took the blood of 
calves and of goats, with water 
and fcarlet wooll, and hyffop, 
and {prinkled both the book and 
all the people, 20 Saying, This 
is the bleod of the covenant which 
God hath enjo'ned unto you. zt 
Moreover, he fprinkled likewife 
with blood both the tabernacle, 
and all the veffels of the miniftry. 
22 And almoft all things are by 
the law purged with blood ; and 
without fhedding of blood is no 
remiffion. 23 J¢ was therefore 
neceflary that the patterns of 
things in the heavens fhould be 
purified with thefe ; but the hea- 
venly things themfelves with bet- 
ter facrifices than thefe. 24 For 

Chrift 
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Chrift is not entered into the ho- 
ly places made with hands, the 
figures of the true; but into hea- 
ven it felf, now to appear in the 
prefence of God for us: 25 Nor 
yet that he fhould offer himfelf 
often, as the high priett entereth 
into the holy place, every ycar 
with blood of others: 26 For 
then mult he often have fuffered 
fince the foundation of the world, 
but now once in the end of the 
world, hath he appeared to put 
away fins by the facrifice of him- 
felf. 27 And as it 1s appointed 
unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment: 28 So Chrift 
alfo was once offered to bear the 
fins of many; and unto them 
that look for him fhall he appear 
the fecond time, without fin, un- 
to falvation. 

X. For the law having a fha- 
dow of good things to come, can 
never with thofe facrifices which 
they offer year by year continual- 
ly, purify the commers thereunto. 
2 For then would they not have 
ceafed to be offered ? becaufe that 
the worfhippers once purged, 
fhould have had no more con- 
{cience of fins. 3 But in thofe 
a remembrance zs made of fins 
every year. 4 For ἐξ ἐν not pof- 
fible that the blood of buils and 
of goats, fhould take away fins. 
ς Wherefore when he cometh 
into the world, he faith, Sacri- 
fice and offering thou wouldeft 
not, but a body hatt thou pre- 
pared me: 6 In burnt-offering 
and offering for fin thou haft had 
mo pleafure : 7 Then faid I, 
Lo, I come, For in the volume 
of. the book it is writien of me, 
to do thy will, O God. 8 A- 
bove, when he faid, Sacrifices, 
and offerings, and burnt offerings, 
and offerings for fin thou wouldeit 
not, neither hadit pleafure, which 
are offered by the law; 9 Then 
faid he, Lo, I come to do thy 


will. He taketh away the firit, 
that he may eitablifh the fecond. 
10 By the which will we have 
been fanctified, through the of- 
fering of the blood of Jefus Chriit 
once, 11 And every prielt ttand- 
eth daily miniltering and offering 
oftentimes the ‘ame facnifices 
wiuch can never take away fins : 
12 But He, atter he had offered 
one facrifice for fins, for ever fat 
down on the right hand of God 5 
13 From hencetorth expecting till 
his enemies be made his toot- 
ftool. 14 Fox by one offering he 
hath perfeéted for ever them that. 
are fandtified. 15 The Holy 
Ghoft alfo is a witnefs to us : for 
aiter that he had faid, 16 This 
zs the covenant that I will make 
with them after thofe days, {faith 
the Lord; I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their 
mind will I write them: 17 
And their fins and iniquities will 
I remember no more. 18 Now, 
where remiffion of thefe is, there 
zs no more cffering for fin. 19 
Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
nefs to enter into the holieft by 
the blood of Jefus, 20 By a new 
living way which he hath conf{e- 
crated for us, through the veil, 
that 15 to fay, through his flefh ; 
21 And an high prieft over the 
hou'e of God: 22 Let us draw 
Near with a true heart, in full 
affurance of faith, having our 
hearts fprinkled from an evil 
con{cience, and our bodies wafh- 
ed with pure water. 23 Jet us 


hold faft the profeffion of our 


faith without wavering, for he 
is faithful that promijed : 24 
And let us confider one another 
to provoke unto love, and to 
good works: 25 Not forfaking 
the affembling of our felves to- 


‘gether, as the manner of fome, 


is ; but exhorting : and fo much 


‘the more, as ye fee the day ap- 


proaching, 
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proaching. 26 For if we fin 
wilfully after that we have re- 
ceived the knowledge of the 
truth, there is not another facri- 
fice left {till ta be offered. 27 
But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment, ‘and fiery indigna- 
tion, which fhall devour the ad. 
verfaries. 28 He that defpifed 
Mofes law, died without mercy 
and tears, under two or three 
witnefles : 29 Of how much 
forer punifhment, fuppofe ye, fhall 
he be thought worthy, who hath 
troden under foot the Son of God, 
and hath counted the blood of 
the covenant wherewith he was 
fanctified, an unholy thing, and 
hath done defpite unto the Spirit 
of grace ὃ 30 For we know 
him that hath faid, Vengeance 
Lelongeth unto me, I will recom- 
pence. And again, That the 
Lord fhall judge his people. 31 
ft is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. 32 
But call to remembrance the for. 
mer days, in which, after ye 
were illuminated, ye endured a 
great fight of affl.dtions : 33 
Partly whilit ye were reproached, 
both by abufes and affliétions ; 
and partly whilft ye became com- 
panions of them that were fo ufed. 
34 For ye had compaffion of 
thofe in bonds, and took joyfully 
the fpoiling of your goods, know- 
ing in your {elves that ye have a 
better and an enduring {ubitance. 
35 Cait not away therefore your 
confidence, which hath great re- 
compence of reward 36 For 
ye have need of patience ; that 
after ye have done the will of 
God, ye may receive the pro- 
mie. 37 For yet a while, and 
he that fhal!l come will come, and 
will not tarry. 38 Now the 
jut fhall live by my faith τ but 
if he draw back, my foul fhall 
have no pleafure in him, 39 But 


we are not of them who draw 
back unto perdition ; but of 
them that believe, to the faving 
of the foul. 

XI. Now faith is the affurance 
of things hopcd for, the evidence 
of things not feen, 2 For by it 
the elders obtained a good report. 
3 Through faith we underitand 
that the ages were framed by the 
word of God, fo that what is 
feen was not made of things 
which do appear. 4 By faith 
Abel offered unto God a more 
excellent facrifice than Cain, by 
which he obtained witnefs, that 
he was righteous, God teltifying 
of his gifts; and by it he being 
dead, yet fpeaketh. 5 By faith 
Enoch was tranflated that he 
fhould not fee death; and was 
not found, becaufe God had 
tranflated him: for before the 
tranflation he had this teftimony, 
that he pleafed God. 6 But 
without faith ἐῤ ἧς impoffible to 
pleale Jim: for he that cometh 
to God, muft believe that he is, 
and is a rewarder of them that 
diligently feek him. 7 By faith 
Noah being warned of God of 
things not feen as yet, moved 
with fear, prepared an ark to 
the faving of his. houfe ; by the 
which he condemned the world, 
and became heir of the righteoul- 
nvfs which is by faith. 8 By 
faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place 
which he fhould after receive for 
an inheritance, obeyed ; and he 
went out, not knowing whither 
ne went. g He {ojourned in the 
land of promife, as ἐπ ἃ ftrange 
country, dwelling in tabernacles 
with Ifaac and Jacob, the heirs 
with him of his promife. 10 
For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whofe builder 
and maker zs God. 11 Through 
faith alfo the barren Sara hie 
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felf received ftrength to conceive 
a child, when fhe was pait age : 
becauie fhe judged him faichful 
who had promifed. 12 ‘I here- 
fore fprang there even of one, 
and him as good as dead, as the 
ftars of the fky in multitude, and 
as the fand of the fea, innumera- 
ble. 13 Thefe all died in faith, 
not having received the promifes, 
but having feen them afar of, 
and embraced rhem, and confef- 
fed that they were ftrangers and 
fojou:ners and pilgrims on the 
earh. 14 For they that fay 
fuch things, declare plainly that 
they feek a country. 15 And 
tru'y if they were. mindful of 
that from whence they came out, 
they might have had opportunity 
to have returned: 16 But now 
they defire a better, that is, an 
heavenly : wherefore God is not 
afhamed to be called their God : 
for he hath-prepared for them a 
city. 17 By faith Abraham 
when he was tried, offered up 
Maac : and he that had received 
the promifes, offered up his only 
begotten: 18 Οἱ whom it was 
faid, In Iiaac fhall thy feed be 
called : τὸ Accounting thar 
God was able to raife Az up, 
even from the dead ; from whence 
alfo he received him in a figure. 
zo By faith Ifaac bleffed Jacub 
and Efau alfo concerning ihings 
to come. 21 By faith Jacob, 
when he was a dying, bleffed 
both the fons of Jofeph; and 
worfhipped upon the top of his 
Βα 22 By faith Jofeph, when 
he diced, made mention of the 
departing of the children of If- 
rael; and gave commandment 
concerning his bones. 23 By 
faith Mofes, when he was born, 


was hid three months by his pa- 
rents; becaufe they faw δὲ was a 
beautiful child ; and they were 
* not afraid of the king’s com- 
mandment. + 24 By faith Mo- 
fes, when he was come to years, 
reiufed to be called the fon of 
Pharaoh's daughter ;_ 25 Choof- 
ing rather to fuffer affliciion with 
the people of God, than to en- 
joy the pleafures of fin for a 
feafon ; 26 Ettegming the re- 
proach of Chritt greater riches 
thamthe treafures of Egypt: for 
he had refpeét unto the recom- 
pence of the reward. 27 By faith 
he forfook Egypt, not fearing the 
wrath of the king: for he en- 
dured, as feeing him who is in- 
vifible. 28 Through faith he 
kept the paffover, and the fprink- 
ling of blood, left he that deftroy- 
ed the firft-born, fhould touch 
them. 29 By faith they paffed 
through the Red-fea, as by dry 
land : which the Egvptians af- 
faying to do, were drowned. 30 
By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compafled 
about feven days. 31 By faith 
the harlot Rahab perifhed not 
with them that believed not, 
when fhe had received the {pies 
with peace. 32 And what fhall 
1 fay ὃ for the time would fail 
me to tell of Gedeon, and of 
Barak, and of Samfon, and of 
Jephthae, of David alfo and Sa- 
muel, and of the prophets: 33 
Who through faith fubdued king- 
doms, wrought righteou!nef:, ob- 
tained promifes, ftopped the 
mouths of lions, 34 Quenched 
the violence of fire, efcaped the 
edge of the fword, out of weak- 
nefs were made ftrong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to flight 

the

the armies of the aliens. 35 W«- 
mer received their dead raticd to 
life agin : 
tured, not accepting deliverance ; 
that they might obtain a betcer 
refurrection. 36 And others had 
trial of mockings, and fcourg- 
ings, yea mortover, of bonds, 
and imprifonment. 37 They 
were floned, they were fawn a- 
funder, were tempted, were flain 
with the fword : they wandered 
about in fheep-fkins, and goat- 
fkins, being detticute, afflicted, 
tormented 38 Of whom the 
world was not worthy, they wan- 
dered in deferts, and mountains, 
and dens and caves of the earth. 
39 And thele all having obtain- 
ed a good report through faith, 
received not the promife : 40 
God having provided fome better 
thing for us, that they without 
us fhould not be made yerfect. 
XII. Wherefore, feeing we 
alfo are compaffed about with fo 
great a cloud of witneifes, let us 
lay afide every weight, and the 
fin which doth fo eafily belet ws, 
and let us run with patience the 
race which is fet before us, 2 
Looking unto Jefus the author 
and finither of the faith ; who 
for the joy that was fet before 
him, endured the crofs, defpi- 
fing the fhame, and is fet down 
at the right hand of the throne 
of Ged. 3 For confider him 
that endured fuch contradi¢tion 
of finners againit himfelf, leit 
ye be wearied and faint in your 
minds. 4 For ye have not yet 
refitted unto biood, itriving againtt 
fin. § And ye have torgotten 
the exacrtation which fpeaketh 
unto you as unto children, Jy 
fon, deivi‘e not thou the chaften- 
ing of the Lord, nor faint when 
thou art rebuked of him. 6 For 
whom the Lord joveth,he chaiten- 
eth,and {courgeth every fon whom

he receiveth, 7 If ye endure 
chaftering, God dealeth with you 
as with ions : for what fon is he 
whom the father chafteneth not ? 
ἃ But if ye be without chattife- 
ment, whereof all are partakers, 
then ure ye batiards and not ions. 
g “urthermore, we have had fa- 
thers of our fleth, who corrected: 
us, and we gave them reverence ? 
fhall we not much rather be in 
fubjection unto the Father of {pi- 
rits, and live ? 10 For they 
verily for a tew days chaftned us, 
after their own pleafure ; bit he 
for our profit, that we might be 
partakers of his holinefs, 11 No 
chaitening for the prefent feem- 
eth to be joyous, but grievous : 
nevertheleis, afterward it yield- 
eth the peaceable fruit of righ- 
eoufne s, unto them who are ex- 
ercifed thereby, 1a Wherefore 
litt up the hands which hang 
down, and the feeble knees. 13 
And make ftraight paths for your 
feet, left that which is lame be 
turned cut of the way, but let 
it rather be healed. 14 Follow 
peace with all men, and holi- 
nefs, without which no man hall 
fee the Lcrd: 15 Looking di- 
ligentty, that no one fail of the 
grace of God ; Icft any root of 
bitternefs {pring up, with gall, 
and thereby many be defiled : 
16 Left there fe any fornicator, 
or profane perfon ; As Ffau for 
one morfel of meat foid his birth- 
right. 17 For ye know how 
that afterward wher he would 
have inherited the blefling, he 
was rejected : for he found no 
place of repentance, though he 
fought it carefully with tears. 18 
For ye are not come dice iia 
unto the mount that py... xix.i2.

nor unto blacknefs, and darknefs, 
and tempeit, 19 And the ae

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of atrumpet, and the voice of 
words, which they that heard en- 
treated that the word fhould not 
be {poken to them «ny more : 
zo For they could not endure 
that which was commanded, :\nd 
if fo much as a beaift touch the 
mow tain, it fhall be ttoned 21 
And fo terrible was tne fight, 
that Mofes faid, I exceedingly 
fear and quake. 22 But ye are 
come unto mount Sion, unto the 
city of the living God, the hea.

of all, and to the {pirits of juft 
men made perfect, 24 And to 
Jefus the mediator of the new 
covenant, and to the blood of 
fprinkling, that fpeaketh better 
things than Abel. 25 See that 
ye refufe not him that fpeaketh 
to you: For if they efcaped not 
who refufed him that fpake on 
earth, much more we, if we turn 
away from him that is from the 
heavens: 26 Whofe voice then 
fhook the earth: but now he 
hath promifeth, faying, Yet once 
more [ fhake not the earth only, 
but alfo heaven. 27 And this, 
Yet once more, fignifieth the re- 
moving of thofe things that are 
fhaken, as thofe things that are 
made, that thofe things which 
cannot be fhaken may remain. 
28 Wherefore we receiving a 
kingdom which cannot be mo- 
ved, let us have grace, whereby 
‘we may ferve God acceptably, 
with reverence and godly fear. 
29 For our God zs a coniuming

8 A double- 
minced man ἐς unftable in all 
his ways. g Let the brother of 
low degree rejoice in that he is 
exalted : 10 But the rich, in 
that he is made low : becaufe as 
the flower of the grafs he fhall 
pafs away. 11 For avhere the 
fun is rifen with a burning heat, 
it withereth the grafs, and the 
flower thereof falleth, and the 
grace of the fafhion of it perifh- 
eth: fo alfo fhall the rich man 
fade away in his ways. 12 Blef- 
fed is the man that endureth 
temptation : for when he is tried, 
he fhal! receive the crown of life,

that love him. 13 Let no man 
fay when he is tempted, [ am 
tempted of God ; for God can- 
not be tempted with evil, neither 


tempteth he any man. 14 Bat 
every man is tempted, when he 
is drawn away of nis own luft, 
and enticed τς Then when 
luft hath conceived, it bringeth 
forth fin : and fin when it is fi- 
nifhed, bringeth forth death. 16 
Do not therefore err, my belov- 
ed brethren. 17 Every good 
gift, and every perfect gift is 
from above, and cometh down 
from the Father of jights, with 
whom is no variableneis, neither 
fhadow of turning. 18 Of his 
own will begat he us wth the 
word of truth, that we fhould be 
a kind of firft-fruits of his crea- 
tures.

23 If any one be a hear- 
er of the word, and not a doer, 
he is like unto a man beholding 
his natural face ina glafs: 24 
For he beholdeth himfelf, and 
goeth his way, and flraightway 
forgetteth what manner of man 
he was. 25 But whofo looke:h 
into the perfect law of liberty, 
and continucth ἐν ἐδ, being not a 
forgetful hearer, but a doer of 
the work, this man fhall be blef- 
fed in his deed. 26 If any man 
feem to be religious, and bridleth 
not his tongue, but deceiveth his

oWwn heart, this man’s religion ἧς 
vain. 27 Fer pure religion and 
undefiled before God and the Fa- 
ther, is this, To vific the father- 
lefs and widows ‘in their'affliction, 
to keep himtelf unfpotted from 
the world. 

If. My brethren, have not the 
faith of fefus Chrift our Lord of 
glory, with refpect of perions. 
2 For if there come unto your 
aflembly a man with a gold ring, 
in goodly apparel, and there come 
in alfo a poor man in vile rai- 
ment; 3 And ye have refpect 
to him that weareth the gay 
clothing, and fay, Sit thou here 
in a good place ; and fay to the 
poor, Stand thou there, or fit 
here under the footitool of my 
feet.

commit adultery, faid alfo, Do 
not Kill.

25 Like- 
wife alfo, was not Rahab the inn- 
keeper juitified by works, when 
fhe had received the meffengers, 
and had fent them out another 
way ? 26 For as the body with- 
out the fpirit is dead, fo faith 

without works is dead alfo. 
II}. My brethren, be not ma- 
ny teachers, knowing that we 
fhall receive the greater condem- 
nation. 2 For 1) many things 
we

we offend all. If any man of- 
fend not in word, the fame is a 
perfect min, and able alfo to 
bridle the whole body. 3 Be- 
hold, we put biis in the ho:fes 
mouth, that they may obey us ; 
and we turn about their whole 
body. 4 Behold alfo the hips, 
which though they be fo great, 
and are driven of fierce winds, 
yet are they turned about with a 
very {mall hetm, whitherfoever, 
the governor lifteth. 5 In like 
manner alfo the tongue is a litcle 
member, and boafteth great things. 
Behold how little a fire how great 
a matter it kindleth. 6 And the 
tongue 7s a fire ; a world of ini- 
quity, fo is the tongue amongit 
our members, It defileth the whole 
body, and fetteth on fire the 
courfe of nature ; and it is fet on 
fire of gehenna. 7 For every 
kind of beafts, and of birds, of 
ferpents, and things ἢ the fea, 
is tamed, and hath been tamed 
of mankind: 8 But the tongue 
can no man tame; an unquiet 
evil, full of deadly poifon. g 
‘Therewith blefs we the Lord and 
Father ; and therewith curfe we 
men, who are made after the fi- 
militude of God. 10 Out of 
the fame mouth proceedeth blef- 
fing and curfing. My Brethren, 
thefe things ought not fo to be. 
1¥ Doth a fountain fend forth 
at the fame place {weet and bit- 
ter? 12 Can the fig-tree, my 
brethren, bear olive-berries ? ei- 
ther a vine, figs? fo neither can 
falt water make ἔτει. 13 Who 
7s a wife man and endued with 
knowledge amongft you ? let 
him fhew out of a good conver- 
fation his works with meekuefs 
of wifdom. 14 But if then ye 
have bitter envying and ftrife 
in your hearts, glory not, and 
lie not againft the truth. 15 
This wifdom defcendeth not from 


above, but 7s earthly, fenfual, 
devilith. 16 For where envying 
and ftrife zs, there zs alfo contu- 
fion, and every evil work. 17 
But the wifdom that is from a- 
bove is firft pure, then peaceable, 
gentle, eafy to be entreated, full 
of mercy and good fruits, with- 
out wavering, without hypocrify. 
18 And the fruit of righteoufnefs 
is fown in peace of them that 
makz peace, 

IV. From whence are wars 
and whence fightings among you? 
are they not hence, of your luits, 
that war in your members? 2 
Ye luft, and have not: ye kill, 
and defire to have, and cannot 
ovtain: ye fight and war, yet 
ye have not, becaufe ye afk not. 
3 Ye afk, and receive not, be- 
caufe ye afk ami‘s, that ye may 
confume it upon your lufts. 4 
Ye adulterers and adultereffes, 
know ye not that the friendfhip 
of the world is enmity with God ὃ 
wholoever therefore will be a 
friend of the world, is the enemy 
of God. 5 Do ye think that 
the {cripture faih in vain, The 
fpirit that dwelleth in us lufteth 
toenvy ὃ 6 But he giveth more 
grace : wherefore he faith, God 
refifteth the proud, but giveih 
grace unto the humble. 7 Sub- 
mit your felves therefore to God 5 
burt refift the devil, and he will 
flee from you: 8. Draw nigh to 
Ged, and he will draw nigh to 
you : cleanfe the hands, ye fin- 
ners, and purify the hearts, ye 
deuble-minded. 9 Be afflicted, 
and mourn, azd weep: let your 
laughter be turned to mourning, 
and joy to heavinefs. τὸ Hum- 
ble your felves in the fight of the 
Lord, and he fhall lift you up. 
11 Speak not evi) one of another, 
my brethren. Pe that fpeaketh 
evil of a brother, or judgeth a 
brother, {peaketh evil of the law,

and judgeth the Jaw : but if thou 
judge the law, thou art not a doer 
of the law, but a judge. 12 
There is one lawgiver and judge, 
who is able to dave, and co de- 
ftroy : who art thou that jadgett 
thy neighbour? 13 Go to now, 
ye that fay, “lo day or to mor- 
row let us go into fuch a city, 
and Continue a year, and buy and 
fell ; and we will get gain: 14 
Whereas ye know not what /ba// 
be onthe morrow :- What 7s your 
Jife? It will be even a vapour 
that appeareth for a litile time, 
and then alfo vanifheth away. 15 
For that ye ought to fay, If the 
Lord will, we fhall live, and do 
this, or that. 16 But now ye re-

Behold, the 
hufbandman waiteth for the pre- 
cious fruit of theearth, and hath 


long patience for it, until he re- 
ceive the former and latter rain. 
8 Be ye alfo patient ; flablifh 
your hearts: for the coming of 
the Lord draweth nigh. 9 Grudge 
not one againft another, my bre- 
thren, leit ye be judged : behold, 
the judge ftandeth before the 
door. 10 Brethren, ye have the 
prophets, who have f{poken in 
the name cf the Lord, for an ex- 
ample of fuffering affliction, and 
of patience. it Behold, we 
count them happy who have en- 
dured, Ye have heard of the 
patience of Job, and have feen. 
the end of the Lord: that the 
Lord is very pitiful, and of ten- 
der mercy. 12 But above all 
things, my brethren, {wear not, 
neither by heaven, neither by the 
earth, neither by any other oath = 
but let your yes be yes, and your 
no, no +; left ye fall under judg- 
ment. 13 Is any among you 
afflicted ? Jet him pray. Is any 
merry ? let him fing pfalms. 14 
Is any fick among you ? let him 
call for the elders of the church ; 
and let them pray over him, an- 
ointing him with oil in the name 
of the Lord: 15 And the pray- 
er of faith fhall fave the fick, 
and the Lord fhall raife him up; 
and if he have committed fins, 
they fhall be forgiven him. 16 
Confefs therefore your fins one to 
another, pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed: The ef- 
fe€tual fervent prayer of a righ- 
teous man availeth much. 17 
Elias was a man fubject to like 
pafions as we are, and he prayed 
earneftly that it might not rain ἡ 
and it rained not on the earth by 


the fpace of three years and fix 


months. 18 And he prayed a- 
gain, and the heaven gave rain, 
and the earth brought forth her 
fruit. 19 My brethren, if any 
of you do err from the truph, and’

CHAP. I. 

ET ER an apoftle of Jefus 
Chrilt, to the ele& fojourn- 

ing in the difperfion of Pontus, 
Galatia, Cappadocia, Afia, and 
Bithynia, 2 Elect according to 
the foreknowledge of God the 
Father, through fanétification of 
the Spirit unto obedience, and 
{prinkling of the blood of Jefus 
Chrift : Grace unto you and 
peace be multiplied. 3 Bleffed 
éz the God and Father of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, who accord- 
ing to his abundant mercy hath 
egotren us again unto a lively 
hope, by the refurrection of Je- 
fus Chrift from the dead, 4 ‘To 
an inheritance incorruptible, and 
undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away, referved in heaven for you, 
5 Who are kept by the power 
of God through faith unto falva- 
tion, ready to be revealed in the 
lait time. 6 Wherein ye greatly 
rejoice, though now for a feafon, 
if-need be, ye are in heavinefs 
through manifold temptations. 7 
That the trial of your faith be- 
ing much more precious than of 
gold that perifheth, though it be 
tried with fire, might be found 
unto praife, and honour, and glo- 
ry at the appearing of Jefus 
Chritt : 8 Whom having not 
feen, ye love ; in whom though 


now yc fee him not, -yet believ- | 


ing, ye rejoice with joy unfpealx- 


able; and full of plory > 9g Re- 
ceiving the end of your faith, the 
falvation of your fouls. 10 Of 


which falvation the prophets have 


enquired, and fearched diligently, 
who prophefied cf the grace unto 
you : a1 Searching what, or 
what manner of time the spirit 
of Chrift which was in them did 
fignify, when it teltified before- 
hand the fafferings for Chriit, 
and the glory that fhould fallow. 
12 Unto whom it was revealed, 
that not unto themfeives, but 
unto you they did minifler the 
things which are now reported 
unto you by them that have 
preached the gofpel unto you, by 
the Holy Ghoit, fent down from 
heaven ; which things the angels 
defire to look into. 13 Where- 
fore gird up the loins of your 
mind, be fober, and hope to the 
end, for the grace that is to be 
brought unto you at the revela- 
tion of Jefus Chriit; 14 As obe- 
dient children, not fafhioning 
your felves according to the for- 
mer lufts, in your ignorance : 
15 But as he who hath called 
you is holy, fo be ye holy in all 
manner of ccnverfation ; 16 Be- 
caufe it 15 written, Ye fhall be 
holy, for I ‘am holy. 17 And 
if ye call cn the Father, who 
without refpect of perfons judg- 
eth according to every man’s 
work, pafs the time of your fo- 
journing here in fear: 18 For- 
afmuch as ye know that ye were 
not redeemed with corruptible 
things, filver and gold, from your 
vain converfation by tradition 
from your fathers; tg But with 
the precious blood of Chrift, as 
of a Lamb without blemifh and 

Ν 2 without 
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without fpot: 20 Who verily 
was fore-ordained before the foun- 
dation of ithe world, but was ma- 
nifelt in this laft of times tor 
us; 21 Who by him are faith- 
ful unto God that raifed him up 
from the dead, and gave him gio- 
ry, that your fatta aad hope 
might be in God. 22 Seeing ye 
have pur.fied your ‘ouls in obey- 
ing the truth, unio unfergned love 
of the brethren ; love one ano- 
ther with the heart fervently : 
z3 Being born again, not of 
corrup.ible feed. but of incor- 
ruptible, by the word of God 
which liveth and abideth. 24 
For all ficth zs grafs, and all its 
glory as the flower of grais, 
The grafs withereth, and the 
flower falleth away : 25 But 
the word of the Lord endureth 
for ever. And chis is what is 
preached unto you. 

JI. Wherefore laying afide all 
malice, and ali guile, and hy po- 
crifies, and envies, and evil- 
fpeaking;, 2. As new-born babes 
defire the fincere milk of the 

‘ word, that ye may grow thereby 
unto falvation: 3 If ye have 
tafted that the Lord ἦς gracious. 
4 To whom comong, a living 
ftone, diiallowed indeed of men, 
but chofen of God, precious, 5 
Ye alfo as lively ftones, are buil: 
upon them a fpiritual houfe, un- 
to an holy prieithocd, to offer up 
ipiritual facrificcs, acceptable to 
(Sod by Jefus Carift, 6 Where- 
fore alfo it is contained in the 
{cripture, Behold, 1 lay. in Sion 
a chief corner-ftone, elect, pre- 
cious : and he that. believeth on 
him fhall not be confounded.. 7 
Unto you therefore who believe 
4e is precious; but unto them 
who b. difobedient, the ftone 
which the builders difallowed, 
the {ame_is made the head of the 
gorner. 8 Anda ftone of ftum- 


bling, and a rock of offence, who 
ftumble at the word, being dif- 
obedient, whcreunto alfo they 
were appcinted. 9 But ye are 
a chofen generation, a royal 
priefthcod, au holy nation, a pe- 
culiar people ; that ye fhould 


_fhew forth the virtues of him 


_who hath called you out of dark- 


nefs into his marvellous light : 
10 Who in time palit were not a 
feople, but are now the people 
of God: who had rot obtained 
mercy, but now have obtained 
mercy. 11 Dearly beloved, I 
befeech seu as ftrangers and pile 
grims, abitain from flefhly luits, 
which war againft the fouls; 12 
Having -your converfation honeit 
among the Gentiles : that where- 
as they {peak againft you.as evil» 
doers, they may by. the good 
werks which they fhall behold, 
glorify God in the day of vifita- 
tion. 13 Submit your felves to 
every human creature for the 
Lord’s fake : whether it be ta 
the king, as fupreme; 14 Or 
unto governors, as unto them 
that are fent by him, for the pu- 
nifhment of evil-doers, and for 
the praiie of them that do well. 
15 For fo is the will of God, 
that with well-doing: ye may put 
to filence the ignorance of foolilh 
men : 16 as free, and not 
ufing liberty for a cloke of wick» 
ednefs, bur as the fervants. of 
God. 17 Honour all men. Love. 
the. brotnerhood. Fear God. 
Honour the king. 18 Servants, 
be {ubjeét to matters with all fear, 
not only to the good and gentle, 
but alfo.to the froward. -19 For 
this 7s hank-worthy, if a man 
for con{cience toward God en- 
dure grief, fuffermg wrongfully. 
20 For what glory zs 22, if when 
ye be buffeted for your faults, ye 
fhall take it patiently ? but if 


when ye do well, and fuffer, ye 


take 
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take it patiently ; Por this zs ac. 
ceptable with God. 21 For 
even hereunto were ye caiied : 
becaufe Chriit fuffered for you, 
leaving you an example, that ye 
fhould follow his iteps : 22 Who 
did no fin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth: 23 Who 
when he was reviled, reviled rot 
again ; when he {uffered, he 
threatned not ; but comunitted 
himself vo him that 1 dgeth righ- 
teoully ; 24 Who his own felf 
bare our fins in his own body on 
the tree, that we being dead to 
our fins, fhouid live unto righ- 
teouineis: by whofe wound ye 
were healed. 2; For ye were 
as fheep going altray ; but are 
now returned unto the Shepherd 
and Bithop of your fouls, 

ILI. Likewife, ye wives, be 
in fubjection to your own hui- 
bands ; that it any obcy not the 
word, they aifo may without the 
word be wo. by the converfation 
οἵ the wives, 2 While they 
behold your chafte converfation, 
with fear, 3 Whofe adorning, 
let it not be that avhich 7s out- 
ward, of plaiting the hair, and 
of wearing of gold, or of put- 
ting on of apparel: 4 But the 
hidden man of the heart, in that 
which is not corruptible, of a 
mee]: and quict {pirit, which is 
in the fight.of God of great 
price. 5 For after this manner 
in the old time, the holy women 
al:o who trufted in God adorned 
themfelves, being in fubjection 
unto their own hufbands; 6 E- 
ven as Sara obeyed Abraham, 
calling him lord : whofe daugi- 
ters ye are as long as ye do well, 
and are not afraid with any a- 
mazement. 7 Likewife, ye huf- 
bands, dwell with them accord.. 
ing to knowledge, giving honour 
unto the wife as unto the weaker 
vefiel, and as being heirs toge- 


caer of the manifold grace of 
lie 3 what your prayers be not 
hincerd. 8. Finally, be ye all 
wiarimuus, having compaffion 
one of another, love as brethren, 
pitif:’, humble : 9 Not ren- 
dering evil for evil, or railing 
for sailing ; but contrariwile, 
blefling ; becaufe ye are there- 
unto called, that ye fhould in- 
herit a bleffing. τὸ For he that 
will love life, and fee good days, 
let him refrain Ais tongue from 
evil, and δὲς lips that they {pealk 
no guile. 11 But lethim efchew 
evil, and do good ; let him feels 
peace, and enfue it. 12 For 
the eyes of the Lord are over the 
righteous, and his ears are open 
uno their prayers : but the face 
of the Lord zs againft them that 
do evil. 13 Anu who zs he that 
will harm you, if you be zea- 
lous of that which 1s good? 14 
But and if ye {uffer for righteouf- 
nefs fake, happy are ye: and be 
not afraid of their terror, neither 
be troubled ; 15 Bue fanctify 
the Lord Chrift in your hearts : 
and δὲ ready always to give an 
an{wer to every one that afketh 
you a reafon of the hope that is 
in you, but with meeknefs and 
fear: 16 Having a good con- 
icience ; that whereas they fpealk 
evil of you, as of evil-doers, 
they may be afhamed that falfly 
accufe your good converfation in 
Chrift. 17 For. ze zs better, if 
the will of God be fo, that ye 
fuffer for well-doing, than for evil- 
doing. 18 For Chrift alfo hath 
once died for fins for us, the juit 
for the unjuft; that he might bring 
us to God, being put to death in 
the flefh, but quickned by the 
Spirit: 19 By which alfo he 
went and preached unto the {pirits 
in prifon ; which fometime were 
difobedient, when the long-{uf- 
fering of God waited in the ae 
Ὁ 
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of Noah, while the ark was a 
preparing ; wherein few perfons, 
that is, eight jiouls, were taved 
by water. 21 The which figure 
baptifm doth alfo now fave you : 
not the puting away of the filth 
of the flefh, but the ftipulation 
of a good confcience towards 
God, by the refurreétion of Je- 
fus Chri: 22 Who is gone 
into heaven, and is on the right 
hand of God, angels, and au- 
thorities, and powers, being made 
fubject unto him. 

IV. Forafmuch then as Carift 
hath fuffered for us in the flefh, 
arm your felves likewife with 
the fame mind: for he that hath 
Suffered in the flefh, hath ceafe 
from fin; 2 That he no longer 
fhould live the reft of δὲς time ia 
the ficfh, to the lufts of men, but 
to the will of God. 3 For the 
time paft may fuffice to have 
wrought the will of the Gentiles, 
when we walked in lafcivioufnels, 
Jufts, excefs of wine, revellings, 
banquetings, and abominable idc - 
latries: 4 Wherein they think 
it Rrange that you run not with 
them to the fame excefs of riot, 
fpeaking evil of you : 5 Who 
fhall give account to him that is 
yeady to judge the quick and the 
dead. 6 For, for this caufe was 
the gofpel preached alfo to the 
dead, that they might be judged 
according to men in the flefh, 
but live according to God in the 
Spirit. 7 But the end of all 
things is at hand : be ye there- 
fore fober, and watch unto pray- 
er. 8 And above all things 
have fervent charity amorg your 
felves : for charity covers a mu:- 
titude of fins. g Uie hofpitali- 
ty one to another without grudg- 
ing. 10 As every man hath re- 
ceived the gift, minifter the fame 
ene to another, as good flewards 


ef the manifold grace of God. 


11 If any man fpeak, as the o- 
racles of God ; 1f any man mi- 
nifter, as of the ability which 
God giveth : that God in all 
things may be glorified through 
Jefus Chriit ; to whom de praife 
and dominion for ever and ever. 
Amen, 12 Beloved, think it not 
ftrange concerning the fiery trial, 
which is to try you, as though 
fome ftrange thing happened un- 
to you: 13 But rejoice, inaf- 
much as ye are partakers of 
Chrift’s fufferings ; that when 
his glory fhall be revealed, ye 
may be glad alfo with exceeding” 
joy. 14 If ye be reproached 
for the name of Chrift, happy 
are ye; for the fpirit of glory 
and power, and of God reiteth 
upon you: on their part he ts 
evil fpeken of, but on your part 
he is glorified. 15 But let none 
of you fuffer as a murderer, or 
as athief, or as an evil-doer, or 
as an overfeer in other mens 
matters. 16 Yet if it δὲ as a 
Chriftian, let him not be 2fham- 
ed ; but Jet him glozify God in 
this name. 17 For the time, zs, 
that judgment muit begin at the 
houfe of God: and if τ firft 
begin at us, what fhall the end 
be ef them that obey not the go- 
ipel of God ὃ 18 And if the 
righteous fcarcely be faved, where 
fhall the ungodly and the finner 
appear ὃ 19 Wherefore let them 
that fuffer according to the will 
of God, commit the keeping of 
their fouls in well-doing unto a 
faithful Creator. 

V. The elders therefore who 
are among you 1 exhort, who am 
a fellow elder, and a witnefs of 
the fufferings of Chrift, and alfo 
a partaker of the glory that fhall 
be revealed: 2 Feed the flock 
of God which is among you, 
taking the overfight not by con- 
ftraint, but willingly according to 

God, 
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God, not for filthy lucre, but of 
aready mind; 3 Neitherasbe- 
ing lords over the clergy ; but be- 
ing enfamples to the flock. 4 
And when the chief Shepherd 
fhall appear, ye fhall receive a 
crown of glory that fadeth not 
away. ς Likewile ye younger, 
fubmit your felves unto the elder : 
yea, and all one with another, be 
clothed with humility : for God 
refilleth the proud, and giveth 
grace tothe humble. 6 Hum- 
ble your felves therefore under the 
mighty hand of God, that he 
may exalt you in the time of vi- 
fitation. 7 Cafting all your Care 
upon him, for he careth for you. 
8 Be fober, be vigilant; Your 
adveriary the devil, as a roaring 
Jion,walketh about feeking whom 
he may devour. g Whom refilt 


ftedfatt in the faith; knowing 
that the fame afflictions are ac- 
complifhed in your brethren that 
are in the World. 10 Bat the 
God of all Grace, who hath 
called you unto his eternal glory 
by Chrilt Jefus, after that ye have 
fuffered a while, will make you 
perfect, fablith, ftrengthen, fettle 
you, 11 To him δέ dominion 
for ever and ever, Amen, 12 
By Silvanus a faithful brother unto 
you, as I fuppofe, I have written 
briefly, exhorting, and teftifying, 
that this is the true grace of God 
wherein ye ftand. 13 She who 
is co-eleét in Babylon, faluteth 
you, and Marcus my fon. 14 
Greet ye one another with a kifs 
of charity. Peace δφ with you 
all that are in Chrift.

CHAP. 1. 
YMEON Peter, a fervant 
-and an apoftle of Jefus Chrift, 

to them that have obtained like 
precious faith with us, through 
the righteoufnefs of God, and 
our Saviour Jefus Chrift: 2 
Grace and peace be multiplied 
unto you through the knowledge 
of God, and of Jefus Chrift the 
Lord, 3 According as his divine 
power hath given unto us all 
things that pertain unto life and 
godlinefs, through the knowledge 
of him that hath called us by his 
own glory and virtue: 4 Where- 
by are given unto you exceeding 
great and precious promifes ; that 
by thefe you might be partakers 
of a divine nature, having efcaped 
the Corruption that is in the 
worid through luft. 5 And do 
γε give all diligence, add to your 


faith, virtue; and to virtue, 
knowledge; 6 And to know- 
ledge, temperance; and to tem- 
perance, patience; and to pa- 
ence, godlinefs; 7 And to god- 
linefs, brotherly kindnefs ; and to 
brotherly kindnefs, charity. 8 
For if thefe things be prefent with 
you, and abound, they make 
you neither barren, nor unfruitful 
in the knowledge of our Lord 
Jefus Chrift. o But he that Jack- 
eth thefe things, is blind, and 
cannot fee far off, and hath for- 
gotten that he was purged from 
his old fins. 10 Wherefore the 
rather, Brethren, give diligence 
that by your good works you may 
make your comfort and election 
fure: for if ye do thefe things, 
ye fhall not fall: 411 For fo an 
entrance fhall be miniftred unto 
you abundantly, into the ever- 

lafting 
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Jafting kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour Jeius Chriit. 12 Where- 
fore | will be ready *o put you 
always in rememb-ance of thefe 
things, though ye know them, 
and be eftablifhed in’ the prefent 
truth. 13 Yea, I think it meet, 
as long as I am in this tabernacle, 
to ftir you up, by putting you in 
remembrance: 14 Knowing that 
fhortly I mult pat off 42s my ta- 
bernacie, even as our Lord Jefus 
Chrift hath fhewed me.

18 And this voice 
which came from heaven we 
heard, when we were with him 
in the holy mount. 19 Wehave 
alfo ἃ move fuze word of prophe- 
cy ; whereunto ye do dwell that 
ye take heed, as unto a light that 
fhineth in a dark place, until the 
day dawn, and the day-ftar arife 
in your hearts: 20 Knowing 
this firft, that no prophecy of the 
{cripture is of any private inter- 
pretation. 21 For the prophecy 
came not in old time by the will 
of man: but holy men of God 
{pake, being moved by the Holy 
Ghott. 

II. But there were falfe pro- 
phets alfo arnong the people, even 
as there will be falfe teachers a- 
mong you, who privily will bring 
In deftru€tive herefies, even de- 
nying the Lord that bought them, 
and bring upon themfelves {wift 


deftrudtion, 2 And many will 
follow their filthineffes, by reafon 
of whom the giory of truth will 
be evii fpokcn ot. 3 And through 
covetouinefs will they with feigned 
words make merchandife of you:

For 
if God fpared not the angels that

of the ungodly; 6 Andturning 
the cities of Sodom and Gomor- 
rha into afhes, condemned ¢hem 
with an overthrow, makirg them 
an enfample unto thofe that after 
fhould live ungodly ; 7. And de- 
livered juft Lot, vexed with the 
filthy converfation of the wicked: 
8 For that righteous man dwel- 
ling among them, in feeing and 
hearing, vexed his righteous foul 
from day to day, with ther un- 
lawful Deeds. 9 The Lord know- 
eth how to deliver the godly out 
of temptations, and to referve the 
unjuft unto the day of judgment 
to be punifhed : 10 But chiefly 
them that walk after the flefh, in 
the luft of uncleannefs, and de- 
fpife government: Prefumptuous 
are they, felf-willed, they are not 
afraid to {peak evil of dignities : 
11 Whereas angels who are great- 
er in power and might, bring not 
a railing accufation againft them. 
12 But thefe, as natural brute 
beafts, made to catch people and 
to corrupt them, fpeak evil of 
the things that they underftand 
not, and fhall perifh in their own

without water, and mifts that are 
carried with a tempeft, to whom 
the blacknefs of darknefs is re- 
ferved for ever, 18 For when 
they {peak great-{welling words 
of vanity, they allure through 
the iufts of the ftefh, through 
‘much wantonnefs, thofe that in 
fome meafure efcape from them 
who live in error: 19 While 
they promife them liberty, they 
themielves are the fervants of cor- 
fuption: for of whom a man is 
overcome, of the fame is he 
‘brought in bondage. 20 For if 
after they have efcaped the poliu- 
tions of the world through the 
knowledge of our Lord and Sa- 
viour Jefus Chiift, they are again 
entangled therein, and overcome ;

of the teftimony of Jefus Chriit, 
and of all chings thac he faw. 
4 Bleffed ἐς he that readeth, and 
they: that near the words of this 
prophefy, and obferve thole 
things which are written therein ; 
for the time is at hand, 4 John 
to the feven churches which are 
in Afia: grace be unto you, and

_was, and who is to come; and 
from the feven fpirits which are 
before his throne; 5 And from 
Jefus Chrift, the faithful witnefs, 
the firft-begotten of the dead, and 
the prince of the kings of the 
earth: Unto him that loved us, 
and loofed us from our fins in his 
own blood. 6 And hath made 
us a kingdom, and priefts unto 
God, and his father; to whom δέ 
glory and dominion for ever. 
Amen. 7 Behold, he cometh 
with clouds; and every eye fhall 
fee him, and they which pierced 
him: and all kindreds of the 
earth fhall wail becaufe of him: 
even fo, Amen. 8 Iam Alpha 
and Omega, faith the Lord God, 
who is, and who was, and who 
is to come, the Almighty. g I 
John, who am your brother, and 
companion in tribulation, and 
in the kingdom and patience in 
Chrift, was in the fle that is 
called Patmos, for the word of 
God, and for the teftimony of 
Jefus. τὸ 1 wasin the Spirit on 
the Lord’s day, and heard behind 


me a great voice, a8 of a trumpet, 
11 Saying, what thou feeft, 
write ina book, and {end unto 
the feven churches, unto Ephefus, 
and unto Smyrna, and ui to Per- 
gamus, and unto Thyatira, and 
unto Sardis, and unto Phiiadel- 
phia, and unto Laodicea.

And being turn- 
ed, I faw feven golden candle- 
fticks; 13 And in the midft of 
the candlefticks one like unto the 
fon of man, clothed with a gar- 
ment down to the foot, and girt 
about the paps with a golden 
girdle. 14 His head and hairs 
white like wooll, as white as 
{now ; and his eyes as a flame of 
fire. 15 And his feet like unto 
fine brafs, as burned in a furnace ; 
and his voice as the found of 
many waters. 16 And in his 
right hand feven flars: and out 
of his mouth went a fharp two- 
edged {word: and his counte- 
nance as the fun fhineth in his 
ftrength.

10 Fear not thofe things 
which thou fhalt fuffer: behold, 
the devil fhall caft fome of you 
into prifon, that ye may be 
tried ; and ray have tribulation 
ten days: be thou faithful unto 
death, and I will give thee a 
crown of life. 11 Hethat hath 
“anear, let him hear what the

2 And I faw 
the feven angels who ftood before 
God; and to them were given 
feven trumpets. 3 And another 
angel came and ftood at the altar, 
having a golden cenfer; and 
there was given unto him much 
incenfe, that he fhould offer z¢ 
with the prayers of all faints up- 
on the golden altar which was 
before the throne. 4 And the 
fmoke of the incenfe with the 
prayers of the faints, afcended 
up before God, out of the angels 
hand. 5 And the angel took the 
cenfer, and filled it wiih fire of 
the altar, and caft it into the 


earth : and there were thundrings, 
and lightnings, and voices, and 
an earthquake. 6 And the fe- 
ven angels who had the feven 
trumpets, prepared themfelves to 
found. 7 And the firft founded, 
and there was hail and fire ming- 
led with blood, and they were 
caft upon the earth: and the 
third part of the earth was burnt 
up, and the third part of the 
trees, and ajl the green grafs was 
burnt up. 8 And the fecond angel 
founded, and as it were a great 
mountain burning with fire was 
cafi into the fea; and the third 
part of the fea became blood : 
g And the third part of the 
creatures which were in the fea, 
and had life, died; and the third 
part of the fhips were deftroyed. 
10 And the third angel founded, 
and there fell a great ftar from 
heaven, burning as it were a lamp, 
and it fell upon the third part of 
the rivers. 11 And the name 
of the flar is called wormwood : 
and the third part of the waters 
became wormwood; and man 
men died of the waters eke 
they were made bitter. 12 And 
the fourth angel founded, and 
the third part of the fun was 
{mitten, and the third part of the 
moon, and the third part of the 
ftars; fo as the third part of 
them was darkened, and the day 
fhone not for a fourth part of it, 
and the night likewife. 13 And 
I beheld, and heard an eagle 
flying through the midft of hea- 
ven, faying with a loud voice, 
Wo, wo, wo to-the inhabiters of 
the earth, by reafon of the other 
voices of the trumpet of the 
three angels which are yet to 
found, 

IX. And the fifth angel found- 
ed, and I fay a ftar fall from 
heaven unto ‘he earth: and to 
him was given the key of the 


pit 
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pit of the abyfs. 2 And he 
opened the pit of the abyfs, and 
there arofe a {moke out of the 
pit, the fmoke of a great fur- 
nace; and the fun and the air 
were carkned, by reafon of the 
{moke of the pit. 3 And there 
came out of the fmoke locutts 
upon the earth; and unto them 
was given power, as the fcorpi- 
ons of the earth have power. 4 
And it was commanded them 
that they fhould not hurt the 
grafs of the earth, neither any 
green thing, neither any trec; 
buc thofe men who have not 
the feal of God upon heir fore- 
heads. 5 And it was given to 
them that they fhould not kill 
them, but they fhall be torment- 
ed five months: and their tor- 
ment was as the torment of a 
fcorpion, when he ftriketh a 
man. 6 And inthofedays fhall 
men feek death, and by no means 
find it; and fhall defire to die, 
and death fhall fly from them. 
7 And the fhapes of the locutfts 
avere like unto horfes prepared 
unto battle ; and on their heads 
as it were crowns like gold, and 
their faces as the faces of men. 
8 And they had hair as the hair 
of women, and their teeth were 
asthofe of lions, g And they 
had breaftplates, as it were 
breaftplates of iron; and the 
found of their wings was as the 
found of chariots of many horfes 
ronning to battle. τὸ And they 
had tails like unto {corpions, and 
there were ftings in their tails: 
and in their tails their power was 
to hurt men five months. 11 
They had a king over them, the 
angel, the prince of the bottom- 
Jefs pit, whofe name in the He- 
brew tongue is Abaddon, but in 
the Greek tongue hath δὲς name 
Apollyon: [The Deftroyer. ] 
12 One wo is paft, behold there 


come two woes more hereafter. 
13 And the fixth angel founded, 
and I heard a voice from the 
horns of the golden altar, which 
is before God. 14 Saying to 
the angel who had the trumpet, 
loofe the four angels which are 
bound in the great river Eu- 
phrates. 15 And the four an- 
gels were loofed, which were 
prepared for an hour, and a day, 
and a month, and a year, for to 
flay the third part of men. 16 
And the number of the armies 
of the horfemen were two hun- 
dred thoufand thoufand: I heard 
the number of them. 17 And 
thus I faw the horfes in the vifi- 
on, and them that fat on them, 
having breaftplates of fire, and 
of jacinét, and brimftone: and 
the heads of the horfes as the 
heads of lions ; and out of their 
mouths iffued fire, and {moke, 
and brimftone. 18 By thefe 
three plagues was the third part 
of men killed, by the fire, and 
by the fmoke, and by the brim- 
ftone, which iffued out of their 
mouths. tg For the power of 
the horfes is in their mouth, and 
in their tails: for their tails were 
like unto ferpents, and had heads, 
and with them they do hurt, 
20 And the reft of the men 
who were not killed by thefe 
plagues, yet repented not of the 
works of their hands, that they 
fhould not worfhip demons, and 
idols of gold,and filver, and brafs, 
and ftone, and wood: which 
neither can fee, nor hear, nor 
walk: 2 Neither repented 
they of their murders, nor of 
their forceries, nor of their wick- 
ednefs, nor of their thefts. 

X. And I faw another mighty 
ange! come down from heaven, 
clothed with a cloud, and a rain- 
bow upon his head, and his face 
as it were the fun, and his feet as 

pillare 
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pillars of fire. 2 And having 
in his hand a little book: And 
he fet his right foot upon the fea, 
and left upon the earth, 3 And 
cried with a loud voice, as a 
lion roreth: and when he had 
cried, {even thunders uttered their 
voices. 4 And when the jeven 
thunders had uttered, I was avout 
to write: and I heard a vote 
from heaven, faying, feal uy 
thofe things which the feven 
thunders uttered, ἀπ write τὲ τ 
not, 5 And the angel wiica 1 
faw ftand upon the fea, and upon 
the earth, lifted up his h:ad to 
heaven, 6 And {ware by him 
that liveth for ever and ever, wo 
created heaven and the things 
that are in them, that there 
βου] beno longer time. 7 But 
in the days of the voice of the 
feventh angel, when he fhall be 
about to found, the myflery of 
God is finifhed, as he hath de- 
clared to his fervants the pro- 
phets. 8 And the voice which 1 
heard from heaven fpake unto 
me again, and faid, Go, take the 
little book which is open in the 
hand of the angel which ftandeth 
upon the fea, and uponthe earth. 
g And I went unto the angel, 
and fpake unto him, to give me 
the little book. And he faid unto 
me, Take and eat icup; and it 
fhall make thy + heart 


t Red bitter, but it thall be 
in thy mouth {weet 
ashony. 10 And 1 took the 


little book out of the angel’s 
hand, and ate it up; and it was 
in my mouth fweet as hony ; and 
asfoon as I had eaten it, my 
belly was bitter. a1 And they 
fay unto me, thou muft prophefy 
again before many peoples, and 
nations, and tongues, and kings. 

XI. And there was given me 
a reed like unto a rod: faying, 
ife, .and meafure the temple of 


sod, and the altar, and them 
that worfhip therein. 2 But the 
court which is without the tem- 
ple caii out, and meafure it not 5 
for ir is given unto the Gemiles « 
ἃ αἱ the holy city fhall they mea- 
lure forty and two months 3 
Ang i will give unto my two 
witness, and they fhall pro- 
phefy a thoufand two hundred 
threeicore deys clu:hed in fack- 
cloth, «4 ‘he'e are the twa 
olive-trees, and the two candle- 
flicks ftanding before the Lord of 
the earth. 5 And if any man 
will hurt them, fire proceedeth 
out of their mouch, and devoureth 
their enemies: and if any man 
will hurt them, he muft be killed. 
6 ‘Thefe have the power to fhut 
heaven, that it rain not in the 
days of their prophefy : and 
have power over the waters to 
turn them to blood, and to {mice 
the earth with every plague, as 
often as they will, 7 And 
when they fhall be near finifhing 
their teftimony, the fourth wild 
beait chat afcendeth out of the 
abyffe fhall make war againft 
them, and fhall overcome them, 
and kill them, 8 And their 
dead body /Zal/ be in the ftreet of 
the great city, which fpiritually 
is Called Sodom and Egypt, where 
alfo their Lord was crucified. 9 
And they of the people, and 
kindreds and tongues, and na- 
tions, fee their dead body three 
days and an half, and do not 
fuffer their dead body to be put 
Inagrave. τὸ And they that 
dwell upon the earth fhal] re- 
joice over them, and make mer- 
ry, and fhall fend gifts one ta 
another ; becaufe thefe two pro- 
phers tormented them that dwell 
on the earth. “11 And after 
three days and an half, the Spirit 
of life from God entred into 
them: and they ftood upon their 

feet, 
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feet, and great fear fell upon 
them who faw them. 12 And 
they heard a great voice from 
heaven, faying, Come up hi- 
ther. And they afcended up to 
heaven in a cloud, and their ene- 
mies beheld them. 13 And the 
fame hour was there a great 
earthquake, and the tenth part 
of the city fell, and in the earth- 
quake were flain names of men 
feven thoufand : and the remnant 
were aftrighted, and gave glory 
to the God of heaven. 14 The 
fecond wo is paft; behold, the 
third wo cometh quickly. 15 
And the feventh angel founded, 
and there were great voices in 
heaven, faying, The kingdom 
of this world is become the 
kingdom of our Lord, and of his 
Chrift, and he fhall reign for 
ever and ever. 16 And the 
twenty-four elders who fit before 
God on their feats, fell upon 
their faces, and worfhipped God, 
17 Saying, We give thee thanks, 
O Lord God almighty, who art, 
and wafi; beeaufe thou δεῖ 
taken to thee thy great power, 
and haft reigned. 18 And the 
nations were angry, and thy 
wrath is come, and the time of 
the dead that they fhould be 
judged, and thar thou fhouldeit 
give reward unto thy fervants 
the prophets, and to the faints, 
and them that fear thy name, 
{mall and great, to deftroy them 
who deflroy the earth. 19 And 
the tempie of God was opened, 
which 1s in heaven, and there 
was feen in his temple the ark of 
his covenant: and there were 
lightnings, and voices, and thund- 
yings, and an earthquake, and 
great hail. 

᾿ς ΧΙ, And there appeared a 
great wonder in heaven, a woman 
clothed with the fun, and the 
gnoon under her feet, and upon 


her head ἃ crown of twelve ftars : 
2 And fhe being with child, 
cried, and travelling in birth, 
was pained to be delivered. 3 
And there appeared another won- 
der in heaven, and behold, a 
great red dragon, having feven 
heads, and ten horns, and feven 
crowns were upon their head. 4. 
And his tail drew the third part 
of the ftars of heaven,and did caft 
them to the earth: and the dra- 
gon itood before the woman, whe 
was ready to be delivered, for to 
devour her child affoon as it was 
born. ς And fhe brought forth 
a man-child, who was to rule 
all nations with a rod of iron; 
and her child was caught up un- 
to God, and unto his throne. 6 
And the woman fled into the 
wildernefs, where fhe hath a 
place there prepared of God, 
that they fhould feed her there a 
thoufand two hundred threefcore 
days. 7 And there was war in 
heaven; and Michael and his 
angels fought with the dragon ; 
and the dragon fought and his 
angels: 8 And he pravailed not, 
neither was their place found any 
more in heaven. g And the 
great dragon was caft out, that 
old ferpent, called the devil and 
Satan, who deceiveth the whole 
world: he was caft out into the 
earth, and his angels were caft 
out with him. 10 And I heard 
a loud voice in heaven faying, 
Now is come falvation, and 
ftrength, and the kingdom of 
our God, and the power of his 
Chrift: for the accufer of our 
brethren is caft out, who accufed 
them before our God day and 
night. 11 And they overcame 
him by the blood of the Lamb, 
and by the word of their teftimo- 
ny; and they loved not their 
lives unto the death. 12 There- 
fore rejoice, ye heavens, and 
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ye that dwell in them. " Wo to 
the inhabiters of the earth, and 
of the fea: for the devil is come 
down unto you, having great 
wrath, becaufe he knoweth that 
he hath but a fhort time. 13 
And when the dragon faw that 
he was calft unto the earth, he 
perfecuted the woman which 
brought forth the man chi/d. 14 
And to the Woman were given 
the two wings of a great eagle, 
that fhe might fly into the wil- 
dernefs, into her place: where 
fhe is nourifhed for atime, and 
times, and halfa time, from the 
face of the ferpent. 15 And the 
ferpent caft out of his mouth af- 
ter the woman water as a flood, 
that he might caufe her to be 
carried away of the flood. 16 
And the earth helped the wo- 
man, and the earth opened her 
mouth, and {wallowed up the 
water, which the dragon caft out 
of his-mouth. 17 And the 
dragon was wroth with the wo- 
man, and went to make war 
with the remnant of her feed, 
who keep the commandments 
of God, and have the teftimony 
of Je‘us. 

XIII. And he ftood upon the 
fand of the fea, and faw a wild 
beaft rife up out of the fea, ha- 
ving feven horns, and ten heads, 
and upon his horns ten crowns, 
and upon his heads names of 
blafphemy. 2 And the wild 
beaft which I faw was like unto 
a leopard, and his feet were as 
thofe of a bear, and his mouth 
as the mouth of a lion: and the 
dragon gave him his power, and 
his feat, and gave him great 
authority. 3 And one of his 
heads, was, as it were, wound- 
ed to death; and his deadly 
wound was healed: and all the 
world wondred after the wild 
bealt. 4 And they worthipped 


the dragon, becaufe he gave 
power unto the wid beaft: and 
they worfhipped the wild beaft, 
faying, Who zs like unto the 
wild beaft? and who is able to 
make war with him? 5 And 
there was given unto him a 
mouth fpeaking great things, and 
blafphemies; and power was 
given unto him to continue forty 
two months, 6 And he opened 
his mouth in blafphemy again 
God, to blafpheme his name, 
and his tabernacle, and them 
that dwell in heaven. 7 And 
power was given him over every 
tribe and peopie, and tongue, 
and nation. 8 And all that 
dwell upon the earth fhall wor- 
fhip him, whofe name is sof 
written in the book of life of the 
flain Lamb, from the foundation 
of the world, o If any man 
have an ear, let him hear. 10 
Ifany one /eadeth into captivity, 
he goeth into captivity: he thac 
kileth with the fword, mutt be 
killed with the fword. Here is 
the patience and the faith of the 
faints. 11 And I beheld ano- 
ther wild beaft coming up cut of 
the earth, and he had two horns 
like’a lamb, and he fpake asa 
dragon. 12 And he exercifeth 
all the power of the firft wild. 
beat before him, and caufeth 
the earth, and chem who dwell 
therein, to worfhip the firit wild 
beaft, whofe deadly wound was 
healed. 143 And he doeth great 
wonders, fo that he maketh fire 
come down from heaven on the 
earth, inthe fight of men. 14 
And deceiveth them that dwell 
ou the earth, by thofe miracles 
which he had power τὸ do in the 
fight of the wild beat, faying ta 
them that dwell on the earch, 
that they Πιου ἃ make an image 
to the wild beaft who had the 
wound by a fword, and did live. 
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15 And he had power to give 
life unto the image of the wild 
beaft, that the image of the wild 
caft fhould both fpeak, and 
caufe that as many as would not 
wo:thip the iinage of the wild 
beaft, fhould be kitled. 16 And 
he caufeth al!, both fmall and 
great, rich anc poor, free and 
bond, that he may give them a 
mark in their right hand, or in 
the forehead: 17 And that no 
man might buy or fell fave he 
that had the mark, the name of 
the beaft, or the number of his 
name, 13 Here is wifdom. 
Let him that hath underftanding 
count :he number of the beaft: 
for it ‘s the number of a man; 
and his number is 666. 
X!V. And 1 looked, and Jo, 
a Lamb ftanding on the mount 
Sion, and with him an hundred 
for:y four thoufand, having his 
name and δὲ Father’s name 
written upon their foreheads. 2 
And I heard a voice from heaven, 
as the voice of many waters, and 
as the Voice of a great thunder: 
and the voice which I heard was 
of harpers harping with their 
harps: 3 And they fung as it 
were a new fong before the 
throne, and before the four ani- 
mals, and the elders: and no 
man could learn that fong, but 
the hundred forty four thoufand, 
who were redeemed from the 
earth. 4 Thefe are not defiled 
with women; for they are vir. 
gins: thefe are they that follow 
the lamb whirher/oever he goeth : 
πες were redeemed from among 
me., firft-fruits unto God, and 
tothe Lamb. 5 And in their 
meutn was found no lye. They 
are without fault. 6 And I faw 
arc-ner angel flying in the midft 
of waven, having the everlatt« 
ing goipel to preach unto them. 
that dweil on the earth, and to 


tongue, and people. 
' with a loud voice, Fear God, 
/ and give glory to him, for the 


every nation; and kindred, and 
7 Saying 


hover of his judgment is comei 
and worfhip him that made hea- 
ven, and earth, and the fsa and 
the fountains of waters. 8 And 
there followed a feeond angel, 
faying, Babylon the great is 
fallen, is jallen; wo made all 


nations drink of ine wine of the 


wrath of her fornications 9 And 
another third angel followed 
aim, jaying with a loud voice, 
If any man worfhip the wild 
beaft and his image, and receive 
the mark in his forehead, or in 
hand, τὸ The fame fhall drink 
of the wine ofthe wrath of God, 
«hich is without mixture, the 
indignation poured out of the 
cup, and they fhall be tormented 
with fire and brimftone, in the 
prefence of the angels, and in 
the prefence of the Lamb: 11 
And the fmoke of their torment 
afcendeth up for ever and ever: and 
they have no reft day nor night, 
who worfhipped the wild beaft, 
and his image,and whofoever re- 
ceiveth the mark of his name, 
12 Here is the patience of the 
faints, that keep the command- 
ments of God, and the faith 
of Jefus. 13 And I heard a 
voice from heaven, faying, 
Write, Bleffed are the dead who 
die in the Lord, from hence- 
forth: Yes, faith the Spirit, that 
they may reft from their la- 
bours; for their works follow 
them. 14 And I looked, and 
behold a white cloud, and upon 
the cloud ove fat, like -unto the 
Son of man, having on his head 
a golden crown, and in his hand 
a fharp fickle. 15 And ano- 
ther angel came out, crying out 
of the temple, with a loud voice 
to him that fat on the cloud, 
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Throft in thy fickle, and reap: 
for the hour is come to reap; for 
the harveft of the earth is ripe. 
16 And he that fat on the cloud, 
thruft in his fickle on the earth ; 
and the earth was reaped. 17 
And another angel came out of 
the temple which is in heaven, 
he alio having a fharp fickle. 18 
And another angel came out 
from the altar, who had power 
over fire: and cried with a loud 
cry to him that had the fharp 
fickle, teying, Thruft in thy 
Sharp fickle, and gather the 
clufters of the vine of the earth ; 
for her grapes are fully ripe. 
19 And the angel thruft in his 
fickle into the earth, and ga- 
thered the vine of the earth, and 
caft 7 into the great wine-prefs 
ofthe wrath of God. zo And the 
wine- prefs was troden without the 
city, and blood came out of the 
wine-prefs, even unto the horie 
bridles, by the {pace of a thou- 
fand fix hundred furlongs. 

XV. And | faw another fign 
in heaven, great and marvellous, 
feven angels having the feven lait 
plagues, tor in them is filled up 
the wrath of God.z And I {aw 
as it were a fea of glafs, mingled 
with fire; and them that had 
gotten the victory over the wild 
beaft, and over his image, and 
over the number of his name, 
ftand on the fea of glafs, having 
the harps of God. 3 And they 
fing the fong of Mofles the fer- 
vant of God, and the fong of 
the Lamb, faying, Great and 
marvellous are thy works, Lord 
God almighty ; juft and true are 
thy ways, thou King of nations. 
4 Who fhall not fear thee, O 
Lord. and glorify thy name? 
for thou only art holy: for all 
nations fhail come and worfhip 
before thee; for thy judgments 
are made manifeft. O Lord. ς 


And after that I looked, and the 
temple of the tabernacle of the 
teftimony in heaven was opened : 
6 And the feven angels came-out 
of the temple, who had the feven 
plagues, clothed in pure fhining 
jinen, and having their breaits 
girded with golden girdles, 7 
And one of the four beafts gave 
unto the feven angels, feven gol- 
den vials full of the wrath of 
God, who liveth for ever and 
ever. 8 And the Temple was 
filled with {moke from the glory 
of God, and from his powers 
and no one was able to enter into 
the temple, till the feven plagues 
of the feven angels were ful- 
filled. 

XVI. And I heard a great 
voice out of the temple, faying 
to the feven angels, Go your 
ways, and pour out the feven 
vials of the wrath of God upon 
the earth. 2 And the firlt went, 
and poured out his vial upon the 
earth ; and there fell a noifom 
and wicked fore upon the men 
who had the mark of the beatt, 
and them who worthipped his 
image. 3 And the fecond pour- 
ed out his vial upon the fea; 
and it became as the blood of a 
dead man: and every living 
foul died that was in the fea: 4 
And the third poured out his vial 
upon the rivers and fountains of 
waters ; and they became Ὀ]οσά, 
5 And I heard the angel of the 
waters fay, ‘Chou art righteous, 
who art, and wait, the Holy 
one, becaule thou haft judged 
thus: 6 For they have fhed the 
blood of faints and prophets, and 
thou haft given them blood to 
drink; they are worthy. 7 And 
T heard another out of the altar 
fay, Even fo, Lord God al- 
mighty, true and righteous ave 
thy judgments. 8 And the 
fourth poured out his vial uffon 
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the fun; and power was given 
unto him to {fcorch men with 
fire. g And men were fcorched 
with great heat, and blafphemed 
before God, who had power 
over thefe plagues: and they 
repented not, to give him glory. 
10 And the fifth poured out his 
vial upon the feat of the beait ; 
and his kingdom was full of 
darknefs, and they gnawed their 
tongues for pain, 11 And 
blaiphemed the God of heaven, 
becaufe of their pains and their 
fores, and repented not of their 
deeds, 12 And the fixth pour- 
ed out his vial upon the great 
river Euphrates, and the water 
thereof was dried up, that the 
way of the kings of the eaft 
might be prepared. 13 And I 
faw three unclean fpirits as frogs 
come out of the mouth of the 
dragon, and out of the mouth of 
the beaft, and out of the mouth of 
the falfe prophet. 14 For they 
are the fpirits of daemons work- 
ing miracles, which go forth 
unto the kings of the whole 
world, to gather them to the 
battle of the great day of God 
almighty. 15 Behold, I come 
as a thief. Bleffled zs he that 
watcheth, and keepeth his gar- 
ments, left he walk naked, and 
they fee his fhame. 16 And he 
gathered them together unto a 
river, called in the Eebrew 
tongue, Armageddon. 17 And 
the feventh poured out his vial 
into the air; and there came a 
voice cut of the temple from the 
throne, faying, It is done. 18 
And there were  lightnings, 
voices, and thunders, and there 
was a great earthquake, fuch as 
was not fince man was upon the 
earth, fo mighty an earthquake, 
fo great. 1g And the great 
city was divided into three parts, 
ard the cities of the nations fell : 


and great Babylon came in re- 
membrance before God, to give 
unto her the cup of the wine of 
the fiercenefs of his wrath. zo 
And every ifland fled away, and 
the mountains were not found. 
21 And there fell upon the men 
a great hail out of heaven, about 
the weight of a talent: and the 
men blafphemed God becaufe of 
the plague of the hail; for the 
plague thereof was exceeding 
great. 

XVII. And there came out 
one of the feven angels who had 
the feven vials, and talked with 
me, faying, Come hither, I will 
fhew unto thee the judgment of 
the great whore, that fitteth up- 
on many waters: 2 With 
whom the kings of the earth. 
have committed fornication, and 
the inhabiters of the earth have 
been made drunk with the wine 
of her fornication. 3 So he 
carried me away in the {piri 
into the wildernefs: and I faw a 
woman fit upon a {carlet coloured 
beaft, full of names of blafphe- 
my, having feven heads, and 
ten horns, 4 And the wo- 
man was arrayed in purple, and 
fcarlet, and decked with gold, 
and precious ftone, and pearls, 
having a golden cup in her 
hand, full of abominations and 
filthinefs of her fornication. § 
And upon her forehead wasa 
name written, MysTERY 
BaBYLON THE GREAT, 
THE MOTHER OF HAR+ 
LOTS, AND ABOMINATI- 
ONS OF THE EARTH. 6 
And I faw the woman drunken 
with the blood of the faints, and 
with the blood of the martyrs 
of Jefus: and when I faw her, ὦ 
wondered with great admiration. 
7 And the angel faid unto me, 
Wherefore didit thou marvel? [| 
will tell thee the myftery of the 
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woman, and of the wild beat 
that carrieth her, which hath 
the feven heads and ten horns. 
8 ‘The wild beaft that thou faw- 
eft was, and is not; and fhall 
afcend out of the abyfs, and 
goes into perdition: and they 
that dwell on the earth fhall 
wonder, whofe names were not 
written in the book of life from 
the foundation of the world, 
when they behold the beaft that 
was, and is not, and fhall come. 
9 And here ἐς the mind which 
hath wifdom, The feven heads 
are feven mountains, on which 
the woman fitteth. 10 And 
they are feven kings: five are 
fallen, one is, the other is not 
yet come; and when he cometh, 
he muft continue a fhort fpace. 
11 And the wild beaft chat was, 
and is not, even he is the eighth, 
and is of the feven, and goeth 
into perdition. 12 And the ten 
horns which thou faweft, are ten 
kings, which have received no 
kingdom as yet; but receive 
ower as kings one hour with 
tne wild beaft. 13 Thefe have 
one mind, and give their power 


and itrength unto the wild beaft.” 


14 Thefe fhall make war with 
the Lamb, and the Lamb hall 
overcome them: for he is Lord 
of lords, and King of kings ;

torment, weeping and mourning, 
16 Saying, Ala:, alas, that great 
city, that was clothed in purple, 
and fcarlet, and fine linen, and 
decked with gold and precious 
ftones, and pearl: 17 For in 
one hour fo great riches is come 
to nought. And every fhip- 
mafler, and every one that {fails 
unto the place, and mariners, and 
as many as trade by fea, 
ftood afar off, 18 And cried, 
when they faw the place of her 
burning, faying, What ἐς like 
unto this great city? 19 And 
they caft duft on their heads, and 
cried, faying, Alas, alas, that 
great city, wherein were made 
rich all that had fhips in the fea, 


by reafon of her coftlinefs: for 
in one hour is fhe made defolate. 
20 Rejoice over her, thou heaven, 
and the faints and the apuitles 
and prophets, for God hath 
avenged you on her. 21 And 
an angel took up a ftone like 
a great milftone, and catt it into 
the (ea, faying, Thus with vio- 
lence fhall that great city Baby~ 
bylon be thrown down, and fhall 
be found no more at all.

N order to ftate this moft important Fact, which has very lately 

been called in Queition, and that after the moft authentick Man- 
ner J am able, I fhall firit (εἰ down the intire. Accounts given us by 
all the four Evangelilts, out of this moft ancient MS in parallel 
Columns, with Paffages out of A&ts I, the 1 Corinth. xv.. and the 
Apoftoiical Conftitutions, L. V. VIII. Only minding the Reader be- 
forehand, That the Order of the Gofpels in this MS, is according to 
the original Order in ihe Apoitles fir’ Direétions for reading them 
in publick: Conftitation Hf. 57. Matthew. John. Luke, Mark. 
That Matthew wrote his Gofpel in Greek, about A. Ὁ. 53. That 
Mark was the Son of Peter, and abridged Mitthew’s Gofpel, as far 
as Chap. xvi. 8. (where the original Copy ended ;) about A. Ὁ, 58. 
and ¢bat the following 12 Veries are additiona!, and written moft 
probably by his Father Peter himfelf, fometime afterwards. That 
Luke wrote his Gefpel about A. Ὁ. 54, and {fo before Mark wrore 
his, and had never feen fo much as Matthew’s, much lefs Mark’s 
Goipel, when he wrote his own, That Jchn {aw the other three 
Golpels before he wrote his, and wrote the tormer zoth Chapters about 
A. D. 63. and added the 21ft Chapter a little before he died, or about 
A. D.99. That the Jews interpolated the Copies of the Old Tefta- 
meni, foon after the Beginning of the fecond Century, wnen they 
changed the Charaéteis from the old Hebrew, the Samaritan, to the 
prefent Chaldee, upon their fecting up their {fpurious Mefliah or Bar- 
chocab, in Oppofition to their true One, feius of Nazareth. And 
That the Old Hereticks, the followers of Simon Magus, trequently 
interpola:ed the Copies of the Books of the New Tefiament; which 
they put into the Hands of the Catholick Chriftians, in order to con- 
found them. And that, by Con‘equence, Beza’s double Copy, which 
is far more ancient than any of the reit, and I think, written at the 
lateft within 30 Years οὗ the Death of John the Apoitle, mu be 
much more uncorrupt and free from fuch Interpolations than the later 
Copies can be fuppofed to be, ΑἸ] which Atfertions that are not al- 
ΠΣ proved, will be fully proved in my large Work now in the

The Obfervations which naturally arife from all thefe 
Accounts together are thefe, 


I. That almoft all the difficulties flarted in later ages about our 
Lord’s Refurre€tion, are owing to the corruptions of our modern Co- 
pies : which ought therefore to be correfted before we pretend through 
ly to clear this matter, which I fhall do under the following heads. 

(1.) Our Copies of Matthew XX VII. 64. fay, that the Jewith Chief 
Priefts and Pharifees only fuppoted the difciples of Jefus might come dy 
night, and {teal away Chriit’s body : as if they were able to do it only 
at that time. Whereas the fmaileft guard of Soldiers, fupported by 
authority, would then be move chan fufficient to terrify amd beat off 
eleven {uch fearful and difpirited men, as the Apoftles then were, dy 
day as well as by wight. Accordingly that word is wanting in Beza’s 
Copy, both Greek and Latin ; in the Alexandrian MS. and a great 
many more $ and freely given up by Dr. Mills, as an interpolation. 

(2.) In Matt. XXVIII. 9. our ordinary copies have this claufe, 
And as the women went to tell his difciples, behold Jefus met them, &c. 
This wa: indeed true of the whole number of thefe women, about 
two hours afterward, when they went from the fepulchre ; but not ot 
the two Maries, with whom alone Matthew is now concerned ; and 
contradicts the reft of this hiftory, not only in Matthew, but in Luke, 
‘and Mark, and the Conftitutions alfo. Accordingly this claufe 15 
wanting in Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, and in many others, 
and fo may well be rejeéted as f{purious. a 

(3.) In John XX. & All our other copies, even Beza’s Latin, have 
this claufe, that Zhe other difciple (John himfelf ) went into the fepul- 


chre, and faw the grave-clothes and believed 3 whereas the Greek oe 
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( 10 ) 


he did or believe the refurre€tion. Thefe other copies do not only 
contradi&t all the other evidence, which fully affures us, that none of 
the Apofties did yet believe the refurreétion, Matt. XXVIII. 17. 
John XX. 24, 25. Mark XVI. τι, 13, 14. but the verfe immediate- 
ly following it in all copies: For as yet they knew not the fcripture, 
that he muft rife from the dead. Ὁ 

(4) In Luke XXIII. 53. Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, and 
no others, has this remarkable claufe, And when Fofeph of Arimathea 
had laid Fefus in the fepulchre, he put to the fepulchre a flone which twen- 
ty men could hardly roll, Such cylindrical ftones, which were at laft 
to be raifed over {epulchres, and of fuch vaft largenefs, intirely agree 
with the Old Teftament, Gen. XXXV. 20. 2 Sam. XVIII. 18. and 
Mr. Maundrell’s defcriptions and meafures of féveral of them, in the 
neighbourhood of Judea, pag. 21, 22, 23. I fuppofe this account has 
been omitted of late in our copies, from the ignorance of the tran- 
fcribers ; who thought this largene(s plainly incredible, - 

(5.) Luke XXIII. 55. Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, men- 
tions only the favo forenamed Women, of thofe many that followed 
our Saviour from Galilee, and faw him upon the Crofs, (and this con- 
firmed by Mark XV. 47. and the Conftitutions V. 14.) who faw the 
fepulchre in Jofeph of Arimathea’s garden: While the other copies 
omit the number ¢2ve. Now the confufion of the journey of thofe 
¢ws fo early, with the others journey fo much later, has been the 
chief occafion of the perplexity in this whole hiftory. 

(6.) Luke XXIV. 12. We have this verfe inferted into all our mo- 
dern copies: But Peter arofe and ran to the fepulchre ; and ftooping down 
he beheld the linen clothes laid by themfelves, and departed ; wondring m 

_bimfelf at that which had come to pafi. Which text, at this point of 
time, confounds the whole narration alfo. Peter being evidently un- 
acquainted with thefe matters, till he ran to the fepulchre with John 
afterward. John XX. 1—10. Nay Luke’s own account, XXIV. 24. 
plainly contradiéts this relation, which our modern copies make him 
to give us here, of Peter’s running adone at this time to the fepulchre. 
For there tie two difciples going to Oulammaus (a Village fo called in 
the Septuagint, as the old name of Bethel, Gen, XXVIII, 19. but 
not to Emmaus, asin our modern copies) fay they were ‘not oze in 
the fingular, but certain perfons in the plural, who confirmed the tefti- 
mony of the two Women, concerning our Saviour’s body being re- 
moved or gone out of thefepulchre: as Joh. XX. 2. But this verfe is 
wanting both in the Greek and Latin of Beza’s copy. 

(7.) Mark XVI. 1. We have in our other Copies this verfe ; Ad 
avben the Sabbath was paft, Mary Magdalen, Mary the mother of Ff ames, 
(both rightly named in the verfe foregoing, xv. 47. as beholding the 
place where the body of Fefus was laid.) And Salome had bought fweet 
Spices, that they might come and anoint it. This addition of Salome al- 
io confounds the hiftlory of the two former Maries, which was much 
earlier, with that of the reft of the Women, which was much later : 
whereas Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, juftly omits the firft part 
ef verfe ft, and rightly conneéts the other narration with the laf 
verfe of the foregoing, chapter, thus: 4:4 Mary Magdalen, and Maxy

the mother of Famesbebeld the Place where hewas laid; And they went 
and bought fweet fpices, that they might anoint him. 

(3) tn Mark xvi. 2. Our ufual Copies moit abfurdly affure us that 
wery carly in the morning, .was the fame point of time with that wher 
the Sun was rifen, But then Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, 
omits the word very early, perhaps as inconfiltent with the other. How- 
ever, I ftrongly fufpect the omiflion here of a few words in all our co- 
pies, between very early, and funrifing, not only becaufe of the incon- 
fiftency of thofe two charaéters of time, but becaufe, fomewhat later 
in John, the more ambiguous expreffion very early, is explained by 
this other while it was yet dark: which we all know is utterly in- 
confiitent with /unrifing. 

(g.) Luke xxiv. 40. Our common copies give thus this verfe, that 
When Fefus had thus fpoken, He foewed the two Women his hands and 
bis feet; as if thefe two Women now actually took the fame fatis- 
faction as to the refurrection that the Apoilles did afterwards ; which 
no way agrees with the prodigious concern they were now in, when, 
in Mark’s words, xvi. 8. They went out, and fled from the fepulchre 3 
Sor they feared, and were amazed; neither faid they any thing to any man, 
Jur they were afraid. But Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, has 
no fuch verfe. 

(10.) Acts x. 41. Our ufual copies omit a moft material paflage, 
which is in Beza’s copy, both Greek and Latin, and confirm’d by Ig- 
natius’s double citation of it. Ad. Trall. §. 9. and Ad. Smyrn, §. 3. as 
well as by feveral other ancient copies. It is in Peter’s {fpeech to Cor- 
nelius, that Fe/us of Nazareth did eat and drink and converfe with the 
Apoftles 40 days after he rofe from the dead. Wor ought I to forget 
here that extraordinary confirmation of thofe 40 Days, which the 
original inftitution of Lent, before Paffion Week, in memory of them, 
affords us. For thus {peak the Apoftles themfelves, Conititut. V. 13. 
The faft of or for forty days, is to be obferved by you; as containing ἃ 
memorial of our Lord’s Coaverfation and Legiflature. 

II. I obferve, That the defcript:ons of the firft fingle Angel that 
rolled away the ftone, and affrighted away the keepers of the {epul- 
chre, and appeared to the two Maries, and of the two or four jeen 
afterwards, aie fo very different, that Expofitors are to blame not to 
tale notice of them. The former is thus de‘cribed, that 42 Ange/ 
of the Lord defended from heaven, and came and rolled back the fione, and 
fat upon it. His countenance was like lightning, and his raiment white 
as fuow. And for fear of him the keepers did foake, and became as 
dead men. Matt. xxviii. 2, 3, 4. And when a little afterward this 
Angel removed the ftone, and fat on the right fide of the fepulchre, 
He was clothed in a long white Garment, and the Women were affrighted. 
dnd they went cut and fled from the fepulchre ; they feared and were 
amazed; neither faid they any thing to any man, for they were affraid. 
Mar. xvi, 5—~8. Of two of the latter it is only faid, Mary Magdalen 
feeth two Angels, the one at the head, and the other at the feet, were 
the body of Fefus had lain. And when they fpake to her, fhe ap- 
peared no way affrighted : which is almoft the fame cafe with that of 
the two Angels, that appeared to the reit of the Women two hours 
afterward. I obferve, 11]. Thas 
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Ill. That we have other evidence, that in fome of thefe appearances 
to the Women there were /evera/ Angels feén, and perhaps five in all. 
This we are fully informed of by Cleopas, and his companion. Luke 
xxiv. 23, that the Women had feen @ vifion of Angels. As it is equal- 
ly plain, that two fuch Angels ftood by the xi, at our Saviour’s A{- 
cenfion. Act. i. 11. I Obferve, 

IV. That the vaft largenefs of the fepulchre ftone, that could hard- 
ly be rolled by 20 Men, demonftrates the abfurdity of that plea of the 
Jews, that the xi. di/céples came by night and flole the body away, while 
the foldiers were afleep. Since this could not poffibly be done, even 
had they been all fait afleep, without making fuch a ncife as muft in- 
fallibly have awakened them, and difappointed the defign of carrying 
off the body unfeen and unheard ; as was to be pretended. I obferve 

V. That the principal objeétion againft this hiftory of the refurreéti- 
on of Chrift on the third day, is what all our copies afford us, Matt. 
xii, 40. that, 4s Jonas was three days and three nights in the Whale’s 
belly, fo foall the Son of Man alfo be three days and three nights in the 
Heart of the earth. This reading is the fame both in Beza’s Greek 
and Latin, and in the modern copies of the Apottolical Conftitutions 
themfelves, v.14. and thence in Ignatius’s Epiftle to the ‘rallians, 
§. 9. Whereas Jefus of Nazareth was dead but one whole day, part of 
two other days,and two nights. Which cannot with any propriety be e- 
fteemed three days and three nights: asthe prediGtion, if genuine, affirms. 
Now here 1 mutt offer a folution quite different from our modern 
Commentators. For as I agree with them that the refurrection after a 
day, and part of two more, may be called three days; or within, or 
after three days ; or on the third day, which are the ufual language in 
fuch cafes in the New Teftament, in Jofephus, and other ancient Au- 
thors, fo I cannot pretend that savo mghts alone are “three nights. 
Now this being granted, 1 deny that ever our Lord did foretel fo great 
a duration between his death and refurreétion as shree days and three 
nights : which yet is in almoft all copies, even in Jofephusalfo, for the 
duration of Jonas’s abode in the belly of the Whale: to which hiftory 
our Saviour more than once alludes upon this occafion. But here [ de- 
fire the Reader to take notice, (1.) That none but Matthew has this 
comparifon, as exprefly affixed to the time of Jonas’s continuance in 
the Whale’s belly ; and that only in this text, xii, 40. He himfelf 
fays afterward. xvi. 4. Thatthe Jews fhould have no further fign, but 
that of the prophet Jonas: i. e. He fhould defcend into Hades; con- 
tinue there for fome time ; and after that afcend out of it ; without any 
particular indication of the duration of his ftay in Hades, And in 
Luke, 4s Fonas was a fign unta the Ninivites, fo fball αἰ the Son of 
Man be to this Generation. So Beza’s, and all our copies both Greek 
and Latin, have it; and no more. However, Take notice, (2.) That 
Beza’s copy, both the Greek and Latin, give us in Luke xi. 30. this 
text, parallel to that in Matthew. And as Jonas was in the belly of the 
Whale three days and three nights, fo foall the Son of Man be in the Earth, 
Without any other addition. Take notice, (3.) That when Ignatius, 
in the beginning of the fecond Century, cites this text from the 
Coniitutions, as he frequently does many cth:rs, Cotelerius informs 

us 
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us that this laft part of the verfe was wanting in two Fditions, and. 
three MSS of the old verfion, and by him inferted from a fingle Edt- 
tion. 1 take notice (4) Vhat when Irenceus, or his Olu’ Tranflator, 
towards the end of the zd Century, cites this very verfe of Matthew's, 
ver, 31. he entirely omits that part of the verfe alfo. Take notice 
(5) that whenever elfewhere the interval between Chrifl’s death and 
refurrection is fpoken of,it [5 never {uppo/ed to extend above three days, 
either in the Jews Accufations, or the Chriftian Memorials ; which 
texis are very numerous. See Joh. ii. 19, 20. Matth. xvi. 21. Xvi. 
23. 2X. 19, XXVI, OL. XxVIL. 40.63. Luk. ix. 22. xvill. 33. XXIV. 7. 
21. 46. Mark ix.3:. x. 34. Igna:. Ad. Trall. §.9, and Irenwus ubt 
ἔαρι, So that even this reading is very probably owing to nothing 
b:t to a later interpolation alfo, Nay, in [αἴ] Martyr's Copy, Jonas 
himielf was but three days in the Whale’s Belly. Dialogue with 
Trypho, pag. 334. I abferve 

VI. That the Order and Times of the feveral Events, belonging to 
our Saviour’s Refurrection, feem to be thefe : 

('.) Betore tour o’Clock in the morning, or at the very beginning 
of Gay-‘ight, a cerrible Angel defcended trom heaven; rolied, away 
the great tione from the fepulchre ; and fat upon ir, At the fight of 
Wiicin the keepers were horribly affrighted, and fled away in the ut- 
mett confufien, and Chrift rofe from the dead; leaving his grave- 
clothes in the fepulchre, Matth. xxvii. 1—4. John xx. 5,6. Confit. 
v.19. !gaat. Ad. Trall. §. 9. 

(2.) Very foon after this, the two Maries came to fee the fepulchre. 
‘Tinele found the great ftone rolled away ; the keepers gone, and the 
terrib:e Angel now removed to the righe fide of the fepulchre. Who 
informed them of the refurrection of Chrift. They are bidden by this 
Asigel to tell the difciples, and Peter in particular, that Chrift was 
rifen, and would meet them in Galilee. Yet did they not now carry 
any m*fiage to any body ; {fo greatly were they aftrighted at what they 
had {een and heard, as we have alieady noted from Mar. xvi. 1—8, 

(3.) Very foon after this, Mary Magdalen, having a little recovered 
her furprize, returns by herfelf to the fepulchre, and fees now calmly 
that the great itone was really rolled away, ard the body of Chritt 
really removed, or gone ; and runs directly to Peter and John, as be- 
ing together at the trial and condemnation, when all the other Apoftles 
were dilperfed, John xviii. 15, 16. and informs them, that the body 
of Chriit was certainly removed or gone out of the fepulchre, Joh. xx. 
1, 2. 

(4.) Immediately upon this meflage, Peter and John run to the fe+ 
pulchre, and both go into it ; and iee the body gone, and the grave 
clothes remaining. Yet could they not yet periuade themfelves of the 
reality of the rejurrection. John xx. 3—10. 

(5.) Very foon after this, Mary Magdalen, who could not keep pace 
with Peter and John running with all their might, returns to the fe- 
pulchre ; fees two mild Angels in the fepulchre, rhe one at the head, 
the other at the, feet, where the body of Fefus had lain, and is not much 
affrighted : but enquires for the body, both of them and of an ur- 
known itander by : as fuppofing yet no more than a removal of it to 
fome other place by that Perfon, whom fhe took for the-Gardener σ᾿ 
(iaving not yet been in the grave herfelf, nor feen the grave-clothes 
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remaining there, as Peter and John had.) ‘That unknown perfon- 
proved to be Chrilt himfelf : who accordingly difcovered himf{elf to 
her the firft of all others ; and bade her not now ftay fot any initances 
of worfhip to him, but go and immediately inform his difciples of his 
refurrection, and of his afceniion directly to their common Father and 
God: which fhe does accordingly. John xx. 11—18. 

(6.) About two hours after this, or after {un-rifing, came the relt 
of the women whothad fcen the crucifixion ; and finding how the 
facts were, and that Chrift was certainly rifen ; which Mary Magda. 
Jen, (who now feems to have joined their company) could inform them 
of alio; they are allowed to take hold of his feet, and «worfbip him. 
They are allo bidden by two Angels, to go and inform the difciples 
of what they had {een and known. Matth. xxviii. 7. efpecially of his 
meeting them in Galilee, ver. 10. which meflage the firft Angel had 
before chared the two Maries withal. ; 

(7.) About this time, Chrift appeared to his brother James, the 
circunftances of which, are not preferved in our Gofpels, But they 
are preferved in a Gofpel older than any of them, I mean the Go/pel 
according to the Hebrews, in the words following, produced out of it 
by Jerum : When the Lord had given the linen cloth (wherein he had 
been buried] to the Prief# fervant, He avent to Fames, and appeared 
to him. For Fames had forn, that be would not eat bread from that 
hour he had drunk the cup of the Lord, (or, the Lord had drunk the cup] 
until .be faw bm rifen from the dead. The Lord faid, Bring hither a 
table, and bread. He tock bread, and bleffed, and brake, and gave ta 
Fames the Fuft; and faid to him, My Brother, eat thy bread, for the 
Son of Man ts rifen from the dead 

(8.) Some time that day, Chrift was feen of Cephas, or Peter, as the 
Apottles tell che two difciples, after they were returned from Oulam- 
maus : Luke xxiv. 34 and Paul confirms, 1 Cor. xv. 5. But the 
particular time of the day, as well as the other circumftances of this 
Appearance to Peter are not rreferved to us in our New Teitament. 
However, of this Appearance I underftand Ignatius Ad. Smyrn. §. 3. 
where he affures us, that When Fefus came to Peter, and to thofe that 
ewere with him, he faid unto them, Take, handle me, and fee, that I 
am not an incorporeal Demon. 

(9.) ‘Towards evening, Chrift appeared in a moft furprizing and 
unexpzéted manner, to Cleopas and another ditciple, in the Way to 
Oulammaus, Luke xxiv. Which thing itfelf is plainly intimated by 
Mark xvi. 12. and whofe time and circumflances are diftinétly related 
by Luke xxiv. 13-35. 

(10.) Late in the evening of the fame day Chrift appeared, and that 
in a like furprizing and unexpected manner, to ten of the Apoftles 
then met together, Thomas not being with them: He then wpbraided 
them with their unbelief, and offered them the moft fenfible fatisfaction 
as to the reality of his refurreétion, and prefence in the fame body in 
which he had been crucified : while yet for joy and wonder they hard- 
ly believe it. Of this Appearance we have three ditinét accounts. 
jon xx, 19—23. Luke xxiv. 36—53. Mark xvi. 14—zo. without 
any fign of a contradiction. 

(t1.) On the next Lord’s day he appeared to all the XI. John xx. 
25, 29. Conflit. v.19. Ignat. Ad. Smym. §.3: who were then met 
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(1:} 
together, Thomas being now with them ; and conquered his prodi- 
gious degree of incredulity in a way perfectly undeniable. ire 

(12.) Next to thefe probably mutt that have been which John ftiles 
His third appearance to any number of his difciples, Chap. xx1. 14. 
Ot which we have a full account in that Chapter : and this accounc 
attefted by the Prefbyters of Ephefus, as written by the Apoitle him- 
felf, alittle before his death, about A. D. 99. 

(13.) Some time after thefe appearances, Chrift went to a mountain 
in Galilee, where he had appointed to meet a great number of his dil- 
ciples, and where above 500 were prefent. Matth, xxvii. 16. 17, 
1 Cor. xv. 6. Here the incredulity of fome of them appecrs not to 
have been entirely conquered. For when the reit eor/bipped bim, we 
are informed that fill fome doubted. And this is the very lait inftance 
that I have ever met with, of any fuch dowbt about Chritt’s refurrec- 
tion among Chriltians, I had almoft faid among either Jews or Hea- 
thens themfelves, in ail primitive antiquity. . 

(14.) About this time might be his fecond appearance to his brother 
James, when the Apoilles, in agreement with all antiquity, inform us, 
that Himfelf, as well as the Apoitles, ordained him Lifhop of Jerufa- 
Jem. Conilitur. VIIT. 35. 

(15.) Next to this may that appearance be which Paul mentions, 
1 Cor. xv. 7, after that to James ; when he adds, then to all the Apo- 

files, which I fuppofe belongs to the end of the 40 days, fince his re- 
furreftion, when in the prejence of them all he publickly afcended up 
into heaven, AétsI. 1—11. 

(16.) The /af appearance, or rather appearances of all, for how 
many there were we do not know, were made to Paul himfelf, 1 Cor. 
xv. 8, as to one born cut at due time: who had been before a bitier 
Perfecutor of Chrift’s Religion. 

N.B. There were folemn memorials of our Savicur’s Refurre&tion, 
appointed by the Apofiles, Conilit. V. 19. viz. The Lord’s day every 
week, efpecially that Lord’s day on which he rofe, or Kafter day : to- 
gether with the next Lord’s day, when he convinced Thomas : as alfo 
the Afcenficn after 40 days, and Pentecoft after ten more days : when, 
according to Chrift’s promie, after his refurreétion, the miraculous 
gifts of the Huly Ghott were poured on the Apoilles. All which days 
have accordingly been annually obferved from the age of the Apofiles 
till this very age. 

N.B. As to the numerous miflakes in our modern copies, both of 
the Old and New Tettament, we havea very large catalogue of them 
from that eminent, fagacious, and very good Man, Dr. Wall, in his 
Critical Notes upon the Old and New Teflament : though even he could 
never be made fenlible of what I have plainly proved elfewhere, that 
many of thofe miilakes were voluntary, and made either by the wicked 
Jews, when they fet up their {parious Meffiah Barchocab, (See Fay 
on the Old Teflament, pafiim] Or by the old wicked Hereticks, the 
followers of Simon Magus, who made it their bufinefs to forge {pu- 
rious books, or interpolate the genuine true ones : as will foon be pro- 
ved in my large Work now in the Prefs. 

N.B. Since not the Proprecies only, but the Miracles of the Bible 
have of late been denied, or expofe to contempt by fuch as are very 
little acquainted with the times whereto they belong, and very incom- 
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petent judges of fuch truly ancient records as contain them ; I fhall 
take leave to initance in two Writers, with whom I have myfelf been 
concerned, and to obferve bow little foundation they had tor their fe- 
veral attempts againit Chriftianity. As to the Prophecies of the Old 
Teitament, fo often appealed to by Chrift and his Apofties, for its 
fupport, Mr. Anthony Collins zo Years ago pretended that thefe Pro- 
phecies had been already fulfilled under the Old Teftament τῇ their 
proper and literal fenfe : and that Chrilt and his Apoitles only depend- 
ed on fuch weak aliegorical or tecondary Senfes, as the lait 1 200 Years 
had made ule of. While, upon the moft accurate Enquiry, it foon 
appeared, that fuch an allegorical or double fenfe had never been put 
upon any Prophecy, by any body, till the fourth century of the Go- 
{pel And as to the miracles, which all antiquity took to be alfo un- 
deniable, they have fome time ago been allegoriz’d allo by a weak 
Writer, and the very firft of them has been lately ridicui’d. as if it 
were utterly unbecoming one that pretended to be the Jews Meffiah, 
to be concerned in it : I mean the turning «water into wine at a wed- 
ding feait in Cana of Galilee, John 11. r—11, Now 1 confefs that 
upon fe:ufal of that account, it feems plain to me, from the Hiltory 
as it flands in all our copies, that Our Saviour did not himfelf think 
this a proper oceafion for exerting his power of miracles : that when 
his Mother firft propofed it, He was very angry with her, and fevere- 
ly ehid her for it: Woman, what have I to do with thee 3 mine hour 
is mot yet come, ver,3, 4. and that when fhe {till infifled on it, ver. 5. 
he rather fubmitted to his mother, as a dutiful fon, chan originally 
acted according to his own Inclination, as the true Meffiah. I fup- 
pofe both his Mother and his firft difciples prefumed he had the power 
of working miracles ; but that he delay’d to ufe that power too long, 
ver. τι. whofe defire he here comply’d with. 

N. B. As to the fulfilling of Scripture Prophecies, in the literal 
Senfe, I have fo throughly demonftrated it in my former and prefeat 
Writings, by a vait number of Examples, as renders, I think, that 
Argument for the Proof of the divine Authority of the facred Books 
perfectly undeniable. See Literal Accomplifoment of Prophefies,: per tot. 
For which I venture in particular to appeal to the new Edition of my 
Effay of the Revelation, and efpecially to the xv. eminent events ipeci- 
fied at the end of it, which had been every one foretold from thofe 
Prophecies, and hath every one alrcady come to pafs accordingly. 

In truth it appears to me, that moft of our divines at prefent fo 
generally {pend their time and ftudies either in fuch Heathen, or in 
fuch later Chriflian Authors, and later Copies of the facred Books, 
as contribute bur little to the difcovery of the original State of Chri- 
itianity ; and is a main occafion of their being puzzled at every turn, 
even by Scepticks more ignorarit than themfelves. While a through 
acquaintance with the Copies and Books of the two firft Centurivs, 
would eafily prevent almott all fuch perp'exities whatfoever. 

And thus by my Obfervation it has ever been, and will'ever be 
with the moft formidable Objections againft the primitive Chriflian 
Religion, that they {till occafion fuch deeper Enquiries as at length 
will fvence, I with I could add alfo, and convert tnofe Scepticks which 
propole them, to the fame primitive chriftianity, Amen.
